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It appears (hat he was a native of 
Ireland, and was born near KInhin, 
in the Qounty o(Ko(common, Decem¬ 
ber ^7^ 1730. Hi) father was a mer¬ 
chant in Dublin; and his mother, whofe 
maiden name was French, was the 
daughter of. Arthur French, of Ty¬ 
rone. in tb^^uotyof Galway. When 
yOung, our Author was brought to 
a^ondon by bilh' i^iother ; when<:' he 
was fent aii iunt (Mrs. Piynket) 
then redduf^.jit Boulogne, who en- 
tered her nephew at the College of 
St. pfflcre, 1740. Here he remained 
near feven years, and on his return 
fpent tw-' y?ar$ iu,the counting boufe 
of Mr. Hahoid, an eminent merchant 
s) Cork. leaving this place in con- 
fcquence of a theatiical difpute in 
which he hqd taken too a6iive a part, 
'he came to town, and obtained ad- 
jriilion into the counting-houfe of 
Irontideand Bcichier, bankers.* How 
long Mr. Murphy continued in this 
iituation we are not informed ; but 
when he relinquiflied it, haviirg cul. 
tivated a tade tor iiter.^tnre, and con¬ 
ceived a dijhfie to trade, he commenced' 
author. 

In the year 175a he publilhcd the 
Gray's Inn Journal, which continued 
three years. His next attempt w.is on 
the Stage, \Ahere he appeared at Covent 
Garden Theatre in the charafler of 
Othello, (tliepaitin which Pocte.^lfo 
cliofe to make his debuts) O^ober iS, 
1754. At the dole of the feafbn he 
removed to Druiy lane j but, hke ma¬ 
ny wh(j luidaKe for genius,

of that time endeavoured to obffrui^t 
his firif appearance in tliat character.

Mr. Muiphy wrote, it i» fiid, many 
other pieces, which have nof been per- 
formed or publiflied. His translations, 
poems, prplogues, &c. are well known, 
and have for their reipeilive merits 
been juflly admired- His celebi ity as a 
dranntiil probably produced him bufi- 
nefs.as an advocate. He was nominatc<l 
a Commidioner'ol Bankrupts, in which 
ofBce Iw continued to his death, which 
happt^ned the i8tli day of June, 11105.

I HAVE an elephant about four 
months old : I faw one at Chittagong, 
within eighteen hours after being borif, 
a veiy Ane male, juft three feet in 
height, (the parent feven feet, four 
inches) j its eyes open, tail and nails 
perfei^, proholcis and (kin covered with 
foft hair. The period of geftation, as 
decilively proved about feven years 
3^0,by experimental Camillah, where 
the animals copulated in a domeftic^ 
ftate, (a circumftance denied by hifto- 
rians,) is twenty months and nineteen 
days In a few days the cub becomes 
bi ilk and playful} rolls about in all di- 
t edions,i'unsat the keepers, and Aicka 
with the mouth, its trunk coiled around 
the mother's breaft, which is iituated 
on either fide the fternumt as is the 
vagina centrally between the hind legs j 
where alfo is placed the male orgag, of 
proportionate fize, withina Ibeath} when 
denuded it cui^n backwards. This 
animal has no i^otum. 

Large herds of elephants arecaptoretf 
in the Chittagong dilt rid : thofe mea- 
luring beneath five, feet four lAches 
are confidered unfit even for riding, 
except by the natives i of that height, 
mealureu up the fhoulders^ borfes,* 
the price is mo rupees ii^a, each 
7..<i.6d.} thence their value increafes at 
ten rupees per inch, to five feet ten 
inches} and after that e^eiiy inch is 
computed twenty additional rupees;

When firft 
caught, from cruelties exercifed to tame 
(hem, many dies until feafoned by 
practice, tney arc very liable to abfcelii 
on the back, from prefltire of the load, 
of which numbers remui^ng ufele/i, 
and fome aim never cure!^ This anu 
mal’s roar is deep, and even awful, till 
familiarized by cuftom} yet more fre* 
quentiy denotes fear than anger. His 
tail and trunk in perp^u^ employ, 
ment, the latter blowing upon Ins 
belly or fimltRf away the infects with 
fome broken bough, and the former 
wiping his breech j from which he 
appeaiK to derive as much fatisfa^iori 
as did Garganhea from the goofe'a 
neck. 

Tlie above obfervatioAs are deduced 
only from what I have feen dming 
eight months* refidence on their na*^ 
tive foil. I wa^ iir hopes to have 
feen, and givetT an accurate 'deferip- 
tion .of, the mode employed to catch 
them, but am prevented by removal | 
yet believe this iketch difiers in feme 
material points Irom hilturical defciip* 
tion.

The learned editor of Camden (Gib* 
Ton) fpeaksof thisjilace In thefe words s 
** Going along with this nver** (the 
Chelmer) ** towards the Tea, we find 
Maldon, without all doubt the ancient 
CamaIonunum,*though (as our Author 
obferves) Several men have fou^t it 
in othei places/* ^ ' 

He alfo ftates that ** in a garden at 
Mdldon was found a piece of gold al- 
molt as large as a guinea.* It has on 
one fide Sero and on the reverfe Jgrip^ 
fiaat and is veiy exactly done/* 

If it were necelTaiy to collet more 
authorities to fupport the hyputhefis 
to which I formerly alluded, I have no 
queftion but that I could produce ma* 
ny. The idea of this dHquifition, as 
far as regarded the name, as I take it, 
was firlt ralfed by S^mmes in Ills Bri* 
tannia, but, that the fituation of Mai- 
doQ has been identified to be that of 
the Roman Camalodunum, as near as 
any thing of this nature cm be identi¬ 
fied, there remains, I chink, veiy little 
doubt. That Cs/onia, (Colchefier) was 
.among the Romans a city of very great 
eminence, is unqueilionable j ebut it 
tbercfoie follows, as a nat^ural confe- 
quence, that if to the fituation it*lield, 
as being a roy^tfnd imperhl leftdcnce, 
bad been jolrAl that of being alfo the 
luadof the Colony, this circumltance 
would have been much more amply re¬ 
corded. • 

I agree with MV. B*, whofe work, 
as r have before obferved, 1 gi early 
admire, that dirqulfitions of this hhtur^ 
often lead to impoitant ftiAs, as they 
turn the minds of the readeis to the 
examination of their own country,

tice 1^ aiq^ from the vcfyextenfire cir¬ 
culation of your truly valuable Maga* 
cine, the ifiea which I beg leave to fug* 
ge^may Toon be brought to the teft of 
experience. 

The bet if well known to be an ir> 
ritable, virtdidUve creature j butj/ be* 
ther*envy or jealoufy coSiftitninpart 
of hsr character, or whether Oie bear 
any antipathy to the butteri^,! cannot 
tell. RlvalSiip, however, betn^ in mpft 
other cafes, fufficient ground for jea- 
loufy and holfiiity, and the bee and the 
butterfly Aforting to the <ame flowers 
for food, tc may well worth the agri- 
culturili's while to obferve wbethei the 
bee ever at^ck the butterfly^whether 
butterflies be fo numerous in gardens 
whore (warms of bees aie kept as in 
thofe where there are none—and whe¬ 
ther dead butterflies (bearing no marks 
of violence from (piders) be found in 
gardens to which Itra'y bees refort. 

If, upon examination, it (bouid ap¬ 
pear that the be&s kill or drive away 
the butterflies, then the farmers and 
gaideneis miy foon extirpate the whole 
race of caterpillais, by only keeping on 
foot (or rather ei; nvmg) a fianding 
army of bees, to piotj^^muir giounds 
—a (landing army whic^viU yield an 
tncieaitt of revenue‘fco their employer.^ 
Should this idea ever be rcaiired,^d 
the whole country be covered with 
fwarmi. of bees, the qussALi^s of honey 
thus prodo££^ will be inconceivable s 
and theiTouTy may we be (aid to live in 
a land ^'flowing with milk and honey.’*

* In conSdering tlie empire of Ger* 
many, properly fo called, as inhabited 
by one people, known in Britain by the 

f rencial appelJation of Saxons, I have fol'. 
owed the divifion in the map of the 
Roman Empire when at its greateft ex¬ 
tent. With refpefl to its boundarie.s, 
commencing ^^hward from the river 
Adbis^ circuroferibing the weftern coaft 
occupied by the Frijii, Salii, Oita, and 
extending from the mouth of the Rhine 
to the Ati>s, and to Gaul and Italy on the 
foutb, and sr^£V(ria on the ea'f j which is 
an extent of country conf^**^bly larger 
than that laid down in Cdetaf's Com¬ 
mentaries and SiUos Iralicus, and com¬

the country. It will here be proper 
to remark, that the Saxon invaders 
of Britain * may, to avoid thoie minute 
local dlftin£tions which caufea confu- 
(ion in their general hiftory, be clafied 
in two grand divifions,, namely, the 
maiitime and the inlan^^'. 

The former of thefe, who from their 
(ituation and habits of life firft became 
'^acquainted with this Ifland, had form¬ 
ed confiderable fettlemeots along the 
coaft, had colleftpd a Navy, and had, 
during the time of the Romans, begun 
a commercial connexion' with the Bri¬ 
tons } which, perhapa owing to the 
avarice of the one and the imbecility of 
the other, at length degenerated into 
piracy. The purfuits ot thefe people 
made it abfolutely necefla^ that they 
ihould live together, tramc had^ ex¬ 
tended their ideasi and their views 
of other countries had made them 
acquainted with the wants of their 
own. Their houfes extended along 
the coaft, particulaily at the biouths 
of livers, or where they could Inve 
the advantage of creeks and havens. 
Here the Frifit and the Belase made 
tbeir 6rlt fettlements ; and here it 
is certain, that while the feeds of com¬ 
merce were fet which in after ages Sou- 
rittied in (uch inimenfe emporium*, 
that paflion for adventure was engen¬ 
dered in the bofoms of thefe our an- 
celtors, to which our metropolis owe^ 
its opulence, and oU-^^IOand its confe- 
quence and glory. 

The Inland baxons feem originally 
td .have had little idea of commerce. 
Tacitir. flater, that they had no buying 
or felKing bp.^eans of a' circulating 
medium amongit them, till long after 
their connexion witli other natibns had 
taUgbt tho^ of the coaft the ufe of 
money; thouglf even thefe were in 
early times lo ignorant of the value ot 
metals, that they bad a.higlief edima- 
tion for fijvpr than gold, as they cdn> 
ceived it fitlSr for the purpofes of 
traftic.

tbe Tales of the Twelve Soobaks of 
. Inoostan. 

N the reign of the mighty Emperor 
Akber, the country otlndoftan was 
divided into twelve Soohabj, or grand 
diviiions, each of which was commit¬ 
ted to the cire oi a SoobadoTy or Vice¬ 
roy.

mercy} he was neverthelefs bold and 
enterpi'iAng, and had (hown gxcak.coa- 
r.ige md a6livity when engaged with 
the lion and the leopard, and under- 
Itood pcifei^ily the u(e of the buw. 
He hid been careiully educated under 
the fage in(trui 5 fion of the Brahmin 
Blieradh, u;Jio was of the At It older, 
or a Berhemcharee, and who cairied 
the*Zenar, 01 coid of three threads, 
horn his left Ihoulder, a gieat diftinc- 
tion in that cad. Yesdijurdd was yet 
of tender age, when it was difcovered 
that a conftant melarcholy was (pread 
over his countenance, and thit he 
fought to avoid the con verlation of thofe 
who weie accuftomed to be about his 
peifon. Yfsdijurdo appealed un¬ 
happy, and none knew the caufe ; the 
fon languor that wis conltantly fovlA- 
ble ill his face convinced tii*^rage Hin¬ 
doos that (omething preyea upon 
mind, but they could not fathom whac 
it was. If Yesdijurdd fmiled, whicli 
he did on every uccaAon of favour or 
kindnefs to thole about it was a 
imile that laded only foi ah indant, 
and was hid again in the cloud that (ha- 
dowed his countenance. The mod inti¬ 
mate of his companions were at a lofs 
to colijei'iure the reafun of his dKTatlf- 
faitiun. In vain for Yesdijurdd were 
fung the love^fongs of the Dherow | 
and lolt upon his lenfes was the fweet 
voice of Khofru the Anger, and all the 
mufic of the Saringee, th- J-entei, the 
Khenjir dium '•ith fmall bells, and the 
foft founds of the Mu(ht compo.^ed of 
two leeds. In vain for Yesdijurdd 
were the dances of the Knjaby womens 
and the graceful motions of the Nut- 
wah, who u(e the tal or brafs cups. 
Yesdijurdd appeaieihto (hgink from 
the founds of love and plfaruej yet 
D ? 
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he delighted to hear them Hng the glory 
of Brahma, and the pratfes of Kilben 
or Providence. 

Yxsoijirapo conftantly vifited the 
gardens of his palace of pleafure, where 
he would contemplate for hours the 
beauty of the jafmine Bower, and de¬ 
light his fenles with the delicate and 
fugrant.rmeliing ketkey, that| refem- 
bles in form the cone of the pine, 
the cheltch, or violet fmelljiiig tulip, 
the kooreh,oi' white rofe, and the yel¬ 
low threaded (afFion. There too did 
Yesdijurod plcafe hiinfelf with liften- 
sng to the Black Koyil with red eyes, 
which is raid„l.«k'e the nightingale, to he 
enamoured with the rof'e} with the en¬ 
chanting Tong of the Pecyoo, which in 
the Shanferit tongue lignites beloved i 
ai)d with the tender careltes of thelittle 
beautiful Biya, of a bright yellow co¬ 
lour, and which, if tamed, will By to 
its maBer immediately on hearing his 
voice. But Yrsdijurdd Bed from the 
fpeaking Sharukh, which imitates the 
human tongue to fuch per^ei 5 fion that 
any who do not lee the bird mult be 
ileceived. Orders were ilTued that the 
Sharukh iliould not be kept in tlie 
gardens of Yesdijurdd. 

In vain were all the attempts of the 
Viceroy Anjiin to withdraw hU Ion 
from the folitude he had chofen \ and 
as the people entertained an opinion 
that it was the will of Brahma that he 
ihould become of the call of the Ber- 
bemcharee. it was judged prudent 
to give way to them for a time, until 
forae mctj;;'d could be thought of to 
tempt him from his retirement, wheie 
he paired his time in Itudying the fub- 
iimity of Brahma, the power and malice 
of Mahadeo the deltroyer, and the di¬ 
vine precep^v of the Soerej Sudhaut, 
written feme hundred thoiifnnd years 
ago. 

In the midB of the gardens of Y£s- 
oijuitDD was an apartment which con¬ 
tained a fountain of clear water of the 
river Jumna, and the Boor was covered 
with mats made from the cold odorife.

Here too the gardenors of Iran and 
Turan brought the moft fragrant and 
beautiful of their Bowers, and fpread 
the tables with the chotced of their 
fruits, the mitlk melon from Badaklhan 
and ZabuHBan, the Samarcandian ap¬ 
ple, thed^te, the plantain, the citron, 
the mountain and Calhmeery grape. 


the Bokharah plum, and the cliernea 
of Candahar. Here too the molt cx- 
quiiite ell'ences and perfumes were 
ipread for theufeand plearurc of Yfis- 
nijURDD, the mull:, the ambergris, tlie- 
chuwah, or diltilled wood of the aloe, 
the China camphor, the cifcnces of the 
orange and jitrmtne Bowers, the findal 
word, and the Kuh-afyilflor burning in 
ceiilers. 

The principal companion of Yts- 
nijURDD in this retirement was a Biya 
which he kept in the apartment, but 
with liberty to fly about. This beau¬ 
tiful little biid nut, however, leave 
him for long together, and was lo fond, 
that it was aluiolt conitaiuly in his 
bo Tom. 

'J'he melancholy of Yfsdijordd in- 
creafed now every day, and was more 
and'niore obfcrvable. Several »ileand 
learned Pelvi^lc.^ weie permitted to 
vilit him by the Viccoy, and he re¬ 
ceived them all widi hu nfual kindnefs, 
but with the fume averlion to public 
affairs, whenever tlmle, or the ways and 
habits of men, or the flories of hilfory, 
were fpoken of; at the mention of 
which he inltantly funk into a deep 
reverie, from whence no arc or endea¬ 
vour could lOufe him. It love, whieJr 
had been conjei'luir-d to be the canle of 
his defpondency, was mentioned, he 
Ibrnnk from the fubje^f, and alike 
Qiuddered at the name of friendfltip. 
If the noble deeds of any of the Om- 
lahs of IndolUn weic told him, he* 
woiifd liflen, it r true, for a few mi¬ 
nutes,'but prefently relapfed into a 
total difregard of what was pafling 
ill converfatiou. If faithfulnefs, truth, 
mercy, or gratitude, were fpoken of, 
his c''.untenance became at Brit as full 
of inquiry, but pi’efently fpread over 
with a deadly palenefs, 'and a heavy 
,Bgh ufually fucceeded. Had Ybsoi- 
JURDD been of an age to have ex¬ 
perienced the .deceits and frauds of 
men, he could not have appealed more 
averfe to the praifes bellowed upon 
them* * • 

At length the Soobadar Adjhd, 
(whobenn to fear that his Ton's dif- 
poBtibu for folitude would grow upon 
hipi to that degree as t«s render him 
incapable of fucceeding to' the govern¬ 
ment, In cafe be Ihtfold be called upon 
to dofo after bis death,) on the feflival 
of the Dewtlee, (which, like the Sheb 
Berat of the Mohammedans, is cele¬ 
brated Wi*h grand illuminations, and 
which they leckon lucky for great 
, underuking^' 
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urflertakings*) fummoned a bar» or 
^ Court, of all the Omrahs, great Hin¬ 
doo Fhilolophers, and Soiees, from 
far and near, fuch as were verfed in 
rhe Itiidy of the Bkdbs and the eight- 
'een Beddya, or arts and fc'iences} in 
the do^lrine of Boodh; in the Ka- 
RUMPLPAK, or. the art of dilcovering 
*wh.ucjiimes h.wc been commuted by 
mtii in tiielr foiiner exldeoco { and in 
'the Suk, or ait of predicting future 
events, by ohlciving in win; manner 
the bieiiii il^ i through the nu.triU: 
heTidcs which were prelent numerous 
irngitlans ind rti-cromancers, whom ic 
w.n thought proper to coninit. No¬ 
thing could exceed the grandeur of this 
fciHvai, tiom which Vlsdijurdd was 
ablent. The ol th-S oobaUah 

was thrown open; the Aurun,% or 
throne, was difpl ycd Ctjvered ^th 
precious ttones} md the Cimtter, or 
viinhullo of gdhl, fp'ead. Onf* ur the 
s^trndinls held the .*.iyd>an in his hand, 
ro keep olVthe 1 nvs of the fun fioin the 
vi'ner.ible Adjiid, wIkj was feated on 
the tin one. Eighty campnor cnidles, 
in <andledifks o{ gold and filver, weie 
lighted in the prclenct; andrhecelcf- 
tet! ^te was buinhig in Aganr^rr, 
01 tite-pot,nt rhe entiance j and at the 
top of the palace was fufpended the 
Akaf>deeah, or laige lantern. 

At length Adjiiu addiefledhimfelfto 
the numeions Hindoo philofbphers who 
liiirininded him, and olFeied a diamond 
woitli feventy Mohurs, befides many 
great honours, to an^^ne of them V ho 
(ould difeover the ciule of the melan¬ 
choly of YfisnijuauD, or who could 
tind a way of divciting him from iu 
/Vt length one of tljcm, a learned Hin¬ 
doo named llafi/,, was permitted r^iHc 
the Ptincf^y Espi 1 uanb, for the purpofe 
of making the dilcoyety. He found 
him in the garden of the palace ; and, 
feeing him approach, made sAe faluta- 
tion of the Talleein, the back of the 
right hand placed upon the ground 
and f>aiied gently to the head, repeat¬ 
ing, Oh Loan I all ^hV myste¬ 
ries ARE IMrFNtTRABLE I” YesDI- 
JURDD received (he aged Hindoo with 
his acciiflomed kindnels to ffraugeis, 
and feated him next him. 

Hafir I epented rhe SinJnhasnd Honvm 
prayers, and then aJdrefUd himfelf to 
YtsnijURDD a^ billows i Why is it, 
oh Fiince 1 that blefled as thou ait, 
by the mercies of*the Bifhen, with 
thb gracefulnefs of the undgtdanding 


and the fun of truth that illumines the 
mind of man, that thou Ihoutdeft limn 
the glory given thee, and hide thyfelf 
in the darknefs of foUtude ? Explain, 
oh Vesdijurdd 1 this myliery, that we 
nuy fee the garment of hope fpread 
over thy countenance, and the ftar of 
good fortune fhine in thy forehead. 
Remember that Goo is the grcatctf, 
that mi^ty is his glory. Remember, 
oh YLsIrijuKDo I the beaiiiilul verfea 
«of the MuTueevey, Neither atTociate 
witlf every one, nor lepantc thyfelf 
from every one j go in the load of 
wifdom, and be neither a Hy nor a 
phoenix.** True it is, thou auyciV 
devott the greater number of hours lo 
the frrvice of Goo» aud that thou 
ibouldcltbeconfiantiy returning thanks 
to Providence; in the morning^as foon 
as the fun b‘jgin» to diffufe its ray^j di" 
noon, when the grand illuminator of 
the univerfi (hiius in ^ull rcfjilenJencei 
and in the evening, when hs dilappCvirs 
only to rife again wiin the fame fplen* 
dour: but bewaie, oh YeshijurddI 
that thou naff not rclinqutihed the 
peci^iar habits and cultom^ of thy 
h gh Ifanon mote Itom a dcGre of 
thcTweets of indolence 'i.'iii Ironi that 
contemplative difpolitioii py which 
pluiolophy is able to unravel th^* w.u'p 
and woof of the veil of dcccpt.on, and 
louj'covci the bf.iufltul ''ouur^nance 
of ^i/iilillMicy and iiiitii. Tmm art 
enllglitci.»*d with fh< l*'ip ol .viidom. 
I)o not le; that lijht burn .* v ,y m loh- 
tude that flionld b* fpread .iiuong the 
people of Cafhmeer* 1 jt in-c^i- y the 
tidings of hope to tiie cr^dv wtiw 
await my return, and glad them 
the news that VtaDijURDO w.il co.ne 
again among them.

Pope Sixtus the Fifth ami the Shoe*

An Italian Anecdote.

^HE life of this Pope exhibits one of 
thole exlnordinary inftancc«, in 
which genifis" ‘inil tilents have lifted 
their pofieflb'-s fa^ above the difadvan- 
tage« concomitant to a humble birth 
and i.ui'gent ciicuniilanLes, and have 
them to counteraft advcrfity, 
or rather to commini fortune. It was 
therefore, while h-was Cifdiml, wrll 
laid b> him to in Itaiiin Pnncc, over 
whom, in a di'H'ite, he Ind fo mam- 
fehly the advmfgc as, to excite toe 
admiiation of the company, and who 
confeauentty irr.uted to the giwtelk 
d'giee, exwiatmed, ** ] womiei it yf>ur 
ario^;ance, who wtu only the Ton of a 
iwineheid 1" 

** Ti ue, my Lord ! and if it had b-^en 
your mistort.une to have btcn botn the 
Ton of a lwln''her<l,y(m would have ftill 
continueiin tint tipuity.” ) 

Th.it liCHW la the fon of a fwineheid 
is a fae>. He was born at Montiltc, in 
the n.i.rhes of Ancona. His paients 
called h.r.i FeMxj but he h'ft them, 
and 'it age of fouitctn took the 
hibst of St. Fjancj«, anfl became a 
Fikn in the Convert of Alctdi. The 
({Uicknefs of his pa. ts loon raifed him 
high in the Sodility} though it muft 
be obferved, that it wi* tompofed of 
members w ‘’0 hive not btTn recorded 
as the bnghleft of mankind. However,'* 
they had feofe enough to difiinguifli 
his meiit, and cindour enough «-to ac« 
knowledge it, except in one inftance, 
when fome of the younger fiudents, 
girded perhaps by the fuperiority of 
Bis genius, retotted upon him ironU 
cally, **diac in theaifrological queftion 
befoie thini they muft yield to him: 
he ceitainly knew more of Heu/ej than 
they did, his. fsthci *s bcingye illuftrious." 
To this farc.iftn he replied with great 
good nature, that ** his father's houfe 
was indf ed Wufirtous, for the interior of 
it was illuminaudh-j the rsiys of the Am, 
which difted through every aperture 


of the hoardt of which it was com-* 
poftd 

Itnprovinghis talents, he took the He- ' 
gree of DofVor of Divinity j .and, at a 
public difputation in the prelcnce of 
Cirdinal Carpi, who was then pio-* 
teflor of the Franci'LJii Order, acquit¬ 
ted himfelf fo w'll, and acquiied lo 
much fame, in coiilequence of the fub- 
tlety of his arguments and the acute- 
nefs of his wit, that pieferment foU 
lowed of courle. By feveial grada- 
tions he airivtd at the highed dignity 
of the Chuich, being eltdUd Pope the 
11th April 1585. 

This Pontiff, who feems to Inve 
been a humouiid as well as a nun 
of great Ic.uning, lilt'd fome artifice 
to obtain tins high dignity. From the 
lime that he had been nominated Car> 
dit.il, he lud ificif^d the leniblaucc of 
age and of ill hedth. When he went 
into the Coiiclive, h-^ appeired fo fee¬ 
ble, and feeined to labour (u much 
under the paioxylius ot a confirmed 
.irthnu, that tew txiecKti he would 
hive livid to com** out, lie fupported 
himicif witli i If.df, .iiid is he alcended 
the ftjire luUed and cc j,h»d ai every 
ffep. The!" fymptoms wcic exceed¬ 
ingly in kis Ja^vouTi and piobably in a 
gtcit degite inHuerced the cletlion. 
But even before the Icrutmy was fi- 
nlhed, as foon as he faw that the 
ohjec*t of his ambition was feciiie, he 
thtewaway his llaff, Ins faithful com¬ 
panion for fifteen years, and etching 
iiinriielf, theic fp^med in his fyfiem an 
ii'fiint renov.ition of youth. The Car¬ 
dinals muiniuied, but the thing could 
.not no.v be het, ed. The artful Pontiil 
at once faw their motives} and in 
Oide/;to add additional food to their 
me^ of cogitation, he begin to ling 

TV Deum Laudav.us" witli a voice 
fo cleir and •melodious, and withal fo 
Itrong, ti'at the Ipaciousliall and vault¬ 
ed roof re-echoed to the found. 

The recital 6t the life of this Pontiff, 
which abounds with entertaining pal- 
fages, exhibits a (haiaCter which was 
rendered remarkable by contiaflin^ it 
with others in the fame elevated ftation. 
So iVi^t was the impartiality of bis 
adlicieycc to Jnltice, and fo great his

of the Holy See» he alfo effabliflied

State of the Church, but bad Ipread 
, over Italy, - 

On this occadon, the gratitude of the 
Citizens of Home induced them to 
. commemorate the repofe whieh they 
enjoyed by feveral inlcriptions in dif- 
» fereiit parts of the city, by l^tues, and 
other tokens of their approbation and 
liberality. 

‘ ^One greafr fonree of the amufement 
of Sixtus the Vth, was the perufin^the 
memoirs of his li'e and tranfaftions, t 
of which he had kept a regular journal, 
whilll: he was the Friar Montalto, 
which was the name given him in the 
Convent. When he was one day ' 
deeply engaged in looking over^xhis 
nianufcript, and while he was probity 
enjoying the contemplation of fome 
of the occurrences of his early years, 
he came to a paiUige that ftrongly at. 
traded his attention, ns it Aatcd war/j 
thele words:— 

1546. Being .'It Macerata, and ob* 
ferving the mii&rable Itnte of my Ihoes,. 
the /oUt of which were ot) tlie very 
brink of perdition, owing, I fear, to 
the dinty.hearted and impenetrable 
rocks and roads over which v»e had 
journeyed together : I therefore, re- 
/'olving to ute tny endeavours to favo 
thefftt repaired to a (bop that I for. 
tunaif'ly dilcovered in the market- 
place, to coiilulc the (hoejiuker or^jrt^nf- 
iator who kept it HtJTpe^ling their re¬ 
formation . 

** The (hoemaker, wljp for his faga- 
city with regard to the cure J'otis 
might have l>cen a Cardinal, after exa- 
mining thefe wretched and oofW^ed 
fuhjtQsy whom 1 lud lo often tramped 
I upon, declared that they were lo far 
gpne, that it was out of th^trdwer oft 
man io atfirnd them t in fad, that they 
hrd been upon their laj) Jett, and had 
come once more to an end. He there¬ 
fore ^added, that he couid,noc advife 
'me to allow them an ftidui^ence, but 
would rather wlifli me to cdl, them 
entirely away, and tVy a nenjij pair* 
This feemed Orthodox t I tU^ etore 
took his advice, kicked my old (hoes, 
as they could ttoi^nger 'eive me, into 
the (treet, and injiatUd myfelf in his 
chair. The fnoetnaker brought a 
pair of candidutet fiom his (helf; he 
lifted up my leg, placed .n\y foot in 
his lap, but did not kiji rfj toe : he, 


however, fitted me In a moment, with- 
out putting me into what is called 
Purgatory. But here a difficulty oc. 
curred of greater magnitude than any 
of the mountains that I had pafTed. 
The (hoemaker demanded Jeven Giu^ 
lios * for the (hoes, and I, alas I had but 
fx in my leathern purfe which hung to 
my girdle, and in which my whole 
fortune woe fujpendtd. What was now 
to be doos ? 

** l imr^ediately emptied my purfe, 
UndfUfcovered the ftate of my exche¬ 
quer to the (hoemaker. This man, 
who had none.of the herefy of John 
Crifpin f in his mind, in an infant 
beUe<v^d what he. fstrw rather, (if 
a paradox were allowed in our fyftem,) 
what he diinotfee'. fd without (eeming 
tp notice my dilqualifying bow, or the 
cauTe of my confufion, fo apparcQgjj^ 
the emptinefs of my puiTe, he brifkiy 
faid, * Hailing in this cafe would be. 
to no purpofe. It is true, I cannot 
afford to fell thefe (hoes (look how 
well they are made!) for lefs than ftven 
(jiulios \ biiR if you have taken but tlx 
out of your jlrong box, that's a fault, 
as ^ou are at a diltance from home, 
that cannot ealily be mended ; there, 
fore 1 will take the fix upon this condi. 
tion, that you folemnly promife 10 pay 
me the other Giiilio when you come to 
DE Pope. To this I readily agreed i 
we therefore laughed heartily, fhouk 
hands, and parted." 

When Sixtus read this p.i(rage, it 
recalled the circutnli.ince Itrongly to 
his mind, and withal introduced u de- 
(ire to leain if the frKndly. 4 ^ocmaker 
was living. He therufoie immediately 
difpatchcd his Steward to Macerar.i to 
inquire after him, and, if facccfsful, to 
inform him that he mult.attend the 
Pope directly, upon biiJincfs'of the 
utinoll imf>orrance to himfelf. 

The (hoemaker was yet livingi but 
tlie tneflagc he received ho.n the Stew.

The lack, or the Itake, weie the light* 
elf punifhmcnt that occuiied to him: 
of theie he Ht all the horrois already. 
Hetbeicfore endeavunied to recoiled 
what he had done to meut t^is feverity 
of tluftilcment. His very heft fr^endf 
could not accufe him of bertjy\ or if 
they had, theie was an Inqvi&ition 
upon the fpot; but his life had been 
induftrious .tnd innocent, nor couivl 
he, even in the moments of his deepetf 
deipondence, jene liis conicience to 
rcpioach him with anv ciimeswliich 
meiited thofe excruciating toituies 
'■^iicK iae’iv weic prepared for him. 

He more ihm once ihoup.bt of flying 
fromltai/i but thiH he (uppo'rd the 
btewaid (who was neatly .it Koine l>e« 
fore he let out) had taken meafuie^ to

Slowly, therefore, he jonrneycf on; 
and rhe day al'ei his arrival, rremi)l>ng 
JjJcea criminal going to execution, he, 
With the fame reluctance, afeended the 
Hack marble ifaiicafe that led to the 
Pope's clofet. 

- When introduced into his prefence, 
Sixtus, for a moment, obferved him 
with that keenness of penetration for 
which he wis lemarkable,’and then, 
with a Hcjii voice, laid, *' Have you 
ever feen me at .Macerata }"

When the (hoemaker left the clofct 
of the Pope, how different were his 
lenfations from thofe with which he, 
entered it. He feemed in Elylip^.'i. * 
Dungeons, racks, and tortures, had 
vani^ed tiom his mind ; or if they foV 
a moment recurred, it was only to' 
induce him to wonder how he ever 
could have feared them. He rt'C&)vcd 
his three Giulios, and retuined to his' 
inns but in this fliort walk his len* 
rations underwent another tranlition. 
When be lefleClcd upon the fiendei 
remuneration he had obtduitd, he could 
not help confideiing Sixtus the Vth 
as the meantll of moitals. lie thcie- 
foie, while he told the (tuiy, inur* 
muted exceedingly, that he fliould 
bring him irom hi» native piacc, fo 
far diftant, and only give hii.i thiee 
GiuJ^ios (eighteen pt ncc) t>i definy ihe 
ex^Tenfes 'of a joun.ty wJi.ch had c At 
liim twenty ciowns. 

This diicontent of Mie niotmakei the 
fp.rfi whe wt 'epurpoltly i l.inteiia'^i.ui d 
hun coniniunicat«.(! to i)>t hou’ill, wno 
accoi ilingiy Itiu loi ht>n .i/ani, iiid 
afked him if he luJ i»ot a on who 
was a Prielt of ilie pi der of ti e tei vi.

It is a habit concomitant to genius 
to feel, or to fear, that its efforts, how¬ 
ever elaborate, have fallen fbort of its 
original defign. This habit, we arc 
forry to obierve, operates upon the 
mind of Mr. K. In a work of this 
nature inaccuracies muft neceflarily 
occur. Againfl thefe it is as impoffi-' 
ble for ingenuity to guard as it is for 
even labour to avoid them. When we

Sacred Throne, among which we dif- 
cern humility, chaftity, temperance, 
vigilance, and learning; and enume* 
rating thofe Popes in whom one or 
all of the requifites have been confpl- 
cuous, our author proceeds to ftate the 
caufes that induced the father of Gio¬ 
vanni dt Medici to deftine his Ton to 
the Church; a nomination to the high- 
eft honours of which had in the fif- 
teentli century become equally an ob- 
jeft of the ambition of the Princes of 
the European nations, and of the moft 
iilulinous Citizens of the Italian Re¬ 
publics. • 

In confequence of thiVdefire to grafp 
at the temporal power annexed to the

ble fituation in the Church, has con¬ 
futed his own polition. 

Had infancy or indolence prevailed 
to any great degree, and the intro¬ 
duction of either into the fyftem been 
confidered as a matter of little Tiomentj^^ 
the pontifical Chair would hav^ceafed 
to have been an objeft of ambition for 
centuries betoie the birth of Giovanni 
di Medici. 

At the age of thirteen, in confC- 
quence of the abjeCl fupplications of 
bis father, ue find this reverend Abbot 
eievaied to the dignity of a Cardinal.

“ Not to dwell'* (fays Mr. R.) “dn 
the merits of Ottavio Cleofulo, Luca 
Htva, Lodovico Bigi, Tribaco Modo- 
nele, Lodovico Carro, and others, who 
cultivated Latin poetry with various 
fuccets, the works of the two Strozzi, 
Teto Vefpafiano the father and ErColo 
the Ton, are alone fufficient to place 
Ferrara high in literary rank among 
the cities ot Italy.'* ' - 

The attention paid by the family of 
Efie to the promotion of literature was 
emulated by that of Oonzaghi, Mar* 
quifics of Mantua} and eveo the arts 
were attrafled into the rugged region 
of Uibino by the munificeuce o? its 
I^ukes. 

With refpe^ alfo to the culfR^tipil' 
of I'lteratiire and the arts, the CouNf 
of Milan was eminently dilHoguiOied. 
By the liberality of Lodovico Sforza, 
feveiai of the molt eminent fctaolars 
and aitilts of the time were induced' 
to fx their refidence there. Among' 
^e latter of thefe was the celebiated 
Lionardi de Vinci, ^ who defervediy 
fiolds tne mofi conipicuous place.

The fketch 
of tT)c nnnners ot the people is ori¬ 
ginal, and throws a new light on their 
chaiailer. ** The new'madc dignitaries 
aie haughty and lefcmed to thole whom 
they think.beneath tnem, and fawning 
on perlons of tank of other nations 
a talte for magnilicence and expenfe 
is encouraged by government: this is 
done to countenance the extiavagancies 
of Buonaparte and his family. Much 
of the frivolity ot the French metro- 
pollj, of whicli many linking inltmccs 
are given, out of the laxity of 

public attention to the proceedings of 
Its rule s. 

NLwspaPhRS afford our author fufll* 
cient ground tor icvere cenfure.

They were taken by furprife, the 
unex.trapled meafuie of Buonaparte's 
arrite (mandate) for their detentiqii, 
which was put in' force while many 
of them were trateliing in different 
parts of France at a dillance from 
the capital, and where they could not 
know of the departure of the Britiih 
Ambaffador; ana fome pf them were 
actually on their journey^to leave the 
country.

frigate. Captain Maitland,’were tranL 
milted hy Admiral Drufy, Commander 
in Chin on the Cork ftation, and are, 
in fubdance, as follow *.*-* * 

^ The drft is from Captain Maitland, 
of the Loire, in which he lUtes, that 
the launch and two cutters, under Mr. 
Yeo, the Firfl Lieutenant, affifted by 
Lieutenant M-illock, of the Marines, 
and three Midihiproen, with about 
thirty men, proceeded to the Bay of 
Camarina, ealiward of Cape Finifterre, 
and boaided and took pofleflion of a 
felucca privateer, with feven guns and 
fifty men, which was mitred under a 
battery of ten guns* Anothef pri¬ 
vateer 
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vateer was alfo tak«n by tbe other boat» 
but Ml*. Yeo WA4 obliged to abandon 
ber to fecure the felucca, and this was 
etiei^ed with only three men Oightly 
wunnded. Nineteen of the crew of 
the felucca w«‘re mifltng, many of^them 
having jumped overboard. Mr. Yeo, 
ha coming out, took, three fauil roer. 
chant veifelS) which were dettyoyed. 
The name the captured {inviteer 
is Efperanta^ quite new, andtvi^utlled 
for one month. All the Officefenand 
men, en> tbH occefion, behaved with 
the grsd^ gallantry. The aboveef* 
fair tooK place pn the ad of June. 

The next letter ie fiom Ca(hain 
Maitland, dated 4th inftant, and 
gives an account df the fuccefttul ex¬ 
ploit perfoimed on tlie funrift di^ in 
Mures Bay, by the boats of the ihip} 
•C which Captain Maitland was him- 
felf a witnefs, he having Snoored hit 
ftip, and continued all the time firing 
at the batteries. The expedition being 
under the condnft of Lieutenant Yeo. 
was firft dirededagamft a}j'‘ge Fienlh 
wivateer fitting out in Mmos Bi>. 
The nllant paity amouoteJ to fifty, 
who, finding the piivaieer not ain^o, 
pufbed on more, by the orders of C^p- 
talnMairland, wboienimded them that 
it was the tirtb daj of thrift Sovereign, 
for wht^e fake rhe rre^telt exertions 
muft be u^ed. Thi« exhortation had a 
great effe^ in animating the men. The 
party immediately took pofTelPon of a 
fmall batteiy, which had bf'en firing at 
the Iroiie, and fpiked the guns. They 
smmcdiatfely after pulbtd forward to a 
r^ular fort at the dtfiance of a quai ter 
ot & mile, wh.ch had alfo opened a 
fire on the fhip. On attempting to

T he fubjeft of thtt Memoir was 
born at Berne, in Switzerland, 
about the year 1719 or 1720, and ftu* 
died medicine at Leyden under the 
celebrated Boerhaave. 

Though educated, however, in this 
line of life, it was not originally his 
intention to follow it as a profeflion { 
hts connexions * having led him to look 
for advancement in a dilferent career. 

Toward the end of George the Se* 
cond's reign, he klH'ed that King's hand 
on receiving /ome diplomatic appoint¬ 
ment to the Coui t of Madrid} but on 
the retreat of ins patron from AdmU 
niitration, about the fame time, Mr. 
De Vaiangiii declined the Intended ho¬ 
nour) and foon after recurred to medi¬ 
cine, which he thenceforward adopted 
as a profelTion, and fixed hit abode in 
Soho-fquare. • 

In 1768, he publKhed ATreatife 
on Diet, or the Management of Human 
Life) by Phyficians called the Six Non- 
niturals," 5 ec. 8vo. 

Having removed to Fore.ftreet,Crip- 
plegate, he foon acquired a very exten- 
iive addition to his praAice. About 
177a, he purchafed fome ground near 
White Conduit Fields, and erefted 
thereon a houfe extenfive in its con¬ 
veniences, but fanciful enough in con- 
Itination) being built on a plan lai4 
down by himfelf. To this fpot he 
gave the name o^Tbrmxs Hill. Pen. 
tortville had not then been begun to

be built) and this was almoft the only 
dwelling near the fpot, except White 
Conduit Houfe. 

Tiis puriwt of all the branches of 
knowledge connefted with his profef- 
(ion was ledulous in the extreme) and 
the refuU was a difeovery of feveral 
Ample preparations which he found of 
great fervice in particular cafes} one 
of which, named the Balfam if 
he prefented to Apothecaries Hall, 
where it is (fill fold with his name. 

Befldes his diploma from the Royal 
College of Phyncians of London, Dr. 
De Valangin had, unfolicited, received 
others fiom Scotland, Holland, and 
Switzerland. 

For fome favour conferred, (but what 
we do not learn,) he was prefented by 
the Worfhipful Company of I.oriners 
with the Livery of that Corporation, 
and twice ferved the office of Matter. 

By his firlt wife he had three chil¬ 
dren ) of whom two Ions are (fill 
living) and a daughter died at nine 
years of age, who was buried by her 
father's dire£lions in his garden tt 
Hermes Hill. 

He married a fecond time, about 
twenty-three years lince, a Mrs. Hil- 
lier (widow of an aichited), who fur- 
vives him, but by whom he had no 
ilTiie. 

Dr. De Valangin had a particular 
talte for mufic ^d painting) in the 
former art he wa^ot an unluccefsful 

f ierformer t and, if we miltake not, has 
eft behind him (ome remarks on the 
theory of compofition. Hli paintings, 
which farmed a very choice cclle^ion, 
M > bkTQ 
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have been difperfed by fale, according 
to the directions of his will. 

Though lar advanced in lifC) Dr^ 
De Vdlaiigin's end was haltenedi or 
perhaps prematurely brought on» by 
an accident. On the zi\ of January 
alighting fiom his carimge at 
Ham ttrjd, the giound being lrolly» 
he 111 oped and fell) and} chough not 
immediately confined m conlequencct 
fuilatned an injury that he piediCted 
would (horten his file: this oiedii.'lion 
wis verified on the id of Mirch} after 
foul d^ys* confinement to his bed, on 
the third of which he luptured a 
blood-vefTel He was interred m a 
family vault in Ciipplegate Chuich } 
to which the lemains ol his daughter 
befoie mentioned had been removed 
the preceding d.i). 

Asa phyfician,he was kind and con- 
folatory in the extreme} Ind beloved 
by hit patients of every ch(<i and de¬ 
gree. To thofe in the humbler walks 
of lite, it was his conliant cufium to 
regulate the acceptance hu fees fiy 
theii prefumed ability to atfoid ihtm , 
and the pooi were always welcome iq 
his gratuitous airiltance *. 

In a woid, Dr. De Vatangin was the 
friend of mankind, and an honour to 
bis profeflion. 


SIR ROBERT CALDER. 

COME jmperfeA and enoneous fiate- 
inents having lately aoptired in the 
ublic piints refpefting the family of 
ir Robert Caider, we oiler our readers 
tJie following account, winch may be 
depended on, as drawn up from authen¬ 
tic fources. 

Robert Caider, of AfTwarlie, in the 
county of Aberdeen, had, hel.des his 
fon George, who fuccetded to the 
lands of Affwanhe, in i6i;, another 
fon, James, who mart ted Margaret 
Gordon, riteii fun, Thomas Cilder, 
of bheiiift Mnn, neir Elgin, marned 
M‘*gdahne buthetland, and hnl itfue 
by her, Jimes, Wilinrr, and llainit.

James, the 
eideft (on by this man ia^e of Sir Tho¬ 
mas Caider by Dame ChrilHin liis wife, 
wedded Alice, youngett daughter and 
coheirefs of Aaniiral Robeit Hughes, 
and had ifTue by her four ions— Tho¬ 
mas, who died in the £alt Indies j

The emblems of 
them are thefe \ Thor they take to be 
the ruler of the air, and to fend, as he 


lees convenient, thunder and lightning, 
winds and ftiowers, for fair weather and 
fruit; Woden, the fecond, is more va¬ 
liant ; *tis he that manages wars, and 
iiifpiies people ^^ith courage againtl 
their enemes; Fricco, the third, pre- 
fents men with peace and pleafure.** 
With rclpeft to their deities, it appears 
that the ideas ol all heathen natiiRis 
hive tun in a great degree paiaMe^ 
It the Pcrfians tollowed the Egyptians in 
their adoration of the Sun and the M )cn, 
the Saxons as clofely imitated the Greeks 
and Romans in their woifliio of Jupiter 
and Mats, combined with Mercuiyand 
Bacchus, which were the gods they meant 
to reprefent undei the fembhnee of their 
three idols. Nature taught them to fear 
and to wan^; and the conlequence was, 
the creation of objeils to adore and to 
iupplic.ite. 

2^ were 
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were addreHed'in the open air, fiom 
a fublime idea,that fpace unlimited was 
snore conronaiu to the ubiquity of the 
godhead. The temples of the Pa^an 
Saxons weie, like thole of the molt 
ancient Druids formed In groves} 
and it is a cuiious ciicumllancei that 
the origin of Saxon atchite^uielhould, 
like the piincipal member of the Gre¬ 
cian, have un<}ueitioikab!y, though per¬ 
haps not accidentally, Ixcn derived 
from a vegetable fouice. U h... thele 
people's idecs (which, when fyl^ema- 
tixed, (hot upward, *ind weie extended 
till tliev formed (uch auguli and beau* 
tiful pile^,) weie rngendeied from ob- 
ferving the arrangement of the trunks 
of the trees and enranglement of their 
broad and cowering branches, under 
whole lofty canopy they worlbipptd 
their deities, cheie is not the leaft room 
to doubt. The contemplative mind, 
even in the feivoui of devotion, might 
In a moment foim the ideas of the 


* A manifell change took place, it has 
been ohkrved, in the dnitdjcal rites and 
manners, beiwlat the time of C^far and 
their extermination. That clieir places 
of worfbSp were changed from groves, to 
what, chough rude, have been termed 
temples, appears from Stonehenge, and

vaulted and intricate roof, the inter- 
columniation, the aides, and long ar* 
cades of cathedral condruded upon 
the principle of what is termed Gothic 
Architeffarif the fird effoi ts of which it 
is pleafmg to reflect emiiiated fiom the 
metropolis, and were not employed in 
the eredlion of fanes to idob, but were 
dlfplayed in the foundation and orna¬ 
menting of chuicbes dedicated to 
puiei Ipecies of adoration. The redo- 
ration of the City to its former folen- 
dour is, therefore, to be dated from the 
lelturation of the Chriltian ieiigion,by 
the conveilion of the Anglo-Saxons* 
So low at this time were the arts and 
literature among them, that the archi- 
teclureof the fuft churches had only 
that predominating chara^Ici to which 
authois have annexed the appellation 
of the ancient Gothic—>this was sta¬ 
bility* Thele edifices weie exceed¬ 
ingly dark, mainve, and heavy. They 
partook of the gloom of the giuvcs 
iiom winch they weie copied, an 1 did 
not exhibit even the fainted traits of 
that dile of building which a few 
centuries afterward prevailed, and 
which was, in contradiltin^ion, teim- 
ed the Modem Gothic. Their orna¬ 
ments too weie, if puHTible, fculp- 
tuied with lefs art than the build¬ 
ings weie condrueled, and in point 
both of delign and execution, are 
infinitely iiifuior to thole upon their 
coin. In they difplayed in their 
figures, See, lefs genius than is to be 
found in the rudtd hieroglyphics upon 
an Egyptian obelilk in the fijd efforts 
of Greclm fculpture, when the artids 
jud attempted to hew the block off, 
without being able to pioduce the man, 
oi ev*n m the fcratchesand didoitions 
of the (avages of the newly-difcoveied 
countries. The date ofliteiature was 
.ilfo, IS his been obferved, fo low, that 
it has been afferted, that neither the 
mettopulis, nor probably the whole 
Ifland, afforded a (ingle hook *. This 
ignorance wa^ never attributed to the 
want of genius in the Saxons, fo much 
as to their fondnefs for arms. Eveiy 
thing among them had a tinfVme of 
thtir military attachment. Their gods 
weie armed wiih helmets and pikes,

617, and IS the earlieft piece extant of 
which the date is legible* and continued 
down to the OaniOi piece of Edwaid the 
ConfeiTor* which is copied in Dr. PIat*s 
Hiltory of Oxtofdibire* and is luppoled 
to have been executed by a Saxon aritjl\ 
it IS alfnntftiing to obferve (cveral centu¬ 
ries pals away without producing the 
lead improvement in this fpeciei of the 
arts. Yet how Aowly did they emeige 
from their barbarity, even after the Nor¬ 
man Conqued, the coin of the whole dy* 
nalty of princes down to Henry the 
Vlliili will evince. The piece o( 
Edwiid the ConfefTor to which we have 
alluded, is of gold, and is iuppofed to 
have been one of the touch puces given by 
that Monarch at hiv cm ing the Icrophulw, 
or the King's evil. This cum has on its 
obverfe the head of a female, attired in a 
^forehead cloth like a nun j yet the has 
threedrops to her ear>rings, and upon her 
head an oinament which is an tndejertbable 
fometbtng, though part of hei hair and 
iappet are, we think, apparent. We 
fhould not have been (o particular in de- 
fenbing this coin, (or rather medal, for 
there is no reaion to (uppofe that it ever 
was current,) but that it once occafioned 
Tome controverly among the learned. 
It was affirmed to be intended foi the 
head of a Nun, or rather Abbels by lome, 
and by otlieis that of an Angel j nay* it 
has been conjeffured, that the appellation 
of that well-known coin an angel was 
fubfequently derived from this. 

That fuperdition and creduiit/ with 
refpcfk to the efficacy of the Royal touch 
in the cure of that dreadful difeafe the 
fciophulse, fhould have prevailed in the 
age of Edward the ConfefTor, is little 
to be wondered at i his fuperior lanffity, 
hit unbounded influence, the ideas of 
love and fear created by, and annexed to, 
his lituation* all contributed to promote 
them} but that after a long feries of 
ages, in which the idea of deriving bene¬ 
fit in this malady from the touch of the 
King or Q^een had either lain dormant 
or been very faintly excited, that they 
fhfluld hav^een revived Toon after the 
^eftoratio^ and have continued in full 
‘force t^ihat very Enlightened period 
^ alniolt incredible* 


It is a conjeffure that may be hazard¬ 
ed with a reafonable chance of its pro* 

bability. 

Yet It does appear from the Mercuriua 
PoliticuB, Feb. 11,1661, that the multi¬ 
tude of people that flocked to receive the 
benefit of the Royal touch was immenfe* 
and alfo that many came t*wtce or thrice 
for the fake of the gold, which we believe 
was all the benefit that they derived frooa 
it. I^eie is a curious account in the 
fame publication, June ai—.18, 1660* 
that on S’lturd'iy, the day appointed for 
the ceremony, hi$ Majefty repaired to the 
Banqueting-houfe, where htting in a chair 
of date, he flicked all that were biought 
to him, and then put about their necks 
a white riband with an angel of gold on 
it, (which was called an evil angel, 1. r. 
an angel for the e^ii *). In this man¬ 
ner he ftrolted above fix hundred,-^ 
** The kingdom having been for a long 
time trcubled with the evil, by rea- 
fon of his Majerty's ablence, great 
numbers have lately flocked for cure. 
Hik Siciid "Majclty on Monday laft 
ftioked*two bundled and fifty.” Parlta- 
mentary Journaty July 1—9, 1660.—It 
appeals that a fraud upon this oscaiion 
was attempted to be prafiifed, which 
was dilcoveud by the King. The pa¬ 
tients were therefore refeirrd to Mr. 
Knight, the King's Surgeon, living at 
the Crols Gum, Ruflei-rtieet, Covent- 
gaiden, over againfl the Rofe Tavern. 
This Gentleman delivered licketk, and 

K robably medicines, to the parties whom 
e examined.

London was a place of very confider*

Tluctheoi igiiul Anglo'Saxoiisthem. 
felvo (however they mig’t, from tlieir 

f nratica) expeditions^ have becdinelkil* 
ed in the managemciit ot vcireU and iii 
n luticil adans,) were deploiably igno> 
lant ot the aru, and llill more ignorant 
ot manufa£Vuie») tiiere ts not the ImaU 
led leafon to doubt. Fo the former we 
have already alluclc.l, and with relpeA 
to the latte , then clothes which aie 
ia’d to have betn either tho'e Hems of 
animals that the i h tie (upp!icd,or wool¬ 
len and flaxen fabiics of the coarfelt 
and molt inaitificial conltmftion, as 
wcie all their impleme'its ot copper, 
iron, niver, and gold, the de^ciiptioa 
we have had of them mo(^ fatisfii^tonly 
evinces. Brafs we believe was unknown 
among them until fume time itter their 
fettlement in B.itiin f. In themai'u- 
ia^ureSfandias they aie teimed, trades 
and myiteiics, (p obably taught by the 
Romans,) the Britons h id excelled, and

communicated their knowledge to thelf 
conquerors. In a nation deifitute of 
all foreign connexion from which they 
could mportt it 1$ obvious that the 
whole of the trade muft have depended 
upon domeftic maiiufaflures and the 
produffs of the country, none of which 
could have been exported without the 
aid of the artiftcei as well as of the 
mariner. That notwirhftanding the 
confufion which the civil wars of the 
Heptarchy occafioned, comrnerce in a 
confideiible degiee iiuurifhed, the re¬ 
venues that were extiaffid fiom the 
people duriig this turbulent peiiod 
evinces. If tlieie hid been no leve- 
nue, tlieie would have been no war ( 
if thete had been no commerce, theie 
would hivi* been no contention. 7 ak. 
ing it therefore foi a thing edabliflied, 
tint molt of thole great roots of tiade, 
'which wlien chariered\i ^Monarchy 
a Ihoit peiiod iuhfequent to the Nor- 
m in Conquelt, and which weie in their 
cliirteis termed ancunty exiited among 
our Saxon anceiioiv, we (hall leave them 
to grow, and to extend then branches, 
while we tefuine our endeavours to 
catch a few of thofe erratic glances a. 
their architefture, fuch as the dim and 
undeady lig'its in which we only cait 
behold Its veitiges allow us* 

As early as the year 613, it appears 
tint the Gauls had mod exceedingly 
taken the lead of the Anglo-Saxons 
with refpect to the foundation of ab¬ 
beys,chinches, monjderies, and other 
ivligious eftablilbinents, as alfo cadles 
and houfes. Queen Brunchant (whom 
Fortunatub, the Bilhop, delineates as a 
perfect refembiance of Venus and the 
Giaces *,) founded the monideiy of 
St. Martin, at Autun, and miny 
othe>*i, though it mud be obferved, 
tliK the .lifpofition to ere£t theie kind 
of edihces had pi ev tiled in France near 
two centuries piiur to the period to 
which we have alluded. 

Fiutn the miinon of Fagantis and 
Diinainus, who wei e lent hy Pope £leu- 
therius in the year 185, to that oi St. 
Augi'diiu and Mellitus, who were Tent 
by Pope Gregory the Gtear 419 years 
after, the Chnitian religion in this

kingdom,' 
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lcingdom» even taken at its height, 
among the Bntons, feems to have made 
but ^ttle progreffl, if we compare its 
eftabiilhnents wui thofe of other na> 
tion^, to one of which jve have juft 
alluded. Had moiufttc 'ouildings a- 
bounded in thi^ IQand at the tune of 
the aiiival of thr haxons. as they did at 
|hu oenod upon Che Continent, inch 
was f le firmnefs of Anglo Roman con. 
ftiuct on, mateiiaU, and workmanlhip, 
it would have been impoflible that they 
could have been fo thoroughly diUpi* 
dated and overthrown, but tint Tome 
veftiges would have remained of tliem, 
as well as of other fabiick^, many of 
which CYift at this hour. Befides, that 
from tne religious imprelllons that ope. 
rated upon the minds of the invaders, 
and induced them, with a zeal and fer¬ 
vour which have fcarcely been pai il 
leled by any nation, to favour moQV 
cliifm, when once introduced as a fyf. 
tern, there is reafoii to believe, that lud 
they found iny convents, they would 
have refpedted, in tome degiee, theli 
inhabi u *’<, and peilnps have been 
convei ted much fooner than they weie, 
but, alssl we fear that the Bntons, 
who hil AifTeied the foft blandilh- 
ments of Roman luxuiy to Ileal upon 
them, weie at this period little able, 
and ,erhap 8 ftiU iel^ anxious, to make 
pro .yies to the tenets of Chi ill) «nity, 
which ilrhough they prolelTed, they tie 
faid s nguidly to have obleived, 
cfpeciilly u\ the metropolis. 

The atiivil of the Milhonaries, (hen, 
raiift hive given a new ihmulu to 
religion. I'he converllon of FrheU 
ben, King of Kent, by &t. Auguftinc, 
and of Sebert, King of EITex, bv Vlel- 
111 us, which were followed by tint of 
their fubjedfs, foims an important 
epoch, fiom which the leliifci^ttion ot 
that religion in this countrv is to be 
dated. 

Which of thefe Monarch it was 
that about the year 610 founded and 
eiedled the church ofSt.P-’ul, has been 
much contioveited, but we conceive 
It to be a queftion, which if it were 
oflible to decide, the dccilion would 
e as little impoitance rs whether it 
reaiij fuperfeded the Roman temple of 
Diana We learn that it was eieCfed 
by one of thefe Monaicha, and prtiba. 
bly, as the dominions of both were fo 
'coniinvuus, they both contributed ro 
tjje egpenfe }• but if w- were inclint'd 
'fo»r ve the whol^ of the honour of this 
woik to one, it would be to 


Sebert, becaufe it Is undifputed that 
he was as much attached to Mellitus, 
the Bifhop of London, as Ethelbert 
was to St. Auguftine, the Archbifhop 
of Canterbury j and that while the 
Bifhop, under the influence, and with 
the aflittance of the former, alfo eie 6 i> 
ed the cliuich of St Peter, at Flior- 
ney, (W<*ftminfter,) the lattci and the 
Archbnhop feem to have been fully 
employed in re edifying thecatbedralof 
Canterbury * and building the monaf- 
tery^f bt. Augmfine, wbofe venerable 
and beautiful luins (for they are even 
ID their ajhts beautUul|} ornament 
that City. 

It IS conjedfmed that the fite of the 
ancient church of St. Paul occupied 
a fpace of giound much fmaller than ici 
aftei ages, or in the pieient j though 
the fuiiounding aira was much more 
extenfive. Of the form of this ftiuc> 
ture not the fmalleft trace lemains} 
conjecture, founded upon the era in 
winch It wis built, can only fotm an 
tdei that it wis in the ftile termed pure 
£ixon, a ftile which we have already 
alluded t(f, confifting of enormous co¬ 
lumns, low and round arches, but- 
trelles, &c., but how arranged, 01 
wlnt was the general efFeCl of its ap. 
pe^rance, can only be painted in the 
mind and indeed that imagination 
nmif be pretty viGonaiy that could 
from fuch materials ereCt even an ideal 
edifice 

With refpeCl to the other churches 
and monaliic eftablifhments that rofe 
in the metroDolis and country in this 
age, (though we know from dight no* 
tice<» fcattcied ovei our records that 
many did life ) we aie involved in the 
fame dirknefs and obfcurity. It is 
indeed to be linented, that until the 
flxtcenth ctntuiy antiquities m gene¬ 
ral,and Saxon anriqu]tte>in paiticular, 
Item ic hate b tn negleC'cd. The 
ftanie which, upon what is teimed the 
revival of letteiv and the art-<, waimed 
.and animated the Italians, wab very

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llowly tranOnUted to this country, and 
at iirit emitted but t Unguid and erra* 
tic light I o the lew that firft engaged 
in this kind ol ei udition, we have, how. 
ever, great obligations, they refcued 
from oblivion whatloever was within 
their iinniediate gralp, but we have 
rtill to lament hat they did not extend 
tieii lelea'ches much further, as eveiy 
diy incieales the difficulty ol the reco- 
vti y of objefls md cm cumltiiices which 
the accumulation ofcveiyday contii 
butes to immeife l*iU deeper m the 
chioi of uncertainty. 

It IS a uicumlUnce t> be obferved, 
tint wlntfoever ntt-ntion our gcncial

The moft ancient of thefe of which 
we have any traditional notice was 
Belinefgate, faid by GeofFiey of Mon* 
mouth, whole hitfory was publiftied 
in the reign of Heiity the lid, to 
hive been built by fieiinus a fiiitifh 
King, during the early times of the 
Koniins. It is a curious ciicum* 
Itance, that the place ftiil letains the 
name of Gate, and that it u ftill a 
port ol the river Thames, for the pio- 
tcctiun of, and accefs to which the 
building was unqueitionably eie£icd. 
Whatfoever might have been its foim, 
the fime author (tates, that its top tei- 
ininated in a pedelfal, upon which was 
fer 1 btazin urn that contained the aihes 
of its foundei. 

Ald^att, in whofe appellation is iin* 
plied Its antiquity, next attiafis out 
notice. It appein by a chaxei of 
R ng 1 dgii to the Knights ot Knight, 
oa Cfuildf, tint in his time ic was

The nithoi whom I hive juft quoted 
(Stiypc) conjeftuies that liilhoofgate 
was huilt by Eikenwald, the fun ot 
King Olfj, and Bdhop of London, who 
died about the year 685, was canon¬ 
ized, and whofe (hrine was much )io« 
noured by the Londuneis, to whom he 
had exceedingly endeired himfelf by 
his munificence and his other eltimable 
qualities')*. Upon this, or laihei* the 

compliflied. How? we are left to conjec¬ 
ture. They were then on a ceitain day*, 
in Eaft Smithfield, to lun with ffnars 
againit allcomers. The idea ol thiiteen 
Knights running with their fpears 
in Ball Smithfield againd all comers, if 
we could dived our minds of jts mif- 
chievoiis conlequences, would to us ap- 
V<aCJ)erle£lly ludiciutis ; but it will he 
lemembered.that this place was for many 
centuries alter what the name implieil, 
a fmooth field, with the Tower and the 
fmall monaltery dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity and the nunneries of the Mt- 
norets and St. Catherine's on the veige 
of it. There was alfo a Jarm, wheie, 
at Stow fays, he has, when a lad, fetched 
many a halfpenny woith of milk, and 
never had lels than tbnt pints in the 
f ummer and a quart in the wintei» There 
were alfo in this field windmills, againft 
which, had the Knights been fo ddpofed, 
they might have exeicifed their dexterity 
with little perfonal rilk. • 

* This hermitage clofe to Aldgate ap¬ 
pears to us as (inguUr a phenomenon as 
the Knights riding in End Smithfield, 
t*'e deloldte and forlaken condition of 
this part of the City, or the faim near 
the Tower of London 1 yet the contem¬ 
plation of thefe ohjefls in the hidoiic 
page mod aptly introduces lefiefliins 
upon the changes that have occurred iti 
the laple of ages, and thole thnt we have 
obfeived in out own times, when the 
extenfion of the metropolis on every fid^ 
hat become, in more lenles than one, 
aJubje6f of Jirious/peculation.

old gate, which wA taken down in the 
yesr 17)1, there were on the noith and 
fouth fides the figures of two Biihops. 
Thefe, it isfuppoled, weie intended to 
reprefent St. brkeuwald, the foundei, 
and William the Norman, who held 
the fee of London m the icign of 
Willum the Conqueror, and who, if 
he did not ie*ert£t, greatly le-edified it. 
Many yet living may remeinhci thede- 
mohrion of the lad gite. The place 
wheitVt Itood is marked by a mitre, 
and (hort infcription commemorating 
its difTolution \ 

The pottem of Cripplegite is fup- 
pofed to have been a Itiui^turc ongi. 
nilly of the lame peiiod as the otlieis« 
and to hive been tlie work of the Auelo 
Romms 01 Saxons, becaufe it i» men¬ 
tioned in the liKtory of Edmund, King 
of the Lilt Angles, written by Abbas 
Floriacenfls,* and by fiurcbaid, Secre¬ 
tary to Offa King of Mercia, *ind alfb 
fincebyjohn Lidgate,as theplacewbere 
the body of King Edmund the Martyr 
eiTieitd thepity,r^ei/ thiee years, and 
perforpied many miiaclesf. 

Alderfeate was probably the moll an¬ 
cient of the four JirJigates of the CityJ. 
The OMginal building was, like the 
wall of winch it was an apertuie, un- 
queltionably of Roman workmanfhip. 
It had, in the lapfe of ages, undergone 
many changes and alterations, ana was 
entiiely lebuilt in the leign of James 

and the other by Shoreditch Church, 
came to a point at this gate In both 
thole places crofTes of done weieeieRcd { 
the former road diverged from Eaid- 
ffieet, and crofled the uppei pait of hinf- 
bury.

James on horleback^ though its talte 
was not to be much commended, was» 
as far as refpcfted its execution, a very 
tolerable piece of fculpt jre j the other 
ftaiues and ornaments were woithy of 
the buildings , 

Ludgate, like Belingfgatei feems to 
have had its origin oblcu'ed by intei- 
vention of fable. We have in this re- 
fpeft no better nuthoi ity to rely upon 
than that of Geolfiey of Monmouth ; a 
writer who feemed to think thu it ajg- 
randized every ohjefl to involve its 
ead in clouds, like that of Mount 
Atlas* or, by leferring to collateral 
branches* to render it infErutable like 
that of the Nile. This hilionan faith* 
that the original gate* whofe defcend* 
ant* if it might have been fo termed* 
many now alive have contemphtcd with 
emotions of compaffton for its inhabit¬ 
ants* ** 7 hipoor conJineA /)eA/ffr/,’**whoin, 
by a voice well adapted to the fubjefV, 
they were called upon to relieve* was 
built by King Lud* A. C. 66* long 
before the date of the ereflion of the 
wall of London. However* it is much 
more probable that it was one of tliofe 
eiefled by the Romans} for* as Aid- 
gate was by them made the port of 
the Eatt* fo was Ludgate that of the 
Welt. 

Thefe kind of buildings* which cci- 
tainly were in theii re-ereftion and le- 
edifiention Saxon* while the contem¬ 
plation of them affords us Tome light 
reTpefling the progiefs of architedlure* 
alfo afford us a much ftrongcr view of 
the progrefs of population* of tiade* 
and conlequently of opulence. At thefe 
gates* during the times of the Saxons* 
Danes, and Normans, a foki was efhb- 
Itfhed, a toll was exa^ed* and rn the 
oiitfide of moft of themmiike aweie 
held. The bread'Cartt fiom Strartord, 
Lifex, the butcheis from Romford,and 
other dealers in the commodities of 
their ditfeient dillri£ls, continiud on 
the outflde of Aldgate till a very l.te 
period } comparatively fpeakiug the 
fame kind of traffic was carried uii 
without the liberties of the Ci»y weff- 
ward. Wool and leather found a niai- 
ket on the noith fide of Aldcifgate, 
the dealers in poultry* fwine* butter, 
clKefe* &c. had their Italion neai the 


fite of Nenvgait. The foke* i. i* the 
light to deii or trade* to which a court 
waa diineXed* became* as we have al¬ 
ready feen by the Kmghtou CutU^ a pri¬ 
vilege of confiderable importance , the 
fokemen increafed in opulence info- 
much that it alfo became the policy 
of the City* by the eredion of markets 
and by the granting ceitain privileges 
and exeinpiion<i* to attn^l thofe rivals 
into its vortex. This* howevei} (though 
the terming of companies in fome in- 
Kances foiwaided it») was a work of 
time* of which we cannot as yet antici¬ 
pate the pit^refs. 

After the nrm eltablifhment of Chi 111 * 
ianity* every thing ieems* in the ardu¬ 
ous put fuit of religion* to have aflumed 
a new character. The tile of the mo- 
naflic fyflem was an event that had a 
conliderable effedt on the morals and 
manners of the petmle. Like many 
other lyltems* its inftitution firfl arofe 
fi om root! ves perhaps laudable in them- 
felves* and attended w*th fomt benefit 
to the people] but it was certainly in 
Its later operations totally inimical to 
the geinuk of a commercial nation ; ^ 
circumliance which mull natuiaiiy 
have caused its decline* if others had 
not facilitated and produced its total 
extiipation. 

We aie therefore* at the rlofe of this 
Chapter* to view the Anglo-Saxons as a 
people nowafriiullated with the Britons, 
availing them'elves of their arts and 
m'lnufaciures* and entering in fome de¬ 
gree into their commeicial purfuits* 
their minds turned to domeftic habits* 
and their ttmpeis foftened by the re¬ 
ception of the mild doiSlrmesof Chiifl- 
Unity} we (hall* in the next* fee how 
long this defiiable calm continued* how 
far tlieir impiovement extended* and 
what elfeil the impending revolution 
excited by the D.mes had upon the 
country In general* and the metropolis 
in particular.

tance of time in fo univerfal and gene¬ 
ral a cha*ac>er, without the neceflity of 
antiquarian (r/;culaticn, Vy not pol¬ 
luting the original Roman letter with 
the dni/hed teiminations of more re¬ 
cent additions. 

From Paris this novelty was ijn- 
orted foon after the bit' peace, and 
believe firll publicly exhibited (not 
fo unappropriately in this inttance,) 
at the Panorama, in the Stiand, to a 
view of Modern Home, &c. See. From 
thence it extended to an artili and 
printfeller in Fleet Itreet, and was foon

workmen were neceffary heretofore. In 
the beginning of a falhion, its admirers 
h.'ive ever «ome pl.uifible plea to defend 
its ufe) but the warmed advocates of 
chefe letters cannot hut allow, that 
they are cliimfy in th-j extreme, and 
devoid of a (ingle beauty to recom. 
mend tliem, or any thing whatever, 
except their antiquity. It is doubtiefs 
true, we have gained from the ancients 
in our literature, uiir eloquence, and 
in various points, too diffule to be 
enumerated in thiseHay ^ bur while we 
are beholden to them for ufeful in¬ 
formation, we are not let vilely to copy 
them in uuelTentials; and really I do 
not lee why we might not nearly ufe 
the Greek charafler with equal pro¬ 
priety for oui ligu wilting as tb' 
Romant it being more ancient, only 
perhaps not quite fo intelligible. 

In fine, tliefe aooja antique letter- 
mongers throw afide the progreiHve 
improvements of near two thoufand 
years, and the general eftablidied cuf- 
tum of the civilized world* Further, 
the ridiculous copyids who have adopt¬ 
ed this wife falhion know not that they

words which we «1elivcr )■» com- 
mon reeitation may alio be deliver- 
ed through the medium ot /nuJiCf or 
a tune. Verfe, in parric uhr, is oiten fo 
J'u/.g \ and the juni''Hon ol tiie Mvine 
JuuuJj of thefc hitjl pair of Jtmns (as 
Miltun calls them,) h.i- often the happi- 
ell tlfeft on our high raifeJ pha\ta(y. 
The arts of poetry and muiic a^e di^ibr- 
lefs both of them of the moll coc/tler- 
ahte extent. The rules and jegut <tions 
of their union, theietorc, if equally 
puiTued, could not but be equally r.u^ 
mcroiis. However, as iIjp t htef of their 
liws and precepts ate uhimstely cle¬ 
wed from taile, or from the dltt,»tesof 
fc^uM^oved. fufcep^blc, and ingrni- 


ous mind, that tafle may, with manyt 
fuperfede the necedity of detailing the 
preceptive of this alliance, and» 

by adverting to a few confiderations, 
condu£l itfelf with due addrefs to the 
mod refined of its preceptive conclu» 
iions. 

There is a train of thought and com¬ 
plexion of language peculiar to every 
fubje^ and fituation of mind j and thele 
two conllituent ingredients every wri¬ 
ter fHbuld endeavour to difplav in their 
bell and fitted appearance. He fhould 
not only take care to be right tri the 
kind of his ideas, and the mode of 
his exprelling them, but attend to 
every interior particular whicfi can 
aiFedl the mod delioite ear } and, Ihun- 
ning all quaint jinglings as well as trite 
founds, endeavour to give the colloca¬ 
tion of his language beauties that are at 
once cliarte and new, and fuch as. by an 
undctinahle magic, would not fail to 
.irred and charm the attention of his 
hcner. 

*Now this^sall that poetical language 
requu^s. And good abilities, under the 
guidance of refined taile, may attain 
this all (as it has often been obtained) 
without the uliillance of many critical 
rules, without being verfed in the doc. 
trine of daclyUt ovjpondeesy or even the 
elements of common Andean 

tne mulician afk mote diie^ions as to 
the melody (for we fpeak here only of 
mdoJyf) he li.is to compofe for a fong, 
or otlirr piece of poetry ? The fame 
native gilt of talle and ear will dire^ 
true genius in both the arts. To gain 
his point, he need only to fuit his key 
and flrahi to the kind of Sentiment he 
is upun, and endeavour to invent an 
air, which, while it coincides with the 
rub}e(;t, is replete with (imple beauty, 
and, along with a degree of novelty, 
contains fuch iurm as the dialled fancy 
cinnet rejed on the .account of pueii- 
lity or liccrntioufneis *. If he can

PofledVd of thefe general conceptions, 
one would think tituhcal talte and gi*.

But refinement is ever apt 
to run into extremes, and the quaint- 
nefles of falfe tade to find adinilHon 
among the beauties of true. Hence 
it is, that in many leriout (ongs and 
mufical dramas we find the molt child- 
idi and ridiculous imitations. The mn- 
£cmud mimic a Uiigli wnen it f.ilk in 
with the woid laugh \ a crv when it 
meets with cry; a gallop, a trott or an 
mhUf when thele w irds occur: its 
notes mult alcend when Xht ittm lojty 
appea>s, and defeend to acroinpan) the 
word grovellingf and» whatever hr their 
faggeftionst dand with due local order on 
the Icoie. 

To check this folly, howeve*', by the 
beft means, that is, the bed authority, 
let thofe compofers, old or new, be 
carefully examined, who in their pro- 
duffions have complied only with the 
didfates of native talte and pure ge¬ 
nius, and I dare fay it will appear, 
that terms of import may he pro¬ 
perly fet in hw notes, and the con¬ 
trary ; and that if a drain he btit pro¬ 
per as to key and movement, and beau¬ 
tiful and chai'e in its melody, it is 
of little or no conlequerice how its 
notes are as to length, pojition^ or other 
mechanical adjuncts. In reading what 
is ferious, thele tricks are never at* 


are exptf'creirg a dtft'dent fate. They 
aie in t'creiai dccimcl h« the nuifcians 
as unwcithy of ciiIiivatiLn, and aie maclr 
to give place to thole of another country ; 
to airs, many of which a genuine Bnrifli 
car can nomcrerelifb at did, or indeed 
ever admire curdially, than a geniitre 
Britifh palate can ichfh the talte of olives. 
But why (hi'uld We deitioy a charutler.Jlic 
national bajis of an ait, which, as wrii a:* 
poetry, ncn he caiiitd to due pt-rltclion 
on any bajisf is a piohltm, to anfwer 
which, 1 piefumc, would cunlidciahly 
puzzle both the patriot and the thilo- 
Jhpber. 


tempted, though in that art they are M 
the full as obvious and prafticable. 

To prove all this in fome fort to 
ordinary apprehenfion, and to (how 
that more has been laid of the (cientifie 
diHiculty of fetting mufic to words than 
the fubje6V merits, let it be confidered, 
that the tunes of mod (if not all) longs, 
wheie the tenor or complexion of the 
fubject dues not change, will fuit equal¬ 
ly well every one of the Itanzas, or all 
as well as the hrd, for which the mufic 
might be more immediately compoled. 
Some llighr advantage of cn.incidence 
miy index'd chance to be gained in one 
pirt, or loll in another, by the applica¬ 
tion of the lame dram to dilFerent 
verles; but, on the whole, I am per- 
linded the verfes would appear nearly 
upon a par as to the propriety oi let¬ 
ting. A like remark may be iTi.ide on 
the variety of equally jud modulations 
with which dllfe"eat people might read 
the fame pa'.agMuh in cither verle or 
profe. And if twenty different inaders 
we e to compole mulic for identically 
the I'line long, would they not produce 
as* many tliderently-formed mclod''’>-' • 
And, provided thoie melodies were 
eqiully jud in the kind ol drain, ought 
not that to be preferred, whatever were 
its meciianic«l form, which conrained 
tile gitated intrinlic beauty, or pro¬ 
duced the mid atfeiling luggedions? 
And, finally, do not tiie'c conlldera- 
tions prove, what we hav** already .ad- 
vaiiced, th.i’ genius, under the manage¬ 
ment of corie^l native tade, will, in 
this bufinefs, Aiperlede the ufe of the 
bed mechanical rules thatcan be given?

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tompleted by the preTent publication { 
t etnd to others^ who may have in their 
libraries either fonie of the hiftorians 
‘ our author has conrutted» or different 
hiftories of the fdme early periods, the 
prefent volume, confi'lered as :i (epar ate 
and diltin<^ coinpofition, will be highly 
urefui and latisfadlory, by tlie comuiU- 
liication of much original information, 
and by the difculTion of fiil)je<5ls expla¬ 
natory and illu<rrative of the relation of 
htftorical tranfaflions. For example, 
the character and manners of a people 
will often account fur their morives 
and condufl in their public concerns: 
thus the ferocious qualities of the an¬ 
cient Saxons, deferibed in this volume, 
were produftive of habitual cruelty 
and dedrudfivenefs, “they weredread- 
ed more than any other people, th^ 
were diltinguifhed for their vehemence 
and valour, but they exercifed it in 
a<ils of indiferiminate depredation { 
they defolated where they plundered 
with the fword and flame." At a fu¬ 
ture period, the Anglo-Saxons, after 
their converflon to ChriUianity, aban¬ 
doned their predatory incurflons, their 
cruelty, and their direful cuifoms, and 
became remarkable fur their amiable 
qualities. 

The volume is divided into eight 
books, and e.acli book is fuhdivided 
into chapters. The flrft book ticats 
ot the Saxons in their Pagan Hate, and 
as inh.ahitanrs of the Oermanic conti¬ 
nent. Their charailer and pcKons— 
Government and laws—Kcligion—Me- 
nology and literature—are the Ihhj.^Sis 
of four chapters, more curious than 
interefting, except as introductory to 
the fecond book. One of their dread¬ 
ful cufloms, however, it may b.; proper 
to notice, for obvious reafons—“ their 
feverity againft adultery." If'aninrried 
woman became unclialte, fhe w.!*; com¬ 
pelled to hang herfclf, her body was 
burnt, and over her afliesthe adulterer 
was executed. Or elfe, a conuvuy of 
females whipped her from dillrivt to 
diftrift, and dividing her gumrnts 
near the girdle, they pierced her body 
with their knives. They diove her 
thus bleeding from their habitations ; 
and wherefoever fhe went, new collect 
tions of women renewed tiic cruel pu- 
nifhment til! Hie expired. Though we 
fhudtt»'» at the recital of the horrid pu- 
rifhmcnt, It may haxc its ufe, to fiipw 
^ the utter deteflation in which a crjine 
'j»«Wbs‘4icld by Pagans and Savage?, which 
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in our civilized ftate, and in defiance of 
a Chrifftan education, ** of the deli¬ 
cacy of the female mind, its native 
love of honour, and the uncorrupted 
voice and feeling of fociety,*' on whicti 
our author very prettily defcants, has 
been too prevalent, and in the higher 
claiTes of our females. ** We do not 
wilh to have the honour of the fex 
maintained by a Saxon punifhment 
but think fome perfonal degrada* 
tion *ught to be inflifted j and fm- 
cerely hope, that (hame on reviewing 
the contrail between the feelings of 
the ancient Saxon women, and the 
f'entiments of our fafhionable fine ladies 
on this fubjeft, may prevent the crime 
being fo lightly conudered as it is in 
general, in converfirtion, and in fome 
publications. 

The nuitners of the Anglo-Saxons 
are delineated under le.-eral heads in 
the /ecofiU book, containing fifteen 
chapters, commencing with their in* 
fjney, childhood, and names. “ Their 
tenderelt and moil helplefs years were 
undei*the care of females. They had 
infant haptlfm performed by Inimer- 
fion, within thirty d ivs after the birth. 
As the Anglo-Saxon» were not a lite¬ 
rary people, their chlldifii occupations 
confilitd of exerciftfs ot mnfcular agi¬ 
lity; fucli as le.iping, running, and 
wreftling. A lilt of names given by 
tiie parents to their children in their 
infancy is very curious j fome of them 
are fanhiHic, others have appropriate 
meanings: thus. JEtbelwulf fignifie I 
the nolle wolf j Iiuniiherht, the iilnlirhus 
bound \ yLlhelred,liable bicottncil f Stgcric, 
•vtilorious and rich j Eadwardt the pro* 
JPerous guardicn. Of ftmale names, 
Adelenje meant the noble wt/e; Eadgifa, 
the happy gift\ IVyufreda^ the peace 0/ 
tnan." 

Their education, the fubjcCl of the 
next chapter, appears to have been 
totally negle^ed with rcfpefl to niM- 
tal improvement j their fociety was di¬ 
vided into two orders of men, laymen 
and ecclefiallics; the former were con¬ 
tent to lemain in ignorance, for even 
the great and powerful undervalued 
knowledge. Even Kings could not 
write } and many of Alfred’s Earls 
were compelled by his wife feverity 
to learn to read in their mature age. 
The Clergy were the preceptors of 
thole who fought to learn. 

Their food is derailed in the third 
chapter, by which it appears that the 

animals 
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animalt they preferred were Twine. 
** The country in all parts abound¬ 
ed with woods, and woods aie not 
often particularized without Tome no¬ 
tice of the Twine which they contained; 
they aie aWo frequently nieiuioned in 
wilts. Thus, Allred, a Nobleman, 
gives to his relations an hide oTIand, 
with cue hundred Twine ; and he di- 
redts one hundred Twine to be given 
for his foul to one Minder; the lame 
number to another; and to hjs two 
daughters he givest wo thoufand Twine/* 
—They eat various kinds oT fiflj j 
but of this deTcrtption of their animal 
food, the Tpeciei which is molt pro- 
Tuleiy noticed is the «/. They nftd 
eels as abundantly as Twine. Two 
grants are mentioned, each yielding 
one thoufand eels, and by another 
two thoufand were received as an an¬ 
nual rent. Four thoufand eels wcie 
a yeaily prefent from the monks of 
Ramfey to thofe of Peterborough. Wc 
lead «f two places, purclialed for 
twenty-one pounds, wherein fixteen 
thoufand of thefe iilh were .caught 
every year; and in onecharta, twenty 
hlhermen are dated, who furnifhed, 
during the fame period, fixiy thovfund 
eels to the inonaftery.’* Their dnnks 
and cookery follow next in order, with 
a deferiptiun of their cullonts at table. 
Ale and mead were tlieir favourite ii- 
quors, and wine was an occalional lux¬ 
ury. 

Their drtft is deferibed in another 
chapter. The Anglo-Saxons, we aie 
informed, had become fo much ac¬ 
quainted with the conveniences of 
civilized life as to have both variety 
and vanity in their drefsj necklaces, 
bracelets, and rings with rich gems, 
the hair delicately curled and dreffed 
artidciaily with curling irons, and the 
face painted, filk garments woven with 
golden eagles and gold floweis were 
the ornaments of an Anglo-Saxon lady; 
and the apparel of the men equally 
ihowed their fondnefs for gorgeous 
finery. ** They had fometimes gold and 
precious Hones round their necks ; and 
men of confequence or wealth ufually 
had expenfive bracelets on their arms 
and rings on their Angers. It is Angu¬ 
lar that the bracelets of the male fex 
were more coftly than thofe allotted to 
the ladies.** 

Theirand luxurits^ 
arc the fubjeAs of the Jixtb chapter; 
in the fmtntb their conviviality and 
amufeinentt: and both thefe chapters 


will be found replete with curious and 
entertaining deferiptions. Their mar^ 
riages follow ; and the rights and pri¬ 
vileges of the female fex, married and 
Angle, are Hated to have been the fame 
as they now enjoy. Some difference, 
however, appears in the cudomary 
forms of marriage contracts; and it is 
remarkable, that greater fecurity was 
given by the hurnand for the main¬ 
tenance of the wife and children than 
is cuHomary at prefent. He was com¬ 
pelled to produce friends, who gave 
their fecurity for his due obfervance of 
ills covenant, fo far as it refpe^ed pe¬ 
cuniary fettlements. 

Of thg chjjes and condiim of fociety. 
Chapter nine, we have the following 
Hatemunt: Every man in the Anglo- 

Saxon fociety, beneath the King and 
his family, was in one of thefe clalTes t 
He was either in high cHimation from 
his birth, or he was in a Hate of dignity 
of oiKce, or from property, or he was a 
freeman, or a treedmaii, or he was in 
one of the fervile clalTes.*' All thefe 
diltin^tions are fully explained, and 
we And that a large proportion of the 
Anglo-Saxon population was in a Hate 
of llavery. Thefe wretched beings 
were bought and fold with land, and 
were conveyed in the grants of it pro- 
milcuouHy with thecatileand otherpro- 
perty upon it. In wills, they were be¬ 
queathed precifely as we now diipofe of 
our plate, our furniture, or our money." 

The Gilds, or Clubs, of the Anglo- 
Saxons were focial confederations eHa- 
blilhed in dlH'erent towns. Theyfeem, 
on the whole, to liave been friendly 
alTociations for mutual aid, fuppoited 
by tegular payments from each indivi¬ 
dual member, and by Hues for abience 
from the Hated times of meeting, and 
other tranTgrelTiona of their rules and 
orders. In many refpe6ts they refem- 
bled our exilting friendly focieties. In 
ficknefs, In poverty, they granted pecu¬ 
niary aid to their diltrelfed brethren, 
and when they died they were buried 
at the expen le of the club. 

Their trades, mechanical arts, and 
foreign commerce — Their money — 
Their chivalry—Their luperftitions— 
,and their funerals—are the fubjefls of 
the remaining chapters of the fecond 
book. To enter into particulars un¬ 
der any of thefe heads would..irry uft 
far beyond the limits to wliicirvvV are 
nccefTarily conAned. Having, there- ' 
fofe, already given fpecimens fioift'lhi^ 
important divifien of the volume fuAl-

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cient to excite the attention of the 
curious* the learned, and the patrons 
and friends ofhittoncil fcience.and to 
them to become pofleflbrs of 
the whole } as a fuither recommenda- 
tion, we thall ptefent them a general 
analytis of the contents of the /ub/e- 
quent divifions ot the volume.

was n^t left to the will of individuals { 
it wasenot, as with us, confidered as a 
civil injury, for which the individual 
may biing his action, and recover 
pecuniaiy damages.

valuition of an individual, varying 
according to his fituation in life. If 
he was killed, it was the fuin his 
muiderer hid to pay for his ciime. 
If he committed crimes himfelf, it was 
the penalty he paid for compeniarion. 
The Mundhyrd^'!x% a right of protection 
or patronage which individuals pof- 
felTed for their own benefit and that 
of otheis. The violation of it towards 
tliemfelves, orthofe whom it Oieltcred, 
wis punifbed with a feveiity vaiylng 
accoiding to the rank of the patron, 
^'he King's mundbyrd was guarded by 
a penalty of fifty ftiillings.—Their Borbf 
or Sureties.

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poetical paraphrafe of Ccedmon, which 
begins with the fall of angels, ** and 
exhibits lo much of the Miltonic fpirit, 
that if it were clear that oiir illuftriout 
bard had been familiar with Saxon, we 
ihould have been induced to think he 
owed fomethin&r t>i the paraphiafe of 
Coeimo'i.** This poem pioceeds to 
the Cieatinn, the hilicy of Adim and 
£ve. of Cain and the Deluge, of Abra¬ 
ham and Mofes, See, Another fpeci- 
men of Anglo Saxon poetry is ^aken 
from the tragmenr ot the hiftory of 
Judith, the author unknown. Ex¬ 
tracts from an Anglo-Saxon epic poem, 
which 18 a narration of the attempt 
of Betnvulf, a Ch.ctiain, to wreck the 
deadly leud on H'othgar, another 
ChiefWin, tor a homicide he lud com.

In the tixth Chapter, containing a 
feries ot events from 1499 to jso 3> the 
King of France attempts the conqueft 
of Milan and NapleS| and, in coofe- 


quence, forms an alliance with Alexan¬ 
der the Vltb and the Republic of Ve¬ 
nice. 

While thefe tranfactions, in which 
the Pope had in view the aggrandixe- 
ment of his Ton Cxlar Borgia, weie in 
agnation, the Caidinalde Medici, (of 
whom we, at length, obtain another 
tranfient glimpfe,)at the age of twenty- 
four, ** determined to (juit Italy, and 
pafs fome poiiion of lus time in tia- 
verllng the piincipal kingdoms of Eu¬ 
rope, till events might aiife more fa¬ 
vourable to his vieMS. 

** This dehgn he communicated to 
his coufni Gulio de Medici, and it 
wasagiecd to loim a party of twelve 
tiicndb, a number which they con¬ 
ceived iurticiently large for their fccu- 
rity in tlie common incidents of ajoui- 
nC), and too f-nall to afford any caufe 

alaim. Difcaiding thereloie the in- 
lignit of their rank, and equipping 
thciiifelves in a uniforri manner, they 
palled thiough the States ot Venice, 
and \ lilted mull of the Cities of Gci- 
in my, afk. ningiiit 1 the command 
ot their troop, and putikmg ot all 
the ainLrcm<.nt:» iHiidcd by continual 
c'''«ngcot \ vC ai’d the > liovs inan- 
nci s ot tiie inln itan^. Oithciiani. 
vil a Uli', tiieir lingtdai ipp-uanrc 
O'call ned their being detained by the 
Mi^titrate", but uo d clofing their 
qi Hlity aril pirpofi, they weie Ifnt, 
undei a guard, to the Fmperor Maxi- 
mliiari, m tio leccived tlit Caidinal wit 1 
thst leli'cit and attention to which, 
fiom *hc celebrity of li.> uiceitors ami 
hi^ i igli I'Ilk. in the Ciiuicli, he wis 
entitiwU. fai tiom in'eirupting their 
prcKief-, IVIaximi'itn highly commend¬ 
ed the nngiianiinity rt the Caidinal iii 
besMPg hs adveife fuitune with pa- 
tienLL, and hts judgment in applying 
to the puipoles of iifelul infoimation 
that poition ot time which he could 
not now dilpofc of to better advantage. 
Betides fui niihii.g him with an honoui- 
able p ill port through the Gei man St.'ites, 
Maxiiniliin gave him letters to his fun 
Philip, then Governor of the Low Coun¬ 
tries, lecommending the Caidinal and 
his companions to his protection and 
favour. Aftei having pafTed a confi- 
deiable time in Geimany, theaflbeiated 
fiiends piocceded to Flanders, where 
they wet e received by Philip, ndt only 
with liofpitality, but magnificence. The 
Cardinal then intended to have taken 
ihfppirg, and proceeded to EngtSUidt 
^ut the danger ot the voyage detened 
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his friends from the undertakings and 
at their intreaty he relinquiOied his 
deHgn : they therefore benttheircourfe 
. towards Frmce. On their arrival at 
Rouen they were again feized upon, 
and taken into cultody; and although 
the Cardinal and GuHo made an imme* 
diaie dilcovery of their rank, and re- 
prefented the object of their journey to 
be totally unconnected with political 
concerns, yet, in the date of hoftility 
that had then-commenced between the 
Kings of France and Naples, these ap> 
peared to be too Tiufh ground for 
iuf'picion, to admit of their being (peed- 
ily releaftd ^ nor was it until letters 
had ‘>ecn obtained Irom Piero de Me¬ 
dici, then in the Kiench camp at Mi’au, 
that the-, were able to procure their 
difchtrgc. Havingagain obtained their 
libertVftheyptuceeded througn France, 
vifiring^ver’- riacedefeivingot notice, 
and examining whatever was remark¬ 
able, till they arrived at Marieilles, 
where, after a (hort Itay, they deter¬ 
mined to oroceed by lea immediately 
to Rome.’* 

'I'hey weio, however,driven on flsore, 
and travelled by land toS ivona; whence 
the Cardinal repaiicd to Gtno.i, and 
lixed his rc'slence with Middcna, his 
filter, tlie wife 01 Franciko Cibo, 

The events vdtich had occurred in 
Italy during his ab'.ence induced him 
to liallcn to Rime, in the hope that, 
amid t the cli.tiigcs and commotions 
to wldcb the pretenfions of Louis the 
XJIth and the a > Mtion of Cselitr Bor¬ 
gia had givrii ji'e, an opportunity 
niiphf ) et occur of icl’oni-.gthe Medici 
to thei former autlioiity in the city of 
Floicnce, This, it appeals, was a 
fouith time attempted. In this pait 
of the Cn.tpter, the moft dirtinguilhed 
figuie is C'xfar Boigia, wlio had relin- 
quiOied his Cardinal's bat, and Teems 
to have delighted in the Iform which 
involved ;;reat part of Italy in its ter- 
I ific effects; nor does the conduct of 
Louts the Xllth anpear Icfs reprehenfi* 
bte, who alHltcd in raifing the whirl¬ 
wind which the foimer foenjoyed. 

It is im{ oflibte to follow the author 
through the intricate mazes of Italian 
contention } the molt ftt iking feature 
of it in this turbulent period are the 
liege of Capua, which was lacked by 
the French fzsth July, 1501*) with cir- 
cumHances of pecul^r cruelty and un¬ 
exampled liceiitiouTnefs, and the dlpi- 
tuiation of the city of Naplei^ I^ede- 
xigo, the King, was allowed to retire 


to the Ifland of Ifchla* He Tent hit 
infant fon Ferdinand to Tarenturo. 
We next behold the reft of the wretch- 
ed family of Arragon, confifting of 
Ilabella the Queen, Beatrice, the lifter 
of the Monaich, widow of the great 
Matthew Corvino, King of Hungary, 
and Ifabella his niece, the widow of 
the Duke of Milan, aflembled on the 
barren rock of Ifchla, and, in the de- 
ftru6lion of their neareft relations and 
the d^vaftation of their countries, de¬ 
ploring the fatal eifc6ls of Spanifh and 
Gillie treachery, and lamenting the 
fuccefs of Gallic arms. 

At this period Kederigo took a refo- 
’ lution which raifes him very high in 
our opinions. He could no longer 
oppo'e the Itorm that had driven him 
to 1 remote and barren corner of Eu¬ 
rope ; he th^icfore determined to bend 
toil. He did TqI and abandoning the 
invidious fiuiation of a Monarch, he, 
in confequeiice of an application to the 
King of France, obtained an annual in*- 
come of thirty thouUnd ducats, and the 
title qI Duke of Anjuu. Thus fecure 
of opulence and repoie, he ended his 
d.iys in tranquillity at Tours, in the 
year 1514. With him ended “ a line 
of Monarchs who had for a longcourfe 
of years lendered Naples tlie feat of 
magnificence, opulence, and learning, 
uf whom he was the molt defci ving 
and unfortunate,” The tears of the 
Males toiiowed him to his retieac. 
The fidelity of S.innezaro, who fold 
his polVellions to relieve his Monarch, 
and left his native country to accom¬ 
pany him, is worth a hundred aCds 
of what is termed heroifm. 'i'his ele¬ 
gant pict and excellent man took bis 
leave of his country in Tome beauiitul 
vciks, which are quoted in the note, 
(page 316.) 

I'he utiocities that, almoft hourly, 
m.arked tlie conduct of Cxfar Borgia, 
(of whom, as of a raonlfcr in iniquity, 
who has not heaid even in his 
days f) have been fully detailed by the 
hiitorians; but the account of his 
treacherous deilrudlion of fevcral Ita¬ 
lian Noblemen at fiingaglia, in which, 
Mr. R. properly remarks, ** be has not 
aftefled to conceal his guilt under the 
flighted covering of decency,” is again 
brought forward. 

This may be very well in Italian hif- 
tori.ins) they wrote to the people, and 
feenes like thofe Teem to have luited 
the genius of their country: but we 
could almoft have excuffrd the Englifli 

author 
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author if he had pafTeU over tills hoi rid 
and abominable adt of treachery by 
which the muiderer attained his liigh> 
ed poweff erpecially as hiltoiicil conca¬ 
tenation did not leem to require its in- 
fertion, and its only ufe would have 
been to have deduced from it a moral 
leflTon, which we donot Hnd in the lulv 
iet^ent lines. 

Daazled by the glittering of a name, 
fome of his countrymen hive, perhaps, 
attributed the h/iour ot this outraJle to 
humanity to MutbtawU, and called it 
/ohry. 

It policy or politics (which we think, 
in the way that they h'tve in foimer 
ages been adminideied, Inve produced 
snore evil to lociety, and more villjiny 
among mankind, than any other lyl- 
terns,) bad any Ihare in this treachery, 
it is hkely enough that they emanated 
from the lertile brain of the Florentine 
Secretaiy,and cei tainly conlign to eter¬ 
nal infamy not only the chnicler ot 
this eulogift of Bi utus, but that of his 
woi ks. 

While every ciiciimftince fterp^d to 
coafpiie to favour the.imbition ot Boi- 
gia, 3 fudden revei ie of foi tune undei - 
mined at once the f ihnc of his Micked- 
nefs: this was (he deain ot his father, 
Pope Alexander tlie Vlth , an event 
rendered Hill more fatvl to him by the 
etfetU of a dangerous milady under 
which he at that time 1 ibcu'’td. 

Both thefe ciicumlfinces aie by the 
Italian hiltoiians attributed to the ope* 
lation of poiton, piepaied by the v c* 
tuns themielves forthe de(iiu£lioi of 
ieveral Cardinals whole hats were went* 
ed, but by the error of an attendant n • 
cautiouilyadininiflei&ri. The tinthof 
this affeition we fee little realon to 
doubt: however, Mr. K. labours haul 
to exculpate them from ihi'i intended 
Clime, which lo piovidentialiy tui ned 
upon its authoM, on the fuppofition 
that men of fuch acknowledged .ibi- 
lit), caution, and penetiation, would 
fcarceiy have rifked their lives on the 
negligence 01 fidelity of a feivant, or 
have placed it within the power of acci¬ 
dent to render them the viilims of 
thor own Clime. Tins, to fay nothing 
of the opeiatioii of Divire vengeance, 
is fu'ely the w'-ikelt of all arguments. 
Neither A’exinder the VJih nor his (on 
Caefar rould have been guilty of hdf 
the C’imes that have flamed their me¬ 
mories, if they had not a hundred times 
put themfelves in tic power of thtir 
domeltics* lo thplc rccoids of bumuo 


atrocities which tinge the hiliorical 
piges, how few of the pohUcal murders 
that appil our fenfes have been per- 
petiated by the peifons themielveswho 
were to leap the fuppoled advantages 
of them 1 And when we reflect how 
frequently accomplices in guilt have 
turned upon their intligitors, it does 
feeni to us the molt prob.ible that 
Alexander the Vlth peiifhed in the 
wav that the hiltoiians and poets ot 
thole runes hive Ihted. 

Hiving endeivouied to impute the 
deatli of this Pope to the rivages of 
a fever, latlier than to poifon, the 
author attempts to refeue his chaiac- 
tei 111 fome degree fiom the obloquy 
that has fur thiee centuries attached to 
It. 

L'centious and atrocious as, at this 
time, the age and country in which he 
exi'tcd certainly were, we think thit 
thib la a talk thit would hive taxed the 
.ibilities of Ml. K. ro then urmolf ex¬ 
tent, hid the enormities of his eccleli- 
afttc d iuio been fully difplayed, which, 
fot the lake of nuiialiiy and delicacy, 
we lie gild to lind they art not. 

“Looking at him in a politicil point 
of view,” fayv Mi. K., “ he docs not 
.ippe ir <ic‘ory 2 than Louis of trsnee ind 
lerdirand of bpani, who coiifpiied to 
it 2i upon and divide die kingdom of 
Niplcs, by an eximple of treachery 
thit never cm be lufHciently exe* 
ciated.” 

Vet this is but an oblique kind of

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of his father and the difafFeflion that 
his enormities had occadoned, obliged 
to Quit the Ecclefiallical State* which 
he did, and direfted his coui le towards 
Naples. 

Francis Piccolomini, Cardinal of 
Sienna, was now ele 61 ed Pope, by the 
name of Pius the Illd ; duting whofe 
fliort reign, of only twenty-fix days, 
Caefar Borgia again appeared at Rome. 
The eleelionol Julius the lid followed. 
This PoniitF, ** who proved onetof the 
nioft aJ/tWt n.-jartik€y and political Sove¬ 
reigns that iiad ever fat in the Cliair of 
St. PcteiV' attempted to dlvclt Borgia 
of bis territories. The latter was fuun 
after betrayed by the Spaniib (i.netal 
Gonlalvo, and Tent priibner to Spain, 
wheie, after having effected his eicape 
from the CaAle of Medina del Catnpu, 
he at length fell by a t im>lcr the 
walls of Vlsn.i, whence his body was 
conveyed to and interred 

in the C'athedial of which he hid once 
been Prelate. 

With rclpcft to his cbaiafter, on 
which we think fuflicient oble.'jny is 
thrown by the praife of Machiavelli, 
Mr. R. endeavouis to relcue it from 
our abhorrence : but to this all that we 
have already faid upon the fubjcfl will 
apply. 

The day on which the French were 
defeated by Gonfalvo on the Garigli- 
one terminated the unfortunate life of 
Piero de Medici, who had engage<l in 
their fervicc. This appears to have 
been the period fiom which the for¬ 
tunes of the huufe began once more to 
revive; a circiimltance that was proba¬ 
bly owing to the prudence and circum- 
fpeefion of the Cardinal de Medici, 
who feems, in the purfuits of litera¬ 
ture, the encouragement of the arts, 
and the exercife of benevolence, to 
have endeavoured to deer clear of 
paity, and even in the amufements 
of the chafe (to which, for fear of 
corpulency, he much addifVed him- 
felf,) to have, hy the proper feleflion 
of his aflbeiates, avoided as much as 
pofTible invidious didinftions. 

His cbarafler (which, now he was 
confidered as the head of his family, 
the author begins more fully to deve- 
lope,) appears, under all the emharralT- 
ments which a great fpirlt operating 
upon a contracted income mult feel, 
to be marked hy liberality and munifi¬ 
cence, as well as irreproachable ho¬ 
nour. Prelaging his future delliny. 


he ufed to fay to his prudent friends, 
who were fearful that his generoftty 
would involve him in actual diftrefs, 
** that great men were the work of Pro¬ 
vidence, and that nothing could be 
wanting to them if they were not want¬ 
ing to themfelves.** 

The remainder of this Chapter, which 
comprife.; the horrid event in the family 
of Kite, in which one brother (the Car* 
dinal) deprived the other brother of 
his fight, hscaufe a Lady of whom they 
were mutually fond admired the beauty 
of his eyes ! and a continuation of Ita¬ 
lian contentions to the death of Gon¬ 
falvo, the gteat Captain, we fhall pafs 
over withthis obfervation, that whatfo- 
ever he might have been in his life, 
he fhowed hiinfclf great in his end, 
by repenting of his breaches of faith ta 
Ferdinand the young Duke of Cala¬ 
bria, and even to Csefar Borgia. Thele 
ii.ive, however, hern attempted to be 
vindicated by Panlus Joviiis; an at¬ 
tempt whicli Mr. K. very properly re¬ 
probates. 

The feventh CInpter, it fliould have 
been remarked, incluiles the events from 
the yeai 1503 to 1507 ; this upon which 
we are entering, the eighth, takes a 
longer llriile, and extends from the 
latter era to 1511, but is chiefly filled 
with contentions of the different dates 
of Italy, fuch as have been fo amply de- 
feanted on in the pieccding parts of 
this work. A new Power, indeed, ap¬ 
pears upon the theatre of war, namely, 
the republic of Venice, whofe rifing 
greatnefs, commercial importance, and 
confequentiy opulence and aggrandize¬ 
ment, excited the jealoufy ot the other 
European Powers, and induced the 
Emperor Maximilian and Louis the 
Xllth to turn their arms ?gainfl them. 
No one could wifh luccefs to fuch an 
undertaking; therefore the reader will 
he glad to (earn, that notwithlfanding 
the provlfions of the league of Cam- 
bray had been earned into efTe6t, yet 
in the event, though not in this Chap¬ 
ter, the French and their allies were ex¬ 
pelled from Italy. The Pontiff Julius 
the lid, having reaped the full benefit 
of Gallic fervices, was the firlt to per- 
. ceive that it was not to his intereft to 
have the Venetians entirely crufhed, 
(which, betwixt the impetuofity of the 
French and even the Indolence of the 
Germans, was ve-y likely to happen ;) 
th^Meforc,after having releaf^d theSmte 
frdbi Iks fpiritual cenfures, he not-onlv 
j ^ined 
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joined hii arms to theii 9 > but endea* 
voured to detach Maxiniiltan from his 
alliance with the Pre ich, and by the 
relent a conjicrated rojit ^nd proba 
ly othei meanii 10 pievail with the 
Engli h Monarch, Henry the VIITth, 
to make a defcent on thv'ir coaft. rhcfe, 
and All) moie vigorous meafures, Teem 
to have turned the tide of fucce's m 
favour of the Reiublic { at le/t it gave 
hei an opportunity to bieathe after her 
calamities and difmemberment. 

This Chapter orefencs one very ex'* 
traonlinirv feature; which is, the Ai- 
preme Head of the Chuichi the repre 
Ibntative of him who came to ipeak 
peace and good will tuwaid^ m*n, aim* 
cd not with OMatbefnas, but cUl* we 
mu f fuppofe, in complete 'ee', and 
with all the ardour of 1 young foldiei, 
combined as it (h mid (ee n with all thi; 
expei lence of an old Genei 1), march* 
ing at the head ot his tioops amidlt 
frolt and Horms to the attack of Miran* 
dula. He diiefted m peilun the plant¬ 
ing of the artiilerv, he leguhted the 
order of the attack, he expofed him- 
felf feat lelsly to the hi e of the enemy, 
till It length he effected a breach in the 
walls, and reduced the enemy to the 
necellicy of a capitulation." 

This heioic Pontiff foon after took a 
refolution which, we think, refle£ts 
honour on his memory ; this was, to 
reftore the Medici to Floience, their 
ancient feat, the people of which wei e, 
perhaps,exultingin having terminated 
the long-protracted fiege of Pifa by 
forcing the inhabitants to capitulate. 
This rettoratien was not, however, yet 
to be effected, on the contrary, we lee, 
before the conclufion of this Chapter, 
the allies defeated by that young hero 
Gallon de Poix before the walls of 
Ravenna, and the Caidmal de Medici 
made piifoner while in the habit of 
peace, a6ting m the middle of a camp 
as Legate of the Church, and endea* 
voiiiing to maintain oider among a 
body of troops where, we believe, order 
was much wanted. 

The character of the Caidlnal de 
Medici becomes the moie intereAing 
the fuller it is difplayed. After the 
death of de Foix the fatal effects of the 
conduct of the French at the facking of 
Ravenna began to operate upon them- 
felves;.and from this penod their 
affairs feemed rapidly to decline t they, 
howevei, conveyed hifti from its vic^ 
nity to Bologna, wheie be was re«ta 4 ^ 
wyirihuch kmdnefs by the Benuvoii, 
XLVin. Auc. iSos. 


the ancient fiiends of his family. He 
was foon after transferred with many 
other noble prironer$,to Milan, whence 
they wcic to be fent by the orde s of 
Louts the XII h into France. NVhile 
at Milan, the piudent couduft of the 
Cardinal contributed to Jifcredit the 
loceedings of the malco itents Heie 
e received fiom the Pope a plenary 
power }f abTotving f om then offences 
all thole who, in obedience to the com- 
itlnnda of their Ki ig, hul tiken arms 
againff the Church , wh>ch imme¬ 
diate y taken advantag o bv nowds 
oftuppliaii s, •* md th c ty of viilin, 
on this occ^hon, exhib ted tie n -ruiip 
W^ecftcle of a piifoner abf vin his 
enemies from the very c 1 n* that had 
been the caufe of his imnnlonmrnt, 
and di fributing his paidon to thofe 
who, inAeid or mamlelfing anv lub- 
ffantiai fym^toms of repenrance, de- 
monltiited, by their detention uf him, 
that they yet perfevered in their tins." 

Purfuing his fubjeff thiough the 
ninth t hap^r, (which, however bufy 

maj^em, only includes the fpace of 
*one year, fiom 1511 to 1513,) the au- 
thoi begins with the opening of the 
Council of the Lateian by Julius the 
lid, which his fagacity induced him to 
believe would, while the fplendour of 
its aflemblige (confiaing of Catdinals, 
Princes, and the Repielentatives of the 
Emperor ele6f, the Kings of England 
and Arragon, the Republic of Venice, 
and the other Italian States,)^0iir down 
that at Milan, which was now denomi¬ 
nated the Conalabulumt give a Arong im- 
prefTion of the powei and diguiiy of 
the Church , ufeful at all times, but 
particularly (b at the prefent 

This Pontiff, equally politic and war¬ 
like, it appears, was right in his ideas 
on this fubjeCf. The Ho/y Leagut, he 
forefaw, mult he triumphant. Of this 
the French Monaich, when he rcHefted 
upon the fhatiered condition of the rem¬ 
nant of his Italian aimy, and received 
a hint fiom our Heniy the Vllltb, at 
that time an a^lfve member, was alfo 
convinced. He therefore was delirous 
of a reconciliation with the Pope. In 
confequenceof this dcfire, Julius, who 
•knew well that it emanated fiom ne- 
ceflity, did what every keen politician 
would have done, he refolved to make 
as good a bai gam as he could, and if he 
faw an opportunity, Jiiudt him into tht 
bargain^ 

** On this occafion ChriAopher Bam- 
b budge, 
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bridge^ Cardinal of York, in the name 
of the King of England, and Cardinal 
Arborenfe on the part of the King 
of Spain, exhorted the Pope, as it is 
fiippofed had been previoully agreed 
betwixt them, nottoabandon the caufe 
of the Church, but to perievere with 
firmnefs in oppofing the arms of the 
French.’* 

The accefllcn of eighteen thoufand 
Swifs, and the defe^^ion of the troops 
of the Emperor Maximilian, feem to 
have completed the deraugem^it of 
the French affaiis in Italy, whence ul¬ 
timately they were expelled; though 
wc are lorry to fay not without guev- 
ous mafl'acre^of them at Milan and other 
places. 

In the hurry and confudon that upon 
this occaAon prevailed, the Cardinal de 
Medici, who had been brought to Mi¬ 
lan by the French Caidinils, e(fe<^ed 
his efcape. Liberated by the generous 
interference of his friends, when he was 
on the point of embarking on the Po, 
he **airumed the habit of a common 
foldier, and palling the Bo by night, 
arrived at the Caltle of Bernand-? Ma- 
lefpina.'’ He had, it here appears, 
new dangers to encounter, as he had 
from this i(ep fallen into the hands 
of the French General Triveilzio. 
However, the ruin of the affairs of 
France induced him to reAore his illul- 
trious fugitive to liberty. Of the hu¬ 
mane dilpoAtion of this Officer the Car¬ 
dinal immediately availed hlmfeif, and 
repalAng the Po, proceeded to Mantua, 
where he was received with great kind- 
nefs by the Maiquis Francefco Gon- 
zaga. 

The affairs of the Dnke of Ferrara, 
and of the Diet of Mantua, occupy 
fomc fpace in this Chapter; to which 
fucceeds the attempt of the Medici to 
eAefl their reftoracion by the afAlfance 
of the SpaniAi forces under Cardona. 
At the inffance of Soderini, the Arlt 
refblution of the Florentines was, that 
ttiey might return as private Citizens; 
but the Gonfaloniere, affailed by a Arong 
party within, menaced by the Spanilh 
army without, and no longer fupport- 
ed by the French, was, foon after 
Prato had fallen, and in fpite of the 
efforts of the Cardinal and his brother 
Giuliano, moA barharouAy and wan¬ 
tonly racked, and forced to bend to the 
Aorm. He was defiofed, and foriu. 
nately found means to efcape into the 
Turkifh dominions. 

** On the ialt day of Auguft, 151s, 


Giuliano de Medici entered the city of 
Florence, from which he had been ex¬ 
pelled with his brother eighteen years 
beiore. He was accompanied by Fran¬ 
cefco Albizi, at whofe houfe he alight¬ 
ed, and where he was viAted by moit of 
the principal families in the place. On 
this occafion it was remarked, that ma¬ 
ny of thofe who had been the molt for¬ 
ward in offering their lives and for¬ 
tunes in fupport of Soderini, were the 
molt alAduous in their endeavours to 
fecure the favourable opinion of Giu- 
liano de Medici. It was not, however, 
until the Viceioy Cardona entered the 
city that the depending negociations 
were Anally terminated. Seating him- 
ielfin the vacant Chair of the Goiifalo- 
niere, he preferibed to the Magiftrates 
the terms of the treaty, on which alone 
he would confeiu to withdraw hisarmy. 
His propolitions, although confufedly 
expreiled, or ill underlfood by his re- 
ludanc hearers, who were Aill eager to 
pie.'erve at le.ilt the external foi ms and 
fhadow of liberty, w eieall'ented to with¬ 
out oppoAtion. In thefe difcuilions 
the Medici difplayed great moderation. 
They only demanded that they Qiould 
be allowed to return as private Citi¬ 
zens, and Aiould have a right of pur- 
chafing their forfeited property and 
effeds at the prices for which they had 
been fold by Government, paying alfo 
the amount of fuch Aims as had been 
laid out in their improvement.** 

Mr. R. upon the overthrow of the 
popular government of Florence makes 
Tome proper andnppoAte remai ks,which 
feein to iiave been fuggeiled by events 
much more recent than the reftoration of 
the Medici. The meafures which they 
adopted to fecure their power feem to 
have been fuch as, while they were 
adapted toanfwer that end, were alfo 
likely to have a good effed upon the 
mannei's of a ferocious people, who 
had paAed eighteen years m unre- 
ftrained licentioufnefs and unremitted 
warfare. 

The moderation of the Medici is a 
molt amiable trait in their charader; 
yet we Aiould lament that even the 
utmoft effortsof mildnefsand benignity 
could not fecure them from a confpi- 
fdc^, did we not refled that confpi- 
lacies were at that time indigenous to 
tlie foil of Italy, and an admiration 
of the fplendid treachery of Brutus, 
emanating perha^ps from the works or 
eirbrts of Machiavelli, a Itriking pro- 
pniAosi of mind, alas 1 too genei*«>\.

Mr. Dawton hnnfclf received about 
fiftyS anonymous and threatening let¬ 
ters. 

In a Ihort tir.'e after the doors were 
opened in the rvtning, the '..it and gal¬ 
leries were filled ; and it was very ic- 
maikaMe, that in the two palleriesthete 
Y/ftf- t.i.ly two women. As ‘oon as the 
cur'ain driA' np, a noiie began, and 
every thing wjs op.'otcfl b.’ the gal¬ 
leries.

The oppofition con- 
lii.ucd very violent i there appeared to 
he a def< 1 mination to pi event any per- 
fo^rance from going on that evening j 
and Mr. Winfion, being fearful !l*at rlic 
diliurbance would become of feiious 
confequence, (liaving been informed by 
the door*keepe»8 of the Theatre that 
thedoois were furrounded by a great 
concoinre of people,) deteimined on 
fending for Mr. GtaKam, the Magif- 
Irate. 

Mr. Graham, on his arrival, found 
the audience in a great uproar, and ns 
it determined not to let any peiform- 
ance go on j and underltanJing they 


had proceeded to a£Is of violence, by 
throwing ot feiflars, &c., he requef^ed 
the’Manager to recommend to him fix 
or eight Kout able men belonging to 
the Theatre, whom he would Iwear in 
to be Special Conlfablcs, which was 
accordingly done. He then direfled 
them to be diltrihuted in different 
parts of the Theatre to atfilt the Bow- 
ilreet Offitfers which he had Rationed in 
various pans* He went on the outfide 
of the Theatre among the crowd, and 
found the doors completely blocked 
up, and theie appeared every difpofi- 
tion among the populace to forcibly 
hicak in. In confequence of which he 
/ent a letter to the Commanding Officer 
of the Lite Guaidson duty at the Horfe 
Guards, lequcHing him to he in readi- 
neis, with a fvil! guard of men, in cafe 
he fhonld want them to afTilt him in 
keeping tlic peace. The Officer, with 
a numerous p.arty, arrived in a fhort 
time after in the H.iymuket. He then 
confidered ImnMi fufTicientiy prepared 
againlt any v.olencc, and adviied the

• with The Tailors, and other pei form¬ 
ant";, as advertifed j which they accord¬ 
ingly did; and thirty-two perfons were 
apprehended for joining in a liotous 
oppofition, and conveyed to fafe cuf- 
lody. 

Next morning the Bow-ftrect Office 
was crowded to hear their examina- 
tion.

Mr. Dowton, the Comedian, faicl, 
fince he had advei fifed the entertain¬ 
ment called ** The Tailors \ or, A Tra- 
giily for Warm Weatbeff" for his bene¬ 
fit, he bad received a great number of 
thieateningand impudent letters; fome 
anonymous, and fume with the parties* 
names; one of them was figned by a 
man named Kiley, who brought the 
letter himfell, and lie faw him.

Another 
letter was dated from one of the jour¬

Clarc-market, and figned by the Clerk, 
ts an afl of tiic Society. When he was 
upon the ftage, in thecharafler of Cap¬ 
tain Btrtram, in The Birth-Day, ^ tailor’s 
tliimhle and a pair of fcill'ars were 
thrown .it him: the latter fb alarmed 
fonL ladies in the Hage-box, that he 
leftThehlage at their requelt.

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The Police Officert gave a particular 
defcription of the riotous behaviour of 
fome of the prifoners. Among them 
was one Thompfon^ who, Adkins 
fwore, upon fome of the prifoners 
being taken into cultody, arofe and 
faid, ** D—n them, don't go, knock 
them down on which feverat of the 
officers were alTiulted, and attempts 
made to throw them from flie galle¬ 
ries into the pit> 

Sixteen were admitted to bail in the 
following recognizance, ** for riotouily 
and tumultuoully aiTembling, with di¬ 
vers others, in the Theatre Royal, Hay- 
market, to the dilfurbance of the pub¬ 
lic peace, violently oppoting the per¬ 
formance of the night, and throwing ^ 
pair of fciiTars at Mr. W. Dowton, a 
Comedian, then on the Rage, and en¬ 
dangering his life therewith the pri- 
foners in jol. each, and two fiirecies«n 
40I. each. Four were remanded for 
want of bail, and the relt were dif-

charged. The prifoners were all tailors, 
except one, who is Richard Phillips, a 
carver and gilder.

Lieutenant Puivis, inft.inftly and moft 
gillintly ifcendcil at the head of his 
ii^en i but 1 was much concci ned to fee, 
a moment after, thit he was wounded.

Here feveial of tiie enemy wcie killed, 
b It we could not pulh the gite open 
wjili all our foicc} at l.iil the wicket 
give wiv to the but-ends of our muf- 
kets. There are fix thiee.poundeis, 
mounted on caiiiages, on the baftions, 
and foul pieces of .1 fmallei li/e on fwi. 
vels, befides thirty-fix glngals of a very 
good kind. Our iofs is vciy trifling, 
confideiing how much we weie ex- 
pofed for thiee hours and a half. There 
was one fepoy and a clafhee killed •, 
feven or eight fepoyi, thiee clafliees, 
one bullock-diiver, and four or five of 
the iiregulais, wounded.

to gold, and that he had afs’s cars, 
arc panifulars, which have beentranf- 
inittcd to us by hillorians and poets of 
different ages. But fur his conquefts in 
Macedonia and 'J'heflaly we arc in¬ 
debted, fays Canter, to our poet only, 
Meur/ius and Porter feem to h.tvc ac- 


quiefeed in Cantei*s opinion. 

That Bacchus, at the requeft of Mi¬ 
das, turned all things which he touch¬ 
ed into gold, was a traditionary talc, 
in which, as ufual, truth and fi^ion 
were blended. But its foundation 
having been laid, as our author fup- 
pofed, in true hillory, he has referved 
a place for it in the hiHoncal {^art 
of his poem. He has undertaken to 
reconcile the Hrangc flory, of the con- 
vcrriDii of all things into gold by the 
aid of Bacchus, to fenfe and probabi¬ 
lity. For it appicared to our poet not 
improbable, that the infatiatc avarice 
of this prince might fo far prevail over 
his love of indoicnce and cafe, as to 
induce him to attempt the conqueft of 


European countries, with a view to 
enriching his coffers with ftill ampler 
hoards. For Midas had learned, that 
not only in his own Afiatic territories, 
but in different parts of Europe, parti- 
cularlyabout Macedonia and Theffaly, 
were rivers and mines of gold, yet 
unexplored; and that riches would 
pour in upon him, if he haxarded the 
fearch, from unnumbered fources. He 
difclofed hisdefigns to Bacchus, alrca- 
dy famous for his Indiah conqueffs; 
and engaged him to become hisaflbci- 
acr, in this European expedition. How 
far Lycophron, in attempting to re¬ 
duce this (lory to the ffandard of hif- 
toric truth, may have availed himfclf 
of authorities which have never reach¬ 
ed us; or liow he may have relied 
on the plaufibilily of his own conjec¬ 
tures, it is now in vain to inquire, 
Perhaps iullead of'J'»r«rof we ought 
to read i ' the hill under which 
the gi.i'U 'J'yphin was burled ; hence 
called/vV' :li. Canter’sobfervation on 
is; that here that wotd means a 
river, though it is for the moft part 
commune vocabulimi; thus xiAud'wy in 
Ho.rcr. But it fecnis far more pro¬ 
bable, that the word, as we now read 
it, is a corruption ; and that our poet 
wrote i.'rri'ptu*’ a river, which it was 
much to his purpofe to mention, and 
u hich he has mentioned by name on 
other occafions. 

Lycophron, in thofc parts of CafTan- 
dra’s narrative, wh'ch are confeffcdly 
fabulous, adheres to the fable, in 
thofc parts, which refer to true hiftory, 
he fullows authentic hiftoriana. flis 
geographical accounts are colleded 
with accuracy and (kill* Thefe his 
(ketches, if they may be fo called* 
are neatly rmiftied to a certain point; 
beyond which if the reader be de- 
firous to proceed, there arc the works 
of poets, hiftorians, and geographers* 
which he may confult. Such was our 
poet’s dejign. Yet there are, who 
conftdcr this poem, as an incongruous 
mixture of difeordant things; a chao- 
lie mafs, jumbled together without 
order, fenfe, or dcTign. ** Poeta poct- 
ardm, fi quis alius, immb ultra quarn 
alius quis, didtionis extranet atque in* • 

folentis. 
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folentU, qua iMcntibus crucem figat, 
iludiofiffimosa^flator.’* Hear another 
critic:—** qus hodieque rupereft, non 
iine majorum noftrorum ignominia; 
qui,tot prxftanrioribiu neglc^iS) talia 
nobis monftra aServarant.*’ Thus they 
deal their random blows; which* in- 
Head of hitting or harming the objeft 
aimed-at, recoH upon chemfelves.

SALISBURY. 

[with a view.] 

'T’iin city, the capital of tlic county of 
VViltfhirc, is fituated in one of the 
moll charming vales in England. Ic is 
large, well built, and leated at the con¬ 
fluence of the rivers Avon, Bourtfe, 
Nacider, and Willy, and is about eighty- 
cnc miles diltant from London. 

Snlifbury is fuppofed to owe its foun¬ 
dation to a contention for power be¬ 
tween the Earl and Bifhop of Old 
Saruni j the latter of whom obtained a 
bull from the Pope^by virtue of which 
he tranflated the church to the fpot 
where it now ftands; and a temporary 
wooden chapel, in honour of the Vir¬ 
gin, was fo far advanced, that Richard 
Poore, then Bifbop, celebrated divine 
fervice in it, and confecraced a ceme¬ 
tery there, on the feaft of the Trinity 
12x9} and, at Michaelmas in 1245, 
.confecrated three altars in the new 
Cathedral. After this, the old city 
of Sarutn was quickly deferred, and 
a clnrter of incorporation given by 
Henry the Illd. A grant from Ed- 
waid the Hid to turn the great Welt-

ern road through the new city, com¬ 
pleted the ruin of Old Sarum,. the an¬ 
cient Sorbtodunum, according to the 
Itinerary of Antoninus. 

The government of the Corporation 
is by a Mayor, a High.Steward, Re¬ 
corder, and Deputy-Keconler, twenty- 
four Aldermen, thirty Common-Coun- 
cilmen, a Town>Clerk, and three Ser¬ 
jeants at Mace. 

The Avon is navigable to within, 
a (hor{ difhnce of the city $ the Areets 
are in general fpacious, and at right 
angles $ and a clear Itream of water 
runs through moA of the principal 
ones. The manofaffures uf Salifbury 
are chiefly flannels and druggets, a 
cloth for the Turkey trade called 
Salifbury Whites, bone lace, and cut¬ 
lery •. The market-days are Tuef- 
d.iysand Saturdays} and thereare feve- 
ral fairs in«the yearj befldes one every 
fortnight (from ten days before Chrilt- 
mas to Lady-day) for cattle. 

Highly diltinguifhed among the fa¬ 
ded edifices of England is the beau- 
fiful cathedral of Salifbury, which 
Hands m the centre of the tlofc. It 
is nearly as long, and ahnolt feventy 
feet higher than St. Paul's. This nu- 
bie flru^ture was begun A.D. )2i9 
by the hAforc-mentioned Bifliop Poore, 
who alfo built Harnhain Brid^-e, and 
who, bcfidcs the contributions of the 
King and the Nobility, and money 
ralfed by indulgencirs, recommended 
it to all the PneAs in his Diocele to 
ut dying perlbns in mind of contri- 
uting to this fabric : be even fent for 
arcbitecls from abroad to build it. This 
work was fo forwarded by bis luccel- 
fors, th.-it it was finiflied in 125ft, con- 
fecrated on the 301b ul September, in 
prefeiKC of King Heniy the Illd, and 
a great number of the Nobtlity .and 
Prelates, and dedicated to the Virgin 
Mary. According to an account deli¬ 
vered in to that King, it colt 40,000 
marks, amounting to 2fi,t>67l. 13$. 4d.i 
at that time a molt aAonifhing turn.* 

It is built in form of a lantern, with 
its fpire in the middle, and nothing 
but buitrefles and gluls windows on 
the outfitle. The upper part of the 
tower, and its elegant I'pire, are fup- 
polcd to have been added about two 
hundred yistrs .liter the body of it wat 
built.

A PHILOSOPHICAL AND MORAL VIEW 
OF ANCIENT AND MODERN LONDON. 

WITH NOTES, &C. 

Chapter IV. 

AViNC in the laft Chapter taken a 
curfory view of the ancient gates 
of London, we mu(t once more advert 
to its walls*, becaufc they, forming

prrciile time when London w:i» fii If wallerl, 
a fuhjefl upon which authorities are more 
oppohte ‘my\ evanelcent than upon molt 
ot!iei>, we, leaving the Jh/iJoWt woiilct for 
a moment with to condder the Aiblfance 
that remains, as from that we miy, it 
is pnfTible, be able to make Tome deduc* 
tions, at Icaft curious if not advantage¬ 
ous. 

The art of producing artificial ftone 
(for liicb hricks certainly are,) by the 
means of tempering and ignifving clay, 
is an art of the molt ancient date. Bucks 
were tiled in the building of the temple of 
Babel, and ate mentioned as known in 
other remote nges. The Kciiiars had this 
ait in the eailieft Itage of their eilablini- 
nient; and it is to be obferved, that 
in their hands it was greatly improved. 
How biick-makinp, as far as it applies 
to ihoie impoitant materials which weie 
formecly tiled by thrm, was condufled, 
we diall now <>blerve. How ir ban in 
this age degenerated, we fhaii take an- 
other Opportunity^ i kjuiie. The flat 
bricks or tiles of th^Komtini, as they au- 
pcaiv<l, and as lome of their velfiges fiiU 
appear, in the icmaini of the ancient wall 
of this metropolis, were of two i’risj 
tegulte an<l jeJiquiptdaleSf i. e. two feet 
tiles, and thule of a foot and a half. 
Thof'e ill the wall were chiefly of the 
latter fort, ore inch three-ienths thick, 
eleven inches fix-tenths in breadth, and 
feventeen inches four-tenihi in length. 
The bricks in i1v‘ wall alio (ecm to have 
been compoi'ed cf two f'ubdanccs i tl^c 
one f'*it ftem to have been formed, not, 
as a modern author has (fated, of redelayt 
(for red clay is unknown in the Knglilh 
potteries, or in brick-making,) but of 
vifcQus earth that is termed potter's^ 
of which very large beds ha^c been

found in digging in different parts of the 
metropolis and its vicinity} particularly 
within thefe twelve years, the workmen' 
piercing through the artificial to the* na¬ 
tive earth when digging forafpring clofe 
to the Prrk <Hie in GreU George-ftreet, 
found, at the d;ptl) of about twenty feet, 
a flratunfi of the genuine blue potter's clay 
of cnnfiderablc ihicknel's. Of this mate¬ 
rial the re^^R Jinan bricks in the metro¬ 
politan wall were formed, and of which 
the C' arfe earlhe' -ware of this kingdom 
was and is compoled. Red clay would 
not only, like the boles of which it is a 
ipecies, become yellow, but would, like 
them, fhiver and crumble in calcination. 

The other biiclc^, of a pale vellow or 
grev Colour, of which fume velfiges are 
(fill to bt teen in London-wall, feem to be 
of that ScKiipofitt'.n which we term 
artificial done. The principal ingredient 
in their I'rrmation appears to have been a 
clay which, for wantef a more deicriptive 
appellutioo, is called Stouibridge. Of 
this, fiom its pe wer to refid the action of 
Are in a greater degree than ar.y other 
enith, ciuciSii>, uiclting'pots, muffles, 
hit. aie foimid, aid of which in cur 
P'.'(teries is fihiinted that Ipecies of 
V are ttime 1 IVeljh fime^ a Ipecies I'letty 
well known, as in that country ah toeir 
ale-jugs are cempofed of it. Ficm thefe 
two forts of earth may not only be traced 
(he I ife of all our brick buildu gs, but by 
the aitfu! c. mhiraticn of them, and the 
philof 'phical addition of other materials, 
the rile of our poiierles, the advantages 
of wliich have been aiicady alluded*to. 
With lefptcl to the toimcr, (the b.pe 
clay,) it is perhaps r.cedlefs to flate, 
that it is ufed by Iculptors in making 
their models, and that it derives its red, 
or int'ier pink ct.-h ur, trom baking ; it is 
thcntcsnxl tctva(otia\ though we think 
the icul,n#i8 of the prcfeni era have, 

, in moulding their models in plaifter of 
P.iri;, befoie tiu- clay ba« fhitmk in di*)- 
iipg, and then calling them in the fame 
material, which is rafily repaired, im¬ 
proved mucli upon the ancient method.

If is ea'v, from tl’.e llionf; and/!i.il- 
nite fea'ines that bad, nntd the aniv .1 
of Augtiflin .ind his aliWcrates, didin- 
guini-Tthe ni.anntrs (d this people,both 
in their native land .and in B.itain, 
to dilcerr, that ferocity and barbailty 
in a very conflderable degree picpon- 
de rated.

caufe of Chiiffianity, and energetic in 
the defence of doilrines into the prin- 
cipfes of which they wci e as yet I'carcc- 
ly initiated. 

The ebullition of the public mind 
produced by the converfion of King 
Sebert, which was followed by th.at 
of all his dependents, continued during 
the life of the Monarch. At this pe¬ 
riod the Church enjoyed a temporary 
triumph; for Inch wm the influence of 
example, that the n>ilitary clnradcr of 
;he age became at once devotional; iii 
*a^l| they were no:, as in after-times, 
ilended: but fuch is the inflability of 


human affilrs, operated upon by human 
tempers, that after the death of this 
Prince, and that of Erhelbert, mod 
of the Eall Saxon Chrillians returned 
to their former id'iUtry, and joined in 
expelling from his See of London Mel- 
litus the Bifhop *, who had, under 
Sebert, exercired fuch unbounded in¬ 
fluence. 

This mutability of the public mind 
(which might, if it were nccelTary to 
prove our legitimacy to thofe our an- 
ceitoi's, be paralleled in lubfequent pe* 
riods,) was attended with all the direful 
confeqnences which ger.vially attend 
pupulir convulflcns. 

Th^ dormant palfions of the S.axon$ 
vi^eie roufed, and, like a fpring, flow 
back with far greater velocity than 
tiny h.ul b-oii drawn forw’ard. With 
thr Bitliop the Monks were alfo ex- 
yellcfl. Whether the Chuicli of St. 
Paul fullered dil.»pid.ition is uncer¬ 
tain; whether it wispaitly unroofed, 
.and bmnieonco more a Pigan temidc, 
i> unknown; but it is nrubahte, tb.it 
if this ctlificc was not ablolutcly defe- 
cr-'ted, it was exceedingly neglertt-d, 
flnee we find that at a lubfequent pe¬ 
riod St. Krkenw.ild f expended conli- 
d^riblo fnnii in repairing it. He like- 
wile rnl.ug-’d the building, enriched 
it with ^n<! iwments, and piocured for 
it the g-ints of fevcral privileges. He 
ullo built two monalU. its, one of which 
was near liis Cathedral, .and in pr.^cefs 
of jime b..‘Cime an objccl of much at¬ 
tention. 

Viewing, therefore, with aconfider* 
able dtgiee of compallion, the Eall 
bixon» iciipfed iniu barbarifm, wt 
mu' ptft over near lulf a centu'y

Paul, 
in a ceflin of ftone, which is dated to have 
been made too/bort» Howevei, the igno¬ 
rance of the malon is faid to have been 
attended with no inconvenience to the 
corpfeof the Monarch, which, is /oon as 
it was entombed, by the exeition of its 
Jimbs, ttretched the ftone to a proper 
Jerglh. This coffin with xh^wbokUtt^tb 
of the King, who had relied in this €afy 
pdfture duiing the long period of 97 a 
years, was then found under a pointed 
arch behind a very elegant colonodc. 
The epitaph upon this hU monument 
it prelcrved by Diigdalej by which it 
upears, chat he was converted by St. 
Erkenwald, the Biftiop of London whom 
we have mentioned in the piVccding note, 
and who was alfo buried in the Cathedral 
Church of St. Paul.

But it cannot 
defcry, with any precidon, the leading 
contemporary melodies, nor the fcien« 
tide contrivances and intricacies of the 
encountering pat ts. This requiretfmuch 
care and experience. Evaftejet/it (o\ind% 
are evidently much harder to be dillin- 
guilhed than what is difplayed to the 
eye in permanent features. We can 
eafily fee and contemplate not dniy 
the Uut enfemhle of a p\ iAted ebintz or 
paper banging in which four diftin^t fpe* 
cies of ornament are I'ombintd to¬ 
gether, but alfo the four ornaments 
themfelves, becaufe they itkwr vanijh 
from the light. But the /our (or more) 
confpicuoui parts of a harmonic^l com- 
pofition are too fugitive and dillicuU in 
their nature to be difcei ned and appie- 
ciated by any ears but tho'e of adepts in 
the fcience. And when they'kre per¬ 
ceived, lam afraid they giatity no other 
feeling,and InAuence no other panion, 
than what is applied to in tiacing the 
intricacies of the chintz and hanging i 
that is, the placid impieinons oiniirntru- 
tion^nd curio/ity. Hence the compuli- 
tion that may touch a learned ear with 
pleafurr, niay fail of duly gratifying the 
unlearned one^ nnd all this without 
any impeachment of the genuine mnti- 
cal tafte givei' by nature to the latter. 
For nature in the display of any talfe 
(be it the fgurafive one in the aits, or 
the literal one of eating and drinking,) 
always lets out right at hrM, and hands 
a greater chance oi being perveitcd by 
unceafing exercife and too much induU 

? ;ence, than by ordinary, or indeed in- 
requenr, ufe. And 1 query whether 
I violent attachment to harmony in 
preference to melody; to the cold aro- 
matic creeping! of redtalivet or to any 
yery marked fpecies of what is called 
natmal mu/c, may not be clalTed with, 
and attributed to, that fame eujlom and 
tabii wlfich makes us relifh mullard, 
tobacco, and feveral difhes of meat and 
kinds of beyeragCf from which all 
young and genuine palatel^would turn 
with fome degree of diljgufl. Nor is 
Ibis perverfion unobfervahle in the 
amateurs of other arts. Men Of^he 
beff natural tafte and eiudition have 
fdmeiimes fo incontinently attended 
ueatres, that in the end they could 


not endure any thing but farce and 
pantomime. And the veteran belles 
iettres critics, for their tiltlmate gra* 
tiBcation, pafs from whit they feel to 
what they think \ from efFeih on the 
heart to appearance in the hectd\ co ~ 
a chill and a gofliping kind o( eitu 
mate of the abilities and charaCtei iltic 
turn of the author. As men advance 
in criticifm, they doubtlefs often de* 
dine in feeling. In ail the fine arts, 
indeed, it appears, for certain rea!ons, 
that to prevent the enci 04 chmrnt<> of 
falfe tafte is cvera talk of vhejp/'t* 'KHi, 
cult kind; and perhaps in none more 
fo than in the province of moHc. For 
tfie peculiar fociabihiy, th" enthuftafm, 
thecomplacenry, that .oe felt bv lovera 
of the ait at mujical ftr/ormancest will, 
from aflbeiation of ioeas, give it a fa¬ 
vour in the mind, (efpeci.Uly in :\yoat^ 
mind,) which, he the adopted mufic 
good, or be it bad, will yield .1 plealnre 
which miy eilily be trantinted ti' iri the 
caufe tothe cuncuinitant, tio' 1 thegaie- 
ties of the heart to tlie merits ot a 
cpmnofer. lienee we in.iy fat'si. Cforily 
tiace the tlncluations of t.idc >n the 
arts as well as of fnlhioii 'n ciie's: aiul 
hence it is, tint, in f.i^t, uut nlk- has, 
in gencr.il, little moic tiuiii its chance 
of lieing now and then pi'-doniiiuinr in 
the courfc of that caiiial lotat'oti which, 
at times, gives picvr.lciice to that which 
is faife^ 

.For thefe reafons, (among fome other 
queiies that might be put of a like 
kind,) is it not pullible that there may 
b( at prefentamong tlic lovcis of mufic 
a too great altacliinent to hnrtnony in 
ptclerenc'c to fimple melody? Is it a 
mark ot ignorance to conclude that 
a native lelifh for fnveet jiiunds united 
with fenfibiliiy of'hcart, may prefume 
its plaudittto be genuine praife, though 
given without rcfeience to any theore¬ 
tic principle ? And is it right to de* 
fpife that tafte as crude and unlearned, 
which canliften with pleafuretoa good 
lain uneccompanied fong, or a ballad 
y two voices in unifon, while it feels 
nothing but fliame and difgiift from 
the childiih titterings and noify rattle 
pf fome falhionable concertos f

“ While Great B ililn is engiged in 
a coulclt with an implacable foe, who 
ai.ns at the annihilation of her poliiical 
exigence by the ruin of her commerce, 
it uuiil afford th-* high-ll latisfaftion to 
tvciy friend of Ivts ccuutiy to know, 
that even if the (’ontinent remain in its 
prelent lilnaiiuii, th’;ie aie new, wide, 
and fectire clianivels, by which her 
Irado n«3y be carried on, throiijih the 
North of Europe and (icrmany, to 
.‘••.vitzcrlaiul, Aufiria, Italy, and even 
'i'nrkeyj to which lalt^country a new, 
C'xpetiiru.us, and cheap ronre is pointril 
out, aud (omc inteitUing deta in given. 


” Under the prefent circumdances, it 
becomes of importance to fhow that 
the tiade with the Northern Powers 
is moie bsnclkial to them than to 
Gr^at Biilaiii. In doing thi<, it will 
ba dc.uoultiated that tlieir j:-aloufies 
refpettiiig the comuicrcial profperity 
of this country originate in miftaken 
notioiuboth of our interefts and their 
own ; and that though the dlfadvan- 
t«ges •riling from a lurpenlion of that 
trade would doubllefs be great both to 
the Northern Nations ami to the Britilh 
Enipiic, they would be tar greater to 
the loimer than to the latter} for nei¬ 
ther the French iride, nor .my other, 
could compc^iatc to them for the lofs 
ol the Britilh commerce} while the 
United ICiiigd'im of G'cat Britain and 
ireluid would liivl in its own unim¬ 
proved, uiftxploied, various, and valt 
I'cfources, means of uniting imiividu.il 
gain and piofpcrity with public fecu- 
rity and greatnefs. 

“ To iliuiii ate thefc important points, 
to ihow how trade in g-neral, and to 
the Notth of Europe in particulir, 
miy be combined and extended to the 
hciidit of all pn tks} raid at the lame 
time how the dil.idv.mtage that would 
accrue from the lofi and interruption 
of th.it liade might be made up to the 
united kingdo-n.and the opportunities 
it would afford of intiodiiciug and ex¬ 
tending various blanches of manufac¬ 
tures : IS one of the main defigns cf the 
woi k now otfued to the public. 

“ It appears to me paiticularly im¬ 
portant to prove, that though our trade 
to the interior of the Ccntiiient by the 
North of Europe be very beneficial, 
yet our trade to the Northern N.inous 
themfelvcs is Inr from being lo} the 
leader, tlierefori, will plcale to attend 
to the didindion between the one and 
the other. 

" 'J’he Northern Powers treat ui, 
III our commercial intercourfe, as 
if wc were dependent upon them; 
when, in faCf, tfieirs are the only 
blanches of trade the balance of which 
is connderablyagainifus. 

“ To fet this matter in its proper 
light is among the particular ohjeds of 
the prelent pnbl’cvtion. And as I 
attribute mf knowledge of the fubject 
not to lup^iior abi]iti''s, but to pecu¬ 
liar advantage:^ in poi'nc of local in- 
f<yj|iritio», dciivid from a long icfi- 
dcnce Jb'oad.} lo my aim has been to 
give ulclul iiii.urjiation in the molt 

jnrelligibie 
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IntelHgible form in my poweri withont 
|>r«tenJing to any of the nicetiei of 
coinpolition, to which lamconfcious 1 
have no pretenHons. 

** This work I began Uft year, and 
in the progrefs finding that many ma¬ 
terials were wanting, 1 again vificed the 
Continent, to procure authentic^ more 
recentf and accurate intVmation, on 
^various points of importance. 

** The volume concludes vttth a 
iboit anaiylis of the whole of our 
foreign cuminerce j fliowing, that as 
it is liable to great Au^tuations and 
changes, true policy iMre^fa us to iludy 
and cultivate thuie interna) icfouiccs 
which may counterbalance them, and 
preleivc the prol'perity ot the coun¬ 
try.’*

executeit with Gdeiiiy to nU engige- 
mcot, with gieat accuracy, with ct'in* 
preheiiGve views or minute attentioii. 
The numerous tabUs ot merchiiuhze, 
tolls,culloni'i, ficit'htige, 5 cc. mult 
have co;t hi>n intiniic pains, and we 
prcluivenot i little expenfe. WL doubt 
not hut his woik will be found ulrtu) j 
and advantageous or pruBtalile both to 
others and rohtmlelf. I'o give even a 
very genera) an.ilyGs of the viluable tiu. 
teiiiU ot which it is compuled would 
cany us far beyond the plan ot t'le 
London Review ; even its conterrs uc. 
copy fix pages of clofe print. Tlic fol¬

of peace. But thofe great Southern 
Nations have onco more adapted a fyf- 
tem of warfare, of conqueir, and op. 
prclfion, calculated to banilh induAry 
and commerce, which have again 
to the North, where there is Itill uie 
fame wilh to cheriOi, and a much great* 
cr power to protect than formerly. 


When Chrlftianity was Introduced UM 
the North, a connexion that was very 
Aender before with Italy and other 
Chrillian countries became more Ari^k, 
the manners of the Northern people 
grew more polifhed: by degrees the 
produce of the South and the North 
was thus interchanged, and commerce 
fettled on the South Ihores of the Bal¬ 
tic; and along with commerce many 
arts and manuta^ures wereintroduced. 
Ch;irlcin.»«ne, while he introduced 
ChriltianKy and commerce into the 
North of Kurupe, revived it iq^be 
South. He rebuilt Genoa,, tlut had 
been delfroycd by the Lombards, and 
ifitored Florence, which h.id been laid 
in ruins for more than two centuries. 
'J’lie revival ot commerce in Europe 
may be fixed at (his period; and in the 
North, it was not u reviv.ii, but intro- 
dii.uiun. 

“ The Pagan PricAs, who had been 
diiven from the converted countries, 
took refuge in Sweden and Denmark, 
which were feveral centuiies later in 
embracing the Chridian religion. 

*** The Ci'iifadcs to the Hc!y Lind 
weie a principal c.iufe of the reviv.il 
ot civili/.'ition and commerce in the 
twelirh and thiircenth centuries. A.11 
the Princes, and all the N'b!es, 
Knights, and Cicntlemcn, of Chnlten- 
dom, took an intcrelt in that great 
tntcrprizf; t'ey returned more civil- 
ized, and better acquainted with the 
life of thole luxuiics which Southern 
climates and tlie luxuries of (he Kali 
lurnilh. i'hey had vifited Conllanti* 
nople and Laly, where alone there re¬ 
mained in Europe any vclliges of an¬ 
cient manners and ancient gtandeur; 
and though the Barons of tbofs days 
)ud not the a(lv.ij>!age of learning, 
they weie not interior in ambition 
or natural talents to thofe of any other 
age. 

“ The Southern fhoi es of the Baltic 
and the Netherlands owed chieHy their 
wealth and greatnefs to tins change 
of manners, which introduced the lux¬ 
uries of the South and the Eait into 
countries to which they were till then 
aimoft unknown. 

** It was in the end of the twelfth 
Century that the maritime laws of 
Oleron were tirtl promulgated, by 
Richard the lA of England, on his 
jeturn from the Holy Land. And in 
the beginning of the tliiiteenth cen¬ 
tury, the matine laws drawn up by 
the merchants of Wifby, (in the lAe 
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of Gothland,) made their appearance^ 
and became the mercantile code for 
determining all matters in difpute a- 
mongft merchants on all the Qiorct 
of the Baltic, as welt at of all the 
cities of the Ranfeatic League. This 

E roves that commercial matters were 
ecome of importance) the nature of 
trade and the rights and intereits of 
merchants well underltood.** 

Mr.Oddy's remarks on the FiQieries 
and means of improving them, merit 
tbet attention and the thanks of Go- 
vernmenc,* of the Nition, and partU 
citlaiiy of our Societies for promoting 
the Filheries { at! whofe plans corlT 
monly end in nothing more than jobs 
for individuals, at the expenfe of the 
fobfcribers. As to large buiinties, cun¬ 
ning men foon learn to Hlh for the 
BouNTiiis, not for cods, ling, or her¬ 
ring.All theattcmpts hitherto made 
to aid or increafe our fisheries, have been 
made upon a wrong principle. To enr 
courage poor men to work, furnilh 
Jhein with the necelfary intplenienks. 
Tnongh boats and nets are not very 
cxpenlive, they are far too much fo 
for the hlhermen who life tliem to 
put chafe, fn all trades where expen- 
five tools are neceflary, fuch as mills 
or other machinery, it becomes the 
bulinefs of opulent men to furnilh 
them to the poor labourer, or journey¬ 
man ; fo ought boats, nets, and other 
requifites, to be furnifhed the poor 
fiflierman,'*—Book vii| Chap, v, p« 

Mr. Oddy makes it pretty clear, that 
by the cultivation of our own walte 
lands, particularly thofe of Ireland, we 
might render our/ejves independent of 
RulTia, or other Powers, for the great 
articles of flax and hemp. But it is 
perhaps better, on enlarged views, to 
continue.and encourage our growing 
navigation and trade to the Baltic, par- 
ticu^rly Kullia, and to turn our watte 
lands to other kinds of produce. 

On the whole. Mr- Oddy's book is a 
valuable prefent both to individual ad¬ 
venturers in trade and to the great 
Council of the Nation ; who, by dua 
attention and regard to fuch experi¬ 
ence, intelligence, and contrivance, as 
this Gentleman feems to polTefs, might 
combine the remuneration of indivi- 
<lual meric with great national advan¬ 
tage,

The fecond Volume commences wicla 
the twentieth Chapter, containing an 
eflay on the true arts of popularity- 
Thefe hints, enforced by precept and 
elucidated by exa*i>ple, are certainly 
juit, and may probably be one day ufe- 
ful to the illuflrious Pupil whom, we 
can alfure the author, fo eafily is popu¬ 
larity acquired when the object is Inte- 
relting, attained it in a very eminent 
degree befofc (he was four years of age, 
by the elegant and captivating manner 
in which, with her hand, fhe returned 
the (alutatioiis of the people. Slight, 
and even diildifti, aflionsinark charac¬ 
ter. Were (he tutored for years in the 
true arts of acquiring popularity, (he 
never could become more popular- 
The twenty-flrft Chapter is on the 
importance of Royal Example in pro- 
motingf loyalty—‘On falfe patriotifm*^ 
and public fpirit- 

** It is true,'' faith the author, 
that public virtue and public fpiric 
are things" (words) '* which all mcn» 
of all parties, and all characters, equally 
agree to extol.” 

So they do! but, alas', during the 
courle of the lalt century they have fu^ 
fered a ((range perveruon, tnfomuch 
that they have nearly lofl their real 
iigniflcation, and {out of the bouji) are 
fcarcely tiled, except ironically j fo 
that (as Dr. Jobnfbn would have laid,) 
Pope in thele lines feemed to 
einate 

** At length corruption, like a general 
flood, 

($0 long by watchful Minifters with- 
Hood,) 

Shall deluge all} and Avarice creeping 
on, 

Spread like a low-born mifl, and blot^he 
iun. 

See Britain funk in lucre's fordid charms. 
And France reveng'd of Anne's and Ed¬ 
ward's arms.” 

Therefore however delirabte the in- 
tiodu^ionpof true patriotitm and re/^ 
public fpirit (which, from the emana¬ 
tion of her own genius, we allow (he 
has^molt ably deferibed,) may be) yet 
fear that they generally love to 
refidc in more tterile regions, and are 
more likely to be found to the bofom of. 

the 
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the A!pi th^n in the boTom of the 
metropolis} for ahhough they are con* 
tinual themeS} they are much more ea* 
illy rpoken of than identified. 

The twenty.fecond Chapter com- 
^prifes the cracei of deportment. Theie 
^e have already hinted were confpicu. 
out in the Roval Pupil while yet a very 
infant; at which we the lets wonder, 
as they are abfolutely heredt.'aiy. 
Hjbits of bufmiTs (hould unqueftion* 
ably be acquired by a Prince. Do- 
sneftic habits mull be natural to the 
Princefs for whom thefe hints are in* 
tended, or Ihe would have availed her- 
felf little of the illultrlous examples 
around her. Much as we admire the 
cba afler of the late Queen Mary, the 
Rovd Pupil has, in this lefpeCl, little 
neceflity to turn to the hidorrc oage for 
inllrudion, hecaufe (he can enjoy the 
advantage of imitating a living Qtieen, 
upon whofe character, if (he forms her 
snindi (be wilt, from the fituation which 
(though we hope it is far didant) (he 
may one dav be called to adorn, dif* 
penfe hapcineCs to all around her. 

The twenty-third Chapter is on the 
Choice of Society.—“ Sincerity/* Mrs. 
M. properly ftaces, " is the bond of 
familiar intercouiTe.'* She then de- 
fcants on liberality; gives us (bme in. 
ftancet of ingratitude in Princes; and 
concludes with fome obfervations on 
giving the tone to converfatioii and 
manners. 

The twenty.fourftli, **on the Art 
of Moral Calculation, and making a 
true Eltimare of Perfbns and Things.” 
In this Chapter, as in the others, the 
ofitians of the author are iltuHratcrl 
y examples; though (he is not quite 
fo correal as ufiial with refpeA to that 
monfter Czfar Eorgia. It does not 
appear that the papacy was an object 
of his ambition. He could not '* by 
his<intefeit have fecured the next elec¬ 
tion,** becaufe, though he had been 
Cardinal of Vaicnr.a, he had about 
1498 dtvefted himfelf of the purple, 
and in 1499 married Charlotta, daugh* 
ter of John d'Albivr, King of Navarre ; 
and indeed it has been dounred whe. 
ther, although he probably buffered by 
it, he participated in the laji crime of 
Alexander the Vlih : but although the 
|ncorre6fneri to which we haveaiiu^e^ 
in fome fmall degree weakens the foixe 
of the example in this infiance, the 
fob^ of it bad fiill vices enough left 


to furnifh a dreadful one in every other* 
With refpe£l to Henry the jVth os 
France, who in hts pleafure loft hie 
fame,” hiftorical or traditional judg« 
ment have not very frequently been 
faUet we have generally (een his cha- 
rafler pretty jufily appieciated. Wo 
furely need not hint to Mrs. M., that 
in the fltuacion wherein he was placedt 
and the times wherein he lived, he 
could not long have been King of 
Nivaire: he mult have been Czfar 
or nothing. 

In the twenty-fourth Chapter,—tflfc 
author, while engaged in the confi* 
d^fation of erroneous judgment, de* 
veiopes the ch:ira6ter of Queen ChrillU 
ana, of Sweden, whofe dai ling pafTion, 
like that of Wlurton, appears to us to 
have been *‘a lull of piade;” which 
moll probably acting upon her mental 
faculties, led the Royal Wanderer into 
all her eccentricities, and caufed her to 
roam “ from country to country, and 
fiom court to court, for the purpofc of 
entering the lilts with wits, or of dif- 
cuiling knotty points with philofo* 
pheis, proud of aiming to be the rival 
of VolHus, when her true merit would 
have confilled in being his protcdlor. 
Abfurdly lenouncing the lolid glory of 
governing well, for the fake of hunting 
after an empty phantom of liberty,which 
(he never enjoyed ; and vainly gral;'ing 
at tlie fliadow of fame, which (lie never 
attained.** 

This character, whofe enoimities the 
author more fully dcvclopes, is con- 
trailed with tint of Allied, than wliicl\ 
nothing can be more dilFimilar. 

Obfervations on the age of Louis 
the XlVih and on Vultaiie, in the 
twenty.lixth, lead (he author, in the 
twenty.(evenrh Chapter, tu an exa. 
mination of the claims of thofe Princes 
who have obtained the appellation of 
The Great. 

Louis the XlVtli, in the opinion of 
Mrs. M., Teems to have been deditute 
ol all thofe heroic qualities which arc 
implied in the podeflors of that im- 
po(iny epithet. “ We are aware,” (be 
continues, ** tha» the really'hci'oic wV. 
tuts ai e^leuiff/into generaldifclteem.” 
* Tbi age of Lbivairy it ^onel' laid a 
great genius of otir own time, one who 
laboured, though with lefs efi'c^l, to 
raife the fplrit of true chivalry as mucii 
as Cervantes had done to lay the falle. 
** The unbought grace of life, the 
cheap deleoce of nations, the nui fe of 

manly 
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lAanly fentiment and heroic enterprize, 
hgoneT'* 

Yet we think that Louie the XlVth 
had| even from hia patronage of the 
French Academy, if we conlider *wb9 
vrere its members, nay and from our 
author's own ftatement, many more 
blaiiiis to the epithet of the Great 
than fume others who have acquired 
it. Charles the Vth was great only 
in his abdication. If he had done the 
very thing which ^he has blamed in 
•^enry the IVth of France, (for we 
cannot believe her to be fo intolerant 
as nut to' allow that there may be a- 
mong the Roman Catholics rational 
Chn.tians as well as bigotted Monks,) 
if he had changed his religion, we 
believe, conlidering her education, 
that his remorfe would have been dill 
greaicr. Contemplating the hilforic 
page. It is cafy fur us to afiign motives 
for the aifions of mankind It is eafy 
when (heir lives have pajjed to (how 
how they might have amended them, 



* With reTpefl to the fentiment that 
clofes this brilliant patlage, that ** vice 
itfelf lolf half its evil by lofi^g all its 
grofTnefs,’* we think Mrs. M. is inif- 
takenj and as (he has hazarded a cenfure 
upo’' it, we will endeavour to hazard an 
exolanation. The fubjeH upon which 
Mr. Burke was writing (hows that he 
did not, indeed he could not, m^an vice 
in general, which no man was readier 
to condemn. With a mind (Inmgly ini- 
prelTed with the ideal of a monarchical 
and a republican form of government, 
he was conftdcring them in every point of 
view, and confcqoently their political 
vices became the l^ibjc^s of his reBec* 
lions.

Who can tell what 
motive or pafTion operated upon that 
of Charles the Vth ? It might be^ re* 
moiTe { it might be infanity ; it migkc 
be piety; or indeed it might be a 
combination of all thefe, that almoft 
daily diffufed over his actions a dif> 
fereigt tint, as the intelledlual light 
was difplayed, reftefled, or abforbed. 

From the chariiilers of Monarch* 
who have deferved the appellation of 
the Great, (an appellation, by-the-bye, 
which very few even of thofc (he men¬ 
tions reaU:p did deferve,) the author 
proceeds (Chapter XXVIII) to books | 
which leads her, after enumerating 
many from which the. molt ufeful and 
elegant (iibjeils of converfitioii may 
be drawn, to particularize Telemachut, 
.and to conneft it with the Cyropoedia 
of Xenophon. Thefe (he contrafts witli 
II Principeof Machiavel} and we (hould 
perfedtly agree with her in herconclu- 
fion, ihit “ the lives of the pupils are 
the belt comments on the works of the 
^^fpeitivc authors—Fenelon produced 
Tclemaque and the Duke of Burgundy 
—Machiavel II Princip'*and Csfai Bor¬ 
gia," but that we unfortunately do not 
rccolUa that the Florentine Secretary 
ever was tutor to the fon of Alexander 
the Vlth. 

The twenty-ninth Chapter, ** Of pe¬ 
riodical ElVay Writei 8 , particularly Ad- 
difon and Johnluit," we mult, however 
rcludt.mtly, pafs over, fearful that we 
ihould make out ti tiique as long as the 
work { yet we cannot fuffer it to go 
without one obiervatiun.

By iVtlimm Rofeoe. Four Volurnts, ^to.

The tenth Chapter, wherein the time 
It includes IS no longer reinai ked, (whe¬ 
ther bcoule the Cardinal de Medici, 
who In it touches the iitmoft height of 
all his greatnefs, r.aii be no longer fup. 
pofed to be necellitated to enumerate 
days or horns, m'lnths or \eus, wc 
(hall not prerend to determine,) com¬ 
mences witl) the all’embliiig of the 
Conclave, and the mode ot elr^lion 
to the Pjp.alSee} ct'CuniiUnces fo well 
known, that it is iinpolhble for the 
genius of any author to give to them 
an .sir of novelty. But although we 
could not expect much novelty horn 
theft, we had hopes that we (hould 
have found it even in the opening of 
the pontificate of Leo the Xth, wliom 
we have (b arduoufiy puiTucd through 
all the viciflitudes of his Caidinallhip 
Up to his prefent elevated nation. How 
great, therefore, our difappointment 
IS to fee the man whofe charadler has 
hithertorifen upon us witheverychange 
of his clrcumHances, entering into the 
ma/.es of Italian politics, though with a 
viaev to obtain peace, the reader will 
imagine. 

Leo the Xth could, probably, as foon 
have flopped the convulfive throes and 
the ebullitions of ^tna or Ve(tivius, 
as have harmonized the contentious 
ipirits around him, or have counter¬ 
acted the almoit infane ilfcurfions of 
Louis the Xllth \ but it would have 
exalted his charader much in our ideas 
if he had attempted, not by treat]', 
(for negociatlon was the Jaify bread 
of the Italians at that period, one 
tieaty gencialiy producing (everal con- 
tcutions, and every contentioo other 


treaties,} but by example. We ha^ 
hoped to have feen him exalting him- 
(elf above all thefe provincis) difputeS 
and paltry conlidenttlons, exerting hia 
fupreme power as Head of the Church, 
and infiuencing by virtue rather than 
policy. Towards this although he cer¬ 
tainly made (ome efforts In this Chap¬ 
ter, we mud wait till another to fee 
with what effects they were attended.

Kerpiring from the turbulence of 
contention, relieved from the fatten-) 
.and hoirors of w.ir, we in the eleventh 
Cihipcer, which coinpriles a period in¬ 
cluding the yeais t$ti and 1514, feem 
awhile to luxuriate in the purfuiis of 
literature. The contemplation of this 
fnbje£l we believe to be more agree¬ 
able to the author, as it certainly is 
to ourfelves, than ,many of tho/e that 
have been dilcufled in the preceding 
pages of this elegant and cUboiate 
work. 

** Of the date of literature at Rome 
when the Caidin.al de Medici fird took 
up his refidence there," fays Mr. K., 

** Tome account has already been given 
in the former part of this work, bince 
that period, upwards of twenty years 
had elapfed without affuiding any 
ftriking feature of improvement." 

* In fa£l, wc find that in the confufion 
of the times the date of learning, had 
fuffered under a veiy extraordinary 
degree of dcpreflion, from which it was 
the general expeclation (in confe- 
quence of the attachment that Leo 
the Xtb had, while Cardinal, difeo- 
vered towards letters and the arts,)

of this idea, (natural to all, but pecu* 
liariy fo to men of genius, who, at 
they are more ardent, are more fan* 
|;uine than thofe of common mould,)

be commended for talents which had 
not as yet burlt forth, and praifed 
for labours which he had not as yet 
\performed. Of this propeniity to idol, 
ritf prolperity the author adduces feme 
inTrances t we think that he could have 
quoted many more.

The Aril Aep taken by Leo the Xth 
toward anfwering thele demands upon 
his patronage, was the refloration of 
the Gymnalium. or Roman Univerlity, 
founded by Eugenius the IVth, to its 
former Aate. He recovered its reve. 
nues that had been direHed to lefs 
jaiuiable pun>ores,and Ailed the Chairs 
ol its|Pra|fflors with eminent fehoUrs, 
..^•■dvOlniluc fame of his liberality had as* 
traded from different parts of Europe. 
His next eAbrt was direded to the 
promotion of the Audy of the Greek 
language ; in conlequence, he convert¬ 
ed tlie refidence of the Cardinal of 
Sion, on the Efquilian Hill, into an 
academy tor this purpofe, under the 
dirtrdiun of Giovanni Lafcar. How 
much the Pope lud this inifitute 
heart appears by his letter to Mufurus, 
from whom Mr. R. quotes fomc veiy 
elegant veries, preAxed to an edition of 
the works of Plato j of which he had, 
by the deAre of Aldo Manuv.io, fuper- 
jntended the printing. The lefult of 
fhel'e veries, and of the atlidiiity of 
Miifurus, was his Appointment to the 
Arclibifltopiic of MalvaAa j a circiim- 
itance that at once (hows the attach¬ 
ment of Leo to learning, and his pro¬ 
peniity to libet.ilitv. 

“ The efforts of Leo the Xth for the 

} )romotioii of liberal Itudies were emu- 
ared by manvperfors of rank and opu¬ 
lence, but by no one with greater mu- 
nilicence and luccefs than by a merchant 
who had for tome time refided atRome, 
and who deferves more particular com* 
niemoration in the annals both ot lite¬ 
rature and art than he has hitherto 
obtained.'* 

Agoffino Chifi, Chigit or Cbifi, as he 
is varioufly n.amed, was, it appears, 
4 native of Siena, who ereifed for him* 
felf a fplendid houfe at Rome, lor the 
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con renience af his mercantile concerns^ 
in the decoration of which he evinced 
his tafte and muniAcence, by employ* 
ing the greatell artilts. Thofe effuAons 
were a1(o moA: confpicuoufly difplayed 
at the rejoicing that had taken place oi| 
the proceflion of Leo the Xth to the 
Lateran. fn the magniAcence conco¬ 
mitant to this fpe^acle, he exceeded 
every ether individual at Rome* He 
feeqis have been in the conAdence of 
the family of the Medici, and the AmU 
Urity of their purfuits endeared him 
to the Pontiff in particular. Among 
the learned men patronized by Agoi- 
tino, we A>yA the names of Cornelie 
Benigno, wno undertook to fuper- 
intend an edition of the works of 
Pindar, accompanied by the Greek 
Scholia, of the printer Zaccariz 
Caliiergo. At this period Varina Ca* 
merti, an Italian of the order of St. 
Benedict, is (aid to have rivalled LaL 
car, Muiurus, and other nativeGreeks, 
in the cultivation of this branch of 
literatune. This Prieft, who appears 
to have been particularly devoted to tho 
Medici, was appointed Librarian of 
their piivate library, and Anally Bifliop 
ofNocera. (^4teromachus and Urbanq 
Balzano are alio recorded by Mr. R. 
as Greek fcholars whofe labours adorn¬ 
ed this pontificate. The latter, who 
had travelled througli Greece, Palef- 
tine, -Egypt, Syria, Arabia, &c. onfwtt 
is a molt intereifing character, not only 
on account ot his great learning, hut 
for his liberal and independent fpU 
rir. 

** Tlie exertions of Leo the Xrh were 
not, however, excluAvely couAned to 
the promotion of any one branch of 
literature. Soon after his elevation, he 
cauled it to be publicly known, that he 
would give rewards to thole who fliould 
procure for him maiiufcript copies of 
tlie works of any ancient Greek or Ro¬ 
man authors, and would at his own ex- 
penfe piint and publifh them witlf ss 
much accuracy as poflible. In confe- 
quence of this the Arli Ave books of thq 
Annals of Tacitus, which LipAus after¬ 
ward divided into Ax, were brought 
from the Abbey of L'orvey, in Wett- 
phalia, by|Ar:ge)o Arcomboldo, who 
was remunerated bv the Pope with the 
liberal reward of 500 zechins.'* 

The brief which he granted to Bembo 
fflr the publication of this work is, ini 
its exordium, curious and intereH’mg, 
but too long for quotation. 

in this Chapter, (which we fcai c*Iy 

know 
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know how to leave,) the rife of the 
fiudy ot the Oriental J.ingiiages next 
attracts tlie attention of che authoi*. 
Among thofe who had made an early 
proficiency in thefe was 'reiio Ambro* 
fio, of Pavia, regular Canon of the 
Latera , who arrived at Rome In the 
year 151a. In this he was unquedion- 
ably alli'fed by the numerous Eccle* 
talliesdVo-n the Eid who attended the 
Lateian Conned ^ though we think, 
from other circum.fance^, thefe lan¬ 
guages had Ibread over Europe, and 
been much c\iltlvated. long before the 
pet >od fro.n which their rife is dated 
by Mr. K., or rather by the Indians, 
Sure th^y could not have forgotten the 
Crufades f but if they hid, the i'erip* 
tines were every day before them. 
The works ofOi ii^en, St. Jtjromr, dec.; 
the date of the Eaitern ClHiixlief; and 
the pioceedin^s of the Eaffern Coun¬ 
cils i all (how that this bianch of iirera- 
ture had ftiffered left by the revolution 
ot ages and the concuifions of time than 
any wthrr. To thjs we might,, were it 
nccefliry, add proofs by examples 
<lMwn born H^kttr woiki^, th.*t their 
ourhors were .at an earlier period,even 
in It'ly, much better acqu.dnred with 
C^. icntjl literature than they arc here 
fuppofed to have been. 

The twelfth Chapter,includingonly 
the year 1514, opens wttli this ohtei va- 
tioji:—“ The reconciliation which h.id 
been fo happdy effected betwixt Louis 
the Xlltli at(d I he Roman See was ex* 
ticniej) agi ecah e to the Pope, not only 
at It ado (led .1 of rriinnpli to the 

Church, in having reduced to due obe¬ 
dience la lefia^Iory and powerful a 
Mcnaren, but as having alio extin- 
giiiflied the lad temains of the fchifm 
which had oiiginated in the Council 
of Piia, and at one time threatened to 
involve In contention the whole ChrifU 
ian world.” 

'Ihis laiisfaflion was further in- 
ert'afed by a coincidence of fortunate 
events i of which the mod brilliant 
in the ideas it opened, and the niott 
important in its confequences, was 
rhe difcoveries of Vafeu de Gama in 
the Ead, under the pitron.ageof Ema¬ 
nuel, King of Poi tugil. splendid in 
all his arrangements, the proceflions 
upon this occaflon feemrd to einnnite 
from the tnmd of the Pontiff. Thefe 
we * emulated by the Ambalfadur frot.t 
Portngal,whoariived with masniheent 
prefents to the Pope, and on his entry 
exhibrted a procei(ion new to che inq- 


dern Italians, except in the Eaders 
fables, which we liave hinted were pro¬ 
bably then in circulation. An ele¬ 
phant of extraordinary fr/.e preceded 
his chariot, while two leopards, a pan* 
tlicr,and other uncommon animals, fol¬ 
lowed. ** Several Ferfian horfes richly 
capai'ifoned appeared alfo in the train, 
mounted by natives of the fame coun¬ 
try dreffedin their proper habits, See.** 

In return for thefe public tehiinoniet 
of confideration and refpefl, the Pope 
granted the new-difeovered countries 
the Monaich,and (bon after tranfmit- 
ted to him a eonfecratedrofe y which ha 
for foms time hefitated whether he 
(T.oiild fend to Portugal or to the 
Emperor Maximilian. However, the 
elephant and leopards carried it in 
favour of the former. Leo the Xtli 
endeavoured next to prevent an al¬ 
liance betwixt thit reftlefs being Louis 
the Xllrh and the houfes of Spam and 
Aultiia; in which liewtsnot ioccen'- 
ful. We then find him engaged in a 
purfuit more congenial to In^ litu.'iiun, 
wilikch was an endeavour to le.bhw.!' 
the Picnch and Englilh boveisigns. 
This ended in an alliance, and, as is 
wed known, in rhe marriage of Louis 
to the Piincefs Mary, filler of Heniy 
the Viilth. Upon this occafiun Wol- 
fey Hnt makes his appearance in thefe 
volumes. In this neguciatiou his po¬ 
licy became confpicuous, and wasultt- 
iTWitely fuccehfui. 

** On the td day of O^oher, 1514, 
the Princefs Mary eiuh.iiked .it Dover, 
to which place (lie had been accompa¬ 
nied by the King and who 

then configned her to the Duke of 
Norfolk to be condudled to Abbeville. 
A numeions train of Nobility alfo 
attended her to i^aat city, where the 
marriage was celebrated with great 
fplendor the ninth d.ay of the Dine 
month. After I he ceremony, her wlioie 
retinue was dirmilfed, except a few 
confidential .attendants, among whom 
were Ann Boleyo, the daughter of 
Sir Thomas Holcyn. The coronation 
took place fhortly afterwards at r.iris} 
on which occafiun magnificent fpcc- 
tacles were exhibited, with jouftsand 
/ournaments, in which the Duke of 
biiirolk and the Marquis of Dorfet 
ciiiic off with honour. The King' and 
Queen of France were fpe^lators; but 
Louis, although not at an advanced 
age, was fo innrni tliat he was obliged 
to recline upon a couch.**

P'olume the Third. 

This Volume opens with the afiump- 
tion of the title of Duke of Milan by 
Francis the lit; and his character (faith 
the author) was a fuificien't pledge that 
it would nui long be fulfered to remain 
me; t/y nominal. 

From his infancy he had been ac- 
cudoiiicd to hear of the achievements 
of his countrymen in Italy, The glory 
of G'Siton dc Foix Teemed to oblcure 
his own reputation; and at the recital 
of the battles of Brefci i and R.svenna* 
he is fai i to have exprclled all thofe 
emorions of impatience which Casfar felt 
on conieinpliting the itatue of Alexan¬ 
der,” • 

We find him therefore, in order to 
unfetter his arms, fo tint he might 
purfue tire object of his a.nbition with 
that at'doir fo natural to him, entering 
into an dliince with the Archduke, 
fo well k town afterwirds by thi“ title of 
Charle. the Vth, (who, although only 
fifteen yeais of age, had artumed the 
government of ths Low Countries,) 
and aWu with H‘.nry the Vlllth of 
England; which negociation was pro- 
duotivt < f a treaty, figind at VVefi- 
minller th'’ 4’ I- of Aoril 1515 : in tJii.s, 
throu..;h t*:.' w'.m!:, Kir.'icis cuitio.ifly 
p(‘ix' ! to ..is titL’s rh.ifc o( Duke 
of Mi';, i a*: 1 i.v, <1 ui Ciu.ia.

i rg domellic arrangements. 'I'he pro- 
gicfs of the former of thefe pniduits 
\vs h.ive afready feen in the liil Chap¬ 
ter; and the ctfecH of the latter be¬ 
came now .ippirent, in the m.arriige of 
Giuliano de Medici witli Fileberta of 
Savoy, filler to Louif.i Duchefs of Ati- 
gouUmc, mother to Francis the I't: he 

tUerelore 
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therefore feems to have had little time, 
and lefs inclination, to hazard his re- 
pofe, bv taking an aflive part in the 
political and military Ichemes of the 
rotentates whom we have mentioned. 

Biitalthough (looking upon the mere 
furlaceot things,} his dilinclination to 
appear either as a politician or as a war¬ 
rior, is, we think, pretty apparent, yet 
the confidential intercoiirfe betwixt him 
and Cardinal Bihbibioiu, one of whofe 
letters is inicrted, (hows that the mem* 
bers of the Medici family were inieft- 
ed with thofe ambitioas views and pro¬ 
jects which were at that period conco. 
raitanC to the general fyltem, wherel'u- 
ever elevited tank favoured their ex- 
panfion. I'lii^ letter is curious, not 
only as it alludes to thofe views, but 
alfo informs us how much pains were 
taken, by thows, feitiviiirs/aml even 
theatrical ieprefciiratiuns, to dazzle 
the eyes, and atttu,^f the fenfes of the 
peoule towards the magnificence of the 
Medicean family, which the members 
of it, probably, and indeed naturally, 
conliJered the f'urelt road tJ their 
approbation and favour. 

We find in this epillle tb'‘ee pafTages 
that regard this cnii iiiy. They aie 
inteieiting, as they (how th.\t neither 
Leo nor his Minilter could look with 
an indifferent eye even upon tianf- 
ac'iions in which the Holy See does 
not f'ecm in any way coiicerneil. 

“ Wc h^ir by way of I‘‘r.ince, tint 
the King of England intends to give 
his liiter to the Duke of Suffolk ; to 
which Hie is not u'vtrfe. 'I'his is not 
much believed ; .md yet the intelli¬ 
gence is pretty authentic." 

** The King of Englaml is reloivcd 
tiiat Ill's lifter fhatl on no account ic- 
main in France." 

** The Emperor and Catholic King 
are uling all their efforts to have her 
mairicd to tlie Archduke." 

Tliefe efforts may peihapi ferve to 
accoBiit fur the precipitancy of the 
tnairiagcof the Princefs Mary to the 
Duke of Sutfolk} which has been more 
than once ccnluied as indelicate. 

After having tiied all the arts of 
negociation, (fur which, as we have 
already cbferved, the age was cele¬ 
brated,) Luo the Xth was obliged at 
length to take a decided part in the 
contention of the times. He had been 
courted by both parties { but, in oppon. 
fition, u it would appear, to the inte- 
refttof his houle, he langed on the fide 
where jultice preponderated, and open¬ 


ly acceded to the general league formed 
for the defence of Milan. 

The affumption of Fergofo, Doge of 
Genoa, of the title of Governor for the 
Kirtg of France, was the Bril indication 
of hottilities. This Officer endeavour¬ 
ed to juAify his condufl by the exam¬ 
ple of the Pontllf, an<t pro<luced a fpe- 
cimen of falie reafoning which contains 
at once a farcaCm upon Leo and him- 
felf. 

Sorry as we are to obferve that this, 
the third Volume of the Work, it al- 
mult a repetition of thole contention^' 
that difgraced the two foi mn, we feel 
ourfelves obliged, however flighily, to 
ai^vcrt to them. 

While Francis the Kf was upon the 
point of eroding the Alps, the le.igue 
betwixt the Pope, the Ki.igs of the 
Kom.ins, Anagon, fkc., was pi oc) lim¬ 
ed : at the lame tinif Henry the Vlllth 
lent .'ll! Envoy to the Frtnch Monaich, 
adtnonilhing him not to didurb the 
peace of Chrilteiidoin ; which, as may 
be fuppofed, had no efftrt. 

Tlie aCHve exertions of the T ^ •*h. 
befoie whofe ardoui the Alps <eeiiie l 
to link, induced Leo, wjiu appears to 
hive been pietty much governed by 
circum.iaiices, aitd to have hid in his 
(lilpufition Id's It.ibility than we Hi luld 
have expe^ed from the princij'ulJu/-f>ort 
of the Church, to relax his opaofiiiv.n to 
hiMiice, and by the means of Ins c u'ti- 
ilentijil Envoy to eniicivour to effr:t a 
i.ew t'eaty, for the purpofe, as has 
been moll probably conjectured,that in 
calc Francis pi oved luccefsful he might 
be found engaged in negociatiuu witli 
him. 

Mr. R. feems, in this part of the 
Work, to have entered with uniiecef- 
lary miniitcticTs iii^o the (t.inla^tions 
of the Ficiicli, the Swifs, and their 
allies. 

By tdie exertions of the Cardinal of 
Sion, who was an Helvetian, .and a molt 
eminent roetnber of the C’huich Mili¬ 
tant, the Gallic encampment at M.arig- 
niano was alFailed about two hours be- 
fuie the dole of day, and a inoU dread¬ 
ful battle fought, which, with the ir- 
termilfioii of only a few hours of dark- 
n^fs, was cen’inued during the next. 
Here Francis the 1(1 gre.itly dill inguiUu 
ed himfrlf} but although his troops 
were faU to be viflorioui, it feem^ to 
have been that kind of •victory which, 
had it been fucceeded by another of 
the fame fpecies, would have .'iiiniiii- 
iaied his whole army. 

Tin* 
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This bsttle, and thecenTequenc fur- 
render of Milan^ induced the cautious 
PontiH:* to form an alliance with the 
French Monarch } in which his exam, 
pie was followed by the Venetians. 

In this Chapter we contemplate the 
appointment of Wolfey to the Cardi. 
nalfhipi which produces a variety of 
negociation, and a chain of caufes and 
conlequenceSf ably^ and we have no 
doubt (as they were before fo well 
known) accurately detailed^ but of 
little importance in the conitruftion 
of this Work* and therefore (till lefs 
the lubjedtsof ufeful obfervation. 

Interviews were the falhton of thofe 
times. The fplendid one that to 8 k 
place hetwixt Leo the Xrh and Krancis 
the lit at Bologna, of which we have a 
molt ample deicriptioii, fcems to have 
been the precurforof that betwixt the 
latter Monarch and Henry the Vlllch 
in the vale of ArJ/f, Of the magnidcent 
proceifion which attended the Punrilf 
when he entered his native city (Fio- 
rencjLLjU)e ceremonies that fucceeded, 
-YUfeU^r with the interview at Bo¬ 
logna, a very entertaining account is 
given; to which we mud refer the 
reader, as the defcriptionof theie (pec- 
tacles, though perhaps in themfelves 
ablurd, and in their events ceitainiy 
nugatory, will relieve his mind iroin 
the horrid monutonv of military exer. 
tions, which form (o prominent a fea¬ 
ture in this part of the Work. 

Though the treaty which llimiilated 
this exhibition docs not feem to have 
been concluded, the Pragmatic raii^>ion 
was, for a time, aboliihed, and Leo de¬ 
corated the French Monarch with a 
crofs ornamented with jewels, elti- 
iTHted of the value of fifteen ihoii- 
fand ducats, and prefented to Maria 
(Gindin a diamond of immenfe value, 
flnce denominated t he CrfiWi/t diamond, 
befidcsprefents toothers, which at once 
difplay proofs of liis liberality and mag¬ 
nificence. 

Hisalfability and benignity fcemalfo 
to have made fuch an imprelfion upon 
the French, that, aifcftcd with his de¬ 
portment, feveral of the Nobility ex- 
prclTcd their contrition for their oppo- 
fition to the Holy Sec, which theV 
alleijged to havearifen from the haugh¬ 
ty, audere, and cruel conduct of Julius 
the I Id. Nay, the Monarch himfclf 
made a fnnilar confeflion. “ Upon 
which Leo the Xth ftrctching out his 
hands gave them his ahfoluljon and 
paniific^l benediction* The Kii>g;il)en 


turning to the Pope, fald, * Holy Fa¬ 
ther, you muft not be furprifed that 
we were fuch enemies to Julius the 
lid, becaufe he was always the greateft 
enemy to the French, infomuch that in 
our times we have not met with a more 
formidable adverfary ; for he was, in 
fad, a moft excellent ^mmander, and 
would have made a much better Gene¬ 
ral t^an a Roman Pontiff.” 

This Chapter, like many others in 
this work, has a melancholy termina¬ 
tion, for it concludes with the death of 
Giuliano de Medici at Florence, (17th 
March 1516,) and the attempt of fome. 
Barbarian L'orfairs to feize the perfon 
of the Pontiff at Civita Lavinuj from 
which, however, he had the good for¬ 
tune to efcape. 

The fo*oi teenth Chapter containsthe 
traiifidions of the years 1516 and 1517. 

** Alter twenty years of warfare and 
defolation,” ((aith the author,) “Italy 
began to experience fome refpitc from 
her calamities. The conteft was not 
indeecV wholly terminated, but it wai 
confined to the Venetian territories.” 

Neither was the conqueff of Milanand 
the progrels of the French arms regard¬ 
ed with indilferencc by FerdinandofAr- 
r3gon,who'e reign teemed witheyentsof 
the utmoil importance to mankind ; of 
which the difeovery of the New World, 
the expiillion of the Moois, and the 
eibblilhment of tlie Inquifition, are the 
molt prominent. This Monarch, who 
feemed for many years to have been 
placed in the centre of the political fyf- 
tern of Europe, was himfclf,if cunning 
and frauil may be termed is/fey, (and we 
fear that they have aflimilated with the 

ait of government like werreyr ailing 
upon goU,) one of the moll confum- 
marc politicians that ever wore a crown. 

However, fas if to (how the (utility 
of human fcieiicc and human enter- 
prize,) the mortal career of Ferdinand 
was leiminatcd while he w..$ probab.y 
forming plans of future aggrandize¬ 
ment and acquifilion. He died at an 
advanced age, the ajd J:m. > 5 *^* . 

The fagacity that had marked nis 
charaMcr (and which, according to his 
own exprclfion, had enabled him more 
than ten titles to cheat Louis iheXIUh, 
and indeed in (bme indances to be evM 
with our Henry the Vllth,) wras Hill 
operated upon by a narrow bigot^ry, 
Bhich defeended to his fucceflors 
Charles the Vlh and Philip, and m 
thtir adiiH compoiitions became the 
(coiirgeof Europe; though the author 
li e 1 hints. 
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hints, that the extraordinary piety of 
Ferdinand was the emanation of bit 
/agadtf. 

In thofe times the death of a Monarch 
was generally a fignal for convujlions 
ajid revolutions in the political fyltcm. 
The timiirj rubllance of treaties was 
frequently broken, and as frequently 
inflamed by fome jpark arifing from a 
coiliHon that caufed an exploliojij by 
which, according to the Indiui prac¬ 
tice, thoufands perhaps of his fubjeflt 
were impelled to tollow him. 

This happened upon the demire of 
Ferdinand. Milan Mas dill the fburce 
of contention, againft whjc,h the Empe¬ 
ror Maxirndian made ag unrucccTsful 
attempt. This Francis the Iltfulpefted 
the Pope of having Uvoined, Whether 
Jie did or not is of little i^nportance. 
But as he alfu appears to have poircil'ei 
a portion of that political lag.;cuy 
which, in another indince, uc h.ive 
jud coinmemurated,- wc lather think 
he was, at tins time, loo much en . istd 
in defigns -riiio.q u.; iv'M.i'Mlr/e- 
nieiit ot hi> own aiit...d to 

inatters that d-d i.-t to i c \u) 

inlimatciy conntcte l with it. 

The exconiinurui'. ;i;.n o* the Duke

Having without endetvoured 
to counteract the negociations fur the 
eftablifhment the peace of Eur<q>»*, 
the Pope refoKed to have a league in 
oppodtion. To this he had the addrefs 
to ^tevail on the Emperor Elect, the 
King of England, and even the Spanifh 
Monarch, to accede. This tic.ity wris 
concluded at Lond->n the syth of O£^o« 
ber, i 5 i(S. 

The difbandment of a great number 
of troops wa» one of the €(in!e(|URncis 
of this {ceneral pacifiratioji. Of this 
the exiled Duke cf IJrbino took the 
advantage, and engaging many of the 
Italian Ccndutturi in hi) krvice, made*.i 
movement fo lapid that It anticipated 
the vigilance of the Fanal Comman- 
whole fcldiers, as Voltaire fayf. 


** fought like true fuldlersof the Pope }** 
fo that in a few weeks ** the Duke, 
without a Angle eugagemenc of any 
confequence, found himl'clf as fud- 
denly rcAored to his authority as he 
had been a fhoit time before deprived 
of it.” 

While Lro was requiring the aid of 
all Chi'ilfendom asaind thi« lefraftory 
rpii ir, it Itimiilated its poAelVor to chal¬ 
lenge Lorenzo de Medici, who com¬ 
mitted tile beaiers of this mlilive to 
prilon. The war of Urbinu now com* 
menced. Jn the firlt baiile Lorenzo 
was ilangeruMily wounded. The in¬ 
terference of Cliuiio de Medici feems 
tC have reduced ti:e hand.^ of defpo- 
r.idocs of which uther army w.ib com. 
pqfe.l to a little ci der j ar.rl in the 
event the Duke wh) compelled to re-

Of the‘fplendour of the pontilicate 
of Leo the Xth the author adduces 
the inltanccs of his munificence aSd 
liberality to his cotifm Giuliotle Me- 
dici, and alludes to many inore,^iii

nefs of mankind. Nor ought we to for. 
get that on ourfeives alone depends our 
exemption from a fimilar debafement | 
and that without a vigilant exertion of 
the faculties we polfels, ages of igno- 
lance darker than the world has yet 
experienced may yet fucceed.** 

Tljp author (lares the period of the 
emancipation of the human mind from 
the beginning of the lourteenth cen* 
tury : and it >s a cuiious circumllance, 
that although he tacitly allows thefirft 
fleps toward the Keformarion to have 
been taken, by the early promoters of 
literature, (after it had fmouldered. 
from the times of the Greeks and 
Romans through the dark ages, who 
.arraigned ^he mifeonduft of the Cler* 
gy, umong whom he names Dante« 
RetraiclM, fiocc.icio, &c.,) yet be leems 
to have forgotten Chaucer, the cotem. 
porary of Petrarcha*, who certainly 
(if the exnoluie of the libidinous con* 
(iui^ (^f the piiclHiood, and the ridi* 
ruling paiticul.ir circuinftances, were 
or'au) u(c in p'.uitiug thole feeds which 
in .1 I i’>'.i|ueni age llourilhcd in the 
Reloini ition,) delci ves his full lliare of 
tlic praife to which the others are en- 
titled. 

Tiie powers of ridicule are in this 
century little known, and Hill lets un- 
derliuod; though the writeis at the 
hcgiiining of the lait ufed them to pto* 
dure a change in the politic>d, as their 
picdittllors had in tlic religious I'yf- 
tem, and with ncaily li'.e fame fuccei's* 
What h.is hlunU.i (heir ertti>, except 
it he the want ot ptoperJcod, in the pre- 
fc'iit :>gc, it is nut iiccclhtiy here to in* 
quir<-. 

KiiMv aware of the dangerous confe- 
qiUiKcs that mutt accrue to the Churt li 


• Neither, in tracing the events which 
led to llus interelfing peiicd, doefMr. 
R.'^inention Aiiicid ot Hietcia, and Tan* 
chtlm i-l Aniwerp, who. in the tweiith 
Ckntiiiy fird viewed the depraved inan- 
nris vf (fe age, and the intcmpeiate lives 
of thr Moiikh and Clergy, and thundeied 
anuthkiiiui, exluitations, and dtclama- 
tiurs, in the ffrn-ts of different citier, 
againll thePope, Hilhnps,&c. j by which, 
lind matters been ri) e, a letrrmaiion 
*might t inn have been tf>e<5lcd. Nor does 
he, that we recciltil, mention Wickliffe, 
though cei tainiy well acquainted with the 
influence of his deftrine* 

from 
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from the further expofure of the enor¬ 
mities of its members, the Roman Pon^ 
tiff and Cardinals, initead of intro* 
tiucing order and decorum amongthole 
under their imm'.diate juriidi£iion,did 
the very thing th.ic they fhould have 
avoided; they endeavoured torelirain, 
and to perfecute thofe that hid pub- 
iiniedfthofe reprobatory writings. The 
cifeil of this, as might have been^fore- 
feen, was to excite a delire in the peo¬ 
ple to read them, and eventually the 
caufing thefe works lecretly to Ipread, 
which perhaps, without this prohibi- 
tion, would have remained unnoticed. 

To the revival of ctallic<tj literature, 
and of the liudy of the Platonic philo. 
ibphy, the author attributes theyr^^;i 
that now divided the Church. We 
cannot ftop to aigue the mgtter with 
him} but we conceive, tiut the de- 
fe£ls, or rather enormities, of the fyl* 
tern iifclf firft produced thofe objec¬ 
tions to it which the peace that now 
prevailed gave the people an opportu¬ 
nity to examine. Of theic the psoinul- 
gation of indulgencies was the molt ob- 
▼ioufly ablurd, and consequently the 
hrmelt giound upon which that finguhr 
character, Martin Luther, could ere^l 
his battery of oppoiition. 

The hiltory of the events that led to, 
andwei'c included in, the Rclormation, 
(the tranfltion itlclf, fo well known, fo 
important, and fo widely felt,) have 
been fo frequently detailed, examined, 
commented on, re examined, reviled, 
and controverted, that it is impolTible 
for the pen of ingenuity to add new 
matter, or the moil excurllve imagina¬ 
tion to add new arguments to the fub- 
jcCl: we (hall therefore pafs over the 
remainder of this Chapter with only 
this obfervation. 

It was impoifible for Martin Luther 
(who feems, like Peter the Hermit, or 
perhaps fiill more like his patron Gre- 
goi^ the Vllth, born to command the 
paflions of mankind,) to have exiiledin 
a more fortunate period forthe promul¬ 
gation of his doelrines} for although 
we may obferir in this and many hiflo- 
ries (Irong traits of the opulence, mag¬ 
nificence, ambition, and contentions of 
the Great, (for of fuch m:«eiia!s all 
hillories are compofed,) we have no 
accurate idea, at lea't until we deeply 
rcflefl upon the fuhjefit, that nsf>ft 
of thefe material!, however Ipjendid* 
they may appear in the decorated page, 
are derived from the fuiFerings of the 
people: yet huvr the people had fuller¬ 


ed, how their puiTes had been drained, 
their countries defulated, and them* 
fclves deltroyed, will be feen even in 
this our ciirlory examination of thefe 
volumes. Necclfify, therefore, urged 
the furvivors to think, and thereby pro¬ 
duced that kind of general difpofition 
towards reformation upon which Luther 
and his followers, who feized the criti¬ 
cal period when pallion, and even fu- 
perliirion, gave way to reafon and coii- 
viifinn, founded his and their oppo. 
fition to venerable and long.venerated 
elfablilhments. He entered the held of 
controverfy armed with proofs of tlie 
eiwinities and grofs peculation which 
hid engendered thole evils underwhich 
the people groaned} with thofe he ope¬ 
rated, upon thcTe he worked} with thofe 
irnhuments of the corniplions of the 
Church in his hands, he, even indivi¬ 
dually, balanced the f'cale againl^ the 
whole Clirillinn woild, and at length 
broke the beam wliich he could nut 
wholly incline in his favour. 

The fixteenth Clianter in 

th# cnciMingement atfoi’iled 
of talents at Rome, commemorates the 
golden age of Leo the Xih. We have 
already remarked the ardourwith which 
hr applied, and the munificence which 
he devoted to the cultivation of the 
Greek and tin' put ification of the Latin 
languages. In this Mr. K., in the firfl 
indance, Commemorates the Italian 
poets. Sann'izaiio has been already 
noted for (umething better than even 
verfe. Tebal(leo(who, ns poets are the 
moll whimfical beings upon earth, was, 
it appears, confined to his bed for fbme 
time, having no other complaint than 
the lofs of his rel^ for wine, though, 
if we may believe our Ben Jonfon, this, 
to a hard, was a veify important one.) 
and Bernardo Acculti, called I'Unico 
Arerino. (as we apply O Rare I to the 
poet jull mentioned,) follow. The lat¬ 
ter appears to have been one of the 
Apoltolic Secretaries} and fo high did 
his genius ftand in the opinions of his 
countrymen, that ** when it was known 
in Rome that the celeltial Bernardo 
Accolti intended to recite his verfes, 
the (hops weip (hut up as for a holU 
day, and all perfons h.illtned to par¬ 
take of the entertiinment.” Piel,i'o 
Bembo, the iliuUrioii!:, comes next iq 
view: he wis alfo a Pontifical Secre* 
taiy. Be.i7/..)no and Molza are next 
noted} and in ufle^ting upun (he ch.i-n 
ra6ler of the celebrated Ariollo, the 
chief favourite of the hJulVs, ami the 

i^ondec 
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wonder oF his age, the author feema 
to exhibit a mixture of pleafure and 
regret. The firft arifei From the re. 
cogitition of hUold friend by the Pon> 
tiff) and (hr hitter, in confequence of 
iiis not meeting from him that reward 
which was certainty <liie to liis exalted 
merit. Leo, though elevated, as the 
Churchwarden laid, was “ Hill a man j'* 
and w’e think, tine if the Apologue 
inferted ever cam.: to his fight, it w.i< 
very likely to Unit tlie gales of prefer, 
went againlt its autlior) for men in 
exalted ifations can little bear reproof, 
however ingeniouflv contrived the ve¬ 
hicle may be in which it is conveyed : 
yet Mr. R. feems to think that Ariofto 
experienced at different times the libe¬ 
rality of the P intitf, and that, in parti¬ 
cular, he prefented liim with fevenil 
hundred crowns toward the publication 
of his divine poems. 

Vittoria Colonna, daughter of the 
celebrated Commander Kabrizio Co¬ 
lonna, next claims the attention of our 
author. Both her charn6fer and that 
qf •hufhand, Ferdinand d*Avalos, 
Marqui* of Pefcara, fee:n well to have 
deferved it. Coltanzi d’Avalos, Du- 
chefs of Amalfi, Tullia d'Aragonia, 
Veronica Gambira, Laura Teiracina, 
Scc.t complete this groiipe of ingenious 
ladies. 

The perfc( 5 finf^' the profe Ttniian fatire 
the author afciib.'s t i the age of Leo 
the Xth. He hero (hat ec¬ 

centric genius Fian'iioo Herni, who, 
with his coicjiipoi.n V Tei-tih' Folengi, 
excelled in this (ti!e of (.omuoliiion. 
'I'riHino and Ctiovami Rncellai intro¬ 
duced and .adopted the I'er/i fdolli, or 
Italian blank verfe. Thefe were fol¬ 
lowed by L'liyi Alinanni, the criti- 
cifms upon whufe i';^urk» dole this era 
of the poets of Itaiv. 

We cannot leave this Chapter with¬ 
out repeating tlin obfervation that we 
have before in.idr, that in chara^ler, 
anecdote, and clcwant criticlfm, Mr. 
R. feems vciy much to excel) there¬ 
fore thofe parts of the ivurk into which 
thefe fubjeds r.re interwoven are by 
f.ir the molt agreeable. Intimately 
.acquainted with Italian litctatuie in 
all its branches, he has completely an%. 
lyfed, and in inoft indances jvittty ap¬ 
preciated it) and thefe purluics have 
naturally led him to the intimate know¬ 
ledge of the lives and tranfadlions of 
the different .authors. Thefe Aibjcifls 
he has characterized with a llrength of 
outline and glow of colouring that ren¬ 


der them highly intereftini^, and re- 
fpefting which he has occalionally ia- 
troduced particulars that at once re¬ 
lieve and embeliifh his iahourt. la 
the contemplation of thefe pleafing 
profpe6ts, we for a time forget the 
icenes of calamity through which we 
hive waded to obtain a view of them, 
and, in reality, hail the golden age of 
Leo. 

The* feventeenth Chapter, the fub* 
jefis of which are, we apprehend, in¬ 
cluded in the date of the preceding, 
is deiiicatcd to the improvement of 
clidical literature ) one depii tment of 
which, Litin poetry, had made a fleady 
and unifornfprogrefs during the courfe 
of a hundred and fifty years. To 
this, faith Mr. R., the pontificate of 
Leo the Xth was defined to give the 
l( 7 jl impuUe. Here he mentions the 
diife'ent authors tine have filled this 
dep.artment. But as every thing that 
we hive laid rcfpeCbng the merits of 
the former Chapter will propeily apply 
Co this, we inufi, however reluaantly, 
for the fake of brevity, pafs it over, 
with only one remark, liz. that at this 
period 

»* Rome in her Capitol faw Qoerno fit, 
Tliion'd en feven liilU.** 

In the eighteenth Chapter, which in¬ 
cludes the years 151:1 Jiwi 1519, the 
hifioiuin travels to Alia, and, in a 
lliort account of his eno*. miiies, ad¬ 
verts CO the life of ih it fanguinary bar¬ 
barian Selim the Id, w ho, Uridingover 
the mangled bodies of his father Baja- 
zet and his elder brocher Achmet, 
mounted the Ottom.ui throne about 
the year 15121 whereon he was fcarce- 
ly feated, before he murdered five of 
his brothel's funs j all of whom were 
under twenty, and one only feven 
years of age. To thefe lie added the 
deiltiUvHon of many other of his kin¬ 
dred i and had even intended to have 
mairacied Solyman, his only fon; «who 
had, liowevcr, the misfortune to fur- 
vive to inherit (he barbarous difpo- 
iition of- his father. Imagining him- 
feif now fccure, he turned his arms 
againlt the Sophi of Perli.i. His pre¬ 
tence for this expedition -ivas rtligkn, 
A Ibade 0^ difference in tfie conltruc- 
tion of the law of the Prophet (which 
does not, in loine inll.inces, appear 
9!uch clearer fif.in a rnonirn fiatute^) 
had ai'ilen b-twixt the Peitiaos, who 
are of th»- feit of .Ali, and the Tutksi 
whu.tr« (he lo!!ov\oi3 of the duchiue 

of 
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of Omar. In confei^uence of this, and 
%ith a view to their reformation, he 
chofe to fly like a whirlwind over the 
country of the foi mer, and by the tx~ 
terminationofa greatnumber convince 
thofe few that remained of the purity 
and mildnefi of the fyltem whoCc tenets 
he endeavoured to promulgate. He 
then turned his arms towaid Egypt, 
■where the fame fuccefs attended them. 
The Sultan Campion (Gaiirus) nerifh- 
cd in battle. Cairo waa attacked and 
taken after a florm of near three days, 
the horrou of whi» b, even in deCcrip- 
tion, caiifes lenfibilily to nn ink from 
the hiftoric page. This might have 
been termed they?;;? h.ittleof thv Pyia- 
mids. Tomombey, tlie Inl Snlran of 
the Mamelukes, was in-m alter over* 
thrown, and made piil'ofer and his 
empire, wliich the rt.adc-t wi^l iicoHc'r 
Succeeded that of the Cajipli?, aiinilii. 
lated. 

Thefe events (efpeci.dlv as ScIIm 
pretended, as has been icen, to be 
a^luated by a zeal for rc!i‘do'i,) fpread 
confideraMe alarm over ChrilL'ndoin, 
and induced Leo the Xrh to endeavour 
to combine the Chiiitlan Powers mi a 
dole alliance for the defence ot the 
Church. 

This fplendld projeCl, whlcij com¬ 
menced with the public.*tl.»n of a five 
years truce, the Pope vns well cv>n- 
vinced was not lolely to bcentniftedto 
efforts of the nature of tlufe that liad 
ct been adopted. “ It is follv,” fald 
e, “ to fit llill and fuppofe that thefe 
ferocious enemies can be contiuered by 
prayers alone. We mult pioviile our 
armies, and attack them with all our 
ftrength." 

In confequence, he ufed his utmoll 
influence to give energy and tiHcncy 
to the meafure.^ which ho pm poled 
perfonally to take a part to carry into 
cfFeft. But it does not appear, however 
zea^us and fianguine in the caule the 
pontiff might have been, that he was fo 
fuccefsful in eftabliflting this nevs Cm- 
fade as his predeceflbrs had been with 
refpe^t to the OU. Wheiiicr the Sove¬ 
reigns of Europe intercHetl themfelves 
ief$ in the catife of religion than they 
had done fome centuries before, or 
were more jealous of each other, or 
thought lefs of the power of the Turks 
than their anceltors bad done of that of 
the Saracens, is uncertain } but it it 
certain, that although the Envoys 


whom Leo fent to different Cdtirf^ 
failed in accomplilliing the obje6t of 
their milfion, yet they rendered him 
very elTential lervice, by replenifliing 
his treafury with large liims of moneys 
which, under the pretext of another 
floly iViir, were ext racle<l from the in¬ 
habitants of the feveral European na¬ 
trons, wlio, it appears, were upon this 
occilion readier to rilk their purfes 
than their perfons. 

Jult noting the nuptials of Lorenz.o 
dc Medici and M.idclaine de la Tour, 
we panic a nioine'it to mention the 
d'eat!) of Maxtmili.tn, the Emperor 
Klodt, CIS it was an event ihct occalion- 
c<i a contention betwixt Cluiles of 
Anltrii and Francis tli- lit for the Im¬ 
perial Clown, and eventually the elec- 
tio*n«jfrhtf foi.ner, alterwa’‘ds lo well 
known by the title of Charles the Vtb. 

This tiedtinn was a fevere difiippoint- 
m-jin to Leo the Xth } the pangs of 
whicli were probably Incroalcd by a 
domeltic misfortune accruing from the 
de^th of Lorenzo, Duke of-^Air,a, 
faid to have been the confcqufnce of 
his licentious amour? while in France- 
His wile, M.ulelainc de la Tour, had, 
dieil in childbed only a few days be¬ 
fore, leaving a dauf-hier, named Cathe- 
rina i “ who, by3c«;n ;urienccofevent» 
which cannot in truth be called toitu- 
nate, tofe to the dignity of Queen of 
France, and became the mother of 
three Kings and a Queen of that coun¬ 
try, and a Queen of bpain.’* 

With rcfpedl to the Florentine Stale, 
now become wholly fublervieiu to the 
authorily of the Medici, we have ti 
memorial of Machi.ivelii, in which his 
rcaionln^ upon the dil'advant.igvs of 
a mixed gnveiniftcnt is pratlically 
proved to be fdie amt futile, by that 
now operating in this country. 

This Volume concliKdes with the 
union of Urbino and the dominion of 
the Church \ and here we cannot help 
ob/erving, that althoufjh Leo the Xtli 
lias appeircd, through t)ie greater part 
of it, nclive, cr.terpi ilhig, and, with 
refpedt to bis encouragement o* ihc 
avts and learning, libera! and muni¬ 
ficent, he doen not imprefsus with^the 
idea of his having beco either tint 
great or itk\timmaculate c\vjiTAti\e\' which 
we had been caught to expeff.

carry on with effeft. ** The Architec* 
tuial Antiquities of Great Britain,” 
he obferves, ** are julily elleemed its 
moft interelUng ariificial objeih j and 
have, therefore, peculiar cUims on the 
attention of the antiquary, the hiito* 
rian, anti the artiil. As lending to 
develof-e the (ciencr, ta'le, and ciUtoib . 
of our ancedorj, they become eminently 
intereilingi and ns immediately con¬ 
nected wall our Ifjfhnal Hiflory, they 
furniih a theme ol inlhu^^Hve enter¬ 
tainment CO P.ngiithmen. If is a f|6l 
judly legrettrd, that inanv fine !t.ngli(h 
buildings are entirely obliterated, and 
others of lingular beauty are daily tai¬ 
ling a prey to the flow bnt (uic iliinpi- 
dations of time, and tl»c reprehenlibie 
llegle^t or dehi uitive hand of man. To 
ytytlervt corre.^i dciineations and atcurate 
accounts ot thole that leniain to dignity 
and ornament the country, is the de- 
ciiled ohjeil of this work j the leading 
feature of which will be, near •vie-'ws csi 
fiicli buildin^TS as ate dilbnguithcd for 
tluir antiquity, curiolity, or eiega'ice, 
dr.awn and engraven with Icrupulous 
accuracy} and elucidated by fiich de- 
/criptive accounts as are calculated to 
define the llilcs and dates of ancient 
buildings, and to devflope the hiltory 
of Sixon, Norman, and linglilh Archi- 
tedhii e.”

From all that I have yet heard of 
this devoted creature, 1 believe, in 
my confcience, that a feather of religiom 
would have faved her life, her virtue* 
and her character. 

The attendance of infants uponYeli- 
gious duties, if rooted in early days* 
becomes a fettled habit, which clings to 
them with admirable eli’cft vvlfCn they 
are grown up.

1 kept to the 
wind until we were near enough tq 
diliin?ui(h colours; I then made the 
ncceflaiy fignals to afeertain whether 
they were enemies.

When within 
piltol-(hot (he received ours; the ac# 
tion became warm and Iteady, the (liips 
never witlujut hail of each other, run¬ 
ning large, under ealy I'ail—Le Dc- 
paitemeiit cies Landes on the Itarboard 
cjiiajter, and the two corvettes dole 
altcTM. At forty five minutes pa«l ele¬ 
ven the fhip became ungovernable, and 
was reduced to a peileCt wreck; the

we h.ive not met any ; but 1 am happy 
to inform you, on the sith inliant, in 
lat. 49 (leg. 50 min. N., and long. 18 
deg. 30 min. W., Jiis Majelty’s Ihip 
under my command captured the Prin¬ 
cipe de la Paz, a Spanifli corvette pri¬ 
vateer, carrying *4. nine-pounders and 
4 brafs fwivels, with 160 men on board, 
principally French. 

This (hip was fitted out at Vigo flvs 
weeks before, and had taken the Prince 
of Wales packet from Lilbon, and the 
Lady Neilon letter of marque from Vir. 
,ginia, bound to Giafgow. We found 
part of the crew of the latter fhip on 
board the privateer, and a confulerablc 
fumin fpccie. I have much fatislnition 
in her capture, as flie was completely 
Itored for remaining two months longer 
afcfea,and her Captain, Francois Beck, 
an experienced cruifer, who command¬ 
ed the French privateer ie Braave during 
tlie late war, greatly to the annoyance 
of our trade.—1 have the honour to be,

got within (hot of a (hip, brig, and 
Ichooner, lafhed in a line ac^i the 
river 3 be engaged them for aiAour | 
the fehooner grounded 3 he had re- 
coui fe to his boats 3 and, after an oblti- 
n.ate refiitance, carried the (hip with 
her guns; he obliged the men to quit 
the brig and fehooner 3 took pofleffioii 
of all 3 then turned his Bre on the 
Militia, abput^ 100 in number, and a 
field-piece, which were completely rout¬ 
ed. Lieutenant Pigot got two wounds 
in the head by mufket’balls, and one 
in the leg. Lieutenant Malterman, of 
the Marines, who moil ably feconded 
all Mr. Pigot’s views, cfcaped unhurt, 
to the Vonder of all, for his clothes 
were (hot through and through 3 Mr. 
Lawfon, Maher’s Mate, wounded fe- 
verely, as well as Mr. Mitchell, Mid- 
(hipmaTi3 Melfrs. Giiffenhoofe, Bol- 
man, and Williamfbn, behaved well, 
as indeed did all on this occaiion. Two 
were killed, and fourteen wounded. 
This very gallant conduct wasobferved 
by fome hundreds of Americans from 
th#oppof>te fide of the river, who ex- 
prelfcd their ailonifhment. Mr. Pigot 
never quitted the ileck for nearly three 
weeks, except to get his wounds drelfed, 
which infpired the reltj the wind was 
adverfe for that time, and the enemy 
never attempted to attack him. I hope 
he may meet every reward fuch con- 
du6t deferves j he re.nlly is an active 
Officer, always ready. The ihip proves 
to be the Golden Grove, and the brig 
the Cetes, of London, taken by the 
fehooner, a Spanilh privateer, of 6 guns 
and 70 men, two months fince. The 
enemy had armed the (hip with 8 fix- 
pounders, 6 fwivels, and 50 men 3 the 
brig was defended by fwiveis and linali 
arms.

At the fitft 
fucceeciing a(rau]t, Zandt was once more 
wounded, but being animated by the 
voice of the Prince, hit vigour redoubled. 
At length, in the 3tfl aflault, the young 
Canon Harf received a thruft which 
pierced hit breaft and penetiated deep 
into his lungs. He died the next day, 
alter fuffering the moft cruel tortures.-— 
Z^ndi fled, as well as his Second the 
prince of Lowenllein, and Kleinemberg, 
the Second of the unfortunate Harf. 

Algiers, July 14.—It is difficult to 
form an idea of the horrors of the dread¬ 


ful Tacking to which i« or 13 thoufar^ 
Jews were given up during three or four 
hours. A general maflacre, with the ex* 
ception of women and children, was de¬ 
termined on by the troops. A number 
of terocious foldiers rulhed lumuUuo'tfly 
from their barracks, each otmed with a 
piflr 1 and a fabre j all the barbarous rab¬ 
ble of the town joined them} they were 
cheoied by the exclamations of women, 
or rather furies, who ciowded the Itrieti 
and itiiacei. Fortunately it was Satur¬ 
day, a Jewifli feflival, when but very few 
ol that perluafiou wire abroad. But Toon 
the (oldiers buid open the deers of the 
houles} the riches which (Iruck their 
view were the means ol laving the un- 
foitijoate Hebrew ration; they di(con- 
tinued the carnage to think only ef plun¬ 
der; thetiir kcts with which the womeit 
were adrrned, were torn from them, and 
they wcrcrapofed to all kinds of outrage. 
The plunder then became general; lero- 
ctuut cries weie followed by a death-like 
lilencc—the ftreets were filled with men 
and women, palling in all direflions with 
their booty, and in the couifeof thtce 
hours' there was not the houle of a Jew 
which was not fiiipped to the bare 
walls. 

Naflcs, Aug. 3.—On Friday the s6th 
of July, about ten at night, there was 
an earthquake in thegrcaiefi part of this 
kingdom, which was (0 violent, that fince 
that of Calabria, there has been none at¬ 
tended with fimilar devaiUtion. In the 
city of Naples, 800 houlet have become 
unirhabitable, and upwards of 4000 are 
much dam.'iged ; 4ochurcles have been 
(haken to their very luiindatiuns. The 
number cf pet lens who have penflied by 
the fall of the hulldlngs is not very gieat 
in this capital; but in juine inland tuwns, 
which me entirely dwihT)td, tiie inlia- 
bltcnts have neaily ad loli their lives. 
The (mall town ol Ifernia, in*the county 
of Molele, Is nothing but a heap ol ruins, 
and upwaidt of 1500 peri'ons have pe* 
rilbed there. At Campo BaiTo, and at 
Bajano, in the fame provt. ce, mo(f of 
the inhabitants were dellroyed. Avelino, 
Montefarchio, Benevento, and Averfa, 
have fuffered amazingly. At Santa Ma- 
riade Capua (the ancient Capua), a whole 
company of Cavalry were buried under 
the ruins of their barracks. At Ca- 
ferta, the upper ftories of the houfee 
tumbled down, and the fine palace is fo 
much damaged, that it is feared it cannot 
^and. The Ictteis from Puglia and Ca¬ 
labria ftate, that thofe provinces have 
only experienced a flight (hock. Since 
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the ft6th of JuIjT; Naples prefents a very 
unufual, and Indeeii a dreadful fpeftacle. 
All the inhabUanti remain, both night 
and day, without their houfes, in the 
lains and roads near the city. They 
ave, during that time, flept in carriage 
or on the bare ground. The general dif' 
trefa has rifen to the highelt pitch} and 
it is ceitain, that if the earthquake had 
been followed by fome more ftiocks, the 
whole city of Naples would have been 
deftroyed.

** When his Majelty the Emperor of 
all the RiiiTias, in compliance with the 
wilhes ol his liritannic Majelty, had rc* 
folved to lend the undcrligncd to Buona- 
atie, to meet the pacific uveiturcs which 
e had ma le ro the Court of London, his 
Kuilian Majeih was guided by two ten* 
timents and motives of equal force, with 
which you are actpiaintedj namely, his 
deGre, cn the one hand, to i'uppuri a. $u* 
veicign, who was ready to make exer* 
tions and Ihcrifices for the general tian- 
quillity, and, on the other hand, to pro¬ 
cure advantages tu all the States of Eu¬ 
rope from a pacific dtipolltion, which, 
from the formal manner in which it 
was announced, mult be confidetcd as 
very (incere. 

I'hc exifting*diragreement between 
Ruilia and France could have placed in- 
fiirmountable ohitacles in the way of a 
Negoclation of Peace by a Ruffian Mi* 
nilter} but his Imperial Mnjetiy of Ruf- 
fia did not hetitate for a lU'nnent to pal's 
over all pertonal dilpleafiue, and ail uiual 
formalities. 

His Imperial Majedy of Ruffia avail¬ 
ed himtl'If cf the mediation of his Pnit- 
iian Majelty, when he requeUed palfpprts 
for his Plenipotentiaiy. He declared that 
he fhuuld only receive them on that par¬ 
ticular condition, namely, (hat hts PIctM* 
potentiary fliould enterdire6tly iipjo a nc* 
gociation with the Chief ot the Fr>:nclk 
Government, without acknowledging the 
new title which he had allumcd j and that 


Buonaparte fhould give cxpHelt afTurancea 
that he was dill animated by the/ame 
with for a general peace which he had 
appeared to (how in his letter to his Bri* 
tannic Majefty. 

** This preliminary afTurance was the 
more neceifary, fmee’ Buonapai ti had zCm 
fumed the title of King of Italy imme« 
diateiy upon receipt of the anfwer given 
by his Britannic Majefty to bis letter 
of the xft of January } a title, which in 
itfelf put a new obftacle in the way of 
the dtlired reftoration of peace. 

** After his Prulfian Majefty had tran(^ 
mitted the pofitive anfwer from the Ca¬ 
binet of the Thuilleries, that it perfevered 
in the intention fincerely to lend its hand 
to a pacific n^ociation, his Imperiai 
iVfajelty of Ruma accepted the paftporti 
the more readily, becaufe ilu' French 
Government (liowed fu Itrong an incii* 
nation to tranfinit them. 

By a freih tranlgieftion of the moft 
folemn treaties, the union of thi Ligu¬ 
rian Republic with France has been ef« 
levied. This event of itielf, the ciicum* 
ftances which have accompanied it, the 
formalities which have been employed 
tu haiten the execution thereof, the mo* 
ment which has been cholen tu carry the 
lame into execution, have, alas! formed 
an aggregate which mull terminate the 
facnlices which his Imperial Majefty of 
Rullia would have made, at the prcfling 
requeft of (Treat Britain, and in the hope 
of rt’doi'ing the nccelfary tranquillity to 
Euiupe by the means of negociation. 

** Without doubt his Imperial Ma¬ 
jefty of Rullia would not have infilled 
fo ftrenuoufty on the conditions fixed by 
him, if tile French Government had ful¬ 
filled the hope that it would re.'peA the 
firil tie which holds ibetety together, 
and which upholds the confidence of 
engagements between civilized nations j 
hut it cannot polhbly be believed that 
Bui.napartc, when he granted the pafT- 
portk, which were accompanied with the 
moft pacitic declarations, fenoufty in¬ 
tended CO fulfil them; becaule, during

Declaration of the Emperor of Germany* 

Although the Emperor has not as 
yet taken any direct part in the difterent 
efforts which have been made, in the 
courfe of the prefent maritime war, to 
reconcile the Belligerent Parties, and 
effe^ the re-eftabiiftment of Peace, his 
Mnjedy has not been the lefs ardently de- 
firous, that an ohje^ fo beneficial fhould 
be obtained by the exertions of the Pow. 
ers nuhofe mediation was particularly fo* 
licitedfor that purpofe. 

This defire on the part of the Court 
of Vienna was neceffarily increaled from 
the time that events, involving dlre^lly 
the intereffs and the balance of the Con¬ 
tinent, were produced by the fubfec^uent 
confequenccs of the war between France 
and F^nghnd ; and from the time that 
his Majelfy the Emperor of the French 
had publicly declared, that the final let- 
tiement of the aftaii s of Lombardy fhould 
be deferred until the conclufion of this 
War, when it would be included in tho 
neg':cia(ion8 which would take place for 
its terminatirn. Fmm that time, the 
Court of Vienna, who has pofTefTions in 
Itaivi and tow.inls whom engagements 
wereenteied i-.to icfpefting that impor* 
tant part of Europe, found herlelf im¬ 
mediately inicicllc^d in the I'uccef* of the 
negociations f r Peace; and fhe has, in 
confequerce, dtclaied, on different cc> 
cafions, how anxious the was to have it 
in her pov%er to contribute to accelerate 
tbeir openinp;. 

** It rei'ulietl from this dlfpofition on 
her pait, that nothing could be more fa- 
tisfaflory to her than the intelligence of 
the pacific propofal, made at the begin¬ 
ning of this war by his Majefty the Em¬ 
peror cf the French to the Court of Lon¬ 
don; and of (hat of this Utter Power,'in 
which f!:e relcired, upon that point, to the 
interference of his Majefty the Emperor 
of all the RuiTiaii 1 propofals which an¬ 
nounced on the part of both Powers, a 
moderate and conciliating difpofitioni 
which it was hoped the mifllon of M. 
Novollltzolf to Paris, oftered and accept¬ 
ed with equal alacrity, would realize. 

<* It is, therefbie, with the deepeft 
regret that the Empeior has learned, 
that this mlflicn has been cut fhort, by 
the recent changes in the condition of 
the Republics of Genoa and Lucca, 
Finding on his iide, in the late changes^ 
rgafons additional weight for defiling 
the fpeedy commeucement of' conciliatory 
meafures, ind not being willing to re- 
iinquifh the hopes which he had built 
open the fpirit of modciation, profeiled 
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and folemnly confirmed by the French 
Sovereign* the Court of Vienna hattene 
to offer its good offices* in the hope 
that the gcnernl cxpeflation which was 
entertained fr m the conciliating temper 
of all the powers Hiould not be again 
difappointed. She therefore invites the 
Courts of St. Petolburgh and the Thuil- 
lerics to immediauly renew the Nego- 
ciation wiiich was on the point of being 
opened* being ready to lend her mult 
earneit atiiltance to this deHiable object; 
and ff.vtteiiog her felt that the Court of 
Beiliu will alfo contribute towaids it on 
her fide, as a neccthiry confequence of 
the lively interett whicli flie has always

Aujhvcr to M. NQ-vcfiUsioff's Note, 
\^From the French Papers.^ 
Frankfort, Sept. 11.— “ The Note 
which is laid to have been addrelLd by 
M« Novofiltzoff to the Court of Berlin, 
has been publi.hed in the German Jour¬ 
nals. The falfe affertions which it coif, 
tains, ard the Ihange pietenfiuns which 
it manifeiis, the total want of decorum 
which chaiafterizes that pretended State 
Paper, do not permit the underfigne-i to 
remain fdent on its publication. He has 
received formal orders to communicate to 
his Excellency M. de ——, the follow¬ 
ing obfervations;— 

** He dees not doubt but that they 
will be fufficient to reflify the imprei- 
fions which might have been produced 
by a paper, which is an offenfive and in¬ 
accurate expofition of indirefl and tern, 
poiary circumffances, which have lately 
taken place between Rullia and his Ma- 
jelly. The Emperor and King has for 
a long time oblerved in«filcnce the progrefs 
of Ruffia towards the South of Alia : he 
faw with juff uneafinel's the danger which 
threatened Perfia and Turkey, two great 
empires j one of which cannot be over- 
come without involving the other in 
inevitable ruin, and the other is the foie 
barrier between the Continent and Ruflia. 
The States ot the Grand Signior arc not 
only threatened, but his Cabinet is con. 
tinually befieged by intriguers, and is 
every day humbled by new demands, and 
by anqgant propofuion$, which are in¬ 
jurious to the dignity ot the Prince, and 
do not leave the Mlniffers the tree choice 
cf any meafurcs* His Provinces ate 
agitated with new dilorders, which the 
agents of Kutiia openly foment. Pachas 


and feditious Governors are confirmed 
in their culpable enterprifes, and pride 
tbemltWcs upon their proje&U of inde* 
pendence, and upon the afbffance of Huf- 
lia.—The Greeks, a Nation who, till 
this day, were fuhmiinve fubje^s, are 
revolting on all tides againll the Turks* 
and their 'diicbedience is not punifhed. 
The Ruffian fquadrons periacle the Ot« 
toman feas, and carry to their coafft 
aims, recruiting parties, agents of trouble 
and iafurreffion ; and we may well doubt 
if theie does not now exiff in Taiiary 
a gi cater number of men who are con- 
cming and coMi iving to dc-ftroy that un¬ 
happy Empire than the S.veicign cculd 
arm and embody to enfuie its pielerva- 
tion. Such is tiie diranr'>u8 Hate of 
Tuikey. I'he Empcior, alltiUd to fee 
himlclf almc^ the only Prince on the

His 
Majeffy the King of Ptciffia wrote to 
him to communicate the dciite which 
the Emperor ot Kuiiia had exprtffcd, to 
lend one of his Cliambtrlains—-paffperts 
were demanded | the Emperor neither 
received nor alked fir any explanation. 
He knew beforc-hand, ar.d he exnrcffcd 
his opinion upon that piint to t! e King 
of Pruflia, that no hvipes of the iraiu 
quilJity of the world c .uid be founded 
upon that negociation —that though, per. 
haps, a favouiable opinion might ffill 
be elite) tained ot the pet tonal gcnerolity 
of the Emperor Alexander, no favour, 
able refult could be expeflrd from a dil'- 
cufflon in which his moderatun had been 
fo perverfely overcome by toreign in¬ 
fluence, and by the intrigues ot thofg 
who I'urround him. 

That in icality Ruflia takes no real 
and tincere pait in (he luterttis cf the 
Continent j but, indiffeient to the hap- 
pinels of Europe, her intervention in po¬ 
litical Itoims has ever lerved only to 
increafe hatred and inffame pallion. That 
at ail times the quariels ct other Powers 
have been to her only the fubje£t cf a 
mere idle fpeculation i and that now, oc¬ 
cupied as the is with the progreliivg 
annihilation of Perfia and Turkey, tl]ey 
can only be to her a momentary fubjeft 
for divertiop, or perhaps of fanfgfy, His

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Majefty the Emperor, however, ordered 
that the pall'po'ts (hould be knr j and 
frncethen i.othing more hts been he^rd 
of the ChaiDberlain of the Emperor of 
Kudia It mull doubtieis tit legretted 
that an opportunity has been loll of 
making julV and 1‘eveic leprelcntations 
to Ruiha on her ccndu^l in Ai-a^ on 
the opprellion with which Ihe menaces 
the Ottoman Empire, and on the caules 
of the aiaini wli.ch begins to Ipre^d 
every where, at the approach of an 
event which ihreatens to de.<roy for 
ever the eqtiilibrium of the (outh of 
Europe.

of affairs, when the movements of tbs 
H ■I '* of Aullria menace the Continent 
with \ new war, his Imperial Majelly 
the Emperor of the Fiench, K-ng of 
Italy, judges it necellary to make 
known in a fnnk and fotemn Drcla^ 
ration, the fentiments by which be is 
animated, in order toenabh hiv cotem- 
poraiiesand pofterity to jti> ge with a 
true knowledge of the c.>u-, in the 
event of the war ta'Jng place, whohas 
been the aggreflbr. 

It is with this view, that the 
uiulerligned, Charge d’Affaires of his 
Imperial Majelly, the Emoeror of the 
French, to the German Diet, has re- 
pcived orders to pie'ent a faithful 
^xpofition of the principles by which 
his Imperial Mijclty the Emperor has 
bten uniformly aMii^tcd in his condu^ 
towards Aultiia.—hveiy thing which 
th.it Power has ikmc contrary to the 
fpii'ir and letter of tieitics, the Em¬ 
peror has hitherto permitted. He ha^ 
not complained ol the immediate ex- 
.tenlion of territory on the right fide 
of the Pave, agamd the acquintioq. 
of Lindau, againlt all the other acqui- 
fitions made by him in Suabia, an 4 
which, fubrcquently to the Tieaty of 
Liineville, have materially altered the 
relative iituation of the neighbouring 
Slates ifi the interior of Geimanyj 
agrdnll thofe, in fine, which continue 
at the piefent menunt the fubjei^t of 
negoci.uion with different Psinces, to 
the peifeci knowledge of all Geimuny;

Ihe llienoth 
ens her fortihearions, tiut (he te >iG.'s 
by her prepaia ions the reopie uf Bi- 
varia, of Snabi t, and of Switzerland, 
and diicovers an eviden* lutenrion 
of making a diveifion fo obvioully fa¬ 
vourable to England, and more in> 
jurioufly hofliie towas-ds Fiance 'han 
would be a direCt cimp.tigni and an 
open declaration oi war. In thele grave 
circumdances, the Emperor of the 
French has deemed it his duty tu in 
vite the court of Vienna tu return to 
a proper lenfe of its true inte:efls» 
Ail the expedients which an ardent 
love of peace could fug;ge'.t have been 
reforted to with avidity, and feveral 
times renewed.. The Court of Vienna 
has made high profefllons of its re.* 
fpeCl the treaties which exilt be¬ 
tween It and France; but its military 
preparations have developed her in¬ 
tentions, at the fame time that her 
declarations have become more and 
more pacific.

at a diftance for an Expedition againlt 
England ? 

“ There exifti no difference at this 
moment between the Swifs Republic 
and the German Empire; no difference 
between Bavaria and Aiil^ria; and, if 
any credit is to be given to the decla¬ 
rations of the Court of Vienna, there 
exids none between it and France. 
For what unknown objefis then has 
the Court of Vienna alTenTliled fo many 
troops?—It can have but one plaufible 
objevfj that is, to keep France in a 
ftatc of indteifion, to place her in a 
date of ina^ivity; and, ?h a word, to 
arreft her progrefs on the eve of a 
decilive effort. But this object can 
only be attained for a time. France 
has been deceived—fhe is no longer fj. 
She has been obliged to delay her en- 
lerprifes; flie ftill defers inemj flie 
waits the effect of thefc remonftrances} 
fhe waits the effefi^ of the reprefenta- 
tions of the Germanic Diet. But when 
every effort fhall be fruitlefsly made 
to bring Auftria to the adoption either 
of a finccre peace, or of an imdifguired 
and open hoftility, his Majcfty the Em¬ 
peror ofthe French will fulfil all tiie du¬ 
ties impofed on him by his dignity and 
his power ; he will diiect his efforts to 
every quarter in which France fhall 
be menaced. Providence has beftowed 
on him fufficient ftrength to contend 
againft England with one hand, and 


with the other to defend the honour 
of his Standards, and the Rights of hit 
Allies. 

Should the Diet adopt the courfe 
which the underfigned has orders to 
point out to if—Should it fucceed in 
ceprefenting to the view of the Empe¬ 
ror of Aultria the real fituation in 
which thefe movements, made perhaps 
without refle6lion, ordered perhaps 
without any holtileintention, and folcly

C ONTEMPLATING the lengt|) of 
ihe literary career that we have 
purfued, and recurring to our efFulions, 
there is no part of them from which we 
deiive greater fatisfaflion, than from 
the'BiocRAPHiCAL Notices and Me* 
MoiRS which accompany the l^irge col* 
lection of Portraits of Eminent 
Persons that the volumes of this Ma* 
gazine exhibit j becaufe we believe 
that there is no part of our labours 
more pleafing and ufeful. 

In this point of view we conceive 
. that this department of our woik is of 
confiderable importance ro the Pub¬ 
lic ; as it gives to the Meeting and un* 
fubllantial lurms which it embodies a 
permanent habitatioiii and conveys 
their names to poll^rity with the addi¬ 
tional accompaniment of their fea¬ 
tures. 

In confequence of this plan, we have 
the pleafure of prefenting this Month 
to our numerous fubferibers a Print of 
that eftimable Citizen and elegant wri¬ 
ter Samuel Birch, Elq. from a Por¬ 
trait bearing fo exquilite a relemblance, 
that it feems “almoll to breathe and 
at the fame time of including a ihqrt 
Memoir of the original. 

Samuel Birch, Efq., (the fon of 
Lucas Birch, Efq.,) was born in Lon. 
^on, November S, 1757* He icccived 


his etfbcatlon at the academy of Mf« 
Crawford, at Newington, Surry. Witjcn 
he returned home, he was apprenticed 
to his father ; who, it fcarcely need^ 
added, had for a feries of years COH* 
dudled the bufinefs of a paftry-cobk 
in Cornhill, in a manner that rendeced 
this eliablifhment the hrlt, in that 
profelfional line, in the city of Loop 
don. 

During this time it was that the Tub- 
jeit of this Memoir, feeling that ftrohg 
impulfe which is ever the concomitant 
of genius, devoted all the leifure hours 
which a ledulous attention to his occu- ' 
pation would allow, to the cultivation 
of his mental powers, and the improve* 
ment of literary acquirements $ and, as 
it has fince appeared, with confideral^le 
fuccefs. ' 

In the year 1778 Mr. Birch married 
the amiable and elegant daughter of the 
late Dr. John Fordycej a unionR^jrp* 
duflive of much happinefs and a nume¬ 
rous family, conlilting,as we have been 
informed, of thirteen children. 

At this period, it will be rcmembei*** 
ed that many focieiics upon the plan oC' 
that at the Robin Hood, which had de¬ 
clined, were iniUtuted iii.the metropor 
lisj and althoughfome^from.the want 
of proper regulation, were cenfurqd, 
^otheis were highly lefpe^lablei Rnd,^as 
ve know that kveral who have greatly

themrelfes in the fenate, 
nnd at the bar* were either menibers or 
vititorSj we may fay u/f/ui. At on^ of 
^heie forums, l^eld in the large i corns 
formerly bclongmg to the King’s Arms 
Tavern, Cornhill, Mr. Birch, irt the 
winter of 1778, made his iirtt cHTiy in 
public elocution. The applaufe that 
fie met with encouraged him to con> 
tinue this praAice, the mnft ufeful of 
any to which a man wbufe fituation 
pill for his public exertions can attach 
nimfeif. 

Tn 1781, he was ele6Ved one of the 
pommon Council, and in the year 17J(9 
^pointed Deputy, of the Ward of 
Cornhillj in which important Hruation 
he had (parcely taken his feat, before 
he had occafion to exert thofe abilities 
to which we have alluded. In his 
I maiden fpeech, which big^^thed thofe' 
genuine effufions of loyalty that have 
fo ttrongly and fo uniformly marked 
hU chaiaifer from bis entrance into 
public liie. he counterailed the machi¬ 
nations and ciulhed the pretenfions, 
pi the partiz.ms of Che Y^tkthire dele, 
gates, who, with amodedy confonane 
to their character, wilhed to fit in, and 
* appropi iate rhe Guildhall of London to 
purpotes inimical to the Conltitution 
and Gi'veinment. 

The line of political conduct which 
Mr. Bitch purfued had led him to hand 
forward as a fteady .and (Irenuous lup- 

J tOrttrofMr. Pitt’s adn.iniftraiion. Of 
uszcalcus attachment to the principles 
of the Piemier he gave inilanccs in the 
years 1784, 17S6, and 1787 i but the 
molt diitiiiguiihed ct his eH'orts as a 
public fpeaker was di'efted in opposi¬ 
tion to the repeal of tire Corporation 
and Teff Acls in th‘ year i7:;5 ; a tnea* 
fnre which he had the fagacity todif- 
cover was an application of party piin-- 
Ciples to the worft of purpokf, u delire 
to clog the wheels aitd impede the ope¬ 
rations of Governnrenr. This he bad 
the firmnefs to avow in a manner that 
^im the greate/f credit. 

Soon after this peiiod, he, notwith* 
{landing his numerous avccHti'ons,found 
Jeifure fo prepare a piece for the dage.

that attended thefe pieces fafficiently 
proved his claim to the wreath aN. 
tached to this kind of poetry, and was 
a fnfficienc encouragement to ftimulate 
him to future exertions} but that it 
appears rhe fttuarion of his' country 
demanded his more ferious atten¬ 
tion. 

When, in confequence of the French 
Revolution, or rather Revolutions, for 
every drty teemed with new horrors, 
this country w.is menaced-with inva¬ 
sion, Mr. Birch in rhe Corporation 
propofed the meafure of arming and 
training the inhabitants as volun¬ 
teers, which has fince been reduced 
to a fylfem, generally approved and ap¬ 
plauded, and indeed univerfalty con- 
felTed to have been, under Providence,, 
the falvation of the country. Yet, (ucli 
is'the perverfion of the human mind, 
and fuch is the influence of times and 
feafoos, that this ppopofal * was then

VdLVHtiKfc bii Iltrgely^ fitcpl^ced to 
hit pttriotifm* I (|>e>lc not of pecn- 
ttlary oiFeringS{ but he ht* abunaantly 
ftcrmced of mi days of labour and bis 
mghti of reft, and has given the pledge 
even of the vital current which warms 
his heart, ftiould necefliiey put ic to the 
proof. Far be it from me, therefore. 
Gentlemen, to arrogate to myfelf any * 
part of the merit which is exclufively 
your own, of the high credit which 
attaches itfelf to the First Reoimsnt 
of Loyal London Voluhtbirs. In 
vain would have been the moft fan- 
guine foiicttade and unwearied exer. 
tions of the Commanders, had not the 
attentive and individual zeal of tlisf 
Gentlemen who compofe the Regim eit 
raaYiifeded bow deeply rooted in fhetr 
hearts the caufe was in which they 
were engaged, their determination* to 
give lubitance to the honou;'abl<r title 
they acquired, and to vindicate to the 
World the character that was cxpe^ed 
from them. This was the Cufe prefage 
of fuccefs s and the filence cf your pt o- 
grefs towards it, unmarked by any 
oftentatioiis publishing of your proceed- 
ings, have lecured to you the refpeft 
and friendship of your co-adjutors in 
arms, and the fecret applaufe of alt 
who have witneSTed your generous emu- 
ktion to excel.

the srft of Auguffi iSo5« died 
^ Jambs Currie, M.D., who bad 
lately become an inhabitant of this 
ci^. and who would have graced any 
piaeeor fociery to which l>e helongej. 
Hje bore gre^t pain and uneafinef^, for 
ieveial yeais, with calmnefs and leiig- 
n^tion, and hnidi-d his couife with 
affbrd’ngan example of that patience 
and foititude which fo cmi^^rntly dif- 
tinguiflied his character thiough life. 
Hit medical abilities were cnnUlTsdl/ 
verv great. Pei fevering, ingenious, 
and penetrat'ng, few circuml^ances 
elcaped hisobieivation { and his talent 
of apolying to praCfice the fadU ,winch 
he had obiervtd was feldom equalled. 
He was alfo a remarkable inllaace or 
the iiiipruvement which the culti./d. 
tion ol the moril duties produce* up« u 
the underlhinding. llis judgi.i.'nt v^as 
not clouded by jea^oufy, or Ins view ot 
the lubjeft oi cale in quediou obfenred 
by partiality or darkened by prejudice. 
Equally leuly to adopt the iuggeltions 
of others as he was tho'e of ni<i own 
judgment, he never deviated fiointhe 
point aimed at, becaufe the whole of 
the path was not tiaced out byhiinfelf. 
Superior to fuch conlidetations, winch 
never prevail in exalted minds, he red. 
ed his chara< 5 icr on higher grounds, 
and the diicerning pait of mankind 
foon became fenlible, that luch acqiii- 
efcence, whon it met his own unpieju- 
diced ideas, was an honour to his cha¬ 
racter. Candour and benevolence were 
the guides of his condij£>, and led him 
toeneemand lepntation in the prefent 
world, foftened his palTage to the tomb, 
and, in his Ult moments, di/irmed the 
dart of death. Ongin.il, however, in 
his ideas, he W..8 better fuited ro point 
out tbe way than to tollow the (pccula-

ttons of otherai and* whit he tdvUe^' 
obtained a kind of involuntary prefer¬ 
ence, which nothing but a confeiouf- 
nefa of merit in the advifer could have 
fecured. Hit counfels, though delfitute 
of the recommendation of peremptory 
aflertion, or lavifh difplay of pretended 
fucctfs, which fometimes overpower 
when they do not convince, carried 
with them the more powerful ciiarme 
of fenfe, judgment, reflexion, and ao- 
quaintance with the fubjedf, and were 
accompanied with a moft amiable and 
rati»faO««ry mannerof manifefting thefe 
admirable qualifications to the under- 
ifanding of thole with whom he con- 
.'prled. Nor did pain and ficknefs, 
hoi«evcr embiiteiiiig they were to the 
enjo^nent of life, cloud his faculties^ 
or diforder hit temper. He rellgned 
life'^vlth the fame benevolent difpoA* 
tion (^mind in which he had lived, and 
with uurliminifhed powers of under- 
fl^ndinga/rhefacuitiesof his mind were 
nor, however, cunhued to pio'eflional 
fubieCU. Well veifed in elegant know- 
k ige, he combined the purfuits of 
oii'iniental Iiteiature with thofe of the 
leveier Audies. Poetiy, hiAory, and 
orhci blanches of knowledge that im- 
piuvr rhe underlfanding, and animate 
the mind to exeit itfelf in Every capa¬ 
city, were held by him in hi^h elfeem, 
andweie fatourxie obje^fs 'f his atten¬ 
tion. On tbefe models, frltficd from 
the btfl authors, he formed ^^ds own 
rtile of writing, which was pv'ic, ele¬ 
gant, and correct i and often a I'•mod 
with paiTiges which, ir» iKiuty or lan¬ 
guage, and delicacy a.;d piopriety >i 
lentiment, yield to none of which tmr 
country can boalt. The lovers of f:*- 
ence niigtit wifh his life to have been 
longer protra6fed j in which wilh all 
the frienck of the country, who knew 
him, would will'iigly join j but wifer 
Fare fays No j and KeffecUon Aeps in 
and wai ns us, that '* his warfare is ac- 
compliihed and that we mulf not, 
fiom partial, or inteielied, or indeed 
any human conliderations, prefume to 
with the prolongation of fuffeiing to 
him, who had lo long, and fo emi¬ 
nently, Itrugglcd with pain and mi- 
feiy—and in the midlf of thefe painful 
exertions unifuimly labouied lor the 
benefit of mankind.

A PHlLOSOPHrCAL AND MORAL VIEW 
OP ANCIENT AND MODERN LONDON. 
WITH NOTES, &C. 

ChapUr V, 

ONFiNTNO ourfeWes, in the arduous 
difquifition that we have under* 
taken, to the metropolis and its imme¬ 
diate Vicinity, we have endeavoured, as 
correctly as our fcanty materials would 
admit, to trace its rife, progrefs, floit. 
rilbing ftate under the Romans, de- 
cUne and refufcitation in the Saxon 
dynafty, and, from (he dates of its 
eccleliaftical and other ediBcts, to in* 
fufe into the minds of our compairifts 
ibme idea of the Anglo-Koman and 
Anglo Saxon cities} for it will be ob> 
ierved, as a natural confequence, ftiat 
London changed not only its religious 
and moral, but alfo its architectural 
ciiarafter with (he change of its nialters. 
This pofition, exemplihed by the many 
inllances that have already been ad> 
duced, was (till further, and hill more 
deplorably, elucidated by the arrival of 
the Danes. 

Thefe people, the natives of the fro¬ 
zen regions of Scandinavia and Baltia, 
were deltined to add another clafs of 
inhabitants to the population of this 
Ifland. 

Apt as we are to lament the de» 
predations of thefe, and of their pre* 
decelTors the Saxon piratical invaders, 
we mult yet, in contemplating the fub* 
je^, be (truck with the difpenlation of 
an over-ruling Providence, that ordain, 
ed this country to be pofl'eflfed by the 
very defcription of men whofe confti- 
tutions, habits, and purfuits, weie belt 
calculated to make, in procefs of time, 
the molt eminent,advantages of its 
marine fituaiion, to implant thofe 
nautical propenfities, and to call forth 
thofe commercial energies that have 
expanded into fuch a hupendous iyf- 
tem, and have been exerted with fuch 
fuccel's, in later ages. 

It has been farcalUcally faid, that the 
glory of Confular, and the gra ideur of 
Imperial Rome, were founded upon the 
Rape of the Sabinas. In the fame man* 
ner it might be urged, that thetradeof 
London (which In its wide-extended 
fphere comprehends, at this inftant, 
that of the world,) arofe from the pi¬ 
ratical expeditions of the Saxons and 
^e Danes. 


To the nautical pafRon an<j propen* 
fity of the latter, it is certain that our 
naval fyftem had particular obligations. 
From thefe people, nurtured on the 
edge of a bodterous ocean, and from 
infancy enured to all thofe bardfhips 
and perils which adventurous attempts 
to ride fuperior to the clafli of con¬ 
tending, elements and to brave the 
florin, unque!tianably produced, it as 
unqueftionably acquired that indige¬ 
nous cou'.age, that lelE-ponelTion in the 
hour of dange**, and that cool, collet-' 
ed, difcriminating, yet properly ener¬ 
getic prudence, which at this inltant, 
in a molt peculiar manner, mark the 
character qf out Northern failoi s-} and 
which lus, by their example and influ¬ 
ence, been mingled with, and diiFufed 
through, all our naval ranks *.

* It would, perhaps, be difiicuU to 
And an inltance more compatible with, 
and more elucidatory of the truth of 
this ot^liervation, than that which occurs 
to our reculleflion, in contemplating the 
life of that very extraordinary mathema¬ 
tical and nautical genius, the late Captain 
Cook, in whofe truly philofophical cha- 
ra 61 er was blended every quality that we 
have enumerated, and many others equal-s 
ly eflimable, which the improved Hate of 
the marine profelHon, and that laudable^ 
that daring emulation and ambition, which 
are the concomitants of great minds, eli¬ 
cited. 

This experienced navigator, whtf was 
hiinl'elf educated on the roughed Ichool 
of his profeffion, the Northern Ocean, 
not only had a Hrong predilection for the 
failors of his own country, but even for 
the (hips employed in the coal trade. 
This he evinced by his fele£tion of Co 4 - 
Hers for the performance of bis hazardous 
voyages. In this refpeit he founded his 
judgment upon the founde(t principles. 
He knew, that from the influence of fei* 
ence and experience all mechanic#*ac- 
quired the habit of combining the PRtts 
and adapting the power of their machines 
in contemplation of the medium upon 
which they were to aft, ar.d of the force 
which they were to encounter and to 
contend againfl. He knew that it was 
next to impolTible that he (hould ever 
navigate upon a more turbulent ocean 
than that which thofe (hips were con- 
^rufled to traverfe, and therefore he pre¬ 
ferred them to thofe of the more weltefn 

ports, 

K k 
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How the iii’IV fliips of the Britons 
were coniirufted it is now impoiTible 
to fay. The Romans had in ule three 
different fpecies of veiTelSi viz. (hips of 
war, fliips of buiden, and others only 
calculated for the reception of paffen* 
gers. The ffrff were more propeily 
peaking gallies (naves longa •,) the 
forms of which are given upon feveral 
medals, particularly on the reverie of 
Hadiianf. Another to be feen on the 
reverfe ota medal of Tiajan, which ap. 
pears to be branded, has an allegoikal 
figniHcation, with which we have at 
prefent nothing to do: this veiTel is 
of a much ilmpler conlhuflion than 
theformeii and indeed,compaied w>th 
it, feems a meie boat oppukd to a man 
of war. Whether the Bi irons availed 
themfelvesof the llender talents of their 
firff conquerors with iefpe<ff to Naval 
Architef'ture, we arc at a lofs to dilcu' 
ver{. If we were to hazard a con- 


ports, where, from the nature of their 
lervice and deftinatiun, their principles 
and conftruflion -were in feme rei'pefls 
different. 

Upon this foundation it is jude^ed that 
he aUo gave the pieference to Northern 
failort, as men (like hnnfelf) to whole 
minds a courfe of danger and a fuccelTion 
of difficulties bad given that fiim tone 
which is only to be acquired by habit 
and experience, hut which he afteiwaids 
knew from hit own habits and his own 
experience, unrefirifled to local diffirc- 
tioBs, was the general chaiafferiiiic of 
Britifh maiiners.

X Kelpeiting the form of the walff of 
an ancient war galley { of which, it will 
be reccllefled, that when we read of the 
iriremest the guadrifentes, and the quin- 
gu\^fmet, &c., we have wondered how 
vcflels with levcral tiers of oars, the one 
tier above the other, could be operated 
upon without caufing the oars to clalh, 
and, by impeding each other, becoming 
prnduaive of the grentelt confufion and 
difficulties, of which the arrangement of 
oars ot different lengths would not have 
been the Icilt. Of this problem the inge. 
Buity, mechanical knowledge, and critical 
acumen, of (lenerai Melville have found a 
complete and fatisiaAory folution. This 
difeovery Mr. Maepberfon has ftated in 


jeAure on this fubjefV, from the com* 
merce which is faid to have flowed to, 
and receded from the (bores of Britain, 
we (hould be led to fuppofe that they 
adopted, and from their nautical tJ' 
Icnts improved, the conltruAion of 
veffels, fo far as related to thofe of 
burden *. However, if it was fo, it

his important work, the Annals of tom- 
meicej and if we did not mean to avail 
ourlclves of it in another form, we would 
quote it here. But although the di(H- 
culty alluded to is folved with refpefl to 
the dilbofiiion of men to five banks of 
oars, for inffance} yet how the (hips 
mentioned by Plutaich (in Detnetrius) 
that had forty bankst or even that Hated 
h\; Livy to have had fxteent weie go¬ 
verned, we are Aill at a iefs to con- 
jeAure, 

* Among the fmall craft of the an¬ 
cients, the leather b'ats of the Biitons, 
and after them of the Saxons, have fre¬ 
quently attraAed the attention of the 
curious. All nations in their pridire 
ffa'tehaveufed fimilarexpedients} though 
the canoes of the Indians, covered with 
the bark of trees, have ifuncthing more ar- 
tiffeiai in theirconfiruAion than the hide» 
bound veffeis of our anceftors: therefore it 
is rather extraordinary that the latter, 
under the appellation of corracIeSf flrould 
have continued in ufe to this day, with¬ 
out exhibiting any vifible improvement. 

We can lemember Tome years fince, 
when walking in the Quairy, (Shiewi. 
bury,) wedifeerned a man gliding down 
the Severn feated in a round vehicle, 
appaiently refembling a ialmon kit. He 
had a fmall paddle in one hand, with 
which he guided his vefTel} in the other 
a fffhing-rod. He Teemed to fit perfeAiy 
at his eafe, to prsferve the molt cxaA 
equilibrium, and to angle with vaff ccni- 
pofure. Curiofity attraAed us to follow 
him till he landed. When he had brought 
his be at to (hore, he unloaded his cargo 
of ffffi, &c., and turned its bottom up¬ 
wards, when it was plainly to be dif¬ 
eerned that its ribs weie formed with 
hoops placed horizoritally, and croffed by 
others, and that the whole was covered 
with a (km. It was therefoie fo light, 
t'hat when he had arranged his tackle, 
he threw his veffel over his Ihoulder like 
a drum} and it is cuiioui enough, that 
the platted rope, which had formed his 
(eat, now (erved him to put his arm 
through, and, by crofftng his (houlder 
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is certain that the art of (hip-building, 
with many other mechanical arts, funk 
duiing the period of enervation and, 
as it (hould leem, mental imbecility of 
the Britons, which occurred after the 
jecedion of the Romans j nor does it 
appeal even at the clofe of the eighth 
centiity to inve revived or expanded 
into that comparatively flouiifhiiig (late 
which tei lene archite^ure U even then 
faid to have exhibited. This adds an¬ 
other inllance to thofe that have been 
.adduced of the teiigious propenfity of 
the people pievalling over the military 
and commercial. 

The form of the Saxon (hips at the 
dole of the eighth, or the beginning of 
the ninth, centuries, (which isftiM prS- 
feived in fome ancient manuferipts,) is 
that of a very large boat; and indevl, 
except in the circumftance of being 
unirmed, the hulk bears a lude lefem- 
bhnee to thofe of the gun^hoats with 
which this in ind his been much longer 
thieatc lied, though far lefs intimidated, 
than It was with the flat botto/neJboats 
in the feven ycais' wai. This aliuiion 
(though in the fiilt in'tance aimolt oo. 
filcte, and m the fecond, we fhou d 
lejoue to hy, erratic,) mav peihaps 
lerve to give a fiint idea of the Saxon 
vtliclb, which weie, as wss tiie pradice 
of thofe people in all their mechanical 
opentions, tonllrufled of flout plsnks 
laid over cith other} nor, as at piefent, 
fotined of **Jealberectge iUiff," but leti- 
deied, as it is termed, njuater^ti^ht in a 
vciy inartificial manner. The heads 
and Hems of the'e fo fai imitated thofe 
ot the Roman gallies, that they ru'e 
very high out of the water, a cncun.- 
Itance that rendeied them crank, and 
conlequently unfafe in dangeiou^ navi¬ 
gation. 

As the more lemotpe indents weie in 
the habit of ornamenting the heads of 
their velTels with the figures of a Tn- 
ton, a Nereid, or (ome other deity, 
the Saxons adorned theirs with an eagle, 


and brdvi to hold the vrfiel. \Vheii 
he had adjulled thele matters, (uppdttng 
himfclf with h^ paddle he inaiclKd h me- 
ward, wondering that any human beirgs 
cculd be io ifupid at totxpiei^ (MtpilS 
at the fight of a corracle, and lo rulicu- 
lutik as to think it an oHe^ worthjr of 
examination: ** For," faid he, “ if vou 
will go with me to the Church yard, 
/TFu may lee twenty of them hung up to 
d7»'* 


or other bird or animal, or fome fuch 
device, executed with little ineenuiiy, 
and only indicative of the ^prefTed 
ftate of this bianch of the arts. They 
had, like molt of the ancient gallies, a 
(ingle raaftj to which was appended a 
large (ail, nenly refembling that of the 
veifel already mentioned on the reverie 
of Hadiian; or, except (as has been 
(uppofed) that this (ail could not be 
trimmed *, and theiefore was only cal¬ 
culated for going befoie the wind; 
more correftly, like thofe now in ule 
on our Weft Country barges or the 
Severn troughs* It docs not appear 
that the Saxon (hips had any i udders, 
but were (Teered by a bioad and flat 
oar, which the pilot, who fat at the 
ftein, managed as occafion required. 

This defenption of veflels, perhaps, 
only lefers fo thofe ufed for cominer- 
ciil purpo/es} how thofe which formed 
their piraticil Heers were conftiudled 
we are yet to leai n. Alfred was the 
flift of our Enghih Monaichs that, 
in the (chool of adierfity, gathered 
wifdom* fufficient to know that an 
iflind without a maritime force mufl’, 
in tho^e hoftile t'mes, be, like an un¬ 
armed individual, at the mercy of every 
1 -ivage depredator. A ftiies of piiacy 
dt'd piundci, which had continued aU 
niort two ceiitune&, hts prudence fug- 
gelled lo him, wis only to be leiifted 
by a force of the fame deferij tion by 
which It was ttfeClcd. The foaiing 
genius of this Monarch (which, conf^ 
dciipg the (iines in which he lived, 
rcems to hive been almoft miraculoully 
ndipttd to riff (uperior to thofe ext- 
gciicirs and difficulties he v^as horn 
to cncountei,) led him Hi ft to con¬ 
template the na'uie of that force which

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he had determined to create, and, 
iecondly, to Aigeelt, in his new navy, 
very contiderabfe improvements upon 
thofe of his enemies. We have jult 
advetted to the form of a Saxon &ip 
a little before his time. Thofe of the 
Pane^i, or Fritbns, do not (eem to have 
been much more aitfully confti u6ted. 
His galUes were neaity twice as long 
as theirs, and it is laid carried fixty 
oars and upwaids. The iaults which 
fhe Monarch had obferved m their 
heads and Items riling lo fat out of the 
water he cor'efted} which not only 
was an improvement in their appear* 
ance. hut lendeieii them lels crank 
or likely to roll, and con'equciitly 
murli more eJy to manage in the 
hour of aflion, and, generally, to na^ 
vigate. 

Refltifing upon this, th^ rife of the 
Brtiijh Navjt the leii^n i Alfied (v^lio 
has with g*' t jul^ice and propriety 
been deemed tlj jathert) appears to us 
the m'.li impou« t epo,.ii in the hif* 
tory of this cuuntiy : f r although we 
are not d'l oled un'^qulvocally to adopt 
the aHertiv^ns ot 'one htc writers, and 
to aver that England in geneiai, and 
the metiopolis in pirt’cular, had, in 
the reign cf this Monarch, a molt won. 
derfully extenfive tiade, yet we thii.k 
that, ill conftituting a regular nM>'i. 
time force, he did nuirh that was 
wanted to favoui its exterfion : he 
affoided protection to thofe few ad 
ventureis that then exH^ed, and gove 
encouragement to i.ther daring Ipirirs 
to pui/'ie the fane ptolirable tiacks. 
Undei h s »urpice«,.f'ighelm, Bilhop of 
Shireburn*, was (<nt with many gifts 
to the Cluidians cf bt. Thomas f, 
in India. Thu Preble (laith Wil*

liam of Malnielbury) accomplifhed hit 
expedition profperonfly, and, which 
was thought very wondeiful. (and fo 
it unqueHionably was, it we confider 
the difficulties which he mult have 
funnounted before the invention of 
the mariners* compafs,) penetrated 


far more important, than has been gene* 
rally believed. Two motives only can 
be affigned lo nations lor immenfely dU« 
tant commercial adventures: the fiiftis, 
the rife of luxury, which, fatiaied with 
domeflic products and d meltic nccelTa* 
ries, induces them tj Uelc for foreign 
gratifications and tranfmaiine fuperfiui* 
tifs: the f'‘C>.ni is, abundance; the peo. 
pie ihat have manufaflured more goods, 
cultivated moie corn, and bred mote cat- 
tie' than they can cither ufe or dilyofe of 
at home, natuially leek a market. When 
the iieaieff is itjcked, they pi xced to one 
more lemote; and lo, as fr <m the immer. 
fion o* a pebble in the water, trey lange 
ficm cncie to circle though, (in thofe 
diliant tunes,) as in the dillant circles, 
th.ir progrels apy^ais fainter, till at 
length it is no longti di'ccrnible. But 
in theadventurewhich isluggededto have 
given life to that ilujend^us fabric thu 
Anglo-Indian iiade, we lee no centie 
am^ng tl e Saxons. 

Tile Chiittians of St. Thomas, in the 
Eiit Indies, (who are laid to have de. 
rived iheii converfion, and to have re¬ 
ceived the Golpel fium the hands of 
the Apofile himUll,) are not by hillo- 
rians defignalid by any higher cr nicie 
re',t^liil appellations than thofe cf .1 
Clant or a laition, who inhabit that 
large f;ace of ccui try extending from 
Calicut tu I'lavcpcor, (a place in which 
they Itiil own theinlelves to be(frangeis,) 
whole rcinr te anct^llors wandcKd ci fled 
(rtin (he city of Mailapcur, 01 St.Thomas, 
to avoid ptrierutii n. Now how thelepeo* 
pie fhonidconieintocor,ta6l wl(hllieag(.nt 
of Alfred i» foextiav uUnai y,t!iai we fheuid 
he ii ciiPtd to reject the whole as fabulous, 
were it not lo giaxly afleited, and did 
nut (I,b ceitainty cf the inttrdu6lion of 
bait Indian commoditiek into the metio* 
polls ard country .thout this peiicd give 
feme kird of €(lour to the afTtriion. In 
confetjuence tf the importation made by 
Sighclm, Allied, It is (uggefled, made 
a prelent to his biographer, of a 

vriy prtcKus luhe of filk, and at much 
incenji as a ffrong man was able to 
carry. {^JJ(rit Vtta A^tfridi, p* 5-', ed-

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even to India whence he brought 
aromatic liquors or oils, and alfo fplen- 
did jewels, Tome of which, then deemed 
very great t.iHofmes by the people, 
were (laith our author) remaining in 
the treafury of the Church at the time 
he wrote* 

It is believed, that with the dia¬ 
monds, the p'dluiift of this voyage, 
Allied cauled a more anguiland more 
Imperial f'rown to be conipoied than 
that which he had iifually uorn} a 
circuni'tance wh'cli fliows, that in the 
mt-tiopoHs ilie ilate of the aits de¬ 
pendent upon ulie and fancy muft 
have been confidciahlv advanced f. 

The progicfs whioh, under the in> 
fluence of this M>>n.ncl), w is nude gn 
learning, is already well known. The 
collcg s or fehools that he founded 
have already immortalized his naiAe j 
but it will be obferved, that they 
could 1) ive little efieil with refpe^f to 
the (oftening the m inners of the people 
in the met*opolis; bccauie fiich had 
been its misfortune«, that its inliabit- 
anis, hardly rLfpiiing from the havoc 
and dilapidation wh-th theDmtfh^n- 
valion and ciuel'y had occdion'*d, 
could pay little attL'iition to any thing 
but th'-ir more immediare wants. Lon¬ 
don, it is laid, at tins time exh'bited 
an iiTimeiife nni's ol ruirs \ and it was 
the hiltc.ire ot the Mon’.-«.h to urge 
bis (ubjciils to 'emov'* l!ie devaitation 
by which they wrie lurrounded,

In this refpeA his gcniui fuggefled 
to him, that great part of the raiichief 
had arifen from the combuttible mate¬ 
rials of which the buildings had becA 
compoi'ed. To remedy this danger¬ 
ous inconvenience, he explained to 
them the propriety of building with 
Hone * and brick j and having ordered 
his palaces to be erected with thofe 
materials, this induced Ids Nobility 
to follow his example; the churchef 
and monafleries, which had fallen or 
been in part deftroyed, were dgain re¬ 
built or repaired upon an improved 
principle; for while a very particular 
attention was, in ihefe laige ediflees, 
paid to t]ie ufeful, the tafle of the 
Monarch introduced a confiderable 
poition of the ornamental f • how /sw 
the fafhion of brick and Hone erefliona 
defrended the metropolis, it is now 
impoflible to (ay. From an attentive 
conlideiaiion of the fubje^t, we are

ments. Tie tade for improving con¬ 
tinued till the twcHth century ; ^hich 
iiMY be deemed the xra of modern Go¬ 
thic ; at which ptiiod, from the fpe- 
cni-emi liiil extant in Wellminfler-abbey, 
the Catl.idial at LitchBcldt &c., it feemi 
to luivu arrived at perieffion; which ti 
its ti'Urth divilion. From the fourteenth 
century we mav tiace its decline. This 
the inticduiliun rt Grecian architecture, 
ard the mixuiie cf thete two Hilei in 
, the Blireiitli, much facilitated; fo that 
in the fulcenth the faUer toie triumph¬ 
ant, 

^ncline4 
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inclined fo believe, that the middle 
and inferior orders of the people ftill 
continued their attachment to the 
wood'built fabrics of their anceilors, 
and did not deem the fiiperior con> 
sentence and fafety of hone and brick 
houfes fuflicieRt to coimrervail the ad¬ 
ditional trouble and expeiile of their 
creAion. 

^ A circumhance occurred at this pe- 
rlod, which, as it hrongly matks the 
fluctuation of the human mind« and 
ihows the command of the Monarch, 
or rather of the neceilitles of the times, 
over the paflions of the people, deferves 
to be recorded in a phiiofophical in¬ 
quiry. The monalieries in Mie metro¬ 
polis and other parts, which had been 
deftroyed by the Danes, it has been 
Rated the pitty of Alfred induced him 
to raife fiom their afhes, -'nd to re- 
edify. It has alfo been Hated, that 
in tne former centuries religion was 
the pafTion of the An^lc-baxons, and 
that through the reftiamts, fccludons, 
and privations, concomitant to a mo- 
naitic life, they, fought a pafDge to 
eternal happinefsj but, in tliis refpeCl, 
a eonfiderabie change had been wrought 
in their difpofirions, from the profper- 
ous and adverfe ciicumllances of the 
times With regard to the latte’’, the 
military flame which had fuhiided in 
the minds, and (mouldered in the ho> 
fonis of tiieir lathe's, and which, even 
in their Princes and Nobles, had only 
flittered in enaiic gleams that ferved 
to light them to the altar, the incnrlion 
of the Danes fanned, animated, and 
revived into a blaze, which caught 
from man to man, and fiom rank to 
ravkt from the Monarch to the PeaJant. 
As their military paflion was infhmed 
their monadic ardour cooled; they left 
their cloiflers, ranged themlelves in 
the Held, and tl^ir cxeitions were 
ci’owmd with Aiccefs. With rcfpeCl 
to the profperons circiimflances of the 
times, which thofe exeitions pioduwed 
and <dicited, it will be obferved, that if 
the commerce of the country fnftcrcd 
from the piratical expeditions of the 
Danes, the arts and manufactures weie 
depreffed in the fame proportion ^ but 
that thefe, with trade their concomi¬ 
tant, revived and expanded upon their 
expulHon, or the adoption of thofe few 
that fettled in the vicinity of London. 

Thefe revulfions in the moral and 
oliticai Hate produced, and were com. 
ined with, a variety of interna) regu¬ 
lations, which, in the very flrfl Hagc oC 


them, gave rife to a nenv prefej^nn^ 
namely, that of the praCtifers and in. 
terpreters of law} which, with their 
other avocations Teems fo thoroughly 
to have atrraCfed the attention of the 
Englilh, particularly of the inhabitants 
of London, that Alfred found himfelf 
involved in great difflculty in filling 
the convents that he had ereClcd j in- 
fumucli, that it is Hated by AfTer that 
theie was fcarce a man to be found 
willing to embrace a monalhc lifej 
and fuel] was the gene’a) diflike to 
taking or refuming their vows, that 
apparently there was hardly a Monk in 
the kingdom; fo that the King was 
obliged to rcpeople thofe fabrics with 
foreigners. 

Having alluded to the revival of arts 
and manuf.a(:tutes, and the expanlion 
of commerce, in the reign of Alfred, 
it would give us great pJeaftire if we 
could detail coneClly the improve- 
nients of the funner and theparricu- 
iars of the latter; but of thefe, alas! 
we are only able to judge f'oni advent!, 
lions ci.’tiimrtances. We know that 
pahices, churches, inonaHeiies, houfes, 
and fliips, weie eieCfed ; confequenily 
that .1 number of aits and Iciences coJ. 
laterally allied to aichiteCfure mult 
have been in opeiation ; we know alfo 
that manufaCtuies and mechanics mult 
have made fume piogieK; and, ftom 
the laws that weie made, and the legu- 
Litions that vieie adopted, tliat g^cJjtnfe 
which is the germe or k'inei of legal 
knowledge, was as confpicurus in the 
jiuirpi udence uf the country .n it is at 
the pref^rnt enlightened period. Jn. 
dtetf we liavehoui ly occ-iion to know, 
thit when wefpeak of the ** wifdomof 
our anceflors,'’ thefe words have a 
meaning which is bur. little fliaded or 
tclipicd by the fortnjic biilliancy of 
their pofterify. 

Though the commerce of this coun. 
try and of the metropolis is fuppofed 
in the time of Allied to have been pur- 
fued upon a leiy contraded Icale, in 
coniparifon to its progrclllve Hate in 
alterages, the pofltflion of jewels, lilken 
robes, incenfe, and a vmety of other 
luxuries, indicate, in a double point of 
view, that there was feme, and that the 
mechanic arts kept an eijiial pace with 
the impoi t.itlrn of materials upon which 
they were called to operate. The dia¬ 
mond would have been of little more 
value than a pebble could it neither 
have been polifhed nor fet; the filk,' 
in its law Hate, would have been 

deemed 
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deemed a ufelefs dni^, had there not 
been artizans ikilled in its manufac* 
ture i and the perfume of the incenfe 
would hive never afeended from the 
altars, if woikmen could not have been 
found to fui m cenfers from which it was 
difl'ufed among the people. In fa^t, 
thofe luxuiles, as his been obfeived, 
indicate a degree of refinement analo* 
^oiis to a more polilhed age j while the 
improvements tint we have dated, the 
encouragem< nt of the arts, and the 
attention to the equal diltnbution of 
jultice, which aie, in the hiftory of 
this ptilod, fo obvioj':, feem to have 
givin Mahility to the regulations and 
inhitutions of the Monarch, and to 
hive b‘*en the piecurfurs of that com< 
meicial opu’ence and fcientific enfl- 
nence which have for a long feiies of 
years diltinguiihed this lihnd. • 
The coin of this period does not 
feem to exhibit a very favouiable Ipc- 
cimen of the irt of engraving *. Very 
few pieces difpliv the portrait of the 
Monarch. Satished with the inferip* 
tion of his name, (wh«ch. indeed, was 
fuHicient to render any coin or medal 
famous,) the fabricatois did thofe No¬ 
blemen or Goweinois who were proba¬ 
bly hi$ fivourites the honour to in- 
Icribe tlietis on tlie reverie. One of 
thefe is dedicated to ** that miiroi of 
holineis, tite gieated and molt famous 
of our Englith Siints, St. Cuthbert,” 
wliofe none appears with that of his 
Monarch} and we hold tint it was 
inipoifible that he could have found 
a Airer wry to defeend with honour to 
polteiity f. 


* Among the commercial eccentricities 
of the prelent age, the Jlrett-ivrittn^ in 
the old Roman character (of which we 
thick lome fpecunciw were dug up at 
Heiculareiim or Pompeii,) was molt 
admirably cenluied in page 99 of this 
Volume. From a I'uivey of the Saxon 
coin, we, though with cunliderable dilh- 
dence, ventuie to ftiggelt an improve¬ 
ment, which is, that our (hops Ihould 
be labelled in furure in that chaia6ler, 
which, as it is by far lefs intelligible 
than the Roman, would be a much great¬ 
er object ot wonder. It might too have 
a m lal efT-fl, and, by ciufing our ideas 
to I cur to the days of Alfied, lead us to 
i«Hr*l thit, by purliung the path;« of 
00^0/4 and wrlite, be reached the goal of 
opulriice and happineis.

The ftate of tbe boln in every coun¬ 
try has been reforted to, and depended 
upon, as the Aireft criterion by whicb 
the Rate of what are termed the polite 
arts could be determined $ but this ia 
by no means to be relied on with refpeft 
to the Saxon, for it is in many initancea 
certain, and in molt undifputed, that 
the circulating medium of thofe people, 
whether it iAued from the Mints in 
the metropolis, or was fabiicated in 
thofe of the provincial cities and 
towns, is through the whole feries* 
in point of delign and execution, 
equally execrable. Nor is the mo¬ 
ney of the Danes in the fmalleft degree 
bettei. In the reign of King Athelltan, 
about thirfy years after the demife of 
Alfred, that Monaich is Aid to have 
turned his attention to this lubjeiV, 
but with little luicefs} for although 
he decreed^ that no money Ihould oe 
coinfd but in the towns icferred to in 
the note •, which were then the chief

affairs of Alfied were in their moll 
deranged hate, ard htmlllf ahiconding'in 
the I lie of Athelnev, bt. Cuthbert ap» 
peaitd to him and to his wile’b inuther, 
declaring to ih.'in that the Almighty was 
reconciled to him, and pardoned his uf. 
fences, (the chiefcli whereof weie, the 
regleft of his duly, and too much ad¬ 
dition to hunting in his youth, as St, 
Neot had wamed him,) and would fud- 
denly give him a decided viOory over his 
enemies, (which happened at Eddington,) 
and would letlore him to his kingdom., 
The King, in gratitude, gave to the fer- 
viceotGvid (in St. Cutbhert's Chuich,) 
the province now called ihe Bilhopiic of 
Duiham, and oidered his name to be 
engiaved upon the coin, as he did alio 
that of Uuilred, Governor of Hamplbire. 
This kind of compliment we mull ob» 
ierve, from its fimphcity and elegance, 
lliows in the Itrungelt light the lnnat|pa- 
litenefs which opeiated in the miniT of 
the Monaich.

The 
manual operations, pieparatiops, iSce., it 
is almoll needlefs to hate, mull have been 
the woik many. 

• It has been Hated, that the Saxoji 
coin (and indeed every other Inicir^ ot 
oui money down to the reign vt Chai )es,) 
was hammered; but this a very iiight 
in/pe£linn of the pieces will Icive to fhow 
us was impolhble. All th'>le that weie 
in clicuUtion have an obaetfe and a re¬ 
verie ; the figure*, bulls, and letters upon 
which, unieis they weie loideiei, mull 
have been imprefiTed at one iircke with a 
damp, or one revolution of the Jfy a 
prefs. That the Romans had thefe in- 
Hruments, and carried their operations to 
great peifeflion, no one ever doubted ; 
and it is equally reafonable to believe, 
thaf the Britons adopted them from their 
Hitt conquerors. The Saxons, of courfe, 
had them Irom the Biitors. Hammered 
money, which was littleknown at Rome, 
was as little ufed in this Ifland ; though 
it is probable, that many pieces which 
bore the impreffion of the Holy Virgin, 
favourite Saints, &c., worn iulpended 
on the bofomt, or to the rofaries^ of the 
people, were ebafid, i» t% hammered; but 
jn tMfe the figures, &c. weie but on one 
fide. Medallions were alio, in fometn- 
ftanccs, hammered; fo weie many other 
pieces defigned to commernoiate partlcu- 


intricacy, are machines that require 
much nicety and coireflnefs in theii* 
condrufl'on and execution. 

Connected in a veiy confiderable de¬ 
gree with the coinage is (he arts of re¬ 
fining and working in gold and filvet' 
and othermetaU. That rhele flourilh. 
ed in the leign of AthelHan we leain 
from the legend of 8t. Dunllan, who 
was laid to excel not only in thofe but 
in painting and mufic. His proficiency 
in the latter gave his enemies an oppoi • 
tunity to chaige him before the King 
of having pia^ifed magic ; a charge 
whu'h would hive been deemed ot 
conliderablc importance even in the 
lixteenth centuiy; no wonder, theie- 
f(}re, that theS^int was banilhed for it 
in the tenth. Howevei, the dilfeient 
curious works in which he U Hated 
to have been a pi oficient, Hiow that the 
ai ts fi cm which they emanated were then 
known and praftiled in the metropo¬ 
lis ; for it duck not appear that he was 
conlidered in thefe matteis wi/er than 
otheis, oi deemed a conjurer except 
ill one inltance*

doubt, fince the invention of the machines 
to which we have alluded, whether the 
hammer, in the common acceptation of 
thic teim, has ever been uled to coin 
intended for genual, ur even local ciicu- 
lati n. 

* The idea, (hat men of fuperlor ge¬ 
nius effefled many things by magic,winch 
expeiicnce pitves to be within the cem- 
pal's of mechanical poweis, have been 
prevalent in evciv age, down to the dole 
of the feventeerth century. Albertus 
Magnus, Friar Bacon, Dr. FauAus, and 
a hundred others, have had the accufa- 
tion of dealing with evil fpirits urged 
againft them. The harp of St. Dunilan 
appears to have been ot that fpecies which 
has fince obtained the appellation of .^Eo.

That its fpirit at commercial adven¬ 
ture, which had bern, though faintly, 
elicited by Alfn^d, was tottered and en- 
courayed by Athel tan, is ceitain } for 
we find that he made a law, by which 
it was enabled, th'tt the rank ot 
ibnuld br c 'interred on tve^y •nC'Cliaot 
who made three voyages over tbe fea 
with a vcir”' and cargo of his own. 
But although this proves the nauciry 
of m<* chants, or rl^ir want of fpiiU, 
perhaps ot piouerty. yet italfi provd, 
that adventuies of this nature bad 
been ci owned with fucceis, or eifr 
Che Monarch would i ever have pro- 
po'ed this method ot attaining the 
rank of Nobility, which we are in¬ 
clined to think wis a wife one, as 
it was calculated to raife the mercan¬ 
tile* (h^rafter to a level with the ecclefi* 
aft'cal and the military, which it^s 
obaious thediffeienr circumftances of 
the timet had, at different periods, too 
much elevated. 

Memoirs e/* Immanuel Kant. 

MMANUfcL Kant, the Aibjeff of the 
prelent Mf'inoii, known, and fe 
highly etteemed on tbe Continent for 
his metaphyfical acutenef;, was brnn 
on the of April, 1724, at Konigf. 
^rg, in Pruflia, near the Saddle-llieet, 
in thefubuibs. His pi'enrs held a re 
fpeffable though not high *ank in life, 
his lathe*’ being a fadler, of the name of 
ohn Geoige Kant. The latter, though 
orn at Memel, was originally defeend- 
e i from a Scotch taiMly. 

Kant*sintelle£lual qualifications were 
by no means of an ordinary damp. He 
poiTelfed an exit aordinary faculty of re¬ 
taining woids, and repretentingabfenc 
things to hiraleU. often cited long 
paflaget from ancient and modern wru 
ters, particu'arJ^ hit favourite poets, 
Horace and Virgil, Hagedep’n and Bur- 

mutt have had fome degree of refinement 
to have invented or adopted a mulieal 
inftrument of thU nature, as well as in¬ 
genuity to have formed the wirts, and to 
^nave combined ^e vgrioui pai,tt,pf its 
couftruAion*

many who bad then them: th^s, 
fxamp]«i be onioe gave adefcriptiM,)fi 
the pnefence of a Londoner, of Wcj|- 
joinfter bridge, according to its forip 
and ttruffure. length, breadth, height, 
and dimenfionaof all its parts, fo tbac 
tbe Englilhmin inquired bow inan|r 
years he bad been in London, aad whe¬ 
ther be had dedicated himlelf to arcbi- 
tefture ? Upon which he was alTured, 
that Kant had neither patted the bouop 
daricsotPiulfia, nprhad been an arebU 
{e(tt. A fifnilar quettion was put tobin 
by Biydone, to whom he unfolded, In 
converlatidb, all the relative fituationy 
of Italy.' By the aid of his quick obCey- 
vation andpleerconiception, he was en¬ 
abled toconveife with admirable accu¬ 
racy on cherftical experitnenti, although 
he had never once witpefied any proQe^ 
in chemiltiy, and dul not begin tbe 
tbeoietical ttgdy till after the fixtietb 
year of hi$ age. Dr. Hagen, the greag 
chemitt, could not foibear exprelfing 
his pei^eibf attunifliment, while con- 
verling with Kant at dinner on tbe 
fubjeff, to fipd any one able, by fimpte 
reading, to make himlelf Inch a iper/e^ 
mailer of a feenoe fo dlttiwulc. 

But the mott prominent /eatuqe ijp 
Kant's intelleflual charafler, was the 
accuracy with which he analyled (bp 
mott complex ideas. Nothing efcaped 
the fciutiny of his intelle^ual eye* 
Whatever was perceivable to others in 
the moral and phylical world became 
manifett to him. iU difeoveted, thcirp-> 
fore, fo eafdy, the incongruities of othv 
men's fentiments, and traced, with un- 
fpeakabic precifion, their errors to the 
true fogree. He bad likewife an afto- 
nilbing faculty of unfold!^ the ippitt 
abttru'e ptincivdes, and digeftipg fin- 
gulAT and indiyidqpl ientiments inxoat 
lytteinatic .order. Herein confifted ,ih/s 
originality of bis mind. All bis pbilp- 
fophical conceptions ttowed from aim 
inexhauAibie fource of his own reafoi^* 
The facility with which he deduced 
every thing from his own refle&Uoaa, 
gave him at length fuch an babitugl 
faipillarity with himlelf, that he could 
not properly enter into the (entimenqi 
of 0‘ners. He found all in his owp 
mind which anfwered bi* purpofe, and 
had, therefoie, no occafion tor fqreigii 
refouices* 

*With all this dep^ of reflefition, 
Kant was, notffithftaodingi a wit. 

Ho 
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He bid fi^uent and iVidden ftrokes 
of ready wit it binH^ to give a grace 
and inrer^fit to bit converlatson, writ* 
ings, and leAurea. He was a general 
adinirer of ail that polifliet and beauti* 
fiet the graver topics ^ and, in hit !ec* 
turct, he ftudird to acquire an agree* 
able delivery, with an ea^y flow of 
wordt. Hit manner of adoreft, how* 
-cvers wai peculiarly well adapted to 
the nature ol his difcourfe. On mo¬ 
rality he could move his audience to 
teart. He knew how to give the dry 
fub]e£lt of logic and pneumatics an 
ca(y turn, that rendered them even 
amuiing j but on metaphyfics he was 
abitrufe, and, for beginnert, not per- 
feftl^ intelligible. He was (binefimes 
earned, by a too great minuteneft, 
away from the main fubj^£l, to which 
be was then forced abruptly to return. 
He was nlfo liable to be confuled by 
the fmallell trifles. One day, ir parti- 
cuiar, he difeoyered a remarkable em* 
barraflVnent, and contefled afterwards, 
that one of the audience who had a coat 
^ with a button wanting had been (he 
' caufe of his difeompofure, from the in* 
voluntary attraftion of bis eyes and 
mind to the defeAive quarter. 

We mufl not foreet to view IC^nt in 
another ivlation, wh'ch does honour to 
his heart s this was, his warm and (lea* 
dy attachment as a friend. Profeflbr 
Rhunken was the bofom friend of his 
youth. This fiiendfhip was the oflT- 
spring of congenial fentiment, and 
hfted till the death of the former. 


of his own fentiments, sn particular re« 
ference to the cafe of the Etiglilhman. 
His impreflive planner of reafoning, 
combined with his good-nature, had 
fucli an eflFedl on Mr. Green, (for that 
was the name of the Gentleman^) that 
he acknowledged the imp<‘opricty of 
his own rondu£l, and folicitcd Kant'i 
pardon, which was immediately grant¬ 
ed. Green attended Kant to his houfei 
and, from that hour, a friendihip was 
commenced, which terminated only 
with the death of the foimer Mr, 
Green was a whimlical, but welUin* 
formed man, poflefled of many excel¬ 
lent qualities of the head and heart. 
]Cant found in him fo much folid 
jntellefl, thJt he never ptiblilied any 
thing without flift fubmitting it to hi| 
judgment. 

Kant was of a remarkable flender 
and delicite make i and his body wai 
covered with fo little flefli, that his 
clothes could never be made to fit, 
but byartiflciil means. His nervous 
and ii'ufi'ul'j’ (yllem was no lefs ten¬ 
der. He was five feet high ; but his 
hear! wr'S la'ge in proportion to the 
red of his b>i<ly. He had a flat bread, 
thatb'-ni almoil inwanis ; and his right 
ihoulder proje.lled ratlui out His form 
was otherwife qiiite perfe^- H:i face 
when youngmutl have been ha-dfomej 
he had a fielh colour, and fine large 
blue eyes, which were as expreffive of 
goodnefs as talent. 


Theodore Gottlob von Hippel, Secre. 
tary at War to hts Prufltan Majelly in 
Konigfbei'g, a man well known for his 
literary performances, lived many years 
jn the clofefl intercourfe with Kant) 
Bsalfo the General* Bnmet, von Mayer, 
'Von Loflbii. With Lambert, Sulzer, 
and Garve» be held a very interefling 
literary corrcfpondeDce. His neareft 
and dearell friend, however, was one 
Green, an Englifli merphanr, reading 
at Konigfberg. Their friendfhip was 
occafioned by the following Angular 
pccyprencei—Kant was expatiating 
once, in a coflfee houfe, during the 
American war, with fome warmth, in 
favour’ of the Americans, and avaintt 
the En'glifh, when a man fudnenly 
ftarted up, and declared himfelf oflend- 
td by the refledlions thrown on his 
pountry, and demanded honourable 
AttsfsCTion. Kant, undiflurbed by 
tbit firange mode of attack, continued 
td buf flriking illui^rafion

TN the two preceding cafes that have 
^ come undrr our confideration, we 
have endeavoured to fee a little of the 
world in the country« and perhaps, 
with refpe^l to what may be with pro¬ 
priety deemfd its furjaett as much may 
he difeerned from Cader ldris% or the 
profped at Rof^, as at Cou't, or at an

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Our ideal t Few men behold it in the 
fame point of view} yet there are fewer 
ftiii that are hardy enough to diflent 
from the general opinion of (he me« 
dium thiough which it (h^uld be con 
templa ed. "However, among thefe, it 
is certain that fome eminent authors 
have taken the lead. Addifon and 
Steele feemed occalionaliy to think 
that the world might he viewed to 
the g earer ^^dvantage the higber they 
a(ce:iJetl. Swift and A'butlinot, though 
of a dilferent party, were of the fame 
opinions yet, as if they had agrtt 4 
to difa^rttt they never could hit upon 
the fame points whence they might 
take their obfirvatisns cunrequetitl)| 
it hat h'eqae.itly happened lo all of 
them, th>t by a double obliquity of 
vili(m thr obje'ls that were at the tip 
feeined immerled in the deepeji Jhade \ 
while, contrary to evety i nie >if pi«!:fu 
reiique arrangement, the bi^hcft Ugbt 
fell upon thoi’e at the bottom* rise/ 
have therefore, more than once, con-

of cafes as m.jy be obierved, we fhall 
not corred our exprelfion.) In mar¬ 
ried life, as well as in finide, every 
man may be laid, like Adam, and 
every woman, like Eve, (aiiJ indeed 
they are in many pthcr jcfpc^s (sf# 


Few,) to have worlds 6f’ their owtf* 
They have a world of pleafure, a world 
of buftnefs, a world of affairs, ai world 
of engagements, a world of Hchea, A 
world of di'trefs, a World ofdiifipa*' 
dOn, and a world of piety. They have 
a fober world, an intoxicared worlds 
a feandalous world, a faihionable 
world, a foolifh world, and a world 
of wifdom. Thefe Worljs are the 
obje^ls of different (peculations, and 
thofe perfons are thought the wifeft- 
that have feen the molt' of theini 
therefore, as they are not all to be 
viewed at one view, nor in one pUut^ 
we take it lhat a delire to acquire that 
fort of wifdom which we have hinted

Having in this /itwimn/manner, and 
fo much tooiiretve fatisfaftion, fettled 
the modes and motives of, and for, fee¬ 
ing the world, we muft Kill entreat the

years arifen from the fe?** and are* 
under the denomination of •waftring- 
fluces, perhaps like Venice in more 
. refpefts than mere locality. 

All the world mud’ know. Mr. Solo- 
ihon Scrip* of the Stock Exchange* 
whofe elegant villa on the Stratford 
Road all the world has admired. This 
manlioh had its found')ts.>n in bene¬ 
volence* for it arofe from many good 
tmiu in favour of the (aid Solomon* 
was fupported by a number of iucky 
kitej and as ihe hiying is, completely

Omnium. Thefe gwd tbingt had given 
to Solomon* the architetT of his own 
fortune* a reputation for wi/dom equal 
to that of any of his ebgaemenijist whe¬ 
ther Jenui or Ciirillians.

rit* it attributed to the unpatriot critic 
all exemption from the defers he ^0 
ably cenfured. 

It will be perceived, however, that 
in truth no national chara 61 er bad a 
right to arrogate to itfelf a fuperiority 
over that of the French* as not any ever 
afforded fewer infUnces o( levity and 
inconfiancy in matters of gieat im¬ 
portance} and for the individual, per- 
tups the man who it faithful to his 
religion* his King, and Ms honour, 
may claim the privilege of diverfify- 
ing his bufinefs and pleafures his own 
way, without being accufed of frivolity. 
One hour he may enjoy the Awiety of 
an amiable or accomplifbed woman, 
another he may ftudy Bofluet or Mo'n- 
tefquieu, or turn over the pages of a 
poet i fometimet he may laugh at the 
French Theatre, or amufe himfelf at 
the Italian} Jbmetimes be may join in 
a concei*t* or mix in the gaiety of the 
dance» all tbeCe things he may do, and 
yet fulfil the duties of his nation in 
life. It is by properly underllandine 
the precept or Horace, *• blinding tot 
mfiful*witb tbt pUafnraldiy' that we can 
give happinefs to ourielves or commu¬ 
nicate it to others.* 

Nothing can Oiow more forcibly the 
contemptible arguments of confined 
sninds* on the fubje^ of national cha- 
rafler, than a view of the diffetence in 
tafte in different nations, and of differ¬ 
ent authors in each. The grave and 
majeftte (tile of the Spaniards, the eay 
and volatile of the French, the forcible 
and impetuous of the EngliOi, the fine 
and delicate of the Italians* the folid of 
the Qermant} and as we find in the 
works of different authors of the fame 
nation the fublime of Corneille* the 
vichnefs of Racine, the fenfe of Boi- 
leau, the gaiety of Moliere, the ftrength 
of mind of ^(fuet, the delicacy of 
F^elon^ the noble of Malherbe^ the 


briltuney 'of 'FontMiflte, the 
of Fontaine, the rapidity of 8onrd|i- 
loue, the infinuation of Maffilon, tha 
profundity of Msllebrancbct toe ievitt 
of Pcltffon. the elegance of Qreffets tnt 
ingenuoufnefs of Voltaire*! profe, ana 
the harmony of the Odes or Roufleatt* 

It has been the cuAom of national 
too, to reproach the French for tfu^ 
fondnefs for drefs, and it hat been prW 
duced as a proof of their levity 1 ba^ i(f 
fo, the fame cenfure might be fairir 
extended round the globe. The fonot 
nefs for drefi may be a weakneft, buti| 
if the weakneft of all mankind. Tb# 
Chinefe, t^e Perfiant,aDd the Indian^ 
like the French* have each of them 1 
firailar infatuation} and even the ^ 
vaget have it, who pierce their nottrUt 
to (ufpend /ings to them, who adom 
their beads with feathers, and who 
paint their (kins with the ngurce pf 
animals. The pa(Hon for omtmenS 
may be ridiculous} but is it not naorw 
ridiculous to think that ig is a inerktt 
wear^ ill-made or unbecoooing 
becauieit was the falhiun of our gcaao* 
fathers? If the dignity of reafoiifmi^ 
at the youth who plealea himfelf wstjh 
the cut of a frock, or delights in the 
cavalier air of a hat a ih wha| 
ought it to do at the old batchelm# 
dreffed in a formal cut brown coat with 
long (leeves, and a deep-crowned haU 
that gives him a mighty grave and 
folenm air, that reminds us of the 
** J fie plmnfy enough the rebe emd tbt 
beard 9/ pbihfipby^ but nvbere it tbe pW- 
fipberr' 

There is, therefore, 
bltjfi\ and the Arft has at Tealt foiiio- 
thing agreeable to recommend it, bo- 
Tides the neceffity of conforming ia 
Tome meafure to the fafhion 1 thefe 
little addenda do no injury to the vaR 
volume ol a nation's charafler, where 
the title page prefents moxality and 
religion. 

It was chiefly upon thefe grounds of 
inconflancy of puriuit and a Involous 
fondnefs for drefs* that the Frenchman 
was found guilty j but the national 
charafler then was pure, and the mind 
of the people uninjured.

politenefs, and an hofpitality towards 
ftrangers, always offered with kindneft, 
and without oftentation • thefe afr

el the PreHph iiation» and whkh cer. 
tainlf eoniHtuted a chara£^er of import* 
ittce and fislidiry in the worlds and 
worthy ofM|;h confidention*

#Cllgloift i^nouri gallantry, 1 mean 
dut gaiUnt^ which ia bravery and' 
ihntrodty, there ji little to be feared

j^r thofe who can afford It, in things 
^ntilit^ and choice, the moll eomino* 
liiotia and elegant aie the be^} and the

ges and vicHTitudes than circumAances

Itie noticeable, too, that one criti* 
fflfh upon the French chara^er was, 
miii' eeceflsve politenefs to v'omen, 
di^d^thelr paflion for gallantry wuh the

pure gallantry is an honourable affec- 
tfbfl of the foul, that gives brilliancy 
K> the talents and* adorns the under 
Ibnding I it embelliflies the mot trif¬ 
ling purAiits and occupations, g;ives 
Ibciety numerous charms by an ex* 
Chtnge of reciptocal civilities and po¬ 
lite o0ic<s, and conlfitutes what the 
FVehch once were in pofleAion of, Ut 
Hm^aacet, now loft in the bai bayous 
ttbieVements of political fury and party 
iiUngeance. 

It is ^id by a philofopher, that a

pardon aftor we have OoWIpiOlod, oftd 
knows how ro unite fcouVtg^and g«no* 
rofity, and tho virtues of ■ OiHstn to^ 
thole of a hero. The fbciety of womoA 
teaches alfo Kow to affociate the dell^ 
cacy of fentiment with the elegancy of 
expreflion and the ornamentf of nile*

Bruye'e, Montefquieu, the Biftop of 
Meaux, Miilhranche d'Amaud, Pafeah 
the admirable Feneloo, the celebrated 
Mohhre, that philofophioai painter,who 
it played and admired from Lifbon to 
Mofeow. from Naples to Stockholm, 
the criticifhit of Boileau, have all the 
characters of wifdom { and for the mi* 
litary ait, Henry the IVtli, Turenne, 
Vendome, have an undoubted claim to 
the title of men of great minds. In 
politics, (of thofe politics which are 
not tiooked lubtleties to anfwer the 
menrnt, but fiich as embrace every 
thing that can corHitute thehappinen 
ofa State,) what na^mes ran be fuperior 
to tbo/e of Catdinal d*Amboife,-de 
Sully, and de Colbert ? 

The opinion that the French feldoA 
think, was partly eftablilhed by the in* 
difterence of the iowei order of people 
to ^ftairs of ftate, and becaufe a mectiX* 
me wus not a politician, nor did ainufb 
himfelf in idle difcuflioos tefpedinjg 
theCouftand Miniftws t hut this opi¬ 
nion is againft true wifdom, which di* 
reds the

of Pboedrus, for the happtiierf of aUi 
Meditations of the kind only ferve lo 
dsiturb, piplex, and lead aftray, the 
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* ** Every Unc in his fletion/

neot^ There are many great and im¬ 
portant truths which mapi by a falfe 
^plication, lead the ignorant into 
irreeoeable errors. There are aifo 
ibme fnbjeAi on which it would not 
only be ufeleftt but even dangeroui» 
to nx their attention. A good judg> 
ment, the knowledge of their proper 
ftatiOA, and the love of their ducyi 
iselh in reference to their own haopi* 
nerti they ought to look to. KefleAion 
h entirely ufelefs if it dees not tend to 
make us better and happier | and the 
firft fhntiments of men who are not 
corrupted in* focie^are aJmoftalwau 
the bed. In ill claflet, in all 6tuations, 
the man who endeavours to avoid error 
and the coiomifliom of crimes, and who 
has a real difpobtion to be quiet and to 
do good, is a wot rhy citizeo. If you 
had pi’opofed to a Fi'enchman of half a 
century ago to betray bis Sovereign, 
hr abandon his religion, you would 
have fubjeAed yourlelf to an honour¬ 
able reieotment, or he would bawe 
ihunned you with contempt. 

The fall of the French nation by the 
convulflons of a revolution hat been 
owing to the abandonment of thole 
principles that were the Afegaard of 
the people's happinefs. 

A complete revolution is that great 
overthrow which changes at once‘the 
laws, the manneis, and the charait^r of 
a nation, which of a monarchy makes a 
republic, and of a lawful IC>rtg an 
unirping defpot, crowned by one con> 
fpiration, and perhaps beoeaded by 
another, without the people finding 
his criminal tuccellbr one ^ jot more 
woitby, and withoiit giving more 
liberty or happinels to even the arti- 
tans of his etevatioh. 

I call I evolutions the calamitrec of 
an unquiet people, who mifiake the 
means, or who exceed themodeiation, 
Dtcelbry to the work of redieifing 
grievances | who, After many civil 
troubles, and much lufs of generous 
blood, havtog forlook tbetr God * and

Ad|iid» and he emfed Dioud to be 
brought before him to rellore the ttone} 
but that cruel wretch having the Sou* 
badih of Aj<neer in his favour, var- 
«i4bed h's tale fo artlu)ly> that, O 
OPrince Ve/dijurdd! thy noble father 
Icould not difeem the truth through 
Abe veil of deception. The wicked 
Ikioud infilled that I owed him feveniy 
.qgold mohuit, and that h% only made 
^afe of the pebble until that money 
•Iboold be repaid him. In vain did 
1 attempt to prove that what I owed 
• was only a trifle, that Y had done him 
•jmiumeiable fervicei without talcing 
.nay account of them, and tbat'the ueb 
fale was woi th feventeen rhoufanfl times 
that furo. It was then that the Prince 
Yefdijurdd became my enemy ) for it 
was thy counfei,0 Prince I tmteaufed 
my complaint to be difmtflcd. 

I returned home quite difcenlolate, 
and had nearly given rnyfeif up to de 
Ipair, when one morning, as I was fit¬ 
ting at my door in a penhve attitude, I 
6w the old man approach who had fold 
me the pebble. 1 was quite diitrefl'ed 
to think what 1 bad bell fay to him* 
He, however, did net wait to be fpoken 
fo, but accofted me very kindly j and 
when 1 told him that X was not pre 
pared to pay him, deflied me not to 
make myfeU unealy about it) and in* 
deed be was fo friendly, that at length 
1 could not help burning into leais, 
and felling him all the misfortunes 
that had happened to me. At sshich 
heonly reproved me very mildly, and 
faid that the pall could not be reme* 
died. 1 a(ked him to endeavour to re* 
cover the pebble for me, by applying to 
ibe Sottbadah in my favour.*— It is 
not in my power,' cned the old jewel 
merchant} *tb« decrees of Adjitd are 
irrevocable, nor can anv mortal inter* 
fere with his jufrice. However,* faid 
he, * let us go 'into the houle, and it 
may be that 1 may do you fbme good.* 
w—At foon at we entered, he dehicd my 
•wile to fill four cups with water} 
which as fqon as Ailed, he turned him 
dslf to the fun, and b.cached upon 


them. * The tidings of bone,' Aid 
he, * art received } and although 1 
cannot get the pebble from the hands 
of Daaud, ftill the mighty Oenii whofe 
workmanlhip k is has the power tn 
deprive-it ofall its virtues} from hence* 
forth the taiifman will ceaie to be of 
any ufe to its pofleflbr who has come fo 
unfairly by it.* 

Although 2 could not get the peb¬ 
ble reftored to me, yet I was very much 
pleafed that the ungrateful Daoud could 
derive no benefit from it, ami the more 
fo when X heard that owing to his be¬ 
ing polfofTed of fo valuable a treafure 
he had built himfelf a large ftone 
houfe, and that upon the exorbitant 
Turns he had afked for its ufe he had 
fared very funiptuoully. I did not 
will Daoud any barm, hut 1 confefs 
that I was pleafed that he would not 
profper in his wickednefs. * Come 
with me,* faid the old man, * and yoq 
fliail lee theetfe^l of my prayer in your 
favour.* With thefe words he put a 
(mall bit of gold in my tight hand, 
rgfembling one that he placed in the 
palm of his own, which he told me 
caufed us to become inviftble. He 
defired me to'Ihut my eyesj and in 
a few minutes, upon opening them 
again, 1 found myfelf in my own 
houfe. Daoud was at the bead of the 
table, drefled in a gold and filver robe. 
Several gi*eat men were feated next 
him} and in s few feconds, in a mo¬ 
ment of exultation, he prc^uced the 
pebble. One of his guefis, who was an 
Omrah, deHied to be fati^Bed of its 
virtues, for which many pieient were 
ready to vouch. At length its counlel 
being afked in a particular queflion, he 
took the flint in bis hand, and flriking 
it with fome force, the fparks of Are 
came and lun in a liquid form On the 
floor. I immediaiely thought that tha 
old man had deceived me or himlelf} 
but inflead of the liquid fire forming 
the blefied charaAers of inftruAiem, 
it only fell in a black mafs on the 

f ;round, and exhaled a noifome vapour, 
b powerful that none could remain 
in the place. Daoud turned pale wbtn 
he obferved that the talifman would not 
anfwer the defired queflion, and tried it 
in vain over and over again. The 
Omrah treated him with fcorn, and all. 
the guefts went away diflatisfied, or 
fniiling with contempt at htsprefump- 
tion I while thofe who had feen him 
ufe it liefere, wondered at the circun* 
fiance of its effort having ceafed,

The avowed objfft of this 
which was inftitiited In'jyM} and of’ 
which His Royal Higbnefs'the puke of' 
York is Prefident, Is to give a ffoof 
education, with tile means ^fafcrumng 
an honelt livelihood, to cevtaih ytrtigg 
perfons of both fiMes, who muft other- 
wife fet out in life under ctrcopiltaBCes' 
of peculiar disadvantage 4 Ind who* if 
not maintained, educated, reforhied,’ 
and inltinfVed m ‘Vinrioas branchfv of' 
ufeful indultry' by thin Chartm 
would probably fall into bad 4iabdt,‘' 
and become the wretched *p)ipils Sf 
vice and profligacy. 

What, we may aflc, can be moie 
laudable than fuch a purpofe t What 
can be of mote utility to the fta*e, 
than to convert thole, who, by their 
birth, or in their infancy, are Income 
outlaws, as it were, and rebels to fo* 
ciety, into good fubj^t, and uieful 
members of the Community f The va¬ 
lue ol a number of individoaU trained 
up to boned induflry may be ealily 
elTimated j hut Who Ihall calculate what 
is laved to the public, by flopping, in 
the beginning of their career, thofe 
who mult otherwife leek a livelihood 
by fraud or violence, and plunder for 
fubfiitence, until they can be overtaken 
b)r the (low and relulflant hand'of cri¬ 
minal juftice ? It i« noferfoQs, that 
among the numbers annually con¬ 
demned in this country‘to death or 
tranfportation, man/ maV be found 
who have been-tutorcd and (fifeiplined 
from their infancy in vicious practices, 
apd who were amvely engl&ged, at a 
very early age, in the commiflion of 
crimes. Nor is this matter of furpi ile 4 
children are much fitter inflruments for 
experienced villany to woik with, than 
accomplices of riper age t being in a 
lefi degree objects of lufpicion, they 
have left vigilance to encounter, on 
• the part of thofe who are to be de¬ 
frauded or attacked 4 they may be ea* 
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ployed without being admitted inio 
the fecrcts of the gang} they can 
therefore make no matcfial difeovenea 
in the event of deletion) and in cafe 
dribcgefs, they will be contented with 
an ificoniidcraoie portion of the plun- 
ttef.’ 

The ehtldren. taken under the care 
df this Society, arc either tbttffspring tf 
fiUns, or fucb at haw tbitkm 
tngaged in criminal t^aSicit* ‘ 
*9ie‘fofmer have probibly been con* 
taminated by the fentiments and exam* 
pll^of the parent before his conviAioi^ 
khd are, at all events, involved in bis 
(tifgvace. sThey are orphans, under 
circumflances which, inftead of recom* 
mendingthem tothe protedlion of their 
neigbbol^ or intereding the feelioge 
of men ij|Their fav«>ur, opei ate in gene¬ 
ral to enfclude them from refpefttble 
fkuations, and to render them in fome 
degree obnoxious to the honeft part of 
the*communiif I'they may indeed be 
fentfo ihe workhouie, but there 
ted theaoblofluy of their birth mufl 
follow them I and as no paiticular care 
will be taken to prevent iheii efcape, 
it is almolt of couife that they (houid 
fly for lefuge to the idle and the profli¬ 
gate, to thole by whom the fate of their 
parents will be confiducd as a recom¬ 
mendation, inflead of being ufed a^ a, 
topic of farofm or 1 eproach(o Wrong¬ 
ly,has the fituation of thcle unfortu¬ 
nate children been felt by the patents 
therofe^ves', that, in feveral initances, 
among the laW piayers of a convifi, 
after iccciving the dieadful fentence 
of the law, has been a requeft to have 
his innocent offspring lefcued fiom 
the baneful cffefl of his crimes, by th« 
interference of this Society. 

The children of the fecond clafs, 
vig. thofe who have themfelves been 
criminal, have alfo ttrong claims on 
the eompalTion of the charitable t iC 
frequently happens, that very fcryiM 
offences are committed at an age whi^ 
does not allow of their being followed 
by legal puniihment t in luch cifes, 
the ottlnder, luidened by deteftion, 
peihaps publicly di'gnced, mull be¬ 
come thenceforward the companion of 
the vicious and difhonelti for with 
perfons of that dcicripcion will he, 
under luch ciicumliances, be moft in¬ 
clined to alfociafc, and bv fuch only 
vBill he then be leceived. In this fitua- 
tionare luch children as have been car- 
lied befoic a Magiltratt fbr theft or 
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Cniudiitent praAices, and have been 
diftbargcd, not in conleqnence of any 
doubt leipedling Uieir guilt, but either 
fer wine of complete legal evidence, or 
through theunwillingnefs of the injured 
party to bring them to trial j or chil¬ 
dren who, after being tried and con* 
vi£led» have been recommended to the 
care of the Society, as fitter fubjefts for 
the dil'cipline of education than for the 
vengeance of the law. It is not abfo* 
Ipteiy neceflary ^hat a child Ihould be 
carried into a Court of Juftice, or 
before a Magifirate, previous to its 
being received by the Society as a 
crimihalf but it Ihould be^obferved, 
that objecls are not admitted on ac¬ 
count of mere youthful irregularities, 
of the etfeds of a truant difpofition, 
or of fuch a6l$ as bear the^omplexion 
of vagrancy rather than of fraud or 
felony I for though the Society is aware 
that fuch condufi is ene (lep towards 
deftruflion, it is obliged, from the 
number of applications made in behalf 
of criminal children, to confine its at¬ 
tention to cafes of grave delinquency. 
There are fome within its walls, upon 
whom (though fentenced to tran (porta- 
tion or death *,) the law mu(t have 
taken its courfe, if the Inllitution had 
not, by preparing an afylum for the 
offender when pardoned, afforded to 
the Crown an opportunity of exercifing 
mercy, without endangering the pub¬ 
lic farety. 

For the reception of the chiU 
dren taken under the care of this So- 
ciety, there is a houfe at Benuondfey 
called l^heRiform, and the large manu- 
fa^ory in St. Oeorge's-fields, [ihe 
building on the lert-iiand in the En- 
CRAVINC,] for the boys; and a fpa- 
cious building adjoining to the Manu- 
faflory, for the girls* All boys ad* 
mitted on account of their own delin¬ 
quency, are (ent in the firft inltance to 
the Reform. This very important ad* 
difidn to the Society’s eitabiilhment 
was made in iBoi, partly in conle- 
quence of the inconvenience and im- 


* fiefidcs many who have been found 
guilty ot capital crimes, there are at pre¬ 
lent under the care of the Society lour 
Jloys who had afluaily received fentence 
of death} fomc ot whem (as lepulented 
to the Cuminittee) could nut have beeg 
pardoned, unJeis the S-civty bad engaged 
tq take (bera. 


propriety of placing fuch as were cri¬ 
minal amonglt thole who had not been 
received as guilty of any crime, and 
partly from the ncceflity of keeping 
buys of the former defeription under a 
ftri^er fuperintendance, and in more 
clofe confinement, than was confid¬ 
ent with the regulations of a manufac¬ 
tory* The fyllem in the Kefofm it 
framed with a view to the amendment 
i*f the moral charaAer by inftru£lion} 
the boys who have come within th« 
notice of the Society for their offences 
having, in mod cafes, been taught no¬ 
thing before but what is wrong, and 
being, in particular, grofsly ignorant 
00 the (ubjeCl of religion* It lias hap¬ 
pened more than once to the Commit¬ 
tee te have boys brought to it (as cri. 
mifiaU) who had not learned the Creed, 
or the Lord’s Prayer, and who appeared 
never to have been in a Church, or to 
have heard the name of God mention¬ 
ed, except in an oath* The boys in the 
Reform are (heretore carefully inltrui^t- 
ed in tiie principles of religion and 
rneraliiy by the Mader, under the im¬ 
mediate Tlireclion of the Chaplain, who 
affords his affiltance perlbiially for that 
pui pofe three times in each week, be- 
tides reading prayers on Sundays. Out 
of fchool hours they are let to pick 
oakum, tliat they may not acquire ha¬ 
bits of idleuefs, by remaining unem¬ 
ployed: whenever any of them appear, 
by the reports of the Chaplain, (which 
ate regularly made in the Committee,) 
to be lufiiciently reformed, they are 
tian^fened to the Manufactory, and 
placed on the lame footing with the 
relt of the boys there j but, till that 
time arrives, they are on no account 
permitted to go out of the Kefurin, 
(which comprehends,hefidesthe houfe, 
a piece of ground^djoming, affording 
ample room for air and exercife, but 
furrounded with a very high wall 
nor are any of thesr triends or other 
perfons, except the members of the 
Committee, and the Magiftrates for 
the Counties of Kent, Surry, and Mld- 
dlelex, admitted to (ee them without 
an order figoed by three of the Com¬ 
mittee. 

The Tons of convifls, not having 
tbemlelves been criminal, are Tent at 
once to the Manufactory,which is very 
exteniive { containing, beftdei accom¬ 
modation for lodging about too hoys, 
workOiops for carrying on the follow* 
ing trades, via. Prw/Mf, Copptr-pUu

Tbefe trades are conducted 
on a Urge Tcale bjr different mafter- 
workmen in the fervice of the Society } 
with one of whom each boy is placed, 
on his admi(hon,in order that he may, 
when of fit age, be bound apprentice to 
him, unlefs he (bould be apprenticed 
out of the ManuFafiory, as mentioned 
afterwards. A fufficient number of 
journeymen are alfo employed to aflift 
in giving the neceflary inftrufVion to 
the boys, or occaftonally to finilh work 
in hand t-^and orders in the feveral 
branches of m-'nufaffure, enumerated 
above, are executed in fuch a manner 
as to enable the friends of the Charity 
to give it the encouragement of tifeir 
cuHom without any injury or inconve¬ 
nience to themrelves. The profits of 
the trades, which are confiderable, are 
carried to the account of the bociety; 
but a portion of the hoys’ earnings 
.ippropruted, by way of reward, to 
I'uch of them as are indufKiuus, part 
of which is paid immediately, and the 
remainder refervcd for their ufe till 
they have ferved out their apprentice- 
fhip, and ceafe to belong to the So¬ 
ciety *. The boys of the Manufactory 
are nnt always confined within their 
own walls, but are occafionalty allowed 
to carry out parcels, and treated like 
other apprentices, or the boys in gieat 
fchools. The whole of this part of 
the efiablilhment is under the infpec- 
tion of a Siiperintendant, refiding on 
the fpot, who fees that the mailer- 
workmen do their duty, and attends 
more particularly to the moral and 
religious conduct and education of the 
boys, under the direction of the So¬ 
ciety's Chaplain. The Manufactory is 
ihown to any refpeClable perfon who 
may choofe to vifit it. 

In order to extend the benefit of 
the Infltcution to a greater number 
than the funds of the Society can 
maintain, the Committee have adopted 
the plan of apprenticing out Tome of 
the bell behaved boys to tradelmen of 
good character with a fulbcient pre> 
miuia j the apprentices fo put out 
are, however, llill confidered as under

the care of the Society; the eoiiduA 
and 6tttation of each of them is in¬ 
quired into from time to time, and 
regular reports of the refult of fudh 
inquiries are laid before tl)e Commit¬ 
tee once a quarter (—they alio become 
entitled, on appearing before the Com¬ 
mittee with fatisfaClury tellimony qf 
their good behaviour, to certain re¬ 
wards, at ilatcd times during their 
ap^enticefliip, and at its conclufion 
The girls are placed in a building 
contiguous to the Manufactory; bat 
all intercourfe between them and the 
boys is elfeClually prevented by a wall 
of confiderable height. They are in 
general the offspring of conviCts, fuck 
only being received in confequence of 
their own igifconduCtas may nave been 
guilty of a Tingle act of dimonefty, or 
have mifbehaved at a very early age | 
for the Society, having no means of 
feparatinz the * wo claffes of femaltl 
from each other, are obliged to a^ 
with great caution in their admifliodt 
of fuch as have been criminal i when¬ 
ever, therefore, there is reafoo to 
apprehend, from the age or former 
courfe of life of the female on whole 
behalf application is made for admif- 
fion, that habits have been contraQed, 
or a knowledge of vice acquired, which 
would render her a dangerous affocia^e 
for tboTe whofe minds are iincontami- 
nated, (be is of necelfity deemed in- 
admilfible. The girls ate brought up 
for menial fervants; they make their 
own clothing, and (bins for the boys, 
and wafh and mend for the Manufac¬ 
tory {—befides which, their earnings 
in plain work have for the lafl three 
years been coniideiable fWhen of 
proper age, they are placed out, at low 
wages, in reTpeflable families, and re¬ 
ceive rewards for good behaviour at the 
end of the firft and third years of their 
fcrvice 

The number of children withtnPthe 
Society's walls at prefent are, 103 boys

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^f.whonl 11 are in the Reform, and 9a 
in the ManufaAory,) and 50 girls 
there are alTo 16 apprentices ferving 
nalfers ou^ of the ManufaAory, but 
ftill under the protection oC the So¬ 
ciety, aj befoie dated, all of whom 
have been put out (ince the month 
pf April, iSci, when the prcTciu lyi* 
tern of apprenticing was adopted. 

ObjeCUare adinirted by the Commit¬

They arc ftl- 
dom taken youngertlun eight or nine, 
or older tlno twe.ve.

would be attended with much incon¬ 
venience, the Committee will decide 
on the application made on it% behalf 
without requiring its perfunal appear¬ 
ance. Ail letters introducing or re¬ 
commending an objefl, addrelTed to 
the Committee, or their Secretary, by 
Subferibers to the Charity, or other 
eifons of rcrpedlability, are duly ac- 
nowledged,and the proceedings there¬ 
on communicated in the anfwer. No 
particular introduifion or intered is 
neceiTi'y to induce the Committee to 
take any cafe Mhich may be brought 
before it into confuleration j the want 
of o^her countenance and- prote^ion 
conflitiiting, from the very principles 
of this Inltitucion, a Ifrong claim to its 
attention j nor can any recommenda¬ 
tions be allowed to operate in procur> 
ing admidion, except as far as they con¬ 
vey matetial infnimation concerning 
the cafe to which they relate; con¬ 
sidered in this light, the recommenda- 
ti^iV of Judges and Magiitrates in fa. 
voiir of children who have come within 
their notice as criminals, receive paiti- 
Cular attention.

T has often been regretted, that the 
fgoe of thoPs who have iiiumined 


the orb of feicnee, or Aed luftre on the 
walks of literature, hat been fo circum* 
feribed i and that the hiftory of their 
lives has been known only to tjieir 
friends, who cheriA their memory with 
enthufijUic fondnefs, or to thofe in 
whom admiration of their works has 
excited the defire of bein^ introduced 
to a more intimate acquaintance with 
their cluiracler. To none is this re¬ 
mit k more applicable than to the man 
who is the fubjecl of thefe notices* 
\Vl.ite orators and poets, of far infe¬ 
rior merit, have been celebrated in 
the hniroed panegyric, and the events 
of their lives deliveied to poRerity with 
Ichouied minutenef's, Logan has almolt 
re.nained unnoticed and unknown j 
arad, uhile the pen of the biographer 
and the critic has been employed in 
delineating their charafler, and point¬ 
ing out their merits, his flory remains 
comparatively untold, and his praife 
uniung. To make, Chen, the charac¬ 
ter of this deferving man more gene- 
rally knotyn { to introduce the reader, 
WHO may be unacquainted with his 
merits, to a knowledge of his works i 
in a word, to eredl an humble monu¬ 
ment to the memory of our negle^led 
countryman, is the objeff of the pre- 
feiit writer. He is deeply fenfibte of 
his inadequacy to the important talk | 
but he ttuiU the admirers of the man, 
whole hiltory he has undertaken to re¬ 
cord, while they approve bis defign, 
will forgive his failuiei. 

John Logan was horn at Soutra, in 
the parifh of Fala, county of Mid- 
Lothian, in the year 1748. His father, 
Geoige Logan, was then afarmeratthat 
place i but afterwards removed to GofT- 
ford, the feat of the prefent Earl of 
Wemyls, in thecc^n.ty ofKad-Loibian. 
His mother, Jmer Waterlfon, was 
daiigliter of John Waterlfon, who re- 
fided in the paiiA of Stowe. Both 
parents belonged to that chfs of rlie 
ScottiA dilfenters who call themfelves 
bui gher-feceders} and were equally dif- 
tingiiifhed (he unhlemiAed reAi* 
tilde of their copduff, the fincerity 
of their piety, and the benevolence of 
their hearts. They had two Ions, of 
whom John was the younger. The 
care of the farm, in ccn'equencc of 
the father being killed by accident 
as he was returning from Edinhiirgh, 
devolved upon the elder brother} 
which, however, he foon quitted, and 
betook himfelf to the (fudy of medi¬ 
cine. He afterwards went to Amcricp, 
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at a fiirgeoiiy where be died ibout the 
year 1785. 

. f*ve early proori of that Tape* 
riority or geniua by which he was aUer* 
wards folbmarkAbly diftinguilhed ( and 
hts parents, with an alacriry that de> 
fcrves imitation, fuiiered his love of 
learning, and reiblved to educate him 
for the clerical profetFion* 

Having received all the information 
and erudition which the parochial 
fchool could afford, he went to the 
univerflty of Edinburgh, where were 
men well qualified to fuinifh hts mind 
with ufefui and ornamental fcience, 
and, with a libeialitv which has bug 
didinguidied the teachers of that celf> 
brated feminaty, difpo'ed to encourage 
that literal^ ardour which was the pre. 
dominant feature in his chara£^er. Un* 
derfucb aufpices hepiofecu‘ed theufual 
academical ffudies with uncommon di* 
ligence and fuccefs. In the (fuiy of 
the Greek and Roman chHics be made 
lingular proficiency, and imbibed that 
taile for fimplicity and eiegmce ^in 
writing which chara^erifes all his pro> 
diiCltuns. In the profecution of the 
phyficai and moial fciences he was 
remaikabje for the fame aliiduous at¬ 
tention and untemitting perfeverance} 
of the latter, in particular, he has dif- 
played hit acquirements as a hiltorian 
and a preacher. He afterwards applied 
himfelf 10 the imporiani and inteiett* 
itig (fudy of theology, and, after being 
fitisded (as every dif^patnonate inquiicr 
will be) of the va|i.!ity of that evi¬ 
dence by which the ti uth of our holy 
religion is fupporced, he exerted his 
powers in acquiring that duck of pro- 
leffional knowledge which fitted him 
for nuking fuch a dillinguifhed figure 
as a preacher of the,gotpei. 

Du'ingthii period, a fneiid(hip be¬ 
tween Logan and D'. Kobertfon (late 
of Palmeny) commenced, which coiifi 
nucd throiiph life with undiminilhed 
affe<^tion, and unconMtrinated with that 
jealoufy which is too common among 
men of genius. Michael Btuce, whu<e 
literaly career was loon clofed, was 
then a Itudent at the univerhty of 
Edinburgh 4 and the fimilaii'y of their 
genius and puriuits loon produced aa 
iiitiin.icy, which continued till the 
poet of Lochleven dropt prematurely 
into the tomb. After the death of 
Biuce, Logan engaged with alacrity 
in prepaiing the poems he hid left 
for the preft. And in 1770 he pub- 
. Ufhed ** Poems oa feveral Occafion^, 


by Michael Bruce to which he edtk* 
ed an Account of the Life and Cha* 
raflerof the Author, and ** tome Poema 
written by difTeient Authors/* Tho 
friends of Ijogan and of Bruce are df« • 
vided in their opinions concerning the 
(hare which the latter had in this mil^ 
celUny. ^ 

Alter Login had completed the 
courfe of theological learning'which 
the laws of riie Scottifh Church require 
of thofe who become candidates for hef 
liceiite, he was employed by Mr, Sin* 
cUir of Ulblter, in aditting the dudiea 
of his fun, now Sir John Sinclair, 
Baronet 4 % Gtuation in which he waa 
treated with becoming kindnefs. The, 
condition of a domeltic tutor, how. 
ever, is peihaps not vciy compatible 
with the pfbud and virtuous indepen* 
dence of genius; for thpugh he may 
footh bimlelf with the fancied dig* 
nity of this ltation,and be pleated with 
the civilities th.-it aie (hown him oa 
account of his learning, yet it it im* 
polfiblf to feparate fiom that condition 
the idea of dependence and inferiority* 
III this ignoble fiarion Logan was not 
deftined longtoremain. nftcr under* 
going the ufual eximination, and per* 
lot niing the exe< ciles prescribed by the 
laws of the Church, he ohtlined iicenfe 
from the Pielbyiery of Edinburgh to 
pleach the goipel. The lame of hia 
eloquence Toon Ipread, and he received 
an unanimous call from the Kirk aef. 
lion and Incorporations of South l,eith 
to become one of the Minifters of that 
Chuich and paiilh 4 and he was accord, 
ingly ordained in the ^ear 1773. The 
duties of his minitterial office he dif^ 
charged with tfeadinels and fidelity. 
While be attended his (acred ar.d im* 
poitant duties as a turCfionary of the 
Church, hedul notaba« don the Mules, 
but fpent hii le'iu>e houis in ihe cul¬ 
tivation of polite literature in general, 
and of 1'oetii.al conipnliri«in ia pasticu- 
l.ir, for which Naiuie had formed him 
with a I'owei ful predilection. 

During the leliion of Coiir<>e 1779-8* 
he rend a courfe < f lectures on the >ni*. 
loLphv of Hifiory, in St. Mary*s Cht* 
pel, ElinHifghj an undert iking in 
which he wa« prt'onif.ed by Piincipal 
Ko'.e.tfon, Dr. Blair, and others emi¬ 
nent for their ta*e in iiteiature, and 
thetr encour.igenient ot genius. He 
*read the fame urfeof tenures during 
the <e(hon 1780-81, with fuch univer- 
fal ajtprobation, as to be encouraged 
CO offer himfclf as a candidate for the

^fofe(ror(h!p civil hiitory in the Uni- 
▼erfitv of Edinburgh. In this, how. 
ever, It is much to be regrettetf, he was 
dtlsppointed} as that chak, by a pecu. 
liaritv tor which it is drfficult to ac¬ 
count, had been always filled by one of 
the faculty of Advocates. In the fol¬ 
lowing reihon he met with adifappoinu 
ment itill more galltn?. Th it genet al 
approbation with which his leffuies 
had| duiing the preceding feiiions, 
been received, now began to veer } and 
that patronage with which he bad hi- 
thetto been favoured feems to hive 
been withdiijvn. He therefore deter- 
mined, with a refolutenHs peculiar to 
men of indeoeudent fpirit, to try his 
fare with the oublic s and accordingly, 
sn 1781, publifhed the fu'illance of that 
pait of his pieledions v^hith related to 
Ancient hiifurv, in one oClivo volume, 
enttrled «* Eltmentt of the ththfopby of 
H^orj.** It would appear thi> per- 
foimance received fomc encourage¬ 
ment i for, J» the following year, he 
publithed one of his lectures ^on the 
manners and gnveinment of Alia. In 
the fame yeai he gave to the public a 
volume of poems, which were fo fa* 
voui ably received, that a fecond ediiion 
was foon called for. Not only did he 
diitinguiOi himkif in the beaten track 
of lyric and elegiac poetry, he al(o cul¬ 
tivated the favour of the Tragic Mule ; 
and accoidingly, in 1783, he produced 
the tragedy of Kunnamede *, which, 
however, was never afied, (except once 
in Edinburgh,) on account of certain 
references which it was luppofed to 
have to the politics of thofe times. 
But although It was never applauded 
in the theatre, yet it plea'es in the 
clofet, though unaccompanied with the 
in.igic charm ot voice and geituie. Such 
difappointnieiits could not fail to make 
B deep impreflioii on hii muid) and 
they accordingly ircreafed that melan- 
to which he was natuially fub- 
je^f} an effed which every friend to 
genius mud lament, as it produced cer- 
•lain 11 regularities in conduct rather in¬ 
congruous with the facrerlnefs of the 
miniHerial chaiaifer. His pai ifliioneM, 
who, it feems, could not ditiinguifh 
between tiarifient deviations fiom the 
path of rectitude and determined wick- 
ednefs, were highly enraged, and per- 
leouted, wiili relentlels fury, the ma^ 
who had laboured with aihduny for 
their good, and whole Ie.iining and 
•taJenu had been devoted for tbeii im- 


provement, Logan, ^ forefeeirtc tfi^ 
ftorm that was gatheitng around hin, 
perceived that it would be inexpedient 
for him to remain any long» among a 
people who fo ill requited nfs labour ; 
and, with a moderation which does 
him honour, agreed to withdraw from 
his ofKcej and Mr. Dickfon was ap- 
pointed his aififtant and fncceflor. 

After this he went to London, and 
was engaged tn writing for the ** Eng. 
Iiih Review." He alfo wtote a pamphlet 
which attia6fed confidenbie notice, en¬ 
titled ** A Review of the principal 
Charges again It Mr. Hailings.*' His 
he<ilth now began to decline} and his 
Jfterary career and multiplied forrows 
were terminated by his death, on the 
tjth of December lySS. 

From the faffs and ohfervations we 
have Hared, the readei, it is prelumed, 
will have formed an elfimate of Lo¬ 
gan’s chata^er. Pointed by nature 
with tender and delicate feelings, he 
has difp’aved thofe feelings in the 
fqorhing ftratns of his delightful poe- 
tiy. Endowed with vigour ot intel¬ 
lect and wirmth of imagiit.ition, he has 
given proofs of his vaiied powers, in 
the comprchenfiveneli of his views as a 
hiftoi ian, and the fplendour of his clu- 
quenceasa pieacher. His private cha¬ 
racter was djftinguifhed by the fince- 
rity of his friendihip, and the aidour 
of his attachment. As a man he was 
not tree from failings} but chanty 
will wipe away the Hams which truth 
often obliges the biograpJier to re¬ 
cord.

T ha$ l}«en veiy finely oblerved by 
Mr. Gibbon I m the Memoirs of 
his Life and Writings, that in the 
eltimate of lionotir we (hould learn to 
value the gilts of nature aboVe thoret>f 
fortune I toelfeem in out anceftois the 
qualities thit beft promote tbeinterelts 
offocicty} and to pronounce the de- 
fcendant of a King lefs truly noble 
than the off!^plillg of a man of genius, 
whofe writings will or delight 

the latcrt poftcrity.'*—** The nobility 
of the Spenfershas been illutfrared and 
enriched by the trophies of Maiibo> 
iough } but I exhort them to confider 
the Fairy Slueen as the molt precious 
jewel of their coronet.** 

When fuch a fentirnent is delivered 
by a man who hid no mean opinion of 
the aridociatic diltindlionsof bu th and 
rank, it is reafonable to acquic'ce in 
the jtillice of it | and though eveiy 
rhimelter and poetSlder would ghdly 
Shelter htmlelf behind fuch a fhield, 
and crown his labours with pu:le like 
this, yet it is only applicable to tho'e 
who have really deferved well of the 
Mufes, and have fucceisfully chal¬ 
lenged the opii ions of ciitics. 

Of this clafs is the author before us. 
Thofe who bear in mind the produc¬ 
tions of his younger age, will acknow. 
led^ that Mi*. Southey's name has long 
been dear to Uteratuie. and w<Il fee, m 
bis poem Madoc, a better fruit thap 
even thofe hlolToms pioiiiiicd uh'ch 
Ills ea^y genius difplayed Had he .it 
pnee exhibited that approxi.iuiion to 
perfection which has fometimee pieter- 
Mturaily appeared in the performances 
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of youth, we fhould have looked with 
lefs iiiteieft at his lubfequent progrCfs, ' 
and have feared, rather than have 
hoped, whenever his name had beei^. 
announced in the literary world. Oa 
the coiuraiy, we now rejoice to fee him 
governing and diicdfing his imagina¬ 
tion with a Ikilful hand, preffing info 
his fervice all the circumttances wltfh 
which his leading and obfervation hae« 
Ifored his mind, and combining wirh 
the fublimelt cifuits of fancy an exten- 
five knowledge of nature and the paf-* 
lions. 

The fubjefV which Mr. Southey haf 
chofen for ihe diiplay of his talents io 
the prefent inft.mce, is founded on g 
tradi'ion of the diicovery of America 
by Madoc, a Welfh Prince, towards 
the end of the twelfth century. Diiven 
bv the tyranny of his elder bioiher 
D'.vid fiotn his native country, he bad 
tiavelied weifward ** in learch of lomo 
better reding-pSace. The Und whic& 
he difcoveml pleafed him \ he left 
there part of his people, and went back, 
to Wales for a ficlh fupply of adventu¬ 
rers, with whom he again let fail^and 
wis heartl of no more. There is Itrdbg 
evidence that he leached Ameiica, ana 
that his polleiity exilt theie to this day 
on the bouthern bianches of the Mi(t' 
iWui I, retiming their complexion, their 
language, and in lome degree their 
art»."—A dory of which fo little and 
fo much IS known, cannot fail to excite 
an ifitered of its own, and the creative 
genius of the poet his given it every 
•dvintige of which it is cinibie. 

The poem opens with Muioc's re¬ 
turn to Wdb«, wheie he finds hi< 
firmly dill lubjeci to the oppieflion of 
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flit brother, whd receives hin with 
• fort of hau’hty kindncfs, hut gran s 
him permiliioii to cake Ai.h hi n hit 
fiftcr Gverv^l and fome re ruin* of h s 
kindred. At a banquet he relates his 
adventiiirs, and the buline's of the 
pjern .ieveinpe \ with grear advantage 
end order. Whenever there i% an op- 
po'tunity for rhe difpliy of dome'Hc 
feelings, Mr. Southey his leir^d it with 
a happinefs that ihnws h»w entiiely he 
poflefies, and undernands, and values 
them. Happy niui thole be who aie 
the objeiU of them in red life I A great 
variety of ch^rjiters is neceirudy in¬ 
troduced in tne poem, and igiiich Ikdl 
it fiioi»nin drawing the dilfc>eDt fea¬ 
tures of them, but pirticuUrly in exhi¬ 
biting agcneial chamiter of a nation 
as that of the Ameiicans^ ui which,

Dtld nnirg thei 
ule ofluch machinery as ^orlsand god- 
deiTes, Mr. Southey IkiHulty lubiiinite> 
wus place the dominion of piiclUraf 


over the minds of the Ayteeans | and 
luhjciling them to fuperltition, he, 
with )ut violation of truth and nature, 
produces, by means the molt (imple, all 
the etfed which other poets have fought 
in the monifrous abfurdicy of prcicr- 
natuial interpofition. By applying this 
powerful engine only to the (avage 
chaiader, Mr. Southey evinces the 
flipcrionty of his judgment and the 
oiiginality of his genius, at the fame 
time tint he his not fcorned, under 
a new form, the ufe of an initrument 
which his piedecefTors have wielded 
with lets llcill and grace. H** has con- 
diifled Madoc through the fecond Part 
of the Poem, where the heio meets with 
gfeater difKculties, and is called into 
firnes of feverer trial thin on his hril 
lihlling, in a high llile of lublimiry 
hotli as to thought and divlion. He is 
t.iken prifbner, and in the moiiienc of 
molt imminent danger refeued by a 
feiiiile, uhofe htlfoiy makes a beauti¬ 
ful rjulode* Alter varied contelts, vic¬ 
tor) IS decided in favour of the hero of 
tliv |>uem,*and the Aytecans yield to 
hiui the tcriituryhe has won.

parts. Nay, we wifli to proceed ftill 
fuither, and to underltand its political 
influence, to leain in what manner it 
has opeiated with re(pe6l to the toun- 
dation 01 the delhufrion of kingdoms 
uid Hates) and whether, both m an¬ 
cient and modem times, commerce 
ought not to have been, and to be, 
conddeied as the ttue balance oj povier f 

The valt field of fpeculation which 
this altomfliing fubje6t opens to our 
Msw, IS (hll extended (10m its con* 
Her ion with geneial hiflory, and coofe- 
quently made to include another, which 
certjunly the avenging angel (oimed 
as a counteiadtion to the Almighty 
Providence. The one delights m the 
prefeivation of mankind, the other in 
theii dellru£lion. 

No two fyltems can be more dnme- 
tiically oppofite than the commercial 
and the mijitaiyi yet fuch has been 
the infcrutable fleuation of the woild 
fiom the eailieft ages, that in many 
inflances the formei Teems to have 
emanated from the latter, and in othets 
the Uttei from the former. 

With the events of war, further 
than as collateral notices, we have in 
this iiiltance, thank Heaven' nothing 
to do. A much more pleaiing calk lies 
bcfoie us} which is, in thefe Volumes, 
to trace tiie rife of tht arts of peace, and 
Co contemplate a lyliem tiiiougli the 
medium of which the goal o( opulence 
may be attained by Ciavelling m the 
paths oj innocence, 

Jfefuie we nioie paiticntaily enter 
Upon our talk, we mult obferve, that 
the authoi, Nfr. Maepherfon, has, m 
his preface, given us what may be 
termed an analyfis of the woik, as far 
as regaids the impoitance and anti¬ 
quity of the fubjeit, the broad outline 
of the general hiltory of commerce in 
the piimitive ages, and the fources 
whence he drew his mateiials. 

The flrlt gieat fource, (which has 
indeed been a fund fufliciently large to 
anfwei all his demands upon it,; we 
find, IS the late Mi. Andri fon*s ** Htf- 
iortcal and Cbronologteal DeduBion oj the 
Or,gtn oj Commerce % wheiein he has 
tiaced lU piogiefs fiom the creation 
of the world to tlie commencement of 
the reign of his piefent Majefty) a 

work" 
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work** (faith Mr* M.) ** that has been 
quoted with approbation by fome of 
tho greateft autnors who liave written 
fince it appeared.** 

From this work (which Mr. M. ha^» 
with refpecl to the latter pat t of It, very 
juftly appreciated,) he has largely quor- 
ed j or rather, we may fay, with (nit* 
able acknowledgment and corrections, 
he has adopted thofe materials which 
he deemed proper lor his piirpufe $ 
which includes the modern parts ol the 
liiltory. Whether, in the reafons he 
gives for his entire rejection of the 
ancient, he is quite corte*^!, is a qiief- 
tiun which we have no neceihty to 
examine, as he cannot he ignorant tAat 
the hiltory of thole eaily ages is lb 
enveloued in daikneis, encumbA*ed 
with doubt, and the le.irch fur its 
truth lb environed with difficulties, 
that perhaps the modern, who may 
be fuppofed to have Jhot neared to 
the mai k, deferves no higher reputation 
than that ol being the beji guejfer, 

'* From what has been laKl," (conti¬ 
nues the author,) ** the reader will per¬ 
ceive that the commercial tranlaCfions 
from the year 149a to 1760 (tand on the 
authoiity ol Mr. Anderfon and thofe 
whom he has followed. But for the 
long period preceding i49t, and for 
the Ihort but very eventiul and im¬ 
portant period between 1760 and i 3 oi, 
1 dand folely and entiiely accountable. 

** I flatter mylelf that my labour has 
not been entirely unfuccelsful in trac¬ 
ing the progrefs of the very important 
trade of the wedern world with India, 
the molt ancient commercial intercoiirle 
between lar didant nations of which we 
have any knowledge, from the earlielt 
dawn ol hidoric information appearing 
in the books of Mofes and other au- 
thcntic writers to its prelent fplendour 
and nugnitude, under the direction of 
the greated and mud illuftrioui com. 
pany that ever was adfociated for corn* 
mercial purpofes from the creation of 
the world. And I trult ^at the feve- 
ral lights I have brought to bear upon 
this ^reat objeCt have produced an au¬ 
thentic deduction of its progrefs, as 
perfpicuous as my materials would en¬ 
able me to give, and as connected and 
circiimdaiuiil as the plan and limits of 
would permit.'* 

^Thc author then, dropping the com¬ 
merce of the ancient Egyptians as the 
creation of modern ingenuity, dates, 
that in the earlielt ages it was conduct¬ 


ed by the South Arabians. That of 
the Phoenicians he conGders as next iq 
importance and antiquitvj and, front 
thefe high fources, he uefeends in re* 
guhr gradations to the prefent times. 

** As agriculture is the foundation'^ 
fo are mmnI'aCtures and flfheriet the 
pi.hrs, and navigition the wings 
t untnerce.** 

The former. Mi'. M. dates, does not 
come within the plan ol this work; 
With refpeCt to the manufactures of 
the ancients, with the exception of that 
of fiik, he allows that we have very 
fcinty iiVonnitiont he therelore reds 
more upon ilie bulinefs of the fliheries 
ai.d on navigation, which leads to the 
progrefs of cue fciences of adronoipy 
and geography. Thefe Mr. M. terms 
** the very eyes of navigation, without 
which no didanc voyage can be pet* 
foimed.” 

Thefe are the principal AibjeCts that 
the author. In his preface, purpofes to 
detail, in the fubfequent Volumes. 
He then dates, that there are others 
which are fubordlnate} fuch as book* 
keeping, arithmetic, geometry, and the 
mechanic arts. The names of the be- 
nefsClors of mankind, fucb as Ark* 
wriglit, Wedgwood, Brindley, Harri- 
fon, &c. are briefly noted j and .be 
appofitely remarks, that ** not very 
long ago thole uho were coniidered. 
as the flrd people in the comipunity 
would have been afhamed to be*' (to 
have been) ** fuppoled to know any 
thing ol commerce or manufactures. 
But we now fee men of fortune and 
title actually concerned in commerce, 
mines, coal-woiks, lalt.works, lime- 
works, and virious branches of minu> 
faCtural indudry as welt as agricol* 
tiue.** 

With refpeCt to the latter, (judging 
from the ^nderful elfeCts that the re¬ 
cent improvements have had upon the 
fydem,) we are rather inclined rb be a 
little fceptical with refpeCl to the ad¬ 
vantages which titled grazieis amt 
farmers have dilFu'*ed through thjb 
country ; for although there is a polH* 
bility that they may be as fagacious as 
Hsiao, and mav aCl upon principles' 
as wife and as immutable as his laws, 
(we mean his corn laws,) that furviVed 
even the triumph of the Romans over 
•Syiacule. yet dill they may have, its 
many indances, to encounter a fpe* 
culative milJew, a kind of fmut, that 
we do not recollect to have read of 
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sn the works of any of our naturaliHs, 
and which it faid they have had lome 
hand in t' e ntrodiKtion of. 

In ^ui uince ot the plan which the 
•uthoi iMy moll accui.iteiy dated in the 
preface, he begins his work, with a deir- 
nition ot commerce, and, from the 
very flight notices that a'^e to be coU 
lefled, h nts at its antediluvian Hate, 
and al^o at the manufafluies that it 
elicited. 

Conje« 51 ure might, in this refpfih, 
have taken a much wider range j hut 
we think it is much to the credit of • 
Mr. M. that he has depended un'in 
conjedure as )>ttle as piflih%. Pre- 
fernng a line of truth to wlule ing^s 
of the effuflons of tht imagnation, 
he g'-neiilly quotes h*s lulhoniies in 
the text} oi whei e ren> ii ks*up in par- 
ticuUi pslTtgeH aie neceiia i, he gives 
them in the im^es. Up jn thrfe, in al- 
mod unitmite 1 red n ch «, he feems to 
have bcHorted g e^t puiib. In them 
he difcoveis conliderable ci a Iition. 

This woik IS not div I'd into books 
and chapteif, 'vhich (lo much Arc we 
attached to ihoie rifting j-lans,) we 
think would hive b-m a conlidmlite 
improvement, it wou'd Inw btoken 
a kind of monotony which i Jong fines 
of annals feem to exhibit, and hive 
kept the eias didin^t from each othei . 
but we imagine that Mr. M., wlitn he 
fiift laid h's plan, confidcrcd, with ie> 
/jpefi to his mater aU, evtiy foim of 
arrangement, and upon the mufl iolid 
grounds determined this tobctbi belt. 
He moft piobahly confidcrcd that l.c 
was to float a b.iik down the 't.em of 
time, and in the Ioiie: courfe (U .ig..s 
which the voyage i»',eludes, to gather 
every fubjedl tlut was cc Mie^ted with 
trafHc wherewith to fci n he. cargo j 
theiefore the lefs flic w s i able to the 
antcrioption of brulges or ftf^.d^ahSt 
the more gently woul 1 fi>>w the cui- 
ren#,«and the more fmoothJy would 
the voy.igc bt* performed , or, to drop 
the mera^hoi, the author of fbe Ann i)s 
of Corrmeiee, who wiflud (and tint 
wifh he has e't’e^ted) to linng cvciy 
thing, and eve, y eirc*imftin''e connctit- 
•d with his fubjiff, to heij upon cvtjy 
particular pcr.od, pc'lnps fuiciiwtlnt 
whitloeve' advintagc migl t be gained 
with refrefl to convenience, by a divi- 
BOn of hii wot k into b'oks an<i elMp.* 
teis, would be loll with i cli eCl to pci - 
Ipicuity. 

Our readers will not expert (hat. 


iniportint as this work certainly is, 
we fhoiild ciofely follow an author 
who begins hn Annals two th.'ufand 
jpirs beioic the Chriftian eiaj nor 
indeed, howevn (1 ghtly we adverted 
to his mnltilaiioiis iub|c£ls, is it poUi- 
blc. All thit we can do is 11 proceed, 
as we have .iliruly began, to mark its 
geiural clniicler, and oecaiioiully to 
catch a pioininet t fcvii e, le iving it to 
the tide and jiidvnunt of ihc public to 
a nend our inipci te..iions bv a lelt'cnee 
to ti e Vi luines.

In illustration of his n.uiticil re* 
feairhes, he h.is g)Vt*n a curious plate 
of in aiiiieni wai galley; to which is 
ad 1 S a ino't adiaiiable exphnatoiy 
note, toi tlie greater part ot winch he 
acknowledges that he is indebted to 
General Melville. 

Hecuiring to the comnerce of the 
Egyptians, which our author almolt 
iniitb wis ciicuhted bv the means pf 
canvanv h** is next led to mtice 
tlie mami ne cities of Sid >n and Tvre , 
the li*tei of which cla'ins a luge iha’^e 
of h*s at'ention. Heie we cm etfily

■^fcaiccly hive bun tllccfed if llie. other 
tniiitnne ifrtcs, inlicid of confpiring 
agaiiiU her, and depuvin^ bci of the 


dominion of the Tea, had united tw 
repel the invader, and to fecure their 
own independence." 

In canvaifing this part of the work, 
we lament that our limits preclude us 
fiom controverting fome opinions with 
which It is impoITtble to coincide. The 
expehtion of Alexandet, for inlUnce, 
wc ie,jeit wc believe to have been in- 
rin** i if it wa» not, it was diabolical* 
Thit h^ was Tent as a fcourge to man* . 
kin i, thit he fprevd devaltation to a far 
gic'ite*’ extent thin the roitrr of his 
ajmies, is fnfHciently obvious} that 
he counteiacfed the labour of age^, 
and de >rofed thoie ai ts, and that lite¬ 
rature anti commerce wh’ch he aff^tSfed 
to folte* and proteft, could be esfily 
proved, were proof in this inttvnee ne- 
cefliry In»fac>, the fubjeil reiolves 
itieif into this plain queltion, Did not 
this rV<ni-gud leave the ftate of man* 
kind in a woi le condition than he found 

It > 

The renovation of Tyre, and the 
fluctuations of comme’ce, under the 
fucceflors of Alexuider, lead the ao* 
tnoi to his fecond notice of the trade 
of B itain, about tio yeais before the 
Cliiiitian eia. This could not have 
been veiy impoitant, as we And that 
11N, the principal commodity of the 
peonie, was conveyed acrofs the oceaa 
ill leithein boats (conaclev). How ia 
iuc'i fl'ghc and untteidy velfels fb poo* 
derous m at tide could be properly ha* 
ianced? is a queltion we aie not pre¬ 
pared to anfwet j no more thin, how 
their tides enduied ** the beating pf 
the piciieis (uige.** 

Thot the Bfitons were at all times 
bettei tiilors man the Ro.nans we have 
no doubt. The fliit navil elliy of the 
lat'cr IS dated to have been made about 
this pci iod. 

As iiii inflance of the value of books, 
the author flue", tint »+o years before 
Chiilt ** Ptolomy E>ierg(fte» was JCing 
of E^ypf. He imitated his tathei and 
grandfather in their attention to the 
commeice .ind profperity of the coun¬ 
try, and in their talle for literature and 
colledring books, which he ufed to 
piociiicatavail expenfe fiomall coun- 
trits. 111 Older to be tianlcitbed for his 
library. Hiving borrowed the works 
of Sophocles, Euiipides, and AVhy* 
his, from the Athenians, with whopi l\e 
^l^pofited fliteen tilents, (1,9061. 5s* 
Ifei ling,) as a fecuiity foi their ule 
Ktuin, he lent them, inflegd of the old 

booki^ 
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b»oks, new copies of them, magnifi> 
cently executed, and at the fame time 
requefted thei: acceptance of the fifteen 
talents. Such was the premium which 
be gave for the loan of three books T’ 

The different chara^ers of the Car- 
th^inians and the Romans i the ne* 
cefhty that impelled the former to be¬ 
come warlikes and the cupidity that 
induced the latter to aflame, in fonie 
degree, the character of a commercial 
nation | the different events of their 
biftory, and of that of the occafional 
dependent on either (Syracufe) I are 
ably detailed. , 

The commerce of the Sabxans, who 
with the Gerrhxans once enjoyed a 
monopoly of the Indian trade, and 
thereby attained that opulence which 
has ever attended Oriental adventu¬ 
rers, is alfo noted. 

Thefe fubjeds are purfned thvoiigli 
all their revolutions, through the de- 
vaflation of rival cities, and the con- 
vttlfious of empire. In this coUrfe the 
fuccefs of the Roman arms, and the 
exploits of Cxiar, arc detailed j whofe 
cbai-aAer, and chat ** of his cut-tbrsats^** 
the author properly etlimates, and as 
properly includes in this inquiry an 
Kcountof the ftate of Britain; which 
is continued through the long reign of 
Auguflus, when the commerce of Italy, 
A.D. 14, becomes the fubjed of his 
contemplation. In this, which is cer¬ 
tainly a curious fpeculation, we have 
alfo an account of the commodities 
which every country poured into the 
all-devouring capital of that empire, 
and into the circuit of the provinces, 
as they lay on each fide of the Mediter. 
ranean. In this lyltem of importation 
we fee abundant matter calculated to 
produce aflontfhment, and upon a fur¬ 
ther inveltigation difeover, from the 
luxury which it produced, the feeds 
•f^that decline which expanded into 
fuch fata) confequences. 

Britain at this period Teems to have 
made little figure in the commercial 
world; tin, l)i*afs, earthen-ware, and 
iSit, form the Aim total of her exports: 
her imports were, with vefped to their 
utility, we believe flill more contrad- 
cd. 

Mi'.M., fcarcely breathing from the 
flrlt, now forms a (econd ciicuit of the 
Roman trade, which fecnis to have, in 
a fboit pe^d,taken a wider range tliaa 
the formeAr 


The inq^uirles. Whether theft people 
underftood aiithmetic and book-keep¬ 
ing? and whether, like the Jews, they 
had bankers among them ? cannot xeou 
be fatisfadorily anfwered | though we 
may reafonably conclude that neceflity 
muft have introduced figures amonglt 
them, as it was impoflihle for a nation 
in any degree commercial to have ma¬ 
naged its affairs without a fyfiem of 
that nature i and with refped to the 
bankers, if we confider the influx of 
foreigners at Rome, it is next to im- 
poffible but that they muft have arifen 
from analogy. 

A.D. 6i. “In the reign of Nero we 
have the firft undoubteil mention of 
London, which had for Tome time been 
a Roman fertlemenr.'* 

In a note upon this paffage, Mr. M. 
amufts himfelf in a difcuflion rerprdii'.g 
the etymology of the name of this 
city; in which, though we applaud 
him for the pains that he has taken, 
we think, as is too frequently the cafe 
with arguments founded upon hypo* 
tliefis, that it is probable he wanders 
wide of the mark. 

The introdudion of a moft copious 
feries of extrads from the Periplus of 
the Erythrxan Sea conftquenriy lead 
us to the confuleration of Eaftern com¬ 
merce, and the tables of the vaiious 
commodities upon which it operated ; 
alfo to the notices of thole different 
emporiums whence, through the me¬ 
dium of Grecian and Egyptian traders, 
thofe commodities found their way to 
Europe. .The author in conclufion 
fays, ** I have now finiihed my extrads 
from the very valuable Peripluj cj tht 
Mrytbr^tan Seat which has never yet 
received the fame due to its Angular 
merit; a negledb^rhaps owing, in 
Tome degree, to the fmali fize ot the 
book, but probably more to the ab- 
fence of battles and naughtert in it.** 

In the courfe of conhdering the im¬ 
portation of Oriental luxuries, which 
through fuch numeious channels cen¬ 
tred in the Imperial city of Rome, 
Mr. M. has given us a nioft able dil- 
quiliriun tcTpcding the antiquity of 
filk. This fubjed is purlued through 
.^11 its various branches in ibis and 
other parts of thefe volumes, and in 
every point of view conipriies a ferieii 
of information equally curious, i'm. 
poriaiit, and ufeful.

Commences with the nineteenth 
Chapter of this work, including the 
year 1519* in which is traced the pro- 
grefs of the Reformation. This was 
“one of thofe aftonlfbing revolutions of 
the human mind that a variety of cir> 
cumftaitces, foroe of which have been 
already adverted to, combined to pro* 
duce. Thefe gave activity, energy, and 
withal liability, to the doctrine and ex* 
crtions of a man who leems to have 
been born to oppofe and to curtail the 
inordinate power of the Holy See : noh 
indeed with arms, or hoitile force, (for 
thefe would pet haps have been ineffec¬ 
tual,) but with lealon and fortitude, 
founded upon the Arm balls of internal 
convi6tioii. How this very extraordi. 
nary viclfTitudeof fcntiment could have 
been effe^ed by an engine, the power 
of which was lo unequal to the force of 
prejudice, of time, of (uperilition, and, 
more than all thelc, of intereft and ani* 
bition, is, to this moment, a fpeculati'>n 
in which the phrlolopher would proba¬ 
bly wander wide of tbe mark fliould 
he attempt to develope it. 

In viewiag this great event through 
the hiltorical medium, we behold in 
Martin Luther, who hands forward as 
the principal Agure plain and unadorn¬ 
ed, the Rian who (Ironi bis doCbines 
h.iviug gathered Itrength during the 
adininiAration of Fredeiic, the EleCfor 
of Saxony, to whom the vicaiul autho¬ 
rity of the Empire devolved on the 
death of Maximiliin,) had bec''me of 
fiiLh impottance, that Leo the Xeh en¬ 
deavoured 10 pacify him by lending a 
Saxon N .hleman t<^ treat with him, 
although under a pretence of prefeut- 
ing a (onftcrtiHJ rofe to the EleAor, 
which it Icem.'i he conlidered as a 
fuet of little value. 

The character of Luther, in our opu 
nions, larher Anks in this tranlaclion. 
He appears by no means averle to re¬ 
turn to his obedience to the Holy 
See, probably, upon proper conditions. 
** But,” laith Mr. R., “ other cireura- 
ilances aroic which revived the fer¬ 
mentation of theological difnutes, .and 
'tfve new life 10 thole animonties which 
wErrrQ be their natural and unvaii- 
rcfult.” 

Of thefe circumAances, which we 
think, the author has fufficwulj detailed. 


it U impofllble for us to take notice* 
nor indeed is it neceflary., The ftr- 
Mtitiatitfi to which he adverts has, in its 
progrefsifo thoroughly developed every 
event, matter, and thing, connected 
with it: the controverAaliAs on either 
Ade have Afted the fubjeCfc to the hrettt 
of which even the preceding hiftorians 
had given rather more than the general 
outline. We fliall therefore only men¬ 
tion, that foon after this feeming coa- 
ceifign Luther was prevailed on to write 
what is called a farcaltlc letter, but in 
which, howeverrtbereisdlfplayedmuch 
truth and ability. The conTequence 
this epiitle was, the public condemna¬ 
tion of hif doClrine at Rome, and a 
thundering bull from the Pontiff, the 
execution of which was fufpended by 
the univerAty of Wittenberg, and tbe 
inArument iffeff, which he called the 
execrable bull of Leo the Xth, as pub¬ 
licly burnt by Luther without the walls ' 
of that city. The proceedings of tbe 
Diet of Worms, before whom he ap¬ 
peared twice, and refufed to retrad hit 
writings, produces the written opinimi 
of the Emperor (Charles the Vth); m 
which he dates, that he was refolved to 
proceed againtt Luther as an tmtnutd 
berttic. At this period, fuch had been 
the fpread of his do^lrine in the king¬ 
doms of Europe, that Henry the VlJltn 
condefeend^d to enter the lilisofcon- 
troverfy againd him, in a work entitled 
** A ytaJicatitMof tbe Seven Satramentei* 
which he dedicated to Leo tbe Xth,and 
obtained for it the title of Defends ^ 
tbe Faith. 

Our author next traces the progi*ers 
of the Keformaiion in Switzerland, 
and conAdeis the condu^ and char^tc- 
ter of Luther, in which inAexibility 
(had he been lels ruccefsful it would 
have been termed ohltinacy,) is the 
prominent feature. This, Mr. R. fug- 
geds, infufed itlelf into the mmds of 
the Arit Kefoimer^j and to this be 
attributes many of the cahamities wbi^ 
the people lufl\icd tUiiing the progrefs 
of the lixteenth cer.tiijy. From this 
charge, which vte think unfortunately 
and iinjuifly lup.td, we iliuuld take 
fume pains to vi> dicate them, was 
not their coiupltte and radical vin¬ 
dication to be tuuml in tbe (yftem of 
their opponents, to wliom indeed all 
his crnluies, whidi, like a witch's 
prayer, Aunild be read backwards, 
lAorc properly apply. 

The elit’Cls of the Reformation on 
literary ItudUs, (which he allows were 

grcjily 
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greatly improved,) and on the fine 
arts, (which bethink?, perhapsjulUy, 
Aiflfered by being unctvifiereJt) next 
engage the attention of Mr. K. | who 
conctuilea thi!i Chapter by dating the 
influence of the Ketormation on the 
political and moral iyflems of Euiope, 
and, aftei conliderjng both Tides of the 
qiieflion, fums up by obierving, thit 
** whoevei iurveys the CMininal cod- 
of the Lutheran and Calvinidic n'tio'is 
of Europe, and obTeives the puniih- 
ments denounced againd thole who 
may dare to dilfent, nltnou^h upon the 
lincered conviction, homtne cubhib- 
ed cieed, and contideis the dn*g-is to 
which they arc cxooloii in K'luo coun¬ 
tries, and the dilabnities by which they 
are fligmattred and oppi-dlcd in otheio, 
muft admit, that the impoit mt s 

which me fiiends and proniotets of 
rational iibei ty had in view Ii liltIiei > 
to been but impci fecriy acconiplilhcd, 
and (hat the human nund, a Have in .-*11 
ages, has ratlier i*s mjUr than 

freed iiTelt from ferviiude.”

The twentieth Chanter contains the 
tranTa^ions of the yen and the 

natnie of his fubjeit lead? the author to 
inquire into the cirors niJtlcnt to an 
early Itate of locicty. Heie he 
that ** mankind, when they begun to 
cultivate their intcllc'^fml powei have 
geneiallylurncdtheirattcntuin t iwiids 
Chofe abflrufe and fjeculiMe ftiilieu 
that arc the molt difhiul*. ol coinpii- 
henfion.” This, had wc nioie tunc to 
fpare, wc fhould be exceedingly d:l- 

f ioTed to deny, heciuV we do not be- 
leve that mankind in their iiomade 
ftate, as Lord Monboddo fays, weie 
either metaphyTicians or alchymifts, 
as we are convinced that it requires, 
befides the intuitive ebullitions of gc- 
iwufl, a conflderable portion of know¬ 
ledge, which even genius cannot fup- 
ply, and a confidcrable attention to 
ofhtr Jludus befuie they arc capable of 
either aTcending or deTcending in the 
w^tbat he imagines. 

Xhe obfervations on the lival doc¬ 
trines of Ariflotlc and Plato naturally 
lead the authoi fo the commentators 
on the philofophy of the ancients j and 
Ail brings him to Nicholo Lconiy 
Tameo, who tranflated many philo- 
fopbical works from the Greek and 
Latin with great elegance j alfo to

and Giovan-Francefto Rfo. Reflcc. 
tions on the fludy of natural phiio- 
fophy, and attempts toward the re¬ 
formation of the Calendar, next enfue. 
Thefearc fucceeded by the account of 
the fplendid clifcove'ies in the Raff' and 
Welt Indies, to which thc'proficiency 
made In geogi tphical and altronum cal 
ifuilies, prioi to, a.1(1 during the pon¬ 
tificate (it Leu thf* Xth, weie propcily 
the piccurlois; though this is not, 
howtvet, hi much to be colu^fed tiom 
v.Mtten ditiiintnts as from thegicit 
pia^ticil u(es to whtrli tliufe Itudies 
were applied.’' 

ft is certiin that thedifenvery of the 
j\<'w Wo'M Ttenii to hive lenovatcd 
the ideis of the inli dut-ant- ol the Old : 
l^it w hile this gi eat event m'li^ed into 
the human mind new habii>», and into 
the human lydem new modes of life, 
It IS Itil] a quclticn undecided by plii- 
lofopheis, whether the pioduitions of 
thofc glowing legions, thoTe realms of 
gold and filver, hue, in their dillenu- 
nation, been ullimately beiulicial to 
ininkind ^ 

1 Ini ihey have not feems to be the 
opinion of Mi. R.j though we think, 
tint the mind, opprcll'ed and flinnking 
from the enoimities and horrois which 
aflimilale with the contempi irion of the 
^rrV/rae/acquifitions to which we have 
alluded, would find little confohtion 
(though he feems to feci a great deal,) 
in tuinng towards a people who Inve 
arifen upon thofe ruins, where wc 
di'c(.rn the oiigin of a mighty P^mpiie 
deftined perhipsto be the iajl rejuge of 
JreeJomt and to carry to higher degrees 
of excellence thofe arts and Iciences 
which it has received fiom the exliaulf- 
ed dimes of K-irope.” 

However jleiUng this new tianf- 
atlantic empire may in /peculation ap* 
peu* to Mr. R., we mufl exert tliofe 
prophetic powers, which wc very fpa- 
ringly ule, to tell him, that although 
his aident iimgination may glow With 
the idea c't an Utopian (’oinmonwcalth 
fpreading ov»r (lie Amcruan Conti¬ 
nent, and combining in one the 
different enllyiu of authuiity in the 
fevcral colonicv, it will nrvei be rcal- 
ilcd The ficedom to which he alludes 
does not, even in this ihiantilc flate of 
the govcinment, exilf, and i t is v ei-y 
unlikely to he cnpendeied in a fyflevn 
whet ein, could we /pare time, we would 
endeavour to convince him the feeds of 
iti own diflblution are etifeadj incorpo¬ 
rated I 
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i'&ted I but wflare forced from this ftiort 
hut neceffary digreifion tor^tufn to his 
work i in. which he proceeds to ihte the 
uffe£t>! of tbefe newdifcoveriei upon the 
Itudy of nitural history and n)or.il pht- 
lolhnhv ; in the cOiivre of which he in¬ 
troduces anecdotes of the livesand cha* 
racters if thew-itings ot MatteoB>nb, 
Ponr.ino, .ind CatHglioni ; the twolat 
ter of wh ui1 have before been mention¬ 
ed } but we find this further account, 
lik" all the charadfert and critical ob- 
fervationsot the auchor» both entertain¬ 
ing aiid interefting. 

K’om the inoralifis we dejetnd to the 
noveiiits. who, we agree with him» can 
Scarcely he termed moralifts, even in 
this country. In Italy, during th% 
time of Leo the Xth, their aim was 
rather to Lounteradi than to inculcate 
the tn.i.Kims of virtue and decency. In 
this diiqui'ition Mr. K. takes a wider 
range, iiid examines the works of Ban* 
clello, fiifi a Dominican Friar, and 
afterward Bifiiop of Agen, in France. 
After he had obtained his cpifcopal 
dignity, three large volume of t.tle.s, 
which he hid formerly collected, were 
puhliihed by him, under the title of 
** l.e iNovelie del Kandello.*' 

The peculiji character of thefe no. 
veU, which is that of f/$decen£y, (a trait 
that in general difiinguifiies the pro- 
dui^fions ol the Ecclefiaitics in that 
age.) feems, to our appiehenfion, If 
we confiiler the jUuation of their author, 
to .ittbfd one ui the ftrongeit argo- 
ments that rin be urged in favour of 
the Rrtonnation. 

** Wild t Hindello was collecting 
materials for hiswoiks, the precincts 
of liieiatiire were pollute'l by the in* 
triifii'M of an author yet more dlfpiMce- 
tully notorious, the unprincipled and 
licentious Fietio Aretino. Were it 
the object o( the p'rif-nr pages to col¬ 
lect only fiich circiimltances as might 
confer honour on the age, the name of 
this writei might well be omitted } but 
the depravity of talte and morals is no 
leis an « bject of intjulry than their 
excellency.’’ 

Tins m.ty ferve as an excuie for the 
introduCtii>n of the lite ind the muices 
of ths works of this infiinuus Fcclcli- 
altic : yet we wonder that the good 
leiife of Mr. K- did not fugged to him, 
that although, generally Ipe.iking, a 
bitlorian ought to diiuUy both tides 
of the m-'dal, and exhibit them to the 
reader in fituatiotit calculated to difeo- 
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ver all the variety of their light and 
(hade, there is Airely no reafon why 
he fhould defeend to the minutiae 
horrid and difgulting objects, efpeci- 
ally as the bringing thefe forward mult 
hurt the general etfeCt of his writings* 

Inftances, more than fuflicient, to 
mark the fplendid age of Leo the Xth 
as a period of great immorality, have 
already occurred in this work. That 
thofe perfons to whom the people 
looked up as to their fplrltual guides 
and moral examples, were beyond mea- 
fure licentious, is certain ; therefore 
from (uch polluted fources how bane¬ 
ful the fir^ams mud have been, might 
have been eafily conjeilured, had not 
the progrefs of thefe volumes fully 
developed their enormities: but in¬ 
deed they floated fo apparently on the 
Airface, riia^there (eemed no necefilty 
to have dived into the poifonous pool. 

The very name of Aretino (eema 
to (land in the front of, and to un¬ 
fold a horrid and infamous chara^er; 
therefore if we confider the nature of 
his wofks, we mull, upon the (core 
of morality, (which is Aiperioi* to- 
even hifiorical integrity,) fubmit to 
Mr. R., whether the lefs that is faid of 
him or them is not the better ? Yet he 
has (aid much I 

The tweniy firft Chapter (15x1) 
commences with the vicifiitudes and 
final ellabliOimenc uf the Laurentiati 
libraiy, which Leo the Xrh (whole 
propenfity toward the coile^ing the 
writings uf the molt illultrieus fcholars 
impelled him 10 comprefs the (oulot 
ages palt,”) did not live to fee com¬ 
pleted. Ti e library of the V.itican» 
began by that learned Pontiff N':c!iolas 
the Vrh, alio claimed his molt ledulous 
aiceiilion. The cultody of this collec. 
tion of ei udiiion he entrultcd to Faudo 
Sabco, who h.id been employed by him 
in exploring didant regions for ancient, 
manufcripis. An account of the iearnr 
ed librarians of the V'aiicaii, and a Ita^f 
the other libraries in Rome, which iC 
appears were onlv three, follows. This 
leems a number fmal) indeed in a city 
where the chief purfuits were religion 
and literature. 

The enumeration of the hifiorians of 
Italy lead-: the autlmv to a further ac¬ 
count of the lile of MachiaveUi, and of 
his writings. In this he quotes the 
opinions of Icarn.'d men refpci^ing 
fliofe woik^: but although we think 
that he, in fume initances. jutHy aoure*

fcUtes upoci th« whole he feenis 

much better pleafed with them than we 
are. Indeed we are, in oppofition to 
Lord Bacon» inclined to adopt the opi¬ 
nion of Cardinal Pole, and from a /ee^er 
experience of their to reftate, 

that ** they were penned by the finger 
of the devil/' PhiUppo de Nerli, Jacopo 
Nardi, and Franctfco Guicciardini, 
(wholh hifiory, though it profefles to 
record only the events of Italy, takes a 
much wider range, and, in fa^t, com* 
prebends thofe of the principal States 
of Europe during the period which It 
celebrates^ are next mentioned. Of 
this interediiig work (to w^icb Mr. R. 
and many other authors have great ob¬ 
ligations,) he gives a Ihort critique; 
among its bJemifiies he mentions, that 
the writer has frequently given too 
much inaportance to events of inferior 
conlideration, and that be has, in imi¬ 
tation of the ancients, adigned to Seve¬ 
ral of bis principal characters orations 
which, though fuiHciently confonant to 
their fentiments, were, in reality, ne> 
ver delivered. 

This is an objeClion that we have 
heard taken to Lord Bacon's Hiltory 
of Henry the Vllth j though many cf 
the fpeeches which hit Lordihip has 
fabricated are very eloquent; thofe of 
the Prior of the Trinity, and of Perkin 
Wai'beck, for inftance. In thele he 
has caught the very fiile and fpirit 
of the Roman hillorians. Dr. John- 
fon finds the fame fault in Knolle's 
Hillory of the Turks j a work that 
in other refpe£%s he exceedingly com¬ 
mends, and which, he fays, (hows 
how much tl'>e moll judicious and Ikil- 
ful may be miitaken when they elli- 
mate their own powers." 

“ Yet more extenfive in its plan 
than the hiltory of Guicciardini is the 
hifioiy of his own times by Paullo 
Giovio, or Paulut in which he 

4indertook to record the nioft import- 
events which occurred during that 
period in every part of the world. 
This voluminous writer was a native 
of Como, and was born in the year 

1483” 

He was, it appears, after feveral gra* 
dations of ecclefialtical preferment, ap¬ 
pointed Blfiiop of Nocci'a. During the 
rack of Rome, 15S7, he had fecreced 
bis hiltory, which had been copied on 
vellum, and elegantly bound, in a 
cheft that contained alfo a quantify 
of wrought filver plate that was de- 
pofited in the church of St, Maria 


S 9 pra MiMitva} but being difeovered 
by two Spanifii Officers, one of them 
feized upon the filver, while the other, 
named Herara, carried off the hiltory- 
At the fame time many loofe fiieets were 
difperied and loft- Herara finding to 
whom the books belonged, brought 
them to the author, and aiked him if 
he would purchafe them ? The unfor¬ 
tunate Giovio, wholly firipped of his 
property, was incapable 1 he applied, 
therefoie, for alfiftance 10 Clement the 
Vllth, who agreed with Herara, upon 
his returning the woi k, to confer upon 
him an ecclefialtical benefice m Cor¬ 
dova. This agreement was carried 
into elFeft, and the author thus re- 
2^-ained the pofienion of the efforts of 
his genius. 

(An account of the inifcelianeous 
writers of this period concludes this 
Chapter; which, like all thofe upon 
the fame fubjefts, will be found highly 
entertaining. 

From literature our author (Chapter 
the XXIId) proceeds to the revival of 
the fine arts, to which this portion of 
the work is dedicated. 

** The encouragement afforded by 
the Roman Pontiffs to painting, to 
fculpture, and to archite£>ure, is al- 
inoft coeval to the revival of thofe arts 
in modern times. P'or a long fuccef- 
fion of ages, the genius of the predo¬ 
minating religion had, indeed, been 
highly unfavourable to thofe purfuits, 
and, uniting with the ferocity of bar¬ 
barian ignoranceihad almoli extirpated 
the lad remains of thofe arts wh'ch hud 
been carried by the ancients to ib great 
a degree of perfedlion." 

As from the fury of the Iconoclafles 
the author dates the decline, fo from 
the remonftiances of Petrarca he hails 
the revival of a falte for the produc- 
tions of imitative genius, which, in 
the Gourfe of the fucceeding century, 
became a pafTion that could only be 
gratified by their acquifition. 

** Cf the labours of Nicculo Niccoli, 
Poggio Bracciulini, and Lorenzo, the 
brotiicr of the venerable Cofmo de 
Medici, fome account has been given 
in other works. By Lorenzo the Mag¬ 
nificent this object was purfued with 
constant Iblicitude and great fuccefs} 
and the colie£tion of antiques formed 
by him in the gardens of St. Marco, at 
Florence, became tlie fchuol bT Michel- 
agnolo." 

The tafie for collecting the remains 
of antiquity (whether they confided of 

Itatues, 
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ftatues, vafe^) gems,or other fpecimens 
of art,) haci been cultivated by Leo the 
Xth from his earlieit years* Before he 
was Pope, a piece of fciilpture, repre- 
fenting the thip of ^fcniapins, had 
been dug up in an IHand of the Tyber, 
This was referred to by one of the 
poets, and confequeiuly prophets, of 
the time, as an augury of his eleffion 
to the pontificate, and of the “ tran- 
^uillily and glory of his leign/* In 
the year i5'58 the gronpe of the Lao* 
coon was dilcovered among the ruins 
of the baths of Titus, and the fortu¬ 
nate difeoverer was rewarded by Julius 
the Ild with an annual Uipend, wliicli 
Leo the Xth excinnged for the ho¬ 
nourable and lucrative ofHce of Apoftd* 
lie Notary. 

'I'he extenfive and fplendid idea bf 
the improvement of the palace of the 
Varicin, firlt engendered in the mind 
of Nicholas the Vth about the middle 
of the fifteenth century, was carried 
into efFei>hy teveral (u ceeding Popes 5 
but the honour of having, in a great 
degree, bi ought their eftorSs to per- 
te6fion,was relbrved for Julius the lid. 
“ Shall we, with Kembo, attribute it 
to the good fortune of this Pontitf, 
that he was furrounded by three fuch 
artilfs as Bramante, Ralf.ielle, and Mt* 
chelagnolo } or may we not with great- 
crjullice fuppofe that Julius rominuni- 
cated to them a portion of the vigour 
and impotuofity of his own ebarailer, 
and acknowledge that tliefe ^reat men 
were indebted to the Pontiff for fomc 
p.ii-t of their reputation, and perhaps of 
their excellence, by the opportunity 
which his ii agnificent projects and vatt 
dcfii;ns afforded them of exercifng 
their talents on a theatre fufficiciiily 
ample to difolay them to advantage ?** 

The moll illufirieus pesiod of the 
arts is dated to be that ** which com¬ 
mences with the lettirn of MicheU 
agnolo from Rome to Florence, about 
the year 1500, and teminates with the 
death of Leo the Xth in 1511, or rather 
with that of Rafi'aelle in the preceding 
year. Within this period almoll aR 
the great works in painting, in fculp- 
ture, and in arcbiteflure, were pro¬ 
duced.’* 

The author gives fome traits of the 
life, and an account of the works of 
Mipheiagnolo, and 6f the contention 
betwixt him and Lionardo da Vinci, 
which probably induced the Ma^if- 
trates of Florence to employ their rival 
talenu upon pi^lureai the Aibje^t of 


which were the wars of Flfa, and the 
Cartoons for which were immediately 
commenced. Thefe are molt admi¬ 
rably de/cribed by Mr. R., who, in 
conclufion, fays, that ** upon the dudy 
of the.'e models almod all the great 
painters who (hortly afterwards con¬ 
ferred i'uch honour on their country 
were principally formed.” Neititer of 
thefe woiks were ever finiflied •. 

The account of the commencement 
of the building of the modern Church of 
Sc. Peter, at Rome, is curious, and the 
conclufion drawn from the enormous 
expenfe of its ereflion juft the lubfc- 
quent anecdotes of the fculptor, and of 
the Pontilf Julius the HI, on whofe 
tomb the former was employed, maik 
tlie charaffers of both with adegiee of 
drength alrn^lt indelible. Equally fpi- 
rited and impetuous, we ate a good 
deal furprifed at their reconciliation ^ 
which, ho\^cver, we find that the artilt 
commemoiated by the creHion of the 
Ibtue of (lie Pope at Bologna, in an 
attitude that fpoke more of the foldier 
than the fcholar. 

When Micheingnelo returned to 
Rome, lie met witn a more powerful, 
though a younger, rival than he had 
Icit at Florence, in tite celebrated Raf* 
faello d’Urbino, who is laid, Irom 
the labours of Mafaccio in the cl'.apel 
of the Brancacci, and the works of 
Michelagnolo and Lionardo da Vinci, 
to have deiived thofe condituent elc* 
ments of hisdehgu, which, combined 
by the predominating power of his 
own genius, foimed that attra^ive 
manner which unites the iublime and 
the graceful in a greater degree than is 
to be found in the productions of any 
ether mader.** 

While Michelagnolo was employed 
by the Pope (Julius the lid) to deco, 
rate with thefe liihlime ctfufions of 
graphic genius whicliy/i.Yadorn it, the 
Capelta Sijiinaf Kadaeilo was no lei's 
arduoufly engaged in ornamenting* tve 
chambcis ot the Vatican. An ani¬ 
mated and intereding defciiption of 
thofe pidlui-es (in which the painter may 
be laid to have extra^ed the very loul 
of fcience, while he pie’ented to the 
eye the almolt ccledial emanations of 
an illuminated and enthufiadic m.nd,) 
is given. The examination of the quel- 
tion, ** Whether RafaeHo in^igormeii an 4 
^larged hisJlilt Jrom the •works of MUbek 


* See note, page 
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agnohF'" gave rife to a controverfy 
that, like molt othrr €ontrwerfieSy is of 
no importance, and •>! mIucIi the cir- 
cumltance that Mr. R. thinks decifive 
decides nothing. 

A very conliderahle portion of the 
rcniaitulcr ot this Chapter is dedicated 
to the^c two artifts, p.articularly the 
former, ot whofe wot ks we have a c >m« 
picte hilloiy. In this difquilition and 
dif'crimination theauthordilhlavs taiic, 
judgment, animation, and genius. 

This pait of the woik will he read 
with great pleafnre by artilts and admi- 
lers of the arts } but it (terns to us lo 
have a more uleinl tendency than mere 
amufernent, as, if propeily (Kidied, it 
will contribute to coirei (or perhaps 
we (hould rather have laid levive) the 
talie for hilloiiol comyoiition, and 
turn tlie tide of out iil-js from the 
rv.llcn! “IS e^'otifni and Hirtnr cd nvi* 
dorn poituit.; to the (uolnnc tliulions 
of the hidoric mulej or, in a word, 
“ from farcy to the l.eail !*’ 

** With the death of his fjavourlte 
artift, it is probable that Leo lelln- 
quifhed this undertaking*. This event 
happened on Good Friday, in the year 
T520; Katfaello having on that day 
completed the thirty-feventh >e.ii' of 
his age. The regret which every admi¬ 
rer of the arts mnlt feel for his early 
lofs, is incre.aled by the reile£fion that 
this misfortune was not the relult of 
any inenjttabledifeafe^ but is to be attri¬ 
buted to the joint confequences of his 
own imprudence and the temerity or 
Jgnoranceof his pdiylicians. Withevery 
accompliihment both natural and ac* 
quiredj with qualities that not only 
commanded the approb.ation, but con 
ciliated the .affection, of all who knew 
him; it v(.as his misfortune nut luifici- 
ently to rerpe6) the divine talents with 
which he was endowed. His (liend 
the C^idinal da Bihbiena had endea¬ 
voured to prevail on him to marry, 
.-fticf had propofed to give him his niece 
as a wile; but the idea of retlraint was 
intoleiab'e to him; and while lie ap¬ 
peared diCpoffd to comply with the 
wifhes of the Cardinal, he Kill found 
means, under various pretext>, to p/Oll- 
pone The union. Among the leafons 
alTigned for this delay, it has been 
aikdged, (baton finifliing (he pidluies 
in the Vatican, (he Pope intended to

confer on him, in reward of his labours, 
the rank andemolurnents of a Cardinal. 
It mud, however, he confelled, that 
Inch a promotion, if it ever w.is in con* 
templation, would h ive coid'crred little 
lionbnr either on the .uiid or his peu 
tron. In the edimatiou ot his own 
times, well as of tiie pieient, he 
airr-ady held a ingher rank than Leo 
could he*tow, and the hat of a Car¬ 
dinal (ould only have difgiaced (he 
man who!e chief prerenfions to it were 
founded on his pallet and his pen- 
ciU." 

The other artirts employed hy Leo 
theXth were Luc.a deila Robbia, who 
had earned to a high perfection the 
Rrt of painting on terra in'veiriafa, or 
gla/.'d rarth ; an art whiili has lince 
iiL'cn loll, or at lealt is now confined 
to the narrow limits of en;imet paint- 

Jn tirs Mr. R. is rnilfakrn ; fhc ait 
has neiiiicr beei; (o lull nor (b con¬ 
fined. 'Fhe pautted wares of Wedg¬ 
wood and othcis arc as much, and 
in many Vnltanccs as perfect, fpecimens 
of the art as (he celebrate<{ ware fiom 
llie deligns of Kafl'aello, exrcutcil pio- 
bably by Luca, and itill denominated 
Raf'/aerj 'Ware, On the Ltiulcan and 
ori.er defgiis, which have bten ibex- 
quiiUfly copied, we need not enlarge, 
becaufe evey perfon of talie is ac- 
quainteil with them, .intl tlicy may 
be every day inipeited. This art, ot 
which we hid IpLcimens in England, 
exhibited on the aiu lent gate at White¬ 
hall, and upon .'ind within the priory 
of St. John of Jernfalcm, Clcikenwel), 
h.i8 never been loft. It found its way 
into the Low Countries, and was prac- 
nfed upon the ware of Delft, and on 
what wc c.i!l Dutch tiUst though origin¬ 
ally made at Antwerp. 

Kn.ii.iel painting, thoiigli (in feme 
degiet) rertoimetl with the lame co- 
iouis, iieing executed on dilfeiciit ine- 
tjis inlieud of earth, is different in its 
pioceS and its u(e. 

On ihek lubjecls it is unncceflaty to 
dwell; tlit ugh wc think, for the fake of 
cotiedneb, it was neceffaiy to let tlie 
author 1 iglit. 

Andica Ccntucci is the next artift 
mcniicned. Francia Bigio, Andica del 
Sat to, and Jacopo cle F.mtormo, fol¬ 
low; und feme flit (hc' tiaiis are given 
of (he charailer of Li(’naido*da Vmci. 

The author then iiuces the riie of 
the att of engraving; and after enu¬ 
merating the fii'ft artilts who excelled 
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in thit departments of whom Marc- 
Antonio was the chief, concludes with 
Tome obfervations on the invention of 
etching. 

We now enter upon the twenty-third 
Chapter of this work) and while our 
minds have leemed to repofe in the 
tranquillity of Italy, and to rejoice in 
the ftourithing Kate of literature and 
the art«, nurtured by Leo the Xrh, 
and iniluenced under his aufpices, we 
are foriy to Hnd that hisatfeeled indo¬ 
lence, trom which he was roufed only 
by the purfuit of his pleafuies, which 
confided in mufic, in hunting, or in 
the company of jefteii and butibons,'* 
fhould have only afforded him leifure 
to contemplate theluither aggrttiuli2ft* 
inent of the Holy See, or rather of the 
family of the Medici, by the feizuroof 
feveral of the fmiiler States of Italy, 
who, too weak to refid his power, 
were, we believe, too wife to become 
inimical to his views. However, it 
is with the pafllon of ambition as with 
the patlion of jeiloufy, tulles light as 
airaie conHrmations ilrong a» pioofs 
of Holy Writ j indeed we fear llronger, 
if we confider the lives of the principal 
fubjetSIs of thefe volumes. 

It is too late in this work to enter 
into the particulars of the contentions 
nlhided to, which are Hmilar to thofe 
that in a great degree difgmced former 
periods that have been already defcant- 
ed on ; yet we cannot help obferving, 
that the conclufion of this Chapter ex¬ 
hibits an awful lefTon, as it commemo- 
jates the conclufion of the hfe of the 
man to whom they owed their re- 
.igitation i a man who employed his 
compiehenfive mind and unlimited in. 
Huence in fehemes of family aggian- 
Uizement, at the lame time that he ex¬ 
tended bis arms (o'drag into his vortex 
more power, moie wealth, more tciri- 
tory, than his predeceflors had pof- 
fefled, or than he would have lieen 
able to govern, without refle6ling a 
moment upon the mifery which his 
inordinate an bition (fhall we not fay 
the avarice of this Piince of Peace?) 
entailed upon the human rac'*, and 
the facrihees which were made to the 
capiice of this Holy Father, this fpi. 
ritual guide and diiedlor of mankind. 

The events adverted to, that in a 
ftort *period frullrated ail the fplen- 
did plans of Leo the Xth then in 
operation, and peihaps a hundred 
others formed and hall-formed in his 


mind, were, his fudden illnefs and fab- 
fequenc death. 

“ When the intelligence arrived of 
the capture of Milan, and the recovery 
of Parma and Piacenzi, Leo was patfing 
his time at his villa of Malliana. He 
immediately retumed to Rome, where 
he arrived on Sunday the twenty-fourth 
day of November, for the purpofe of 
giving the neceffjry diredions to the 
Coininandeis, and partaking in the 
public rejoicings on this important vic¬ 
tory.'* 

The report that the Caidinal de 
Medici had prevailed upon Francefco 
Sfoiza to cede the fovereignty of Milan, 
to him, oTi condition of his furrender- 
ing to the Duke his Haty with the office 
of Chancellos of the Holy See, and all 
his benehecs, amounting to the annual 
(urn of fifty thoufand ducars, infpired 
the Pope with fuch joy and fatisfadion 
as he had upon no other occafion 
evinced. He gave oidcrs that the re- 
joicing-) Hiould becontiniied in the city 
dining three days. On bcingafked by 
ills Mailer of th*e Ceiemonies, whe¬ 
ther it would not alto he proper to 
letuin folemn thanks to God? he de- 
llred to be informed of the opinion of 
this Officer r who told him, that 
when when there was a war between 
any of the Chriflian Princes, it was 
not ufual for the Church to rejoice 
upon any vidory, unlef's the Holy See 
derived fomebenejit fiom it,'* The Pope, 
fmiling, laid, ** that he had indeed ob¬ 
tained a great prize.*' He gave direc¬ 
tions that a Confiitory fhould be held 
on Wednefday, the 27th of November; 
** and finding himfelf indilpofed, re¬ 
tired to his chamber, where he took a 
tew hours' rell. 

** The indifpofition of the Pontiff 
excited, at firll, but little alarm, and 
was attributed by his phyficians to a 
cold caught at his villa. The Con- 
filloiy w.is not, however, lieid ; and 
oil the moi nii'g of Sunday, the firtt ot 
December, the Pope luddenly*dtied. 
This event was fo unexpeded, that 
he is laid to have expired without thofe 
ceiemonies which are confidered ot 
Inch eflential impoitance by the Ro¬ 
man Chuifli." 

The circumflances attending the 
death of Leo leem involved in myfleri- 
ou't and total obfcuiity. 

** Some information on this import- 
s ant event miglit have been expefiled 
from the diary of the Mailer of the 

Ceremonies, Paris dc Gralfis; but it 

• 
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is remarkabie, that from Sunday the 
twenty-fourth day of November, when 
the Pope withdrew to his chamber, 
to the fame day in the following week, 
when he expired, no notice is taken hy 
this officer of the progrefs of his dif- 
Older, of the particulars of his con- 
du6t, or of the means adopted for his 
recovery. On the lafKmentioned day 
Paris de Graffis was called upon to 
make preparations for the funeral of 
the Pontin. He found the body al¬ 
ready cold and livid. After having 
given fuch directions as Teemed to him 
requifitc on the occafion, he fummon- 
ed the Cardinals to meet on the follow¬ 
ing day. All the Cardinals then in 
Rome, being twenty-nine in number, 
accordingly attended; but the con- 
courfe of the people was fo great in 
the palace, that it was witn difficulty 
they could make Iheir way fo the 
alVembly. The ohjeft of this meelinr; 
was to arrange the ceremoni.il of the 
funeral, which it was ordcied fhould 
take place on the ev;pning of the fame 
day, • 

“ Such is the dubious and unfatif- 
faClory narrative of the death of Leo 
theXth, which cccuired when he had 
not yet completed the foriy*fixth year 
of his age, having reigned eight years, 
eight months, and nineteen Hays. It 
was the general opinion at the time, 
and has been confiimed by the fut- 
fragesof fucceeding hiftorians, that his 
death was occafioned by excefs of joy 
at bearing of the fuccefs of his arms. 
If however, after all the vicilhtudcs of 
fortune wliich Leo had experienced, 
his mind had not been fufficiently for¬ 
tified to refift the influx of good for¬ 
tune, it is probable, at leafl. that its 
effeOs would have bet-n moie hidden. 
On this occafion it has been well ob- 
/erved, th«at an excefs of joy is danger* 
ous only on a firlt en.otion, and ihr.t 
Leo furvived this intelligence eight 
da^.^ It Teems therefore not impro** 
baole that this ftory was fabricated 
merely as a pretext to conceal the real 
caufe cf his death, and that the flight 
indifpofition and tempoiary fecluhon 
of tiie Pontiff afforded an oppoitunity 
for ibme of his enemies to gratify their 
I'pfentmenr, or proircte ilitir own am¬ 
bitious yiews by his delfiuClion.” 

From the fymptoms that appeared 
on opening the body, we are led to 
believe, with the medical operators, 
that he died hy foifon. This liis latt 
words alfo eyince. ** He declared 


that he had been murdered, and could 
not long turvlve.” 

“ The conlternation and grief of the 
popuUce on the death of the Pontiff 
were unbounded. The nimotir that 
he had died by poifoii increafed their 
fury. They feized on one of his cup¬ 
bearers i againft whom, however, on 
examinatiuh, no lufiicieut proof of 
guilt appeai'ed. But although the Car¬ 
dinal de Medici proiubiicd further in¬ 
quiry, he certainly could not prevent 
the conjeiiiires of the peoph, who fixed 
upon Francis the Ilf as the intligatcr of 
this hoiriil cle^d j tliough we tliink 
that tlieir furmifes need not have w.aii- 
dered out of Italy, and that the honour 
o^r it was in <lt probably due to the 
Duke of Ferrara, *'ho 1 I belore 

hiinfclf by the.ill.illmaiion of the 
C.irdiral ofX^ivi.i. 

1 liL- fuiicril o'ffcq i'e^ of L'^o the 
X'Ji vvc.e j ei'fori.icd in tha V.itlc.iji 
without any extraordiirirv pomp? for 
which an exhaulftd ti»'alury, and the 
dubious manner ot his death, kem to 
flaiid as excufes." 

What the latter had to do with his 
funeral we arc at a lofs to conjectuie. 

The paufgyiic pronounced over his 
remains, by his Chamberlain, Antonio 
da Sptllo, is laid to have l)i.cn un¬ 
wot thy of the fubjccd, and thciefore 
has not been preferved. This may be 
a teafon for its confignment to obli¬ 
vion i but ns eveiy Chamberlain is not 
an orator, if this was a part of his 
duty he ought to have entnilted it to 
another. 

in the twenty-fourth Chapter, which 
is the lad of this work, the author pro¬ 
ceeds to examine the diverfity of opi¬ 
nion that has reigned with refpett to 
the ch.iia^er of Leo ilie Xth, and to 
ttace ti:e caufes of lucb uiverlity} firlt 
fioiii (iiflinguifhed excellence or eleva¬ 
tion, ** which aic as certainly attend¬ 
ed by envy and detradiun as the fiib- 
fiance follows the fhadow.” This, 
though a remark afloat in all ajges, 
we are inclined to think borrows little 
truth fronj its tiitencfs. There have 
been many inflances in which elevated 
rank and fupericr flation have been 
unattended by envy and detraflion \ 
and if thefe adventitious properties 
wereappreciated, there would be 
many more : the truth is, and we won¬ 
der that fo accurate an oblerver as the 
' author certainly is miffed it, that fupe- 
riority of genius has excited more envy 
and malignity in the human mind thai^ 

even 
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ftven faperionty of iituatton, with all 
Its concomitant advantaMs. This may 
be^accountect for by rererring to that 
egotifm which is inherent in the fyf- 
tem. Mankind can bear to be thrown 
into the (hade by the blaze of titles and 
honours, and the brilliancy attendant 
upon riches, while they repine and 
feel emotions of felf humiliation when 
ihone down, and in any degree ob- 
fcured, by the luftre of fuperior ta* 
lents. 

From the family connexions of Leo 
another fource ot obfervation has ari< 
‘fen. The various contentions which 
agitated and divided the people were 
certainly a bir to the fair reprefenta. 
tion of the chara^er of a Ponti.r wl» 
took fo aflive, and indeed, latterly, 
fo repreheniible a part in fome of them. 
To the near alliance of his fsmily with 
the royal home of France (an alliance 
which teemed with mi/chief and de> 
ilriiilion to the human (pecies,) may 
unqueitionably be attributed the fl*it> 
tery of fome hiftorians, and the un¬ 
bounded, though judly merited, ex- 
predions of contempt and deteftation 
of others. 

From political enmities alfo, no 
doubt a great diverfuy of opinion 
arofe ; for there never was a great po¬ 
litician that did not create enemies} 
oppofuion being in moll countries the 
very elTence ot politics) though we 
Itill iniill that it was a Jitty we fear 
unrepented, for the Pope to become a 
politician. 

But the mod fruitful fource of ani- 
mofity againd Leo the Xth is to be 
found in the violence of religious zeal 
and fettarian hatred. That he was the 
chief of the Roman Church, has been 
thought a fufficient reafonforattacking 
him with illiberal yiveCtives, That the 
Church wanted r^rmation^ no one, how¬ 
ever fceptical li^miglit have been before, 
can for a moment doubt, after he has 
read the^e volumes j a large portion of 
thefe containing inlbuces which prove 
its necelBty. Stiii, however, the litua- 
tion dTl .eo was certainly a delicate one. 
Hp few himfelf in the plenitude of his 
power borne down by a Monk, and the 
whole fabric of dflion and abiurdity, 
the growth of ages, totteiing under 
the impulfe of the ir.adijting fliflics 
of truth and common (eiife; which, 
we think, 04>eraied nllo upon his mind 
when he was urged by his adherents to 
fupnort its (baking frame by thufe 
ritual terrors which afterwards more 


manifeftly appeared. In this dilemma 
he neglected the only thing that he 
(hould have done. Had he, like Lu¬ 
ther, turned reformtr \ had be employ¬ 
ed the authority wi^ which he was 
invelted to the amendment of the lives 
of the Hierarchy, and of the Aibordi- 
nate orders) had he ftimulated them to 
a regularity of conduct by coercion, 
while he influenced them by example i 
he would have created a Wronger oppo- 
lition to the new fyltem than it was in 
the power of Inquilitions, with all their 
train of tortures, and all their terrific 
apoendages, to ere£t. 

In the inquiry refpe£ling the real 
charafler of Leo, Mr. R. very properly 
iiui'odjces fome perfonal traits. 

** From the authentic portraits of 
him that Aill exi(l, there is reafon Co 
believe tliat^ils general appearance be- 
fpoke an uncommon chara£>er j and 
the (kilful phynognomid might yet 
perhaps delight to trace in the ex-, 
quifite picture uf him by RitFaello 
the exprelUons of thole propenGties, 
qualities, and talents, by which he was 
more peculiarly diltinguifbed. In na¬ 
ture he was much above the common 
ilandard. His perfon was welUormed) 
his habit rsther full than corpulent) 
but his limbs, although elegantly Giap- 
cJ, appealed fbmewnat too (lender in 
proportion to his body. Although the 
fire of h)i hetd and the amplitude of 
his features approached to an extreme, 
yet they exhibited a certain degree of 
dignity which commanded refpect. His 
complexion was ilorid) his eyes large, 
round, and prominent, even to a de* 
fe£l, infomuch that he could not dif- 
cern diilant obje^s with ml the aid 
of a glafs, by the aflillance of which, 
it was obferved, that in hunting anil 
country fporis, to which he was much 
addicted, he faw to a greater dilhince 
than any of his attendants. His hands 
were peculiarly white and w*ell formed, 
and he took great plealure in 
rating them with gems. Kis voice was 
remarkable for foftnels and dexibiltt), 
which enabled him to exprefs Ii:s feel¬ 
ings with great effetf. On ferious an i 
important orcafions no one ipoke with 
more gravity, on conitnun concern > 
with more facility, on jocular lubjeils 
with more hihiity.’’ 

He IS (aid, fiom his earlielt years, 
to have dirpltycd a conciliating uiIm- 
*ntty of dilpolitiuni by which, on ins 
(ii'lt arrival at Rome, he obtained tl.r 
i'avouiable opinion of his fell jw ('-rdi- 

nib ; 
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nail: with the old he could be fert- 

ous, with the young jocofe: hit vi 
fitors he entertained with great atlen'. 
tion and kindnef^, frenuently taking 
them by the hand and addrelling them 
in affedlionate terms, and on Tome oc 
calluns embracing them, as the man< 
ners of the times allowed. Hence all 
that knew him agreed that he poflelTed 
the bed of all podible difpoHtions, and 
believed themfelves to be the cbjeAs 
ol his particular fnendthip and regard} 
an opinion which, on his part, he 
endeavouied to promote, not only by 
the nidi (edutous attention, but by 
frequent ifis uf geneiofitv. ,\oi can it 
be doubted but to liia uniform perfe- 
verance in this condufi he was chiefly 
indebted lor the high dignity which 
he attained loeaily in lifci" 

In his intelleflual endowments, it is 
faid that Leo l*ood much above the 
common level of mankind. If he ap¬ 
pears not to have been gifted with crea. 
tive powers, which aie propcdy cha- 
rafteri 7 ed by the name of genius, he 
was not fo wt >k in his mental rciources 
as to be afle^ed with tho'e fuperflitious 
notions lo pievaient in Ids age, and 
which were pri.bably in many the 
effeiis of r.orbtdhih'm. 

He ieems to have been rather a fUiJ 
tl'in an elegant fcholar. In the regu¬ 
lation of his diet he adbeied to the 
Kiicieff ru'es of tempei ince, even be- 
' ond theulual relliaintsot the Church. 
Tni<y which has been coniidercd as a 
great viitne in a Cardinal, was lurely a 
jliU greater in a Fo^e. His political 
ch3iat5fer, which Mi. R. iinnutely de¬ 
tails, and hugely clefcants upon, may, 
in fume degree, be gathcied even fiom 
the brief notices in tins critique} and 
we arc extremely tuny that we cannot 
in this refpefi agree with our author, 
becaufe we have alvc lys lieen holtile to 
the idea of doing evil that good may 
abound. Such a condudh, even in a 
Uy *ciiara 61 ci‘, always marks it with 
mtai>re(» and duplicity: in an ccc.efi- 
aflic, and fo diitinguifhed an ecc'eli- 
aflic too as a Pontiff, with fonurhing 
worfe. Waveiinj, b'twixttlie imita¬ 
tion of that kind of kingeraji which 
had ident'fled tfie difpolitioiis of Henry 
the Vllth of hngfand, Feidinaiid of 
Arragon, aud the moieopen and avow* 
id^ though equally mi'chievous, pto- 
fcnfity of Louis the Xilth of France } 
one hour immerii.1} m deep and dafl 
gerous intrigue'-, and the next itiniu- 
hting and pichtmg by holtilify} it 


appears to us that his condud vtaf 
at leaft as far as our idea^ 
ot the purity ot the fupreme Headiof 
the Roman Chuich extends} i.i fa^t/ 
that it was neither fanftifled nor uigni- 
fled, and feems, as we have before ob- 
(erved, to hive aimed but at one mark, 
the ag^randiaenient of the family of 
Medici. The union of the Chriiliart 
Princes in an endeavour to reprefs the 
inordinue, and at that peiiod locieaf- 
ing, power of the Fuiks, conveys to 
the mind an idea fpIcndiJ, and pei haps 
pious} but was the fecurity and pro: 
teflion of the Church the ctrcum'l mce 
that engendered it ? Certainly not I 
The motives of the Pontiff were cleu ly 
en by the parties whom he attempt¬ 
ed to flimulate. Unwilling to appear 
wholly refraftory, they affoidcd him 
opportunities to obtain hi^ rtal object. 
Thus was a fieily ]Var turned into a 
pecuniary commutation. Mr. R. Ieems to 
(eel tlie force of this deieli£lion of 
principle in the Pope: and thus lie 
endeavours to watd off the arrows ot 
objeflion. 

<* If amidfl thefe fplcndid ind com¬ 
mendable purpofes he occaiionally dil- 
played the narrow politics of a Church- 
m.in, 01 the weaker prejudices uf family 
partiality, this may perhaps be attii- 
but(d not lo much to the errors of hia 
own difpofition and judgment as to the 
example of his predeceflbrs and the 
manners of the age, which he could 
not wholly furmount} or to that mif- 
taken fenie of duty winch has tuo often 
led thole in power to confidcr all mea- 
fuiesas lawful, or as excufablr, which 
aie (uppoied to be advantageous to 
thofe whom they govein, or conducive 
to the aggiandizement of thofe who, 
from the laws of iiatuie, lock up to 
them for patronage and for power.’* 
However, in the. next p.iir>ge the 
author allows that, ecen wiiving (ome 
charges agiinfl him which are fcarccly 
credible, he was himfcif **guity of 
great atrocities.'* In tru h, this pro- 
teflor of the Church again! ufuipeis 
was himfelf the gieatell I 

It does not apueai that he paid that 
attention to fjcren IiteiatU'e vn\‘h his 
lituaticn ilemanded} thou h 't b.is 
been dated he dilplayed a crnlidtrab'c 
proficiency in that branch wIirIi is 
called po/itet and slfo fhowed won¬ 
derful humanity, btnevolence, and 
mildiiels. ** lie would indied*' (faith 
Fra. Paolo,) have fiecn a perfect 
Pontiff, if to thefe accompUlbments 
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This ii only one fide of the quefiion, 
lahicb it nut, liowdver^ cont'atii^ed by 
the advocate for the other} therefore 
we mufi conclude that tins Aipieme 
Head of the Roman Church had little 
religion or piety j notwitliftanding 
Mr, R., in his laboured defencei en¬ 
deavours to untrim the balance» and 
-e hcp w the wnght into the icale of 
ccclemfifcaKe^blilhinents in general. 

While Leo me Xth has been chirged 
with piofligacy and irreligion, h>' mo¬ 
ral charaAer (which in his fituaiion we 
think it impolfible to difiever iroiii ^is 
Aiiritual) was conrequently attacked: 
frofii tbofe charges our author endea¬ 
vours, with fume fticcefs, to defend 
him. Whether he deferved fo /irious 
an afperfion as that of PhuUus Jovius, 
we have little inclination toin^uuet 
that his occupations and amufemeiits 
were not at all tunes eitbe^ fuited to 
the dignity of his fiation or che^ta 
vity of his piofeflion, we are inclined 
to believe: however, if they were 
iMMtnt it IS fufficieut. No man can 
be always wife. 

** That an aftonilhing proficiency 
in the improvement of the human in- 
telle<£l occurred dining the pontificate 
of Leo the Xth,** (faith the author* 
in conclufion*) ** is univerfilly allow¬ 
ed. That fiicb proficiency is piinci- 
pally to be attributed to the exertions 
of that Pontiff, will now* perhaps, be 
thought equally indiTputablc. Of the 
predominating influence of a powerful* 
an accomplilhed, or a foitunate indivi¬

The twenty-four vignettes are from 
the biftorical lub}e£ts of the (everal 
Ciiapters* from the defigns of Mr* 
Thurfton, engraved on wood by Mr* 
Hole* as are alio the medallions. Tbefe 
exquifite produ^ioni* while they tend 
to elucidate the hiftory* alfo* taking 
a more enlarged view* (how in an emi¬ 
nent degiee the progrefs^ of this art 
fince its revival in thiskingdomf fur 
it wilt be recolle^cd* that from the 
times of Albert Durer and Marc 
nio this kind of fculpture laogui(hed| 
and the coarfenelt and vulgarity w 
its produffions were o«j/ to M equA* 
led by thofe of the prelt with whidl 
they wtie afiimilated. 

Having mentioned thefe orttiiBMhd 
patts of this work* it may be wroptr to 
gioticethe typogiaphy, wbichiaeqiially 
beautiful and equally correft. 

In (holt, in thefe departments them 
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feemt i eombination of nnios with 
ncchanical powers that do credit to 
the Englith art^fts. 

Here we ihould be glad to dop, but 
that candour obliges us to take notice 
of another part with which we are not 
quite fo well (atislied, becaufe we te.tr 
that it will hang tike a dtad 
upon thefe volumes, tmd Impede their 
oirculation. The teader w>li heie have 
anticipated that we mean their eitor. 
mous appendices ; conliiilni' in the 
whole of f4V0 bundrtd nnd ti^huin lon^ 
and elofely printed articles ^ in Ih^n, 
containing nearly as much nuiarr .n 
the work to whicl«they ire'.rta '?ed. 

There is no quettioii but tlur a eat 
aumber of thole documents aie cuii- 
ous, and, as far as they tiucidate foints 
in the hiltory, uMul: it'll we think 
that molt of them might have been 
abridged, or iJiher di£i£l€dt and tl* 
interelting parts ot their contents fuiiK.

noted. 

Of materials like thefe all hiUtries 
are formed; and-upon the extraolioi' 
of their eflence, and the mode ol 
kneading it into his own compofitinn, 
the fkill of the hiftonan depends. <lf 
this is done inartificially; if thcic is 
cither too much leaven or to'^ lit'le 
falti if it is in Tome pljccs too ligt'r, 
in others/M JbtiJ', thele laults iheLii.

MR. JUSTICE HARDJNGE's CHARGE TO THE GRAND JURY OF 
GLANiOKGANdtllKE, on Monday, September 1,1805. 


Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, 

C.rlcndar is :i vciy light one, ex- 
^ cipr a upon a Coio< 

nc''^ liique ,ol murder, ;is I thuughC} 
4jffT*’wj.Kli the Oli.cernow tells me is a 
niiitake ot the C.dendar, and fliould 
have iuen nMnfl.uightcr. But I hope, 
and I .u o beliekc, ilut your Coroner is 
Wry much u;.un his gnaid in direc- 
tioiut to hi> InquelU} etpecially upon 
fubjefts (it tills vuuie, in iAhn:h thc^ 
dre Djtuiali) guid'.d and Iwayed by his 
judgment, it iv no trivia) thing to 
charge a man with muider, if he be 
guilty of a lubordrnatc homicide, 


though a felony. There is an odium 
infiidted on him by the verdi^ of that 
inquelt, and there is jeopardy of life 
incurred } becaufe, upon that verdict, 
he mult be arraigned before a Jury 
here, and put upon his trial. Theie 
manll.iughters aie diigraceful to the 
Welch, and, I mult add with concern, 
to this pait of that whole Principality, 
the Welt. They arile either from'the 
habit of tippling to excefs—(a moft pre¬ 
valent cultom of the Welch)—from a 
lahe and mifcalculated (enfe of honour 
and fpu'it—or from the rage of what ii 
called pugilifm, converted into an arti¬ 
cle 
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cle and a fcJence. In eltficr of 

thefe vuws, the death of a man de- 
Biands a peculiar guard ugain(t a re perl, 
tion of it, by fuch hberties with hu- 
0 >an life as thefo. 

Of a more geucnl nature, I have no 
topics to lay before you. The rumour 
of invafion, or of combined rieets at 
lea, break no flumbers here, though 
you are the inlnbitants of a co.Ut. 
You have no fe.i-, benul’e you lave 
a foidier and a lailor to defend you, 
who lilfens tone compromife of public 
fpirit, and fpiii ns every altct n uive but 
that of conquo'f over tyrants—ordearh 
ar his poft, upon the bed of honouri and 
with arms in hiod». Ifydulookat 
the map of Euiopi', aitd ice what adi* 
minutive anpearanew our JiUndn loake 
sn that hale, ytu nituriily .ilk your* 
felves, how it c 'incg ro p.rA Jra: 'rtv .ue 
the centre of union foi ill thePone-s 
cf the Conrin nr, again f tite iL'ipoiilm 
'which has trampled them under its 
foot? Wlut is the anfwer to rhitquel- 
tion ? We aie nut taUer men th.n our 
neighbouis in the wo. Id, we a>e nor 
more opulent, we lu>e not moie 
ftrength of any kind, we are not more 
valiant, we are not b(.tti.r politicians, 
and 1 fear that we are nut more vir* 
tuous. 

“ But we have a CenjUtution of Go- 
•vernmtntt the wi'dom ot .iges, pia£ti. 
caliy underltood in ail its blcflings, 
and the envy of the world. It is a 
CvHlIirution alone, which almolt in- 
fp'rts thole who live under it with 
a genius worthy of the inrerdt at flake, 
and reftndrling its cliara^ler, Ir unitc-i 
fhetne-gyof power, and the bund of 
allegiance, to the jealou' ducipiinc of a 
popiilarciieikoverit.it >c l'.ni an inch 
lo uppreltion. You l..ive if'ctivcd this 
pitcious gift (jeUf the Welch, have 
pie-cmircntly received if) ficni an- 
cedo.s hainoff in antiquity, but whole 
defceiulants have been f”,n4lis'fd for 
thtir^VJlour and public f; ait } jcu wdl 
ft*l it as the moft \ duablc ai'd proudclt 
heir.lcum of y our inlie itmee.

D'at la not ill 
the miicliief. K<r'ciy loca'i dcf« lue mult 
have ihe hearti ot the neighbours a- 
jcund you, win h n ver ».m be ob¬ 
tained, unipA icl ”'ni'. e.tanMilcs aie 
im-Mited and ^ii<.ulate » by t'rich. 
Whit niulf feiviiil» think <»t'lupeiioi'S 
who appear to be (Icviied above the 
duties, and even the n]pui.ince and 
the cx'eridr of religion ? Their de¬ 
fence will be a rope of find, unlefs 
they are loved and revered by thofe 
connexions. I cannot wrfli or pray 
fur a better dtltuiy to this town, than 
to befeech that it could, as one great 
family, rcfemMc the houfc of the High 
Shenlf, in which I had the honour of 
deeping a few nights ago. 'I'he Icr- 
vants there would lay down their lives 
to defend their maitcr and milfrefs, 
becaufe they are made religious, hu¬ 
mane, and good, by the example of 
thofe whom they ferve, and mote like 
children than as dependents. A malfer 
and miffrefs like thefe aie bleHings of 
incalcuhble value in the neighbour¬ 
hood, and their public Ipii it is a model 
cf political wildom which every circle 
of life (hould emulate, hut molt of all 
the inlubitanls of rich and populous 
towns. 

Theie arc two other fiibjefls of a 
local nature, upon which a few words 
may be .attended with ufe j one of thj»q| 
is, the hit of thofe from whom juries 
aie taken who fit upon life and pro- 
petty here. I am told, it is a lift 
(x'lemely defective and partial. The 
rclult is, that men ot inferior elilma- 
tion, hut who are exempted hy law 
from the burthen, receive and bear 
it will) force; that all the fuitors of 
the Court aie at the mercy of thofe 
who are aot likely to do them jultice; 
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^at abler men are excufed, efcape from 
a legal burthen, and rub the parttei 
here of their enlightened alliftance. 
The Magidrates will fee how to con- 
troul and redrefs rhe mirchiefs fo de> 
fcribed, by their check over the petty 
condibles who make out the lilt, and 
are punilhable, by a line at leaft, if it is 
Inconedl. 

Another topic is, that of RoaJs:~~ 
They are much improved in this coun¬ 
try, hut much remains to be done Hill. 
If it be tyramy to make new roads by 
force, upon a failure of all other expe¬ 
dients, I court the name of a tyrant ; 
but I had rather fee this power inyour 
hands—and fuperilu'>us in mine. 

There are two other topics upran 
which, though of a political nature, 
1 wilh to rllk a few words. One«of 
them is the fate of lA>rd Melville. 
To that perfon 1 have no attachment, 
political or peiTonal. But I am an 


Englilhman. Mercy and forbearance 
are infeparable from the name. I am 
alfo converfant in judicial habits, whicii 
demand both candour and patience. I 
therefore deprecate the violence which 
has devoted him the vidlim of popular 
clamour, when he is in train for a dig¬ 
nified and conftitutional judgment by 
his Pe<TS. 

The other political topic is our dif* 
appointment upon a recent failure iit 
a naval contell. Here, not as an apolo¬ 
gia for the Admiral, but from a fenfe 
of honour to a gallant Odicer, I ex¬ 
claim for him, m the words of the 
foldier, Strike $ but hear me!” In 
other words, hear me frjf, and tbm 
Itiike, if I deferve it. This country 
is filled with generous minds; and 
I have no dyuht, that before thty con¬ 
demn either of thefe two perfons, they 
will patiently and generoully hear them 
upon their defence. 1 afk no more*

CALCOTTACAZETTC EXTRAORDINARY 
Fort IVilliamt April i j, 1805, 

Tlie following heads of intell'ge.'Ce, 
compiled from oificial and authentic 
documents rcceiv-d by the Governor. 
General, from the Commander i n Chief, 
are publilhed for general informa, 
tion 

Major-General Smith, with a detach¬ 
ment of cavali'v under his command, 
having effeflcd theexpnifion of Nicer 
Khan from Rohiicund and ^lie Doab, 
rejoined the army of the Cornmnider 
in Chief before Hhurtpore on the 23 i 
March. Meer Khan having recrolfed 
the Jumna, bad arrived lit Futtypore 
Seckree two days before Geneial 
Smith's arrival at Bi)urt[)Oie. This 
Chieftain had been abandoned by his 
troops, with the exception of a final] 
body of cavalry. The whole of his in¬ 
fantry and artilleiy quitt'-d his«ieivice 
about the period of his incunion into 
the Doab, and hive fince been em- 
loyed by other Chieftains. Mtei Khan 
imfelf is gone off in fearch of employ, 
ment, attended only by a few hundrtd 
predatory horle- On the 29th of 
March, the Commander in Chief, with 
a column of cavalry under his perfona) 
command, and a column of infantry, 
Vnder Lieutenant-Lolunel Don, march¬ 
ed at two in the morning to furprife 
the cavalry of Holkir, which was en- 
camped at the diitance of a few cofs 
from Bhurtpore. The apprehenfion of 
being furprifed had induced the enemy 
to encamp in feveral fepirate divifions, 
and the operations of the Britifh troops 
were dire^led apainff two of his princi- 
pal encampments* His Lordfhip, with 
the cavalry, took a circuitous direc- 
tion to the right under the hills j 
wliil/f Lieutcnant.Colonel Don, with 
ine infantry, proceeded to the left, 
by the direff ro-id to the poOrion of 
the enemy. The enemy having re¬ 
ceived iiifurmatiun from his Hrc.ir- 
rahs of the approach nf the Brjtifh 
troops, was prcr.ared for flight when 
Lord Like reactied his cimp. The 
enemy, howev»‘r. fuff'ied lome lots in 
his retreat from the hie of the column 
of infantry j and, norwirhftanding the 
raviditv of his fl’gh.t, a chaige wit 
eflVCled by the cavalry, in which 

about 200 oi the. enemy wetcceltioyed. 


A quantity of baggage and cattle, con- 
lifting chiefly of about 50 CROtels, 100 
horfes, a elephants, and so hackeries, 
was captured by the Britiih troops. 
Lord Like* after purfuing the enemy 
to a conhderible diftance, returned to 
ctmp at eleven o'clock in the fame 
morning. the lit of April, Lord 
Lake received intelligence that Hul- 
ka’’, having retired to a greater dif. 
taiice from the Britiih army, had aflem- 
bled the greater pait of his croons 
and biggage at a petition eight co's 
from liiiurtpore, in the direi^tioa of 
Futtypore. Lord Lake, in the exoc^ta- 
tion th.it the vigilance of the enemy 
wotil-i be diminilhed in conTequence of 
the oidance to which he had removed, 
ifetcrmiiird to attempt to furprile his 
c.imp. His Lordfhip accordmglymarch- 
ed at one in the morning of the ad of 
April, with the whole of the cav.ilry, 
the horie artillery, and the re erve 
of the army, .and arrived in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of Holkar’s camp before the- 
dawn ol day. Holkar had received in- 
teliigencc of Lord Lake’s apprnach 
alintt two houis betoic his Loidihip 
h.ul reached the vicinily of his cair.p, 
and iiid lent off a part of his baggage. 
The enemy w.«s polled round a high 
vil'age, wiMi his fiont coveied hy cifl- 
tivited fields, furiound-d by h*gh en- 
dulures. It was flill dark, but the fires 
of ihe enemy tnaMed Li-rd I^kc fo 
make his dilpofitions for the attack 
without waiting for day-l'ght. 'I'ne 
cavalry, fomied in two lines, moved 
round to the ngl»t| whilit the relcive 
and hone artillery, undu LlcutennU- 
Cidoncl Don. wa» orde ed »o gain tlic 
left of the vilhge with as much expe-ii- 
tion as polfddc. The cavali y advanced 
at a tiot, and when ariircl within a 
Ihoft diltance oi the enemy, the right 
fqnadrons of each regiment in the nift 
line weic ordered to charge, liipporied 
by the lemaining rquadrons,andhy the 
fecond line. The enemy, on feeing 
the advance of the Britifh troops, idnde 
every poflib^e exertion to efrape, but 
was charged with luccefs in «*’»»»opn — 
diredions, and fuflered gieat lofs. The 
Biitilh cavalry continued the purfuit 
to a confiderable diltance, and did not 
deliit till the enemy was cntiiely dif. 
pcrled. The enemy is faid to have 
lo't upwaids of 3000 men on this occa- 
lion. 

Upon the return of Lord L ke to 
camp, a body ol infaniiy, with co¬ 
lours, wts cblcivsil moving in the dt- 

redioA 
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re£Non of the jungle which Airrounds 
the town of Bhurtpore. This body of 
infantry was immediately charged by a 
fquadron of the 8th dragoons, under 
Colonel Vandeleiir. Upon the approach 
of the fquadron, and aftei'Y few of the 
enemy had been cut down, the remain- 
der threw down their armsl and were 
made prifoners. The colojirs of this 
corps were captured, and!it proved 
to be 2 body of Merr Khan/s infantry, 
which, having q-jitted th.-yChief, was 
to offer its fences to Run- 
jeetSing. Lbrd Laj^Ss/fiirncd to camp 
at one P. M., ^ter a tmrch, incloding 
the pnrfuitot the enemy, of upwards 
of fifty miles. 

A detachment compofed of the ift? 
battalion of the istli N. R., fix com- 
panics of the i+th N R.. one batrS- 
lion of inegular intantiy, and the 
Agia irregular horfc, the whole com¬ 
manded by Capmin Koyle, marched 
from A^ra on the a 5th March to dd- 
lodge Hernaut, the Chclah of Holkar, 
who, with, the remains of Holkar’s 
jnlantry and'guns, and a hddy of ca- 
v.i)jy, jinder Ba^ojee, hid occupied 
a poljj^nn betweenN^haree and Dhol- 
poieq Captain Rove's detachment, af. 
ter a march of 12 c*lus, came up with 
the' cavalry of tiie Vnemy under Ba* 
poojeeon the 31 it Malch.and fuccecaed 
in Kunpic'iely detea/ing this corps.— 
[Here follows an aetount ot foine 
other fkirmilhes between Capt. Roylc 
and the Enemy’s cavalry at Adawlut 
which he drove them from 
tlKir guns, and captured ill their bag- 
g^igc and artilleiy. Thev werealler- 
wards purlued by Colonel Poliman, 
With rhe Agra horfe, and entirely di!- 
perfed. 

The Commander In Chief having 
completed his arrangements for tl'.e 
recommencement of operations againit 
the town of Bhurtpore, changed the 
ground of his encampment before 
Ehuitporc on the 9ih of April, and 
took up his final pofition tor the at- 
tat^i The reduced condition of Hoi- 
kar's power, and the manifeit inability 
of continuing to afford fupport to the 
declining tortnne of that Chieftain, 
added to the preparations for the at¬ 
tack of Bhurtpore, had previeiifly in- 
duced Rajah Kutijeet Sing to file for 
*5ih February, and to 
offer terms, widch, after I'oine nego- 
ciation, were, with certain modifica- 
HOWS, accepted by Lord Lake, under

the authority of the Governor Genera!. 
An agreement was accordingly formed 
on the loth April, by which Runjeec 
Sing has ceded to the Company the 
fortrefs of Deeg, and has reltored all 
the dillri6ls which were conferred 
upon him by the Britilh Government 
after the concluilon of peace with 
Scindia. Runjest Sing hai alfo en¬ 
gaged to pay the fum ot 10 licks of ru¬ 
pees to the Companyof this lum three 
Jacks of rupees are to be paid imme* 
diately, and the remainder by inltal- 
ments, at ffated periods. The Ton of 
Kunjeet Sing was delivered up to Lord 
Lake tlic #irh April, as an hoftage for 
the due performance of thefe engage¬ 
ments.

Aultria and Kiiifu. In ihele Papers 
are to be found the whole procerdings 
of the French Govei nmeni, fince the 
return of Buon.ipait£ to»!*ari5, tebtivc 
to a Cotitinrnial War. Among them 
i» a very long P.xfofi\ dcici ibing the 
comparative coiuhici ot Fr-mce and 
Audtia fmee the Peace of Luneville, 
which may he confidered in no other 
point of view, than as a de^lar.ition 
to the ctlcCf above; mentioned. I'his 
document ii drawn up viith the u'ual 
art of rillryrami, and djlj-layi no me.in 
prohernry in (ophilfiy. It eniimr- 
rates a frw pftty enci oarhnients uf t/r. 
ritory, rtiii*i1 to h*vc been nude by 
Aullria, and employs a grc.tt miniber 
of words to expiefs tlie furfrife of Bu«>- 
napaitc at the warlike preparations 
of ihit Power; but totally lorgrts to 
lake the Aighielt notice of the aggrel- 
fions committed hv Fiance, in the veiy 
bofom of profound peace—of liie an elt 
of the Due d'Enghienon neutral terri* 
tory, arid his lublrquent inurdei—of 
the ryianny ejterciied over Holland 
and Switrei Und—of the annexation of 
Genoa^or of the alfuniptioii of the 
Crown of Italy. It fpeaks of Kullia 
(like England) .is an ifulated Power, 
tiut has little or nothinir to do with 
the political fylteru of Europe; and 
enndders Aulfria as (he dupe of both, 
blinded by that root of all evil the 
fold of England, and deluded into the 
war by the crafty ambition ofRuflia. 
Ic complains of the invafion of Bavaria, 
t neufial territory, by AuUru; but 
totally forgets the over.runuing ©f 
Hanovfi, which is a< much .in integral 
part of Gerininy as Bavaria. Upon the 
whole, this Paper, as a piece of eqwivo- 
catioo, is artful ; but, as a Maniieffc 
•f a Sovereign plunging his peonie 
into 0 war. U ii utterly undekrving 


of all claim to\ cticc, ^T^r'cpliet to no 
one f.iif which is alledged againft the 
i*ieiich Government. It pretends not 
to deny, nor even to dlfguife, the cn«r.

Though the citcum- 
liancc of there being but few, and thole 
draggling, buildings eafi of bt. Paul's 
in the times of the Saxons can fcarcely 
be credited, as we know that there wtie 
mai^ churches, perhaps (and it is a 
prefuinption which thedifcovcry of num- 
ncHels detached veHtges has rendered pro¬ 
bable) the Roman and Saxon buildings in 
London were in fome degree formed upon 
Ihc fame plan ) that is, unconncAed with 
each other* Thole for religious pur- 
pofclt the palaces of the Monarchs, and 
the manfions of the Nobili^, it is molt 
likely, for the reafon juft ftated. had 
taken an eaftcra dire^ion, while the 
houfes and cottages of the middle and 
lower ranks of the people occupied the 
wcftern. ^ ContraAcd is the commerce 
of thofe times was. it muft always have 
ranged along the bank of the Tbamei. 
The markets, we know, muft always 
bave been held in the ftrects that Aiil 
ittain their denomination. Betwixt Cbeap-r 
Me and the wall to the North, and from

Upon this occafion the energy of the 
people was remarkable* Rifing fupe- 
liorto the Cilamities of the times, we 
find them foon after, with the molt 
fedutous zeal and induftry, rebuilding 
their houfes, and lepairing the dilapi¬ 
dation that the conflagration had occa- 
fioned. Perhaps in many inlfances the 
folid aichite6ture and materials of thc^ 
chut dies had bounded the fury of the 
fl lines) though theie is little doubt 
but that the wooden and thatched 
buildings to which we have befoie 
adverted, fuffered to their full extent 
the elementary w.»fte. While the Citi- 
zeiuwere thus laudablyeiuployed, they 
weie called upon lor exertions ofan* 
other kind) for in the year 994. Olaf 
and Swell! laded up the TIumti with 
upwards of ninety (hips, and attempt¬ 
ed once more to bum the metropolis, 
liuligiHtion at the cow 11 dice and cru¬ 
elty of this attempt animated the Citi- 
7ens. They flew to aims, and reputfed 
their barbaiousinvadeii with a courage 
of which the Danes believed fltUzens 
incapable. 

A few years after this deliverance, In 
the leign of Edmund the lid, the Da. 
ndh King Canute, ubfeiving the aflift- 
ance which that Nlonnch derived fiom 
the fteidy loyalty of the Londonerb, 
and bflitving that if he was depnved 
ot this, his ftrongeft hold, pnd his 
htli iupport, it would put an end to 
the^ wai, attempted twice to befiege 
their cityj but the brave and deter¬ 
mined reftltance of its inhabitants en- 
abling Edmund to come to its lelief, 


f irobfthle the Nohilitv ard the moft opl^• 
ent of the Citixens rtfided. Their huufes 
detached from eacii oihtr, and their gar¬ 
dens divided hjt lanes, many of which 
now derive their names Iroin the cir- 
cumftance of bounding the drmefnes of 
the adjacent manfions. In thefe diftrifls, 
which aicnow teimed the heart rftke City, 
the monallLries alfo arcle, amt the far 
gieater number of the chuichei. The 
Itreet without Liidgate was then unqtitf- 
tionably ^fkbnrb,ccm^oM chiefly of cot¬ 
tages w hich extended to the then nntlagi 
of St. Clement Danesi foi it muft be 
remarked, that in thofe turbuitnt times, 
and for a lone feries of unfettled ages 
that fucceeded, the people of (upenor 
rank, or iuperior opulence, did not like 
to ride, upon feme occafions, thtir per- 
Tons, and Mncrally their propeity, with¬ 
out the walls of the City*

Under the oppreflive government of 
the Dtnes, and dill fmattlng from tho 
effe6lsorrecent r‘\tamittec,the isiliury

Contemplating thh awful Aibjef) phi. 
lolbphscally, it is lamentable to r^Hei^^, 
that ipi this long courle of time fo 
fmall had been the improvement made 
ID the date oi fociety by the exeition 
of the mentil faculties. Dirided, or 
rather fomethnes wavering, Uetwixt 
their leligiout and fuperititioui pio. 
peniities and ubfervances and the ne- 
CeAtv of their milicaty exertions, the 
people feem to have lijd little relaxa. 
tion, the country few opportunities 
to relpire, and the inhabitants of the 
inctropolts ihll fewer Itimulations to 
improvement t therefore we can (carce. 
Jv wonder, that when, as was foinetimes 
tne cafe, they were fatally convinced 
of the inutility vf refidance, and liw. 
Day felt, the horrois atteiuLmt upon 
unfuccefiful attempts at military cxei. 
tioDi they flew to the Cloider, in tlic 
hope that the fan^ity of its enchiKn<*, 
and the veneration paid to its patron 
Saint, would alleviate the calamities 
which they had fiiffered, would ihield 
them from the evils which they de> 

J ilored, and in future p<ote£^ them 
roiD the dread of impending devalfa- 
tjon* Thefe ideas, anting fiom a jud 
and indeed too faithful a pi^u^e of 
times, it is certain incieafed the 
difflcuhles and extended the didrefs 
of the people, becaule they produced 
that propenfion of mind which con> 
triAed their means of defence, and 
rendered their reludbnt exertions moie 
futile and imbecile. 

To their fandfuaries little regird was 
fpjd,*^hecaure rvety hoide of invadeis 
were Avages of a diflerent calf of cha. 
nder, who had little fimilarity of dif. 
pofition, and who agteed in no one 
priociple, except in a fedulous and un- 
remitting attention to the main objedt 
of their piratical expeditions. 

There is i)o circumltance that it a 
' flronger indication, oi- a more certain 
criterion of the barbarous and unfet- 
tied ftate of any country than the neg. 
JeA of agriculture. When the Rn.* 
nans had in fome degree afCmiLued 
tpitb the Britons, theii firft care was Mt 


teach them to cultivate thoir lande, 
to bQMnd their property, and to form 
roads and paths by which accefs was 
gained to their diflerent ettatei, while 
traffic obtained a free circulatioa 
thiough the country. By thefe meant 
the agriculture of Britain not only fed 
the metropolis of the Ifland, but in 
Ibnie inflances the metropolis of Rome*.. 

Far diflerent was the fuuation of the 
country untW the governmeot of the 
Anglo Saxons. Cultivation, which 
Janvuilhed thiougivtiie courfeof their 
intetfine wars and commotions, was 
neatly fufpended in the periods of 
foreign mvafion, and never recovered 
its pnfline eminence during the long 
fCiTies of tbeir doininition, although to* 
waid the end of it the indefatigable ex- 
ertcons of the Citizens cauled com* 
nierce toflourilh in the metropolis. 

It is flated, that not tlie Ifmallefl do¬ 
cument or notice can be found that 
might induce us to believe that even 
ofttf carj'9 of corn wa. tver Shipped fi om 
Fngldr.tl whil" they weie malters of the 
roiintiy. Indeed it is a pioroinent fa£f, 
that they had no lup^rfluous coin to 
export. That kind of provident care 
which inilur^s men to lay up a flore 
ngainit the hoiii of want made no pait 
of the Anglo*Stxon clniatfer. If they 
had of the H'lt neceliaiics of life luffi* 
cient for the day, our anieltors feem, 
gcneially Ipeakiiig, to have beflowed 
but little thought on the morrow. 
This is ever the diflinguifhtng trait 
of a favage people. Conleqiiently, 
fur want of that prudent furefight 
which in this too rtjintd age, at once 
timid and adventurous, is dependant 
upon a cloud, a (hower, a gleam of 
lunlhine,oi even n woid ffottr^pUkced^ 
the failure of their (at bed out fcancy) 
haivefl pruduced univerfal diftreis.

In the ehurch yaid ot this village wa^ 
found a large iini, with aflus and coals 
fticking to its fitvs On the fnuth fide 
of a lane called 8 in/ ianty which wss the 
ancieit highway that led from Lflex 
through Old Fotd i London, abiirdince 
of thele inns, of dilf rent ftzes, figures, 
and moulds, have been taken up by gra.

'^iiB death of Mr. Logan was much 
^ lamented by his friends, to whorn 
he was always warmly attached, and 
by whom be was fincerely beloved \ 
the fury of his enemies feemed to have 
fubfided, and they were willing to pay 
to hit memory that fefpe&t lyhich he 

looked 
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looked for in vain while he Itted, 
He was now, however, fiecure from the 
atticke of malice, end the fhafts of 
cnvf I and to him the prtife or blame 
of mortali bad become empty founds. 

By hii will, he bequeathed the fiim 
of fix hundred pounds fterling, in fmall 
legacies, to his friends j and appointed 
Dr. RoMitfon ind Dr. Grant hit exe¬ 
cutors, to whom he entruHed his ma* 
nufcripts. Accordingly, in 1790, a 
volume of his fermons was publilhed, 
under the infpeAion of his friends, Dr. 
Robertfon, Di. £hir, and Dr. Uirdy. 
In the following year a fecond volume 
was publilhed, in which feverai of the 
difcourfes are not finilhed, either from 
the rnsnuTcript being incomplete, ca* 
not legible. The fourth edition of 
both volumes was pubiifhed in 1S60. 
Befides the wo ks o< Mr. Login, wlncli 
we hive mrntiontd in the com fe of our 
narrative, he lelt .1 vinery of other pa*- 
pen, of which his executor. Dr. Ko* 
berrfon, gives the following account, 
in a letter to Dr. Andetf'in, d.ited Dal- 
nienv, September 19, i7o;:ata

regret, that Dr. Robertfon did not pub*

lidi • complttt edition of the workb 
of Logan, including the MS. mentioiiol 
above, which, we are told by Of. An- 
derfon, he bad meditated Tome lime be* 
fore his death. It would no doubt 
have been accompanied with a life of’ 
the ingenious but unfortunate author, 
by which we (hould have been made 
b«tter acquainted with the difpoli« 
tioni and charafler of Logan, wnom 
his friend and companion had better 
means of knowing than the diftant hio» 
grapher, who muft coileit liis materUU 
from the contradictory leporis ^tra«* 
dition, from the cenfure of enemies, 
.ind the ibpUufs of friends. 

Logan has left behind him imperKbr 
able monuments of hii genius as a hif- 
torun, a poet, and a preacher. In the* 
remarks which we are now to fuggeft 
on his woi ks, we fhall confine ourfeivet 
to the Older in which they were pii^ 
lifhed. We did not think it proper to 
inieirupt the train of our narrative wHU 
.my particulir ciiticifni on lits ptiblica* 
tions. ^ His firft production, it will be 
recollcfled, was ** Elements of the PhU 
lofophy of Hiftoiy.” This was inerelr 
.in outline of his lectures, and iutended, 
•IS the adveitifement on the title.paga 
yifortt.s us, for thofe gentlemen who 
heard hit pieleiltoni} .ilthough, hoW* 
ever, itnppeirs hii ftiiemeof IcCluiing 
had failed about the lime of iti. piihli* 
cition. If we may he permitted to form 
an opinion of Mr. Logan’s te^furra 
from this analyfis, we would fay, that 
they confiined a happy appiic.ition of 
moral and political (cience to the hit. 
tory of mankind, th.it they were dif. 
tinguifhed hy the philofophicil arcu* 
r.icy of hii investigations, rhe clearnefi 
of the anangement of his hiffoitcal 
materiili, the elegance of bis diction, 
and the beauty of his imagery. For 
although this fmall volume contain 
only general hints, and be merely an 
exhibition of the order in which the 
ditfeient faffs were detailed, efr fiib* 
jecis inveftigated) yet it is dilcciiitble 
throughout the whole, thit it is the 
produ£fion of a mind accuftom<>d to 
take a compi ehenfive and philofopli!. 
cal view of human affairs, arid* from 
the obfervation of parficiilar faAs, ca¬ 
pable of forming general piinciptes. 
This book, whtch is now become re* 
maikahly fcarce, may be ufeful for 
, guiding fuel) as are beginning the 
ftudy of liilfory, hy pointing out to 
them the order of events 1 for ftig« 
gelling fubjecis of important and inte. 

retting 
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fpeculiition { and eren thofe 
ilho luv« been mucli coAverfant with 
Uftoricai compo^tioni, will 6fld it of 
advanrag^?* lor recalling to memory 
thole fjch which have occurred in the 
couricot :beir reading* We have ne¬ 
ver Teen his Dilcrmi fe on the Manners 
and Govermirnt of Altai th^ AibjeA 
is curious and iiiteiching, and, Ihouid 
we meet with tlu' book, our readers 
reay exoe<!t ^ome obicrvations upon it 
io a fubi-quent Number. 

H>i Poemt deTerve a more minute 
criticifm than the limits of this pub. 
]|cition permit us t» be low. It is 
smponibie to read them witkout dif- 
cerping that he was anim.ncd with the 
tfue me of genius j that with him 
poetry was not the frigid produOion 
of art, but thr gciuiine offspring of 
a mind formed for reli hing the beau- 
tiet of natui*e, and guided by the in- 
fpiration of the Mu'es; that his ima. 
fcry is rot the meretricious trappings 
of the plagiary, but the production of 
a mind warmed with poetic enthuh- 
afir; that hta numbers are nor merely 
pnodiiced by the laws of criticiliii, hut 
are the natural diCtues of his Mule; 
and*, in fhort, that he was fully qualih’ed 
for ** waking to ccltaly the living 
lyre.** Of hti OtU to (.udeo it is 
Sufficient to fay, that it is fuch an 
agreeable imitation of nature, .ind fuch 
a genuine tep''er*utation o( the fenti. 
aients that poflefs the mind, that the 
man who is not < harmed with it inuy 
be aflmed he has no rtlilh fur nature, 
and is incapah’e of receiving plealiire 
from the Ubou*» *f the poet. It was 
firft publiftied among the poems of 
Michael Bruce, and by Mr. John Bir- 
rell and Mr. David Pearfbn is aiciibed 
to him) hut, from the tcliimony of 
Pr* Robertlon, quoted above, who was 
certainly at intnnute with Logan as 
Ihefe gentlemen were with Bruce, from 
ata baving been feen in the hand, 
writing of Logan, and puolifhed by 
bim, we ate inclmerl to believe it the 
production of our au'hor. The two 
fo^s, ** Ihe Br.ies of Yarrow," and 
« The Day is departed," are each ex- 
quifite in its kind i the former for its 
plaintive 'adiirfs, and the Utter for 
Its juft icprelen^ation of the feeiings 
of a fighing fwam. Ilis ** Ode on the 
liesth of c Y'oung Lady" is extremely 
tender and affciiling t it is filled witli^ 
virtuous (cntiiiienii, and is remarkable 
for that querulous fadnefs fo natuial 
lo tlio mind under -the firtt impreUions 


of forrow for a departed friend* Of hia 
other odes it is enough to fay, that if 
they do not rife to the uemoft height of 
the Pindaric ftrain, they are free of chat 
mylticiltn in which the odes of Gray 
are enveloped » they are light and • 
agrertjble, and damped with the cha. 
ra^terof genius. 

The fublimity of Ofnan*s Hymn to 
the Sun is by no means dimiqiibed, 
hue rather tn^reafed, by Logan*# ver. 
fion of it. He h is nut, like the greater 
number of tranhitors and paraphrafts, 
diffipated the meaning and prevented 
the effect of the original, by a necdlef# 
multiplicity of words, and a foolifii re* 
dundancy of epithet i he Teems to have 
ctuight tlie fpirit of the ancient bard, 
and h-^s reduced Olfian’s fplendid de* 
ferkption of the ruler of day into mellU 
fluous and beautiful verfe. ** The 
Lovers," and “ A Tale," are mafter. 
pieces of their kind. The lentiments 
of the lovers are narural and tender | 
the diin.lence, inelolution, and timj. 
dity of Harriet, arc finely contrafied 
wirh the manly intrepidity, the ge¬ 
nerous fymp.ifhy, and rhe unAaken 
coiUtancy of Henry. The ** Tale" 
IS condu^fed with (he greateft pro- 
piiety, .ind every incident wears the 
ftmblancr of probdhility : the lail*. 

n e of rhe different perfons is nice- 
lapted to their different chaiac- 
ters: the fudden change in the for¬ 
tune of Arthur, and Ins many riiflTer- 
ingr, excite every feeling of painful 
feiilibiliiy : tlie lUit nate concern of 
Emily lor her ljtlie>*s happinels is 
finely delcribcd in her .iddrels to him, 
and the piotniies the makes of filial 
attachmtnr j and, on the other hand, 
the anxiety of (he aged p.irent for his 
beloved d.uighter, who was new to 
foiruw and to care," excites our fym-. 
p.ithy and elfccm t the giatitude of 
Aithur's fervant is dcliglitiul, and 
makes the tear of lapiurr to tiemhle in 
the eye t the piece do es molt ag>ee- 
ablv, with the intciview between Emily 
and her beloved Edward, who, after 
returning tri m foreign climes, and 
having long fought for the maid he 
loved, at lift me^ts with the venerable 
Arthur and his viituous d.iughter iji 
the ** lonely hut" to which they had 
retired ** to cover baplefs age," Hit 
hymns at the end of the volume are 
truly devotional, and Teem to be the 
effuiion of a mird which felt the power 
of religious truth. The greater mini- 
her of them liave, very pi operly, been 

adopted 
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•^o^ted into the pitilmody of oor 
tional Church. Lo^n't mind fteni 
to have been peculiatly attuned to 
devotional and lolemn thcmeai and 
accordingly, bit hyinna are admirably 
adapted for exciting thole feelingi in 
hia readers. 

Runnarndt^ the only tragedy which 
I^gan pubtilhed, ia founded on the 
occurrencea which took place at that 
memorable fpot, when Magna Chaita 
was obuitied, in the rei^n of King 
John. As this play la but little known, 
we fball lay before our readers a thoic 
Iketch of it. 

The Norman and Saxon Batons be¬ 
ing allVinbled, facridce their rrutual 
enmities to the co:nmon caufe of free- 
dom.

tiinitiea to comp y with the wilhea 
of her father and the other Barons, 
fhe writes a letter to Elvine, in the 
Dauphin’s camp j hut having omitted 
to addref's it, the Dauphin's AmhalTa- 
dor, to whom the entmited it, fupet*" 
ferihed it to his mader, in order to 
produced divilion between Albemarle 
■nd Arden, the latter of whom he fup. 
ofed would be difguited at the lady's 
ehavtour. The leiter is intercepted $ 
the lady condemned to die for hereon' 
du£f; and Elvine, as her ch«mpion, 
favei her from the hi«*ck» by killing 
Aideti in (ingle combat. The fidelity 
of Eivine to h:s <ouuiiy ts difeovered, 
and he is chofen the leader of the rebel 
hoB.

tng themfelves to refid the Fiench in¬ 
vader. Klvine, mean time, iitbiown 
Into delpair, by the difcove*y, that the 
letter ivritten by Elvina was add efled 
to the Dauphin % and, undei the in- 


lluine»«f tbU palibif, ba^phniftt fntt 
the hottUe ranks) wh«r«» koiKveri Ml 
difeovere, from the traachtmui Am^ 
bafladori the truth arith regard tn iIn. 
letter. Elvine retumt iuc<wlsf«l agd 
fate from the Aght. The piece ctoM 
with joy, and the eonili mation 11^ 
berty by Magna Cbarta. 

It evidently has rainy bletnMiei| 
and U not cei tainly of the hlgheft erdef 
of dramatic writing. Bur, althougH 
it has a dmihte plot, although the cha* 
raftlers aie thread-hare, and eittiough 
it be apparently withnut a catartiophe 
in whichi all our better pHinoiti are 
intereded, it is unqueitionably an ad« 
mirible perloriniiice. There is a ma« 
jeiry 'tnd fire iii the ve'fe truly delight* 
ful) and the tt iin of the Incidents be* 
ing n.ituial, does nor miteri.iliy con* 
fuTe the progce'c of the table. It 
breathes that ardent and elevated glow 
of palHon which eminently (hone in 
the chtrartci* of Logan. The pi£>ure 
of public fpii'it llruggling with private 
attacImTenis, is mo.r exquifuely paint* 
c-(J in the ciura^ter of Albemarl'*) white 
the I.ii)gu.4ge uf lubllantMl painotifm 
bl.izcs in every line.

As hti Sfrmdns were not prepared 
hv himietf, and prcb bly not intend* 
e.t tor tbe puhlii, th' V wint tho(f

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mf lfe« koptt df trafifoiicting hu name 
with honour to pofterity, oeter fails 
to beftow upon bis Gompo(itioni« 
This circumttance^ bowevera it not 
without its advantages. Thofe fer- 
jDooi which are carefully prepared 
for publication | in which the author 
employs all his powers in prurring 
every exuberance, and retrenching 
ihrery luperfluity ; in feruuniamg 
every ^urp, and fuppreiritig every 
unnecellary epithet» in imooihing 
every expreliion, and adjulting the 
cadence of every peiiod ; though they 
may pleafe the eye and gratify the 
ear ol the fatlidious critic, are not to 
he regarded as Ipccimeiis of the an* 
thor*s ordiniry addrelTes to his con- 
giegation» but of hss Abilities as a 
writer. The dilcourfes of L ‘^nn, on 
the contrary, aie cx.imples u( hi* or¬ 
dinary pleaching} for they come into 
our hands alinuit in the veiy lame 
form in wh’ich they w«ie dslivcted 
to his audience} and if we conhciei 
them in this view, we lliall have the 
greatetf reafoii to admire hi* genius. 
Xbe (ubjeils aie well chofen. Re¬ 
moved, on the one hand, from the 
puzzling fubtleiics of ccntrovciTial 
divinity, and, on the other, from Kie 
dry dilcuiUons of abftia^^ iiiorjlity, 
they treat of do£liine$ which are 
of the )a(t importance, and of duties 
which aie of eternal obligation. 
To deferibe the operation of human 
pafHon, and to exhibit intereiiing 
views of human lile} to enforce the 
obligation of virtue, and to fltow the 
influence of religion on moral con¬ 
duct} to delineate the devout feel¬ 
ings of the pious heart, and to re- 
(ommend love to Gid, and alleclion 
to our Kedetmer, are the themes on 
which Logan delights to dwell.

Tt may not be altogether inconHAent 
^ with my title of the Jefter, or totally 
irrelative to the charafter of this paper, 
to fiy a few words on the lubjedi of 
trifling; and which may not, after all, 
prove ib trifling a (ubjefi ^as many 
ievere critics might at flrit be led to 
imagine. 

Tiiriing is an article of confider- 
ahle conlumption in the world, par¬ 
ticularly amons the gay part of it. 
It is plentitully fupplicd from the 
llores of lolly in the k n^dom, ti'.oup.h 
a great deal of it may p.-ilihly be im¬ 
ported from France and other coun> 
tries. 

Trifling is to the mind what a trin¬ 
ket is to that u eful ornament denomi. 
nated a watch ; it is a trap to pleale the 
car,as the othei ;-ew-g.iwdoes the eye; 
it accompanie.s the (cal of isnie, but 
makes no imprefli'jn. 

Perhaps if the matter were fairly in- 
vefligated, trilling would, in moll of 
the circumflances of common life, be 
lound a dangerous, and fometimes fa¬ 
tal,indulgence. In its practice it does 
not eflablilh any thing. It cannot ap¬ 
preciate any thing; it has, in con¬ 
formity with our motto, neither end 
nor objeA. 

There is, however, a gaiety of tone 
and manner which at flrft fight refem- 
hies that levity which leads to trifling, 
but which is, in fac), very dilfeient, 
as its ebullitions proceed from inno¬ 
cence of heart or good nature, can do 
no harm, and arc merely the fportive 
images of fancy that embellilh and 
adorn the majeltic column of reafon 
the human mind, as the leaves of 


the acanthus are alight and airy orna* 
ment to the Corinthian pillar, and may 
be in perfeft agreement with the Pi«- 
chrum it bonejlum of human life. 

What appears to us at flrft to be 
mere trifling may alfo be the inge* 
nuity of ^uick fenle promptly to abate 
fear, diminilh the flze of danger, dry 
up the tear of forrow, divert care, or 
teach us to bear with milhap or dif- 
appointment. 

The truth is, that there is not any 
thing more difleient than the trifling 
of the good and of the bad man s 
the one has for its object to make 
happy, or*to divert; the other has, 
at befl, no end nor objed, and being 
chiefly ebullitions from a lying or a 
romancing mind, produce only mif« 
chief. 

1 have heard it faid, that inconle- 
quential liea are not bad in themfelves. 
What lies, however, can we ferioufly 
venture to denominate ineonfequentialt 
The Parthian arrow fliot at random 
is ilili ail arrow, muft fall fomeiAhere, 
and ma/fix itfelf in thebieali of the 
innocert. What is called an inco>:fe- 
quential lie mult pervert fome one laCi, 
and may. from tint ciictim 'ance alone, 
have a cunfcquence, aiid a lenous one, 
ev^ though nut intended. 

There is, befidcs the above, a dill 
more inexcuiabie foi t rt if‘n.» ; ills 
rlKit which plays with the oiara^ters, 
atul even fumetimes with the lives, of 
our lellow-cieatu es, from a carelelT- 
nels of confequences, and a love of 
wicked pallime, refembling that of the 
hoys rhi owing Itones at the trogs in 
tlic fable: 

** rhon;;h ’tis play to you, *tis death to 
us." 

It appears that this vice of trifling is 
the olF«piing of an ill-organized or 
ilUeducared mind, or of an unfettled, 
volatile, and relHefs difpofltion, vn- 
heady .as the dog teers^

and incapable even oi bc/ov lng a cha¬ 
racter upon the niae who is :tflli«51ed 
with fo b.id a dilurdn* of intelleil. 

The firlt endeavour ol parents (i.ould 
theiefore be, to lay a foundation of the 
folid materials of leaibn andreligto' in 
infant minds ^ and the next, to {how 
them the perMlrxiiies and djfsppojnt- 
mcnis attending an unfteadinels or 
illconftancy ol pursuit.

poverty, which Pienerally, after the 
wandeier has ferfuken the Sdvantages 
he might have hid in life, keeps by 
him to I uint at his folly and want of 
forefight, all the reft of his days.

And flra, for the niriieroiis 
articles called tttfi.nghv the inconfi(l|;r- 
ate i Adebt of un thoufand pounds->- 
a rr//f;/rg matter; or, as> it ’siiiw more 
fafliionably exprefted, a miik/core. Be¬ 
ing worth a trifle in the City—from 
fifty CO one humlred riiouiauH pounds. 

Thfre are alio three lorts of tril¬ 
ling in vogue. T'lfling with the 
ladies — agreeable enough : Trifling 
with a ni.in wlm wintf bis dinner- 
unlucky enough a» to times Trifling 
with .1 man wha wants money—a pio- 
fpe/t of a fpunging houle. And vet 
it is aftonipiin^, raking into coutider- 
ation the fondnef. all ranks have for 
confequence, ch^'t they ftiould think 
fo many things of little conrcquci’cr, 
of t^iflitji^Mn^queiice, or of no cmi- 
•fequence7wn??f'iffl>ft are of /'ome con- 
feqaence, and many of great confe* 
quence. The fncl is, that they think 
the latter, only they inifniatch tlse art! 
cles ftrangely. It is of great conse¬ 
quence to pay a phiy debt, of litikc 
confequence to attend to a poor tiadcf- 
man ; of great confequence to wait 
upon a ford, and of trifling' confe- 
quence to break an appointment with 
a poor gentleman ; of vaft cbnfequence 
to get a loan, and of little confequence 
how it iqay be raid at the promifed 
5|ipe ' ' 


To illuftrate all this, I will giye piy 
readers the chara£fer of my friend 
Hannibal Glitter.' perhaps one of the 
molt accompldhed triflersin the world. 
Hannibal Gli'ter was the only child of 
a deady old-fafliioned bnglim gentle¬ 
man, who redded in a village only a 
few miles from town, and who was 
married to one of thole country gentle¬ 
women who ftili continue to carry a 
hunch of large keys at their fide in the 
forenoon, who know how to pti;k)e and 
preferve, and/.o make mince-pits and 
pound-cake at Cbriftmas. Old Mr. 
Glittei’s hobby was reading hiftory; 
and he was never fo happy as when 
he w.iS pernlini* in his elbow chair 
•the Fill ol tho Roman t; i.m pj which 
volume con -anily was bid in one of 
the fe<ts of a rarlour-windbw. Mr. 
Glitter was be’ween forty and fifty 
yeai*^ of age when om hero was born j 
and looking forward to the fpirit, flea, 
dinelc, and perfeverance, of his own 
charade' in his foil, nothing would 
fitisfy him but that he ftiould be 
chriftened Hannibal; wh’ch was con- 
fented to f>n tlie nart of Mis. Glitter, 
provid-d that their firif girl might be 
named Roadicea. Hannibal was, there¬ 
fore, our hero's denomination. In vain, 
however, as the child grew up, did his 
fond parents look for the form and 
charader of that hero ; Hanni, for 
fo his nurfe would call him, in fpitc 
of the remonftranLes of the old gentle¬ 
man, only promifed to be of the middle 
I'ze, r.nd his features had none of the 
ficicei c/s and dignity of a ('xfar or ot 
an Heliogabalus. The f.ither, however, 
fondly hoped, and ihv mother U)-dly 
looked, for mind in tli-face of little 
Hanni. At lengtli, Ilanni was fent to 
a (chool where the clalfics were taught 
in great purity ; and now, ?t every va¬ 
cation, well- Mr. Glitter’s expeffations 
ien 'wtdj he lo'iked for feme extra- 
ordinaiy inMince of capacity break¬ 
ing foith, like the elocution of the 
maiden fpeecho! the accompliflied Lord 
Littleton, or the genius of a young 
Ro/cius. And one day after dinner, 
when leated round the fire with a fmail 
party of friends, Mr. Glitter called up^ 
on his fon to fpeak a I'peech out of fome 
one of the tragedies which they per¬ 
formed at fchool. Hanni hefitated ; 
but being hard prefled, to the afto- 
nilhment qf all piefent, gave them the 
entertainment of Punch widi infinite 
humour; “ Tooiec,Toorec,Toot-oo," 
was ejaculated with the moft happy cli¬ 
max ) 
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maxj an<l the fervants at the fideboard 
could not reHll from burlis of laughter* 
Not fo Mr. Glitter) his fpe£tacles, 
which had been put on to read apalTage 
from Plutarch's f«ivt8, fell from his 
noie into the hearth : in Itoopin^ for 
his gl.iH'es, his wig followed, with a 
celerity that (eemed to pvomife the 
entire defolation of the furniture of 
his head. As foow as he could fnatch 
them UD, Mr Glitteri with the wig and 
rpewfacles in the Htn<r hand, turned 
round, and, with a contortion of fea¬ 
tures that kcp» his nrbmh wide open, 
ftared wildly at litrlc Hanniha], In 
vain did he make nn clfoit tj (peak ; 
nor could any thing Hop little Hanni, 
who ii d received the applaufe of the 
company, and who went ou with his 
** Tootee too" in ipite of the ffrim 
looks of papa, wh'ch the cliild iniiiook 
for approbation. At length,^" Get 
out of the loom, Sir !" in a furly tone, 
put an end tothe performance of Punch, 
and promised a (eiicus beating to that 
excellent comi' affor 

M*. Gliftti-the next tUy fent for the 
matter of tiie (chool, ana, with great 
dignity, remonltratf'd with him upon 
the want of claffical purity in the edu¬ 
cation of his fon ** Sir," returned 
Mr. Syntax, ** it is no fault of mine; 
K is the boy’s humour ; and nor ail the 
cuire6fion tha' I could give him would 
ever make hi n ferious. If his phyfel. 
lows beat him loun My, he only laughs 
nil the time; .and if 1 talk of Hogging 
him, he only performs Punch," — 

Punch! Yes!" exclaimed the old 
gentieinan, ** he can do that with a 
vtngeancc!" 

Now the was, that little Glitter, 
though extremely volatile, did not want 
for wit and cunning; and therefore, 
feeing hi^ father’s turn of mind, and by 
the help of a few in«ru^)ions from the 
mother, in future managed to perform 
his pantomimes, by wav of interlude, 
with the fervants in the kitchen, and 
to put on a long face in the prefence^t 
father. And thus did little H.mni learn 
the art of deception from the unreafbn- 
abienefs of his parents, in trying to 
make him what nature never intended. 

Poor Hannibal got through pretty 
well; though at times his humour 
burft forth, and was vilible to all the 
company at his father’s table, but the 
old gentleman itfelf, as it was always 
managed by what performers call bye* 


When Mr. Glitter, junior, came to a 
proper age, his father, defirous that he 
fhould one day become as great a Gene¬ 
ral as his predecefTor of Carthage, 
bought him an enfigney in the line, 
and made him a prefent of the Greek 
and Roman Hiftories, with a paper put 
in the firlt of them, of the famous de¬ 
fence of the pafs Qil'bermopjla by Lco« 
nidas, King of Sparta. The young gen¬ 
tleman received them with a fte^dy 
graceful bow, and was very glad to gee 
off ro his legiment* 

In about a twelvemonth afterwards, 
the old gentleman rhonghc it time to 
make fome inquiry into the conduff of 
iiis fon* and he was extremely happy 
to learn that he was very much beloved 
in theOHicers* mels. It is true tint he 
had not yet been mentioned with more 
than the ufua! complacency by Gene¬ 
ral H — the Colonel of the regiment^ 
who was known to Mr. Glitter. But 
he was yet very young, and had had no 
opportunity to diitmguifh himfelf* 
However, he heard with great fatif- 
fail^ftan fiom the Serjeant that Hanni 
could do the manual rxeicife as well as 
the Hugel man ; and indeed at length 
he got promoted, and was attached to a 
volunteer corps, as Captain and Adju- 
• tant. But here poor Hanni was more 
under his father's eye i and while Mr. 
Glitter, junio<, was dining ohe day with 
the Oiiicers in cue room at a tavern, 
Mr. Glitter, fenlor, thought proper 
to take his mutton chop in the next. 
It was not, however, until after dinner 
that the fenfible tympanum of his ear 
was ftruck with any thing remarkable j 
and tlieii, heaven:-! wiiat was his ago¬ 
ny, when he heard his fon Hannibal, 
the Ion of Mars, not only playing 
Punch, to the infinite amufemenc of 
his friends, but finging the lowed comic 
fongs, and entertaining them between 
the afts with jelts and puns and with the 
excellent Bratagem he bad ufed for oh- 
taiiring the h it lemitranc e ^‘om the 
old gentleman,fent him a 
copy of Dundas’s Ecbellcn Movements. 
Mr. Ghtter had by this time found 
a hole which had been bored formerly 
for the purpofe of hanging up a bird¬ 
cage. Through tills aperture he had 
not only an opportunity of feeing the 
company, but all the grimaces and dif- 
tortions of his Ton's face, with the ini¬ 
mitable a^ion of bis hands. However, 
he hid the good fenfe not to Hilturb the 
revellers, buf very wifely coni.’dered 
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that bis boy might neverthelefs be a 
very good oHicer on the parade or 
in the Held, and that all work and no 
play would not doj though he could 
not Hnd it in his heart to rmit any part 
of his cenfure refpefting the remittance 
fo unfairly obtained from him. 

However, it happened unfortunately 
for the chara^fer of our young Hanni¬ 
bal, that a few days after he got into a 
much more ferious (crape, and was nigh 
being tried by a court martial for un> 
oHicerlike conduct. The was, that 
he had to march his company of volun¬ 
teers fomewhere into the vicinity of 
Chifweli-lfreer t when he gave the com¬ 
mand, ** lo the light about'face r* 
the volunteers, who were little better 
than recruits, molt of them Teemed 
unluckily to comprehend the matter 
each in a diH'eient way, and therefore 
turned all manuei' of ways, to be fnre 
of being right. Captain Glitter, who 
was naturally impatient, had the folly 
to trifle upon this very ferious occa- 
iion,and called out, with a Stentorian 
voice, “ Turn round to Barbican !” 
The experiment anfweicd ; the whole 
front wa^ changed in an inflanr, and 
in anctiier intlant no veUige of bung¬ 
ling rernained. However, (he Captain 
bad the fully to relate the Itoiy to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Vcijuice, who not 
relifhing the joke, looked very four, 
and demanded a court martial \ which 
wonid have been carried into effect 
but for old Mr. Glitter's interefl with 
the General of the difli i«Fl.

was no coward} Hannibal had been all 
the fummer in a fpiinging-houfe: he 
had been written-to repeatedly to join { 
and at length finding the remittances 
from his father run taper, owing to his 
enormous drafts, and feeing no chance 
of getting his liberty, or keeping his 
commiflion any longer, be got leave 
from the Commander in Chief to fell; 
and poor Hannibal, whofe ears had for 
four months been dinned with briefs 
for Counfel, motions in Court, and 
Court fees, made the gallant refolution 
to enter himfelf f.t Lincoln's-inn, and 
pra£ti(e the profitable pvofellion of the 
law. Mr. Glitter hunted out his fon, 
and found him jult releafed from a 
luck-up houfe, in a diifly half-furnilhed 
fet'of chambers up tluee pair of flairs 
in the Temple. He found him too, 
reading ; and he eagerly fnaiched up 
the book, in hopes to Hnd that, at any 
rate, Polybius and Military Taflics 
were changed for Efpinafle's Nifi Prius 
or Horleman’s Conveyancing. Alas! 
the book was Byfihe's Ai t of Poetry. 
In one inflant the volume was tbiown 
into the fire, and in the next Mr. 
Glitter made his exit in a lage, with 
fiicb convulHve agitation and itrength, 
that in two feconos more he was (e.^red 
in the hackney.coach wailing for him 
at Temple-bar. The next day Mr. 
Glitter fel off for the country, where 
he fliut himfelf up for twelvemonths 
witliout feeing a Angle viHtor, and 
withdiewall aliiltance from his recre¬ 
ant fon. 

Hannibal, although he had not that 
Heady ebarafler and foititudc for 
which his picdecelVcr was famed, yet 
poflefled that happy ccmiofuie which 
!s the attendant of good humour: 
he could eafily fubmit to events, and 
afiimilaie himfelf to circumllances 5 
every thing was to him of trifling con- 
fcquencc.

At the time, 
though his career had been fo laborious 
and lb ftoriDy» his health appeared to 
be excellent, and his frame betrayed 
none of the fymptoms of age. He was 
matter of all the refources of genius 
and of character; his Brmnefs arofe 
from refie£lion; his patience was un¬ 
wearied; and he polTeircd in an emi¬ 
nent degree the art of perfuafton. hIs 
pbyfiognoiny and his elocution were 


equally lively, and thiy were animated 
by eyes full of hiv ; he had as much 
expreiiion in the etnphafis and the look 
as of hnefre in the Imile; and he tvaa 
di'tinguifhed above all by a fpecies 
of aflurance with which a conlidence 
in his own powers infpired him With 
the great he difplayeda particular man¬ 
ner, which was full of addrefs without 
being fervilei and with whom his •€- 
putation for talents jtood him in great 
dead. He h.id the air of appearing to 
think that the^^ could not be of a 
different opinion from him without 
being wanting in underflanding, which 
he never intimated, more particularly 
to thofe who were molt deheient j he 
e^preifed himlelf, wlieii converting 
with perfons of this description, with 
ns '::iuch confidence as fatcination ; ai.d 
he pro'iied at once by theK felf-love 
and r.iediocrity, by rendering the one 
tlie initi ii T'c*nr by which be feenred 
the orher. Sabifbier, (peaking of his 
ineinoriiOs againft the Meflieurs Goefii 
man, &c. oblervcs, that nothing can be 
more origiml, or better wii’-ten. Rea- 
foning is in them every whete feafoned 
with the moil refined pleasantly: the 
fourth memorial, above all, indicates a 
writer who is acquainted with all the 
fonrees of perluiiion, and who, by his 
addrefs, is capable of turning againlt 
tliemlelves the weapons of his adver- 
laries. Had- Btauniarcbais produced 
iiniy this mcmoiial. he would havd 
d'derved a place among the few literati 
who, to the merit of writing with per- 
fpicuity and cerre^nefs, unite the 
faculty of keeping up the attention 
of the reader by a varied and pointed 
itile. In thele inemorials, the author 
rifes to the height of making his own 
caufe that of his readeis ; they are of a 
kind and cad of which there ex'lted no 
model, Thcirform,wliich isas fnrightly 
as it is unufual, exhibits at once a legal 
argument, a latire, a drama, a comedy, 
and a ga'lery of pictures. He makes 
the reader indignant, and fets him to 
laugh, be angry and merry, at his plea- 
fure. Nothing can be clnter, more in¬ 
genious, and more diverfified, than Ilia 
reafoning. His logical oratory is that 
ofDcmodhencs. 

The Mairiageof Figaro, which lias 
been naturalized in this country, was 
a6led, we are told, one or two nights 
in every week during the fird two 
years fubfequent to its appearance ; it 
produced 25,0001. to the theatre, and 
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to the author. In his nemo* 
rials to T.ecointre of Vertaillcs, or My 
Six Epocbt^ PariSf 179}* Beaumarchais 
relatesf with as much intereitas force, 
the various dangers which he had the

in a private ftation, and without ever 
having quitted it, he attained a very 
l&r|;e fortune without luving once en. 
joyed any pldce ; that ne was engaged 
in lar^e commercial fpeciiUtions, with* 
out ever anpeiring any other at Patis 
Chan a man of the worlds that he en» 
joyed at the theatre a fuccefs ..rhich h.i^ 
no pa'allel, while his pieces rank not as 
the hrit even of the (econd order} ti^t 
he obtained hi^h celebrity by law pro¬ 
ceedings, which, in the cafe ol any other 
peiTon, would have remained as ohfcure 
as they were ridiculous} and that he 
procured the reputation ordiltlnguiih- 
cd talents by writings which are the 
iooneif forgotten, namely, legal memo¬ 
rials and Aatetneuts. 


Brief Account^/Z^WilmamCoal 
Pit, near Whitehaven. 

•T*HB rapidity with which the im- 
^ menle work at the new winning, 
called William Pit, the property of 
the Right Honourable Lord Vifcount 
Lowther, has been carried forward, 
is perhaps unparalleled in the annals 
of mining. The communication- 
drift to this pit, which is fitutted clofe 
by the lea-llde, at Branity, near White¬ 
haven, from Janies Pit, near Sr. James's 
Church, in Whingill Collie y, is 
expe^ed to be formed in the courfe 
of this month. There will then be 
not only a complete ventilation of pure 
atmofpneric air, but the men and horfes 
employed below will be enabled to 
walk into William Pit from the fur- 
face. 

The rotative machine, for drawing 
coals, (which pofleires the power of 
forty-two horfes, and is capable of 
drawing twice the quantity ot any 
hitherto erected at Whitehaven), will 
be completed in a few weeks. This 
machine, as well as an extenfive 


pumping engine, is to be put In ex¬ 
cellent Itone-bultdings. The extent 
ot wall, which has been made under 
the furtace, in order to gain a fuiKcient 
foundation to build upon, is inconceit^ 
able. 

The large coal ytrd, for dropping 
the coals our of the bafket, will, whcA 
6nifhed, contain abaut is,000 White¬ 
haven waggons ot coals, or zi.ooo 
Iddi tons 1 The waggon-road, Tom 
thence to the harbour, is nearly eight 
hundred yards in length, and of (uf- 
ficieni breadth to admit the waggons 
to pafs each other. It is raifevi, ge¬ 
nerally, Iburtcen feet from Ihe fur- 
face, with excellent Hone walls, and 
a number ot lundfoine arches under 
it, for the convenience of the did'er- 
ent tbip'bnilders whofe timber-yards 
adjoin it. Every thing appertaining 
to this branch of the numerous im¬ 
provements in the works, (and, in¬ 
deed, in all the others,} is done in the 
mod fubliantial manner, with mate¬ 
rials of^thc very beft kind.

T he prefs groans under books of 
military taftics, drills, and nnnual 
exercifes i and the woild is doubtlcfs 
fatiated with rheni. Hut this is not a 
book on any of thefe fiibjsils, but on 
the art of war in genera! \ comorillng 
all that human genius or invention can 
contrive, in various htuations, and ail 
tlzat " '11111""* exerute. All 

the ta£>ician*s rules have often, and 
particuia'^ly in our own times, been 
baffled by ruperior genius. The moil 
general maxim to be drawn fiom the 
military htitory of all times and places 
is, that /uccefs, ultimate Aiccefs in a 
feries of tampnigns, and for the nioit 
part even in ere campaign, has depend, 
ed lefs on numoers, and even veteran 
difcipline, than cn the genius of the 
Chief Commander.—Having thus ob¬ 
viated a prejudice that might be natu¬ 
rally entertained againft this work, 
from a miitake relative to the deflgni

** Bjoks relating to the condu^, 
and treutifes on the Art of Was, are 
not in every hand \ nor, if they were, 
has every one leifiire to read them. 
The details of memorable battles, an- 
c^nc and modern, on which the late of 
nations has depended, are lefs generally 
kiiOivn than they ought to be j and would 
be read, particularly at a crilis like 
tlie prefenf, with pleafure and advan. 
tige by military men of ail ranks .and 
deferiptions, were it not tor the diffl- 
cubv and. expenfe of giatifying their 
inclination. The delcriptions given of 
fuch battles, in books of general hif. 
tory, are commonly too concile to be 
either enteifaining, or, in a military 
point of view, ufetul: and few readers 
have an opportunity of confulting the 
cotcinpoiary hiitorians by whom the 
details are related. But, by a judicious 
fcleflion, accounts of the moll cele¬ 
brated battles, (at prefenc to be found 
only by turning over numerous vo¬ 
lumes of hiltory, in many languages,) 
may be brouglit together and contained 
in one volume, of a moderate fize ; yet 
fo minutely deferibed as to ferve the 
principal purpofe of illullrating the 
maxims ot vvarj and that with more 
pleafure, force, and efl'e^l, chan if they 
were exhibited in a didadtic form. 

** However the inftrumentality has 
varied, the great operations of war, 
fpringing from genius and found fenle, 
have continued in all times and places 
the fame. Though the manner of en- 
gaglng, fince the introdudlion of gun. 
powder, be, in feme refpedls, different, 
leafons, grounds, forage, furprifes, 
ambulhes, retreats, and, In a word, 
the grand outlines, and almoll the 
whole theory of war, remain unaltered. 
Similar emergencies fuggell fimiUr 
meafures : the fame circuniltances dic¬ 
tate the fame expedients. Nor is the 
diffeience between the weapons of an- 
cient and modern warfare fo great as 
may, perhaps, be fomecimes imagined- 
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The ancients had their mlflive weapons 
as weJ^ as we ; darts, Aings, bows and 
arrows, baliltae, and catapulras. Vineae, 
rams, and moveable towers, werefcarce- 
ly lefs formidable to walled towns than 
battering cannon $ and chariots, armed 
with projecting feythes, as little to be 
opposed, though they mieht be eluded, 
as field-artillery. 

** For this reafon, I have made a 
compilation of Military Anecdotes, 
ancient as well as modern. Tiic an¬ 
cient Greek wricets are but very itn* 
perfectly underiluod, the general 
tranflations of their whole worlc^ \ but 
leaft of all when they touch on the 
conduct of war, and the order and 
vicilAtudes of battles. In the preient 
compilation, recourfe has been Ind tb 
the original of Polybius, Xenophon, 
Arrlanus, and other Greek authefrs. 
And, with the alTittance not oi^jy of 
Vegetius and .^iianus, but that of 
military gentlemen who have added 
the Itudy of the theory to an acquaint, 
ance with aCtual feenes of war, tranfla. 
tlons have i)een made out, which may, 
it is hoped, be intelligible. The whole 
of thefe anecdotes, extracted from the 
belt authorities, ferve to iilultrate and 
to imprefs on the mind a lively and 
practical conviction of the molt im¬ 
portant truths j how often enthuli ilin 
and numbers have prevailed over dil- 
clplined valour, and all the tactician's 
art; and, on the other hand, how often 
a bi^h and impetuous fpirir, by de- 
ranging the plan of the General, and 
expofing the troops to be attacked in 
flank, have involved the whole in de¬ 
feat and difdHer j on what minute ac¬ 
cidents the fate of battles often turns j 
the etfeCfs of furprifej the power of 
novelty ; the proteClion of courage j 
the fatal influence and contagion of 
fear. But, amidit the ever-lhifiing 
feene of a great battle, accidents arc 
controlled by the prefence of mind 
and the invention of a conf’uminate^ 
Commander} who, in the refourccs 
of his own mind, fraught with various * 
ideas and llratagems of war, finds means 
to repair hidden reverfes of fortune, 
and even to improve unforefeen acci¬ 
dents into victory. 

Tliefe arc among the principal 
conclufions or refults that remain up- 
permolt in the mind cn a general re¬ 
view of battles. But there is another 
deduction to be made from military 
hiltory, of Itill greater importance than 
any of thefe. There is not any one 


mixirn in war of fuch elTential con- 
fequence to a General, or other Com* 
nianding Oincer, as to know the cha. 
raCterof mankind in general, and par- 
ticularly the character of his enemyi 
how human nature will be affeCted in 
given citcumliances} and what more 
particuhnly is likely to be the conduCt, 
in thofe circuiv.ftanccs, of individual 
nali'>ns. Julius Cjesar, in his cam¬ 
paigns againit the Gauls, Germans, 
and Britons, was careful, in the firft 
place, to inquire not only Into the 
nature of the country, and the mili¬ 
tary force and rcfourcss of the nations 
againit whom he was to advance, but 
into their government, and, above all, 
charadier. The Gauh he found 
to poll'eis an advantageous ftature, a 
high fpirit, ai.d an impetuous braveryj 
but they were very changeable in their 
dtligns, ludden in their relolutions, 
unltcjdy, without pcrlcvcrance, with¬ 
out patjence, and, on the whole, more 
fitted for nnk'ng than for luIlainiiTg 
and repelling an attack. 

** A,conltant regard to this cirenm* 
fiance, in the character of t!;e Gauls, 
appeals, through the whole of his con* 
duCl towanls ihat peoole, political and 
military. It was hvs c«:rltant aim to 
ejude, or to fecure hirufeii'againft their 
attack^, and how and when, inftfad 
ofiecciving, to give f he cli irge. The 
moral nature of tlie Gauls wa.i equally 
unde'(food hv a Caithaginian Com¬ 
mander, (Ilanr.ibal), fcarcely, if at all, 
interior to (Tse ar. 

“ '1‘hat die military ch:ir.iCVer of the 
French is fitch as hrii been above de- 
feribed, is well kno'«k*' lo the moll in¬ 
telligent Frenchintn, and pa^ticulaily 
was not very long agoobferved In con- 
verlation, without reierve, by Auge- 
reau, and other Frcnr.h Geurrals of dif-

If this 
alone mould be duly ImprefTed on the- 
mind by tbefe anecdotes, as 1 doubt 
not but il will be, they will not have- 
been publittied in vain. 

** This brief illuftration of the Inape* 
tuofity^but impatience, of the French, 
and of the advantages to be derived 
Irom a knowledge o-f that prominent 
clrcumltance in their national chaoe* 
ter, is given here as an example of the 
ufe to be made of military anecdotes, 
and the views by which the compiler 
of thefe has been guided La hU lelec> 
tions. *' 

It may well occafioiva fmile to fee 
a man who acknowleiigrs himlelf to be 
the writer of the Hiilory of Eurooe for 
ten years in Dodfley's Annual Rv^if- 
ter continued, ib often quoting that 
publication among * the belt authori* 
ties.* But let it he recol)eifed,th.<t the 
* authorities* from which his ftatements 
of military affairs are there given, are 
didini^lly pointed out where thofe au¬ 
thorities have been publilhed. The 
private authorities from which he drew 
not a little of his information were 
equally refpei^bhle, and would have 
done credit to the Work, had he been 
at libeity to (late them. A like obfer- 
vation might with truth be made with 
reipeft to the private information which 
the editor has received from different 
quarters in the work now fubmittedto 
the public. 

“ As to Mr. Cunnirgham's Hiflory 
of Great Britain, comprehending all 
the campaigns of the Duke of Marl¬ 
borough, it has been allowed, by mili¬ 
tary men of the £rlt reputation, that in 
his defeription of fieges and battles he 
is one of the bell-informed, accurate, 
and intelligible of modern hiftorians) 
which is in fome meafure to be ac. 
counted for from the circumdances 
his life,, the hiftory of which is 
^preffixe iJ ii l .'anflatlon. - ' 

There is no one who fo much as at¬ 
tempts the narration of military tranf- 
aOions that is not obliged to acquire, 
if poflible, fome notion of the art of 
warj or,ac Icaft, the general principles 
by which its great movements are di- 
refled, and of the refults to be expedled 
from dijEFerent paflions, habits, and 
modes of condu6>, as well as a habit of 
attention, in deferiprions of battles, |p 
the principal circumftances that led to 
defeat or vidfory/* 

It might, indeed, have been expetV 


ed, after thefe explanations, that n# 
prejudice would have been entertain¬ 
ed againlt this collection, on the fcore- 
that it was not made by one of the 
military profefTion. ** I was in hopes,V 
fays our author, compiler, tranflator, or 
whatever he may be called, in an ad- 
vertifement prefixed to this lecond edi¬ 
tion, that I had obviated this objec¬ 
tion in the preface,by wholly difclaim- 
ing, in this work, ail pre^nfton to ori¬ 
ginality, and acknowledging, even in 
my compilnrio^s and tianflations, the- 
aflifiance of profeilional gentlemen^, who 
had added the fiudy of the theory to an 
acquaintance with the adual feenes of 
war. 1 have had affiitance of this kind 
Vrom different quartersf but my g'cat 
guide snd aTiftant was General Mi¬ 
randa, a man of learning, genius, ex^ 
pcrience, -and reputation.*’ He ac¬ 
knowledges his obligations to an¬ 
other military gentleman and man of 
letters, inferior to General Miranda 
in rank, nut in accompliihmenis, and 
whole rank at thU moment would have 
been nearly as high * if his merit had 
been lefs : from whom, alio, I have re¬ 
ceived the nioft valuable afliliance, both 
in corre£fing and enlarging thefe me- 
moil s. His letter too, prefixed to this 
edition, has received the highell appro¬ 
bation and applaule from all the mili¬ 
tary gentlemen, and thefe were not. a 
few,to whom I fhowed it before publi¬ 
cation. From Lieutennnt-Colonci Uer- 
beit Ttylor I have been able to draw, 
notwithUanding bis reluflant modefiy, 
valuable hints of the bed fources of in¬ 
formation relpecfing the military trani^ 
actions of our times.

a l^avilh attachment, 
ifl all fituations, to the arms people 
have been accultomcd to, may not only 
occafion frequently the lols of battles, 
but fometimes alfo the overthrow of 
nations. Had the Gauls been armed 
after the manner of the Romans, they 
could not peflibly have failed of luc- 
cefs. Armed, indeed, as they were, 
their great luperiority of numbers, 
and the impetuofity of their attack, 
would probably have fecured to them« 
the vtffory, but for the wife contriv¬ 
ance of the Tribunes, which not only 


renilered their Impetuofity incffeiluaf,’ 
but alfo laved the Romans themfelvea 
from the difgrace and ruin to which 
they were expofed by the injudicious 
a^angement of them by their Conlul 
Flaminius, who drew them up with 
their rear dole on the bank of the 
river, without leaving fpace for the 
cohorts, in the progrels of the adion, 
to retreat on, if necelTaryj a pradice 
which the Romans made much u(e of 
in all their engagements. 1 am in¬ 
clined to think, that even now, a body 
of men armed'' with moderately-lized 
Ihields and weapons, releinbling the 
Roman fword, would occafion a dread¬ 
ful carnage among miiflcerry wIkmi 
thrown into confuiion or diforder by a 
brilk and determined charge of caval¬ 
ry^; by a repulle, or unluccefsful al- 
faulti by artillery} by broken or un- 
even,ground, in moving over which, 
with any celerity or expeilition, it is 
impoflible for their tanks to remain 
in Itraight lines, or even nearly fo } in 
many fituations in the dark} or in wea¬ 
ther in which fire-arms cannot be ad- 
vantageoufly made life ot. When 
troops are placed beliiud woiks, or 
when ditches, abatis, and odicr oblU- 
cles, are in the way to prevent their 
enemies from approaching them be¬ 
fore, they arc often, or frequently, 
expofed to their fire, it mult certainly 
he allowed, that the fire-arms enjoy 
great and decided advantages over any 
others. But there are various fitua¬ 
tions, in which I am convinced other 
arms might be uled with great fuccefs 
and eftett.** 

Of the prefent colleillon Mr. Glenie 
fays, “ Although 1 have, without re- 
lerve, pointed out ceitain errors, or 
inadvertencies, in the delcriptions you 
have given of loine celebrated battles, I 
(hoiild be very much wanting in can¬ 
dour were I to deny, that your Military 
Memoirs appear to me to be in general 
correff. The fele^ion itfell is iin- 
^queflionably a judicious one, without 
being prolix: and as I know that you 
have been aflifted in it by feveral per- 
fons of military informaKon, for whole 
military talents I have the highelfc 
refpeft and elteem, it bids lair, in my 
opinion, for becoming more useful 
THAN IF IT WERE A COMPILATION 
BY ANY ONE MILITARY MAN, wedded 
to a particular lyltem. Molt of the 
remarks, too, accompanying the de- 
feriptions, llnke me as fenfible, ufehd, 
and inltruitive. Young men intended 
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for the army might derive much bene¬ 
fit from an attentive perufal of thele 
Memoirs.’* 

It may be objefVed by Tome, that this 
hook is calculated rather for General 
Olhctfi's, who aie likely to have the 
command of atmies, than for the army 
in general. But let it be recollected^ 
fiilt, th.at the youngell OllV.-.fr may ex¬ 
pect to arrive at very high ftation in the 
courfe of his life. In ' lie fecond, O/H- 
cers of the lower ranks, Captain**, Lieu¬ 
tenants, and fometiint:% Eniigns, and 
even Non-CJommitiloned Oflicers, are 
at times etttrulUd with the command 
of pods and pai tics j when an acquaint¬ 
ance with the theory, refburces, and 
Itratagems of w.ir,may avail as much as 
in war on a larger fcule. Of the truth 
of this we have a proof and example 
in the judicious, malterly, and prompt 
contrivance and conduCf of the*very 
genileunn who has revifed, enlarged, 
and given his tetliiiiony to both the 
delign and execution of this colleClion. 
In the levolutionary war of North 
America, Fore Sianwix, hi Canada, 
occupied by a numeroua garrifon of 
American?, was I'.eHegcd by tlie Eng- 
lilh, under the counuand of Colonel 
bt. Leger. fhe Colonel, with the 
greiter part of the forces, decamped 
(uddeniy in the night, leaving only 
a handful of men under Lieutenant 
Glenie, of the Engineers, wlio had 
conllandy reinunilr3t-*‘d with the Colo¬ 
nel againll abuudoning the Hcge, being 
perhiadcd that they could not long 
tlaiid out. Mr. Glenie, recollefling 
the achievements of the Earl of Peter¬ 
borough in Spain, from the feint of 
having a prcater force than he poiTeiTed, 
and other fiiccel'sful feints of this kind, 
concealed the Colonel’s retreat, and 
made a (how, or, as it is called in mili- 
taiy l.ingu.ige, a demonflratmi of having 
the lame number of troops as ever, 
^riie opeiations againlt the fort being 
continued as ufual for Ibmc time, he 
found means of carrying off in lafety* 
the finall number of troops under his 
chkrge, with««wo or three pieces of 
cannon. See the difpatches from the 
Coinmapder in Chief in Canada, Sir 
truy Carleton, in the New Annual 
Rcgilter, j;8o. Farther Hill, on this 
head, it may be fometimes of advan¬ 
tage tliat even the common foldiers 
Hiall be acquainted with rules or 
maxims for the condu^ of military 
operations. In the battle of Pliarlhlia, 
there was between the two armies of 


Pompey and Csefar <'ju(l about as much 
fpace as was necelTary for the rapid on- 
let of both: but Pompey (who was 
polled on a hill) had given orders to 
his troops not to move fiom their 
Hrtt pofition, but to wait the attack 
of Caefar's men, who he naturally imar 
glned would, by a lunger and more 
arduous couiTe than was ufual, be 
thrown into fome dlforder. He judged^ 
that the Urd attack uf Csfar’s troops, 
after a long and raoid courfe up the 
hill, might be weakened, that their 
order might be deranged, which would 
give him an opportunity of falling on 
them witb advantage } and that (he 
Javelins thrown by Cxfar’s army might 
inflict lefs ievere wounds on his troops 
when Handing Kill, than if they were 
ruOiing rapidly, as it were, to meet 
tliem. As Toon as Cicfir's men beard 
the ligna!, they ruAied forward : but 
oliferving (hat the enemy did nut ad¬ 
vance, tho.'e veterans, accultomed to 
fimilar operations, of their own ac¬ 
cord lulled, about midway, fora (hort 
time, and, renewing their courfe, dil^ 
charged iht'w pila, or javelins, and in- 
llanily diew their I'words,”— Milit* 
Mem. pp. j8z—3. 

^ After the teliimonies that have been 
produced in favour uf this colleflion^ 
that of Literaiy Reviewers may not leem 
to be of much conlcquence. It appears, 
however, to us to be a weii-defigned 
and feafunablc publication, and not 
deiicient either in judgment, diligence, 
or truth and candour.

* The next obfervations of our author 
extend to Navigation and Shipbuild¬ 
ing: he leems to think, as we baveob-

It will be j'emarkcd by the reatlera 
of this work, (though of its general ex¬ 
cellence we can give but » very faint 
idea,) that in this early part of it efpe- 
cially the author hu been, from the 
nature of his i'ubjeff, obl'ped to blend 
the features of commerce with 

thofe of more univerf'il hidory. This 
he has, with a confulcrahle degree of 
art, and an infinite po»tlon of labour, 
effeited. However, thefe fubjeCls, by 
their refleifion of iuri^es, in a very 
eminent degreeafilfi and elucidate each 
other. 

From nautical obfervation^, he p'o- 
ceeds to the hiltory of Rome, as fai as 
refpe^ts her I terature and the arts and 
Sciences. 7 'hls naturally leads him to 
advert to thofe c-nmtries which were 
connected licr j which indeed 

comprehend all that were then di‘*. 
covered. If we are aftonilhed at the 
extent, and at the fame lime the nii- 
rutenefs, of this dilquilition, we muff 
fufi'er our tscultics to be abro'-bed in 
admiration of the author's perception 
and perfeverance, for to follow him 
within any reafonablc compafs is abfo. 
lutely impolfible. In fait, he has in 
thefc Volumes drawn together whaN 
Toever related to, or in the fnnllelt 
degree bore upon, thole^fubjeifs which 
he has fo amply detailed in (heir titles. 
Of this the reader will at once compre¬ 
hend the advantage. 

The commerce of Britain is, as wc 
have obferved, traced fjom its iburce: 
connected with the Romanhilfory, it is 
brought down to the retreat of thofe 
peopU, and the (vibjr^f. is purfued to 
the landing of Hengilf. 

The invafion of Italy by Altila then 
calls our attention to the Continent: 
the attack of the C^rthigiiiians, 
the fall of Rome, and her faint rc- 
fulcitation under Theodoric, the King 
of the Oitrogoths, conclude the fifth 
century.*' * * 

From this period, after glancing at * 
the commerce, the dicfs, Sic. of the 
Anglo-Saxons, the author proceeds 
to the attempt of JulUuian to refeue 
the WelUrn Empirej alfo to the tri¬ 
umph of Beliiarius, and the removal 
of the feat of empire from Rome to 
Kavenua. 

Among the various articles of com- 
merce, hlk has again particularly at- 
tia^fed our authoi's attention. 

His other obfervations embrace Uric- 


ture* upon the military and eccleiiafli- 
cal architefture of the Saxons ; the 
progrefs of the Arabian or Saracen 
armsj the lofs of Jerufatern, A.D. 
66 ’j i and the entire definition of 
the ancient city of Carthage j which 
bring the luftory to the dole of tlic 
feventh century.

From Mr. Amlcrfon he has quoted a 
palTiye re'pedmg thefirft notice of the 
‘i>. inlh fiihciv ;is anobier. jf commerce, 
A.D.S3v‘)jot which h<; teems tudoubt the 
ttlbility. Yet fuiely, if we conhder the 
demand for this Ipecics of provifioii 
(wliitdi could then be only caught on 
the CfMit of Britain,) that arofe even 
from ti>e'roli.^ious (yliein, the intro, 
diidion of it w'anrs little confirmation ; 
i: is indeed alinofi; lell-evident. 

The fifil introdudion of the fugar. 
cane by the Saracens, and the law of 
Venice refpedling the fltve trade, A.D. 
S;8, are curious notices. A molt im¬ 
portant one is that on the rile of the 
Britilh N.avy under Alfred, A.D. 897, 
who is very juitly denominated its 
lather. 

In this part of the work the ferles of 
Sixon hiftory, continued through the 
reign of AthellUn, does not ieem to 
commemorate any great improvement 
in commerce. We find, that in the 
reign of Edgar a law was enaffed, 
A.l>. 975, refpeiiing the uniformity 
of money, and the ufe of the Win- 
cheller mealure through the kingdom. 
We allb learn from unquefiionable 
authority, that the herring filhery en 
the Coalt of Norway was vexy pro. 
du£five. 

This, the tenth century, has a r.." 
lancholy tt'rminaiion. While the Danes 
were invading the coall of Britain, the 
metropolis fufi'ered by a confiagraton. 
« J o complete the ^neral calanity 
of England, it was hara.Ted by civil 
difienliuns, and aiBi6fed wit.h cont.i- 
giotis dilorders, which deitroyed both 
men and beafis, the necellary confe- 
quince of famine and unwholefoine 
loud.” 

In the tranfa^ions of the eleventh 
century, Mr. M. has purfued the lame 
plan that we have, in the obfervations 

wt 
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we have madfa already adverted toj 
though we are pleafed to fee that the 
tranuftions of this Kiogdom occupy 
a more confiderable fpace the further 
we proceed in the work. 

liie internal trade of Bngland at 
this period, A.D. 1066, •• mutt,** he 
fays, ** have been on a very diminu¬ 
tive fcale, when the prefence of two or 
more witnefles, of the Chief Magitfrate, 
the Prieji or Lord of the Manor, were 
neceflary to give validity to a bargain 
of more than twenty pennies. 

“ The foreign trac^ it appears, was 
chiefly carried on by ftrai^era, and was 
therefore a patTive trade for England/* 
Yet we fcarccly know how to recon¬ 
cile this with the praife beitowed by 
foreigners on the gold and filver works 
of the Englifh male and female artifts. 
If we confider the mechanical opera¬ 
tions dependent upon thole arts, the 
variety of tools and preparations ne* 
ceflkry to bring them to any degree 
of perfection, it Teems to place the 
raanufaffures of this countiy upon a 
much higher fcale than Mr. M. is 
inclined to allow to the*commerce. 
Yet Hill they appear to us to be fo 
conne6fed, that it is next to impoflible 
todifiever them. 

The quotations from the Doomfdav 
Book are judiciouAy lele£led to illuf- 
trate the local Aate of the country. 
The Jhort charter of William the Con^ 
queror is an admirable fpecimen of that 
kind of writing, which we lament to 
fee has made fuch immenfi imfrove^ 
ment in the courfe of nine centuries. 

From the frantic seal of Peter the 
Hermit, Mr. M. deduces many advan¬ 
tages, of which we are nearly as infen- 
Able as we were of thofe attendant upon 
the expedition of Alexander) though 
we have not fpace to argue the matter 
with him. That the Crufades were im- 
pmtant epochs in the hiftory of the 
mrld no one ever doubted | that each

in a way that drained the people of 
feme of their wealth, XQ pay the rets- 
ibm of Richard the l 4 , or rather the 
exaflions that accompanied evei\ the 
acceHion of King John. 

At this time the firft notice of the 
polarity of the magnet is fuppoftd^ iP 
appear in the poetical works of Haguee 
de Bercy; which leads the author to 
comiqpinorate that iiqportant commer¬ 
cial event, the inventmnofthe compafs. 
A.D. IS16, we alfo find the conveyance 
of water by pipes mentioned as a auw 
difeovery, made by Simon, a Monk, of 
JiVaverly in Surry. 

Mr. M. notices what may be termed 
the hiftoric^ rife of the herring fifii- 
ery for alt/iough there is little doubt

heed not fay any thing, though the 
Author has mo(t properly faid a great 
deal. We arc glad, however, to learn 
that the rtprefentattws of the fufferers 
did not ultimately iole io much as has 
been generally imagined j though the 
meafure itfclf gave a blow to commerce 
that, had the people poflelted lefs ener¬ 
gy, muft have proved its annihila* 
tion. 

1681. It is a curious circumftance, 
that tin-plates, i.e. iron plates tinned, 
Were, by Andrew Yarraqton, aflerted to 
have been made in England by his 
Ineans, and that he learned the art in 
Bohemia} (though tinning upon cop- 
}>er was fiirely known here long be¬ 
fore.) “ When he returned home, 
fet proper perfuns to work, who made 
better ones than any he had feer.* a- 
bi'oad, the metal being better, and the 
plates more pliable. But a pate/lt be¬ 
ing obtained by fome great man at 
Court for the foie making of them, 
that manufa6lure was dropped by his 
employers, who had with fo much 
charge made the difeovery.'' 

This ufeful art, it appears, remained 
many years dormant} infomuch that 
the projeA is one of the lift termed 
Bubbles in the year 1720. How it has 
fince been taken up, improved, and 
to what extent it is carried, we could, 
had we room, accurately detail. It 
may be fufticieiit to ftate, that the lift of 
the different articles of this fabric ma¬ 
nufactured in London, where indeed it 
has been carried to the greateft perfec¬ 
tion, exceeds /our hundred^ and it is 
almoft daily increafing : fo that it has 
not only become of the greateft domef- 
tic convenience, but aUb of confider- 
able commercial importance.

A.D. 1694. This year is memo¬ 
rable for the erection of the prefent 
moft ufcful and laudable Corporation 
of the Bank of England, which has 
not only proved extremely beneficiiL 
to commerce, but has alfo, on many 
emergencies, been a great fupport of 
the public credit of the Nation.**-* 
Thefe lines introduce a curious and 
circumflantial hiftory of this imitienfe 
eftablifhmenr. It will be fuppofed, 
that in confequence of its original plan. 
In that age of fehemers, which the reign 
of William and Mary appears to have 
been, many fpeculations of the fame 
nature were formed. This was actu¬ 
ally the c^fe.

Were we here to clofe our obferva- 
tions upon a volume which relts in its 
geneial principles, and particular de¬ 
ductions, upon the firm balls of fa6t»-, 
with the indulgence of a vifionary idea, 
(which perJiaps the reader will allow 
us to do,) we Ihould urge our belief, 
that had this defirable coalition been 
five centuries accelerated, the conqueilo 
of Great Britain would have been co- 
extenfive with her comnwree.

There Is nothing more common a- 
mong critics,when protelTtonaUy called 
upon (o dikufs rhe merits of a new 
comedy, than for them to alTume a 
whwnlTcal kind of importance, and, 
recollecting nuhat has bten, to bring the 
modern, or moderns, into a court of 
tfieirown cunltituting, and try him, 
her, or them, by a jury of ancients* 

Th|j, upon every principle of equity 
jfii.l julfi^e, we conceive to be wrong, 
Vkc^uIc the culprits are forced to plead 
before a tribunal which is nearly asob- 
iolcte as the Trithing, the Hundred 
Court, the S'ar Chamber, or the trial 
by combat or ordeal. Every man in 
tills country has a ri^bt to be tried 
befoie his Peers. Thts conltiiuiional 
rule, which (ecures the perfoii of an 
author in common with ihofe of all his 
Maietly's fubjedVs, (hould alfo be ex-o 
tended to his better parts, his works { 
and when they take their critical trial, 


the evidence of their merits or de¬ 
merits Ihould certainly relf upon a 
comparifun with thofe of the fame 
nature, and of the fame period. 

Every one who has paid even the 
flighted attention to this fubjf6>, miitl 
have obferved, that within thefe lalf 
twenty years the fluctuations of the 
public mind have been in few in- 
iUnces more apparent than in thofe 
which have produced fuch obvious 
revolutions in dramatic tajle. 

Without (topping to inquire, whe* 
thcr thefe changes have been for the 
better or the vjor/e, we (hall only ob- 
feive, that their general confequence 
has been rhe production of a nevj fpe- 
cies of comic nuriting } which as it has 
repeatedly received the Jiamp of public 
approbation, we have not temerity fuf* 
ficient to call in queltion the correct* 
nefs qf the imprejfton* 

The indulgences that this branch 
of the drama, which we hardly know 
how with propriety to clafs, has re* 
peatcdly experienced from fafanated 
audiences, jias, we have no doubt, in* 
duped many authors, who arc capable 
of furnifliing a facrifice to Tbalia in 
the ancient (tile, to write under, or 
undemjurite, their own ideas, in order 
to infure that fuccefs to their pieces, 
from the caprice of fafiiion, which at 
other periods they could have more 
eafily obtained from the liability of 
judgment. 

Under thefe impreflions we perufed 
the Comedy which has elicited thofe 
obfervations. With »hc genius and ta¬ 
lents of on.* of the authors of J'lie 
Prior Claim we have long been ac¬ 
quainted \ his works we have long ad¬ 
mired.

but Sir Edvo.ird telling him that be 
iball fail to Northumbcrhuul, the very 
co/.u'T^' w here he cxpc. 51 s to fintl the loft 
t’cafurc that he iVeks, and ro giin 
which he has revifittd Vi!i,.i.ind ar. all 
luzu'd^, he confr-nts. I.i the fonrtli 
act, when on the point of focing 
Olivia on board the yacht, the Delin¬ 
quent finds file is his own daughter, the 


very treafure tlvat he fought. Unce!> 
tain how he (halt dlfpote of her, he 
is perfuaded by Major Tornado to 
deliver Olivia to the care of Mrs. 
Aubrey, who proves to be the wife 
of the Delinquent, whom be thought 
dead, and who,'having reduced him to 
difgraceand beggary, turns governefs 
to her daughter, on purpofe to teach 
her to avoid tbofe errors which fhe has 
berfelf fallen aviftim to. They arccon- 
fcquently reconciled * and the peni¬ 
tence of Sir Edward, and the benevo* 
lence of Major Tornado, the Delin¬ 
quent is rellored to freedom and pro- 
fpericy, aqd Olivia is united to Young 
Doric. 

The under-plot, in which all the 
comic humour of the piece cofififts, 
turns upon the quarrels and recon¬ 
ciliations of the two Dorics, architefls 
and partners. 

Like all M**. Reynolds's compofi- 
tions, this play has pleafantry and Inte- 
r<-H ; though we do not think it ranks 
with his molt fuccei'sful efforts. The 
plot, tUnigh there are Ibme things in it 
not ftiidly probable, affords rooiu for 
confideiable diverfiiy both of incident 
and character j and the author lus not 
neglected to improve this advantage. 
The charaiUris, though not highly 
hnilhed, are yet fupported with a fuflli- 
cient degree fpirit and vigour to 
keep up the inteiell. On the Per- 
fotmers in oeneral too much praifo 
cannot be be.fowcd. Mrs. H. John- 
ffon,afcera fcvcre illnefs, and after an 
.ableiue of two vears from this Theatre, 
made her firil appearance for the fea- 
(on. Her entrance was greeted with 
warm .applaufe. She performed Olivia 
admirably. The playfulnefs of youth, 
tlie fincerity of Innocence, and the ge¬ 
nuine emotions of a puie heart and un¬ 
adulterated fenfibility, were in Aicccf- 
lion finely pourtiayed. The feenet 
wlierein flic difeovers her father in 
the Delirqnenf, and her mother in 
hvr govcr.icis, were among "tK^ moft 
interelling .and affe6Hng, and called 
down repeated applauft. Mrs. Gibbs 
acquitted hcrfelf very well { and Mrs.

Mr. Kem¬ 
ble performiul Sir Arthur Courcy with 
hisufual difciiminationand excellence, 
('» r.ir .as the part afforded room for the 
difplay of his talents. Mr. Brunton

Edvjari Spcciousi a licentious Baronet,

fecutes his ci'iminal purpofes. Lewis 
was all gaiery and whim, in the daHiiiig 
Architei'b from Piccadilly.

fuch a day, prefeived us in the night, 
by the wind fliifting a few points, 
and diifting the (hips off the land, ex¬ 
cept four of the captuied dilmaiUd 
(hips, which ate now at anchor off Tra¬ 
falgar, and I hope will ride fafe until 
thod^ gales are over.

weftward, where I ordered them to 
rendezvous round the Royal Sovereign^ 
in tow by the Neptune *, but on the 
13d the gale increafed, and the fea ran 
fo high, that many of them broke the 
tow rope, and drifted far to leeward 
before they were got hold of agdin, 
and feme of* them taking advantage in 
the dark and boiflerous night, got be¬ 
fore the wind, and have perhaps drifted 
upon the fhorsi and funk: on the af¬ 
ternoon of that day the remnant of

On their 
clo0ng the veflTels, they were found to 
be under the convoy of a large Spanifh 
armed Settee, mounting two long 
twenty four pounders in the bow, two 
twelve-pound cat ronadcs, and two four- 
pound, fwivell, with a conftderable 
number of men on board. A heavy 
file wft kept up from tliis veflld as the 
boats approached the convoy; notwith- 
linnding which, they gallantly perle- 
vered, and fucceccled in c;jptunng four 
ot tltem.

On 
the Sth, the enemy hiving elfabliflied 
themlelves on the other fide of the 
D.inunc, Prince .Murat, at ihe head of 
a formidable body of cavalry, having 
ict out to cut olF the communication 
between Ulni and Augsbuigh, was 
foot) after joined by thedivifion of Ou- 
dini/t, .and on his arrival at Wertin- 
gen, fell in wi.h .m Auftrian'dlvifion, 
confiding of twelve regiments of gre- 
n.idiers, an 1 tour Iquadrons of horfe, 
which had ju arrived from the Tyrol. 
After an aMion of fwQ hours, theAufi. 
titans were futrounded, completely de¬ 
feated, and a ^reat pint of th#m taken 
prifoners, w-ith tne whole of their can¬ 
non, colours, baggage, &c. 

In addition to the above affair of 
Wertingen, we have farther to an¬ 
nounce events which ir is impoflible 
to mention hut with the utmoft regret. 
A French ofHcial bulletin of the Grand 
Army in Germany, dared Auglburgh, 
06 V jith, gives an account ot a battle 
at Gunzburgh on the nreceding day, in 
whicli the French were victorious. 
Gunzburgh was defended by Prince 
Ferdinand in jjerfon. The place was 
carried, afte^ an obftlnate reliftance, 
and the Auftri'ans made threefucceflive 
attaeVs to recover it, but all in vain. 
The lofs of the Auftrians in this affair 
is dated at a,500 killed, and i,aoo 
made prifoners. The lofi^ of the 
French, in* killed and wounded, is 
animated at one tenth, or about 400^ 
Another Bulletin, alfo from Augf- 
^urgh^ and dated the lath, ftates^ that 


Maiftial Soult defeated an Auftrhn re* 
giment at L^ndsberg on the iith, and 
took l^o prifoners, including one 
Lieut. Col. and two Captains. Soult 
next proceeded towards Memmingen^ 
where he arrived early on the ixth. 

Tiicfe defeats, were they even as 
complete as the French reprefent 
them,, we Ihould have cp^fidered at 
nothing—as merely a conniifl of pofts | 
but, alaa ! they were followed by an 
occurrence much more fatal to the 
Allies} intelligence .of which was 
brought by exprefs, as follows : 

* Paris, Ot*?. ax. The Auftrian ar* 
my, which h.ad been hemmed in on 
every fide, has been totally defeated. 
The garrifon of Ulm has capitu¬ 
lated ; 40,000 [in Englijh i5,oool 
men have laid down their arms, and 
been made prilbners of war. Some 
corps that Bed towards the Tyrol were 
vigoroully pnrfued.—The confeqaea- 
ces of Aich a vii^ory are Incali^ulable ; 
all the paffes of the Tyrol being in our 
poffenion, the army of the Archduke 
Charles is placed between the Grand 
Army and the army of General Maffo- 
na. The routes to Vienna are open ( 
and the Ruffian columns, which will 
certainly not alone oppofe thetnielves 
to the vi^orhrOk'French armyVAave no 
other courfe to follow but to retard 
as they came. The hiftory of Europe 
for the laft three centuries prefents not 
any event to be compared with thi8,| 
nor which could have Aich conle- 
quences.—(G az/Zs di Franci-) 

The molt ferious of the conffifia 
took place on the 17th, 18th, i9Ch, and 
aotli ulr. v The corps under the com- 
gaand of the Archduke Ferdinand, 
(17,000 men), which effefted its efcape 
from Ulip on the 17th, retreated m 
two divifions, and having gained the 

left 
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left bank of the Danube, cut off, for a 
time, the commuoic:ition with France. 

On comparing the numerous d^cn- 
anents from the French papers with 
the Aultri^n accnnntSj we find one 
Ariking ciicijmft.»ncc .omitted, and 
* which is as tallows:—General Mack 
on the i7'-h, perceiving tliat all fup- 
plics were cut off, eincied into a capi¬ 
tulation with Buonaparte, which was 
fignied the /ame day. It itipulated for 
the furrender of the place, with all the 
magazines and artillery, to the French 
army, and that the Auhrian army 
Aioutd march out with alt tlic honours 
of war j—the oHicers to be ^ent into 
Auftt'ia, and the rui)akerns and loldiers 
into France, until regularly exchang¬ 
ed. In a part of this agreement, how¬ 
ever, was a conditional ciaul'e, that 
thefe AipuhtioTis were not to be carried 
into effcdl until the night of the 15th, 
and the AuHiian army were to be at 
liberty, (houlvl the blockade be raifed 
in the infcival by a Rufliin or Aiillriau 
army, to march otit and join their deli¬ 
verers. Now what is molt extraordi¬ 
nary, after thele conditions were en¬ 
tered into, an additional fet of articles 
were agreed to on the 19th, by which, 
in confequence of Marihal Berthier de¬ 
claring upon bis honour that the pofitions 
of the Fjcnch were luch as to render 
any aflillaure to L'lm impplTiblrf, it was 
itipulated that the Audi ians fhould 
march out on the 20th, which they did. 
Thus this General Mack abandons an 
article of the 6flt capitulation, which 
gave him till the 25th of 0£tohei‘, to 
wait the chance ot iuccours, ami • fur- 
renders the whole of his immenfe force 
in the Arong fortrefs of Ulm on the 
aoth. The retreat of the Archduke 
Ferdinand was a piece of excellent ge- 
neralfhip. 

We colIe6I from the French papers, 
that Buonaparte ordered, us an infuit- 
ing fpe^acle, the Aiiltrian prifoners 
at Ulm to file by him on the 20th. He 
was furrbnndcd by his guards, and by 
General Mack and eight Auftrian Ge¬ 
nerals, and feven Lieutenant Qenerals. 
Upon this occafien, he told them that 
their Mafier was carrying on an unjuft 
war i that he himfeU wanted nothing 
on the Continent} but that he wanted 
/fups, colonitit and commera. He ftated 
the necetiity of his brother, the Empe. 
ror of Germany,- making peace, and 
hinted the poihbility that the Dynalty 
•f Lorraine might be approaching its 
^rminatlon. . To this unleaibnable 


and infulting harangue. General Mack 
is reported cu have anfwered, that the 
Emperor of Auftria was compelled to 
war by RuHial an anfwer highly im¬ 
probable. 

Amongft other bombaft of Buona- 
parre, wc find in one ot theBuihtins 
the following addicts »—-*< Solders, but 
for the army which is now in front of 
you, we thoul<l this day ho've been in 
London \ fuse fliouiU ha ve avenged ourm 
/elves for Jix centuries of infuUs, and rr- 
Jiored the freedom ofthefeas ! 

A proclama|,ion ot the Kmperor of 
Germany, ilfufil at Vienna on the jUrh 
lilt., immedi.itcly after the furrender of 
General M.ickand hisarmy was known. 
A compofitiou of mare true dignity 
a.id firinnels, of more genuine patiio- 
tifm, energv, and rloquence, we have 
never fecn ; it is in every refpeCl wor¬ 
thy the Sovereign ot fuch a intiun as 
Aultfii. 

Ho d£pi..Uthe inordinate ambition of 
Buoinp-irct: in tlic moit nnpreilive and 
pciMpicuous language. He ably con¬ 
trails his projects ot cunqueft with his 
own moderation ; and with his jult 
recriminations is mixed a degree of 
feverc but dignified farire. But the 
Sovereign of France, he fays, ** wholly 
abforbed in himfelf, and occupied only 
with the difplay of his own greatnefs 
and omnipotence, collected all his 
foi ce—compelled Holland and the 
E!c£Ior of Baden to join him—whilft 
his fecret ally, the Eleilor Palatine, 
falfe to his fncred promife, volunlaiily 
'^delivered himfelf up to him; violateti, 
in the moft infulting manner, the neu¬ 
trality of the King of Pruliia at the 
very moment that he had git'en the 
molt folemn promifes to refpcibt it; 
and^ hy theft njiolenl proceedings, he fuc- 
ceeded in furroundtng and tut ting off a part 
of the troops •which I had ordered to take a 
pofition on the Danube and the lller^ and 
finally in compelling them to furrender, af¬ 
ter a bra’ve refijlance. 

** A Pi'oclumation no lefs furious 
than any to which the dreadful period 
of the French Revolution gave birth, 
was ilfued, in order lo* animate the 
French army to the higheft pitch of 
courage. 

** Let the intoxication of fuccefs, or 
the unhallowed and inic^uitous ipirit 
of revenge, actuate the foe : calm and 
Arm 1 Hand in the midft of twenty-five 
millions of people, who are’ dear to my 
heart and to my family,*’ &c. 

The Proclamation then proceeds, in 

a 
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a ftratn of the mod Soterefting frank- 
ndV and (implicity. to exprefs the moft 
confident hopes in the patriotirm of the 
people, in the alfidance of other $o> 
vereigns, and finally in the return of 
peace. 

A note was prefented on the 14th 
nit. by Count Hardenberg to the 
French Mlnifter at Berlin, on the fub- 
jed of the violation of the territory of 
Anfpach by the French troops, breath¬ 
ing th^ Itrongeft indignation againft the 
conduct of the French Government, 
and Teeming to leave no-^chance of a 
compromife with Buonaparte. The 
King of Prudia lays, the conduct of 
the French has cancelled all obligations 

f nior to this time, and he is now at 
iberty to follow “ No other duty than * 
that of his own fafety and the maxims 
of the general Law of Nations.*' He 
adds, however, that he will adhery to 
the principles by which he has hitherto 
been guided j and thefe are explained 
to be ** a wiOi to fee £ai ope participate 


in the peace it is bis objeft to mamf 
tain; to contribute by all the means 
in His power to re-eftablifh it upon a 
folid bafts; and to apply to this great 
work his aiitive mediation and bis un¬ 
remitting endeavours." 

Buonaparte arrived at Munich on the 
24th ult. 

The King of Sweden has arrived at 
Straliund. accompanied by Barou 
Armfeldt; the Englilh Ambaflador, 
Mr. Pierrepoinr, it appears, met him 
there. An army, connfiing of 25,000 
Swedes, and xso'^o Kulfuns, imme¬ 
diately prepared t) march, and are to 
be under the immediate command of 
his SwediOi Mijefiy in perfon, who has 
ilTueJ a fpirited Proclamation on the 
occa'ion. 

The Amri'ican Papers announce the* 
DEATH of his Imperial Majefiy Des* 
SALINES, Emperor of Hayti, and King 
of St. Domingo. He is to be fucceeded 
by his Imperial Highuefs Prince Chrif- 
tophe.

S the following ohfervations on a 
vegetable plant of China may not 
be unincereifing to lome dalles of your 
readers, 1 beg leave to folicit its infer- 


profitdblc m conveiting it into paper, 
which the Cliinde wrought from al- 
inult every fpccies of cortical vegetable. 
The properties of the Arcka.irc unpa¬ 
ralleled, as an extieme beautifi^r and 
eminent pieterver of the teeth: its 
fii'ong altringency gives them Itrength, 
and is unexceptionably the finelt anti- 
fcoibutic known. 1 have feen many 
Europeans that have had the moft in- 
dilFerent teeth, and who were fre¬ 
quently troubled with that tantalizing 
afHi£lion the tooth-^ch, by a fhort 
lelidencc in India, where they have 
conitantly acculfomed themfelves to its 
uie, have permanently been relieved, 
and the ,appeal ance of their teeth im¬ 
proved wonderfully} even the'moft 
offenfive bre.ath has been overcome, as 
it polfefres one of the molt incontpara- 
ble odours I have met .vith either in 
China, the Moluccas, or whole penin- 
fula of Indoltan. I may perhaps be 
coiifidered roo fanguine or partial in 
my praile of this vegetable j yet I feel 
confident no one who is acquainted 
with it will correfl my liatement any 
ways unfavourable to the deficriptian I 
have given. It is to be regretted this 
has not long fince been a principal ar¬ 
ticle of importation. So highly and fo 
G g g a juiUy 
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juflly as this is effcemed In China, yet 
in Europe ir is in Icaicely known. 
It may, perhaps, beconiidered in this 
counti y extraordinary, fmce its virtues 
are to great, when T mention it is, not- 
withli -nding, neither cultivated among 
agricullurilts or private gf'ntlemen. 
In India it is the proniifcuous inhabi- 
tsnt of every wood or jungle, and, like 
many of our moil valuable hei bs, grows 
fpontineoufly in the lirlds, unheeded 
or difiegaided but by ilie heibaliitor 
bctanilt. The faliva that is producetf 
by chewing this nut, is of the moft 
beainiMil red the eye can eithei wirneis 
or the imagination concei^ ej and were 
there a poliibility of extracling tffe dye, 
its richnefs wrunl be unexampled, and 
difplace thnfu that aie now held in the 
higbt'lt confideiation j bur the colour 
of this nut is tmly iin)>aited in its 
green tfatei when it becomes hardened, 
it nc'ihcj will di'clo.'c this valuable 
prcpeity to aqueous, fpi.'ituous, or 
nj]y menlfruiims; and no meai's wliicli 
I Jiave as yet been made acouainred 
with aie capable of luccefs. I have 
heard of its bc'tng inlu/Vd, after levjga- 
tiop, in fpirits, and ailing as a gieat 
corroborant of the ftomacb, and faci- 
UtaM-g d'grftion. As a llyptic medi- 
f ine It nny not be inferior to the belt 
Pciuvian bnk. It is pe.fr£tly talftlefs, 
orhetwife ihan the aromatic effluvia 
which arjfes after it is tlicw^d. From 
the CM cumftant e of the licel growing 
round the Areka tree, we may attribute 
the caufe of the leaf of this vine being 
wrani-cd and chewed rogerher with the 
Aieka nur, as if nature vindiciicd the 
propiiety of blending tliem, in ordei, 
as it is perfectly known, to corjtfl the 
peclominant bitteincf.of the Betel by 
tlie aiomatic flcv<’ur of liie Arcka : 
tlie anodyne qualities of the former 
render it a peculiar lavcuijte of the 
nat'ves i its intoxicating natuie pio> 
ruics alleviation fo the poor dtHiened 
Indian, feftens the rrutenefs of poig¬ 
nant refleifion, and delights the ini.i- 
ginatirn with every Utopia of bli's : 
no wonder, then, th.it the'e inc.tfenlive 
affociates of human fociety fhould feek 
a rofj^ner*'oi**Mitir tares, whirh natiuc 
has fo jiidicioufly and human* ly allot¬ 
ted them, in the rcclules of tl-eir coun¬ 
try } fi c has every where ptovided an 
afylum lor the affl £icd, a fi’}<ce to the 
oppicfled, and the means of comlort- 
ingand exhilarating human nature un¬ 
der the feveielf trials. The Areka-niit 
is molf fiequent in the provinces of 
Siam, Molucca, Cambodia, and Cochin 


China; it is more prolific along the 
eaftern coaft of the Bay of Bengal, and 
fiourtOies in the neighbouring illes of 
Sumatra, Pulo, Penany, &c. 

The Eaft India Company pnrrhnfe 
the ammonian, a meafure of 30,000 
arek.is, or about 260 pounds weight, 
for about 3,000 iettus, equal to 9:^. 6d. 
Englilh, although individuals pay equi¬ 
valent to three pence a pound. The 
Betel is cultivated in moll parts of In¬ 
dia, and not dilllmilar to the growth of 
hops, the leaf appioaciting the laurel, 
and the blolTom the pear, it foims a 
pretty appearance j anti the leaf, with 
the Aieka, and Clinnam, a lime pro¬ 
duced from calcmed flieils, furnilhes 
one of the greatelt luxuries in the 
whqje Eallern empire. It is ranked 
among tlie accomplilhments ; is cveiy 
w hei ft preiented as the firll offering of 
friendfhip, and denote*! in every Ita- 
tioii as tile emblem of the hlghclt re- 
fpc£f. The foil moll adapted for the 
culture of the Betel is a rich loam or 
heavy clay, and, like tite inanchineal 
of B.irbadues, fkirts the coafis of the 
ocean. It may nut be, peihaps, incle- 
vant this place to take notice of a 
cirrumllance of the Manchintai, not 
lefs lingular than the Betel, attaching 
itiell to the Areka, and funning to each 
«thcran equilibrium that correfls the 
too potent qualities contained in them 
lepaiately, tliat might otherwife defeat 
the end lor which they were defigned. 
In every place whcie the growth of 
the Manchineal exifls, it is arcompa- 
nied bya proteflive plan: that affords a 
juice which fVarthes the progrels of 
the poifon, and lecurcs the unfortu¬ 
nate prrfoij from becoming its vicfini. 
In like m.cnner tli>'latrl'-inuke root ic 
a fafe artid*ite againlf ilie bite of t)ut 
reptile. I'he value of the nut, whtn 
it has been to be pmchaled in this 
country, is from 38. 6.1. to 5s. a pound, 
and when jnoperly levigated, produces 
not Tiioie than from iliice to four 
ounces: the manner of diiiinguifliing 
their goodnefs is, being free from holes, 
or any appearance where grubs have 
inferted tbernlelves ; pale colour, and, 
when bioke, clear, and thickly mar¬ 
bled with red, purple, or dark veins. 
Tfiey will run, in number, from fe- 
venty to eighty in the pound avoirdu- 
pojfe, For a m'ire detailed account I 
refer my re.idrrs to the Encyclopaidia, 
Raynai's Indies, Fenning, Pumet, 
Grofe, See, If my lugpeflion, in re¬ 
commending it as a commodity worthy

Words of every 
fort, indeclinable p.^.rticles, as well as 
words that are declined, arc fubje^I 
from thefe caufes ro mutilation and 
change. But nothing, it Teems, is 
here materiidly wrong except * 2 * 1 ,: jj-iar.

WITH NOTES, &C. 

PART 11. 

Chapter VII. 

Tn opening this, the fecond period of 
^ our hiltory, it will be proper toob- 
ferv* that, from the event of the battle 
of Hidings, a new era feems to have 
commenced. Its induAice, generally 
f^pthrough the country, was more par* 
ticular in its operations upon the me¬ 
tropolis : and tliefe we are now to con- 
fider. ^ 

London, which we have already dated 
to have podelfed a comparative de^ee 
of opulence, appears upon every occa- 
fton to have been the grand magna^ that 
had, from the earlieft times, attra6fed 
the attention, and latterly the cupidity, 
of her invaders; from whatfoever nation 
they f'uccedively idued, was dill doom¬ 
ed to experience all thofe evils which a 
change of mafters is Aire to create, 
ail thofe internal and domeftic vicidi- 
tudes, which the ferret/adoption of new 
cudoms, manners,and very frequently 
of new principles, is Aire to occafion. 

The morals of the Anglo<Saxont 
feetn to have improved hut little 
through the long courfe of their do¬ 
mination, even down to the time of 
the Norman Conqued. 

At this period we dnd them, as in the 
former, libidinous toexcefs; attached 
to their ancient cudoms*, both with

both fexei. This piaflice has been pre¬ 
valent in alt ages, and*in all nations in 
their primitive Tfatej combined in many 
with the idea of religious rites and ob« 
fervances, in others with thofe of mill* 
tary, patriarchal, prufcdional, and clafli* 
cal didmfUon. 

Pa^I)^ing and engraving upon the human 
fkinhavingthen been a propenfity and prac¬ 
tice gencial and inherent, it is little to be 
wondered, that as fociety became redned, 
this palli'tn ftiould dill prevail, becaufe 
refinement is only a modlAcation, not an 
extinflion of the paflions. Therefore we 
new dnd, that among poltfhed nations, 
we mean Aich as rsurru/their forms, or 
^rather all parts of their fkin except their 
faces, which is not exafilly the cafe with 
the majnrity.of feinalcs in this country, 
ail the iKgeituity which was formerly 
lavtlhed lo paint and adorn the Jkin, is 
more properly, and, at it regards com¬ 
merce, advantaguouily, employed to in¬ 
vent, to form, aud to arrange thc'dra- 
pery. Yet dill this cudom of heighten¬ 
ing their native charms, by judicioUfly 
blending red and white, or, in more poe¬ 
tical language, *f the Uly and the refe,” 
prevails among the fofter le)(, with re- 
lpe£f to the pgrts espoleJ. - 

Painting their faces, and dainlng their 
elbows, fingets, and teeth, the latter green 
or bhek, as fa/hion may require, is dill 
deemed as atifoiutely neceflary as drefs, 
(peil)apt Riorc lo,) in many parts of the 
Afiatic and African woilds. Indeed we 
might extend the latitude of our 
rions to the four quaiiers^^^^ globe. 
In faA, without entering into a deeper 
examination of the modern (fiinulationsto, 
'this propenfity, it appears to he as pre¬ 
valent no<tv as it was in the eari’eh ages j 
and as it is demonltrativeiy inherent to 
the human fydem, It certainly can be no 
oobjeft of wonder; it is, indeed, too uni- 
verlal to appear fi'rangt. 
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ideas of rational iibeity, or ratlier 
firaiighc with the notion that flaverf 
was nothin itfelf,an evil. Wavering in 
their principles, and diflblute in their 
pra£>ice, they were only to be fixed to 
any point by the necefilties of the 
times, or by the Itiii Itronger impulle 
of their fuperfticious obfervances. 

It does not appear that the Normans, 
who, fiufiied with conquelt over their 
refra« 51 ory countrymen, followed the 
ilandard of William to England, in 
the hour of their exhilaration, upon 
the eafy attainment of all the power, 
and coniequently all the treafure, of 
the kingdom, were the be'r calculated 
to correil the manners of the people, 
and to leprefs thof- caormiiies 'vhicli 
the unfettled Rate of the times had on- 
genderetl, and th? laxity o!’ ^•svein* 
ment bad tolerated into eiabrnlinsents. 
Yet tJie Conqueror, who law ohje^'s in 
a different point of view, very fpced'ly 
refolvrd, that coercion, m the prefent 
Rate of things, was ablolutely lucef- 
lary i and therefore determining to rom- 
nence a reign of terror by I'oine l iking 
example, which Oiould at the fame litne 
imprefs an idea of hie iJOA-er 
Upon the mind of the inecropoits, had 
not f<ir to feek. 

Southwark, in this infianre, afforded 
to him at once both nn objeti and .in* 
opportunity. The Buruugli, r.s by way 
of pre-eminence and dilliucHon it his 
been long termed, wa<:, even at this 
time, a fuburb which, from its advan¬ 
tageous communication with the city, 
by the means of London-biidge, had 
attained a conllderable degree of im¬ 
portance. 

The church of St. Mary Over Rey 
had been founded more than a century 
antec*edent to the Conqueil*} and at 
that period the priory of Religious Sif¬ 
ters, the fird we believe of thefe edab- 
lifiiments near London, was in a very 
flourilhing condition. It has been al¬ 
ready dated, that, In many infiances, 
monadic edablilbments foNned a cen¬ 
tral point, and that houfes generally

rofe around them* Markets were con* 
fcquently holden, courts fometimei* 
eredled, and fairs always granted. 

This was the fituation of Southwark 
at the time that it attrafted the atten¬ 
tion of the Coiiqueroi ; who, confider- 
ing it as the ngbt arm of London, 
determined to dellroy it. In purfuance 
oi this refolution, he ordered its build¬ 
ings to be reduced to adies: and as he 
had, in common wiih all men who are 
governed by the impulfe of a vicious 
and nef.uious ambition, more appre- 
keiinons from his new i'uhjc^Is, as he 
gave them the more reafon to dctctt 
him ; and as of all his (uhje 61 s he both 
k.tted and fea:cd the citizens of iho 
nietvoroii,. t: e mod, though there was 
ncthriig their comliiuf that warrant¬ 
ed this jcnlouiy, he by this mcafure 
('ll oif tiii'ir principal tupply of provi- 
iioiis, di tei niiiK-d, .as it is laid, to Jiarvf 
them .'Kto (ibedience.

h.ive fojvotteii that the c.iR, well, and 
iicnli avenues, and even the Thames^ 
were in a entain degree open •. In- 
deerl they Teem to Inive foigotten, in 
favour of an ufurper, their tlufy and 
allegiance to the Saxon dynafty j for 
they not only fent the keys of their

We are now to view the metropolis 
as, with rel'peft to many of its laws, 
ciilionis*, and indeed buildings, com¬ 
pletely changed. 

The Saxon era Had been, generally 
fneaking, the age of monalleries. The 
Norinun was the age of caffles j the 
fame,,p i'fion molt probably produced 
both tliefe piedilc£tions. Their fuper- 
ftitlous feais had ind iriCd the former 
Mopa I chs to found and to endow eitab- 
lilhmeius, winch were, in procefs of 
time, difi oveied to be a moff oppreffive 
and intolerable giicvance to their fub- 
jei>h} and their political alarms had*, 
in the like manner, urged the latter to 
crert fortrelTes, which, while the Nor¬ 
man race cxided, curtailed the ccoplc 
of the liff (hieds and veftiges or even 
that contraHed liberty which they had 
before enjoyed. 

Of thefe, the prominent fymptoms 
of political fear, the Tower of London, 
which is ftated to have been*ercdted by 
William the Conqueror upon the frte 
of an ancient caitle built by Julius 
Caefar, is the principal. 

If wc mean to take a furvey of the 
Norman's Tower, we muft only con- 
ffder the fquare, and as it is termed 
•whitCy building in the centre, and ba- 
nilh from our minds all ideas of the 
numerous other ere£lious which crowd 
and encumber the enclofure within the 
ditch f, and which, however admirably 
they may be calculated for civile would 
certainly impede miliMiy operations. 
We nmrt confider the original fabric 
as ftanJing in the nudit of a wide, 
and large area, furroui’.ded by walls 
much Itswer, and water much h.roa<ler, 
than at pte(ei;t, and conKru^lcd of ma¬ 
terials which were fuppoied to have 
rendered it imoregnablc againfl arrows, 
the*artillery of thofe age« J. 

• This circumllarce, decilive of the 
fate of the whole kingdom, fhows in 
a ffrong liglw: the political impoitance 
of the metropolis, and is a full refutation 
of thes aflertif'D. ** that London was not 
at this period fupel iofr in the municipal 
fcaie, to many other cities."

erected with Hone imported from Caen, in 
Normandy, and upon the plan of theN.>r- 
mancallies; a plan that very generally 
prevailed in England, had fur its archite^ 
a Prelate, namely, Gundulph, Bifliop of 
Kocheller, who was the principal fupervi- 
for and fiirveyorof the works } and who, 
it is rec^'tded, dining the tunc that he 
v.as thus laiidal'ly employed, lo !ged :a 
the houlcnf Eadincre, a Burgefs of Lon¬ 
don. 

This edifice, it appears, was originally 
conflrufled in a manrer which was calcu- 
la'ed to defy the tooth of time, the con- 
ciilJlons of war, and all the fury of con¬ 
tending elements} for Fitz Stephen fays, 
** The city of London hath in the Eaft a 
very great and moft llrong palatine tower, 
whole turrets and walls do rife from a 
very firing and deep foundation, the i»or- 
tar thereof being tempered with the blood 
ot beads." 

Where the fpiritual architefl procured 
blood of any kind lufficient to temper the 
mortar ufed in the erc£lion of fuch a 
building, we are yet to learn. Of its in- 
eiHcacy, compared with water, for the 
purpofe menttoned, we are fully con¬ 
vinced. But like the hero, who (faith 
the poet) 

“ HurlM dreadful Jirt and ^vinegar in- 
fusM, 

Whofe acid force the nerves of Hint un- 
loosM,- 

Made N'atui^ ftart to fee him root up 
rockii, 

And open all hisTadamantine locks * }'* 

thefe are things calculated to excite our 
admiration at the expchfe of our judg¬ 
ment. However, the ftrength of the 
Tower of London was, in the reign of 
WiWiam Rufus, put to tlie teff, and 
failed in th? experiment j for it is re¬ 
corded, that in the year 1096 a violent 
temped aroi'e, which in its piogrefsucA. 
roofed Bow and I'ome otliit. ^^irches, 
and overthrew about fix hundred huufes 
in London j at the fame time a large part 
t.f the Tower was beaten dowa and 
damaged, fo that it was obliged to be re- 
p.jtied by the Monarch, who added a caf^ 
tie to it on the I'outh fide next the Thames, 
iar which he was cenlurcd by Henry of 
Huntingdon, who lays, that ho “ chal-

of which is now PauPs Wharf, timber- 
yards, &c. j adjacent to which, in an¬ 
cient times, there was a very remark¬ 
able old manlion, called Huntingdon 
Houfe, probably from its having been 
the refidence of the family of Baitings, 
Earls of Huntingdon *. Baynard Cattle 
was originally founded by William 
Baynard, a Norman Baron f, who came 
to England with William the Conque¬ 
ror, who built it for the oftenfible rea- 
fon of defending the cityj which, it 
will beobferved, was in no danger of 
being attacked, therefore it was, in 
reality, intended to overawe its inha¬ 
bitants. * 

Purfuing the hiltory of this caltle, 
we find, that in the year 1213 there 
arofe in it one of the caiifes of that 
memorable contention betviixt King 
John and his Barons, Iroin which, after 
many viciiTitudes, they derived ** the 
charter of their freedom.” 

It has been the genera) charafleriftlc 
of contentions of this natuie, that they 
have emanated from ambition : but this, 
in one inlfance, had love for its balls. 
Robert Fitawaicr, or Fttr.walicr, one 
of the moll potent of the defeendants 
of thofe Eords who frllowrd the hand- 
ard of William the Conqueror to Eng¬ 
land, was Cbaftcllian and fianner-bearti

lenged the inveftiture of the prelates, 
pUUd ard Jhavtd the people with tribute, 
efpccially to ipend about the Tower <>f 
London, and the great hall at Wedmin-

anceftors, having, with other peers, be¬ 
fore been difgufted with the profligate 
aiul opprefiive condttfl of the Monarch, 
wanted not this ftimulative to ven¬ 
geance. Struck with the indignity 
offered, he threw off all relcrve, and 
txprefi'ed his keen fenfations in terms 
fuch as the infuU had elicited. The 
Prince, aflonifhed at his boldnefit, vow¬ 
ed re. engej and Fltzwalter, who well 
knew how pundlual lie was in the per¬ 
formance of vows of this nature, in- 
ftantty prepafed to (hield his family 
from its eife^s. His firft caic was to 
convey his lovely daughter to a place 
of apparent fafety. He then fummon- 
ed his adherents, and joined the troops 
of the malcontent Barons, to whom he 
ftated this new caufe of complaint a- 
gainrt the Monarch j which excited in 
^thelr bofoms emotions nearly equal to 
hisH>wn.

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Wift fiom Bp'nard's Caftle, on the 
bank of,the Thamea, and near the 
fpot which is now occupied by the 
acccfs to the bridge at Black Friars, 
ftood the tower of Mount Fiquet, or 
Mont Fitchet; a building which was 
alfo ere^ed in the time of William 
the Conqueror, by one of liis followers 
who had obtained the appellation of 
Le Sire Monthtchet. The purpofe 
for which thefe calllea were built has 
been already Hated. In the reign of 
King John it was Inhabited by Rich¬ 
ard Montfitchet, one of the refr.j 4 lory 
Barons, who was baniHsed to Prance 
with his neighbour Robert Fitzwalrei. 
At the fame time, the King c.iu!ed his 
callle to be drinoiinicd j which feenis 
in thofe .iges to h tve been a kind of pii- 
niflimcnt annexed to icbcilion. Upon 
the litc of this augiilt manliun, and 
with the belt and choiccft of its Hones 
and materials, Robert Kilw:u by, Arch- 
bifhop of Cantet btuy, about the year 
began to build the liouTe of the 
Friars Pic'clici's, al'tej wards ternsed 
the Black Friaj s *, and alfo the church 
of St. Anne, to which the monalieiy 
was an aopendage. 

In taking n mental view of tills 
diftrift, we find it by mucli the nu)lt 
confpicuoiis part of the city ot London. 
We have alreidy feen, that it .'iboiiucicd 
with a royal tower and magnificent caf-

This had, in the time 
of the Conqueror, been deftroyed, and 
the Hones, &c. applied to the rebuild¬ 
ing St. Paul’s Cathedral's hut it ap¬ 
pears from many circumfiances, that 
VV>lIiani was no friend to tlie demo* 
lition, OS' annihiiation, ol this kind of 
fabricsi therefo'e it i 8 *| 5 robable that he 
Vas the founder of another manfion of 
this fpe.:!cs, crecle.l upon Its fite, term¬ 
ed the K lig's lloiife, neat* St. Bride's, 
wheiein many of cur fucceedidg K^o- 
narchs re(ided,aiui where the courts of 
judicature, as appears from ancient re- 
coi'ds, were held. 

The Tower Royal, in the ptrilh of 
St. Michael de Pater nofter, was an¬ 
other caHle of about the fame date 
as the former. It was afteVwards the 
refidence of King Stephen. In times 
h'fs remote, for reafons fuffriently ob- 
viouii it o>)t.‘)ined the anpcllatioi) of 
tlie i^uet/i's U'artirobe* 

Wc i.ave in this diilrlft of the me¬ 
tropolis fetn a cIuIIm' of towers, con- 
iucied in lo*ne dcg*ee by a wall that 
ringed along the b.uik of the river, 
and the intej Hices filled up by (everal 
churches of Saxon conltrudlion, and 
piany houfes of the Nobility; of whicii 
we hav<^ already mentioned fbmc, and 
vve 'luill in due courieailude toothers *. 
Ttiefc, as they had all gardens, the fites 
of wliich may, jn many inltances, be 
hill traced by the names of Hreets 
and lanes built upon tliem, muH have 
had a very fingular and truly pi6lu- 
icfque efiVl, from the intermixture of 
trees, towers, and manllons, varied by 
Aceplcs rifing above the rell in a kind 
of rude magnificence, (for fuch was the 
clvarabtcr of the architecture of the 
time,) while the terrene line of the 
view was broken by thatched cottage? 
and wooden buildings of a peceliar 
conlhu^ioiu with their Hories over¬ 
hanging each other j a fpecies of archi- 
^e£tuie, if it may he fo termed, which

had been adopted by the Nonpan^ 
and of which the cities of Caen and 
Rouen had exhibited intfances, and 
had had occafion to deplore their dov 
fe^s, or rather their efi’e£ts, in pra^ 
ducing a ipoft foul and peftilentitl 
fiagnation of vapours, and all the coor 
fequences of contaminated atr, long 
before the expedition of William *. 

To take a parting glance at metropo# 
litan cattles erected by the Conquerors 
we mult obferve, that feveral others 
licuated upon the walls might be added; 
but as they obtained no higher dignity 
in the /cale of fortrefies than the appo)^ 
lation of watch cowers, wherein a few 
men w%ie Itatloned, who, however 
llrittly they might be difeiplined in 
his, in future ages became of at little 
real utility as thole which at prelent 
do their no£iurnal duty in •wateb~boufe$ 
when they ought to do it foinewbere 
elfe, we (hall pafs by tliem, in order for 
a moment to conlider one that was 
deemed of more importance. This was 
the tower called the Barbican, iituated 
in Red Crofs-Hreet, which was of im* 
menfe height, and was uled as a watch- 
tower, or principal Hation, of the guard 
for the northern dillri^f of the metro¬ 
polis, and alio for a beaeo/tj as, from

The great property of 
thefe buildings (fur convenience was otic' 
ol the quefiion) was fiabtdty\ and al¬ 
though we certainly do nut luppole that 
any of thefe fabrics lately dcllroytd were 
quite fo old as the Conqueror j yet that 
many of them were, and, of (hofe ftand- 
ing, now are, of very high antiquityi 
there is not the Imallcfi lhadow of doubt. 
Their conllfuflion was luch, that, with & 
('mall repair, they were calculated to For^ 
tinue for ages, indeed as io^ ax^he main 
timbers would enduie; and of the folidity 
of thefe, in certain fiiuations, we have 
had many inltances, particularly in the 
•fjery old houfe the corner of elemental, 
lane and the Butcher-row, fome of ths 
timber of which (oak) was with age 
*dyed as black as jet, and was of aknoft 
ipipeneirable hai'du;efs and folidity. 
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the circumdances of its elevated Ate, 
and lofty tun ets, it might be feen, even 
in the day, fmm the counties of Kent 
and Surry, and from every other Atua- 
tion,ea(l, we(V, north, and ibuth. When 
jfired in the night, its eAe£t muft have 
been tremendoully beautiful *. 

Having now briefly defcribed fome, 
and adverted to others,of ihofe fabrics, 
that rofe as prominent inflances of Nor¬ 
man jeaioufy and Norman fear, which 
feem to have been the predominant 
paflions of the whole race, we muit 
farther obferve, that, with refpe^ to 
the Conqueror, a very flriking inflance 
of their operation occurred even previ¬ 
ous to his coronation f ; for although

the Londoners had fo generoufly offer¬ 
ed him the crown,and, generally fpeak- 
ing, had fo cordially adopted him, itill 
was his fufpicion of their loyalty fo 
great, or rather dill was hit furprile fo 
excefftve, that, with their means of de¬ 
fence, they did not make a greater re- 
Aftance, that he could not believe that 
they were in earneji^ noi’ would he pro¬ 
ceed to the folemnity until he had 
ordered a fortrefs to he built in great 
haftc, near the centre of the city*, 
which he garrifoned with Normans, 
in order thst he might have a place of 
retreat, bad a retreat, fuch .is his feare 
fuggefled to him, been necelfary. 

To return once more to the river 
Ade. Betwixt LotuJon-bridge and the 
cb'irch of St. Anne, Black Friars, 


in two paitlcular ctrcumflances, the only 
two th'.t we (hail upon this occaAuo 
quote. Stigan ', the Archbiihop of Can¬ 
terbury, ought, as the metropolitan of 
Englaiui, to have placed the crown upon 
the head of William } this Prince too 
wilhed it, hut he dlcl not dare to order it. 
Why? becaule Stigand was confidcred 
as an intruder into that See in the room 
ol Robert, who was never canonically de¬ 
prived : he thought, therefore, this irre¬ 
gularity would net only his title, 
but make an uuiavnuiahle impreflioii 
upon the minds of the people; he there¬ 
fore cliofe the Aichhilliop of York. The 
influence of lire Pope in this inRance 
he conlidered ns every thing. In the 
other, which is recent, the prelacy was in 
fuch a Rate of degradation, that the U- 
furper relolved to have the Pope himfelf. 
So would William, if he could have had 
that Pontiff ns much at his difporal: 
but in both thefe inllances, though more 
than feven centuries have elapfed between 
them, we lee the wnrfl paflions have the 
fame operation upon the human mind un- 
derthe fame circumltances, and lead men, 
whofeaftions Ihowt'd that they had thrown 
off all rcRraint, tacitly to acknowledge 
file influence cf a power of which aSiiv^ly 
they denied the exiflence.

of towers, palaces, monafteries, and 
man(ions,to have been, in tbefe times, 
she principal and polite part of the me¬ 
tropolis I lb, from abounding in all the 
convenienciei of life, it necelTarily ap¬ 
pears to have been the molt populous. 
With refpe^ to food, it is ftated by 
F'itzfteplsen, who wrote in the reign of 
Henry the lid, but elanced retrolpeft- 
ively to cultoms ancT things hng cdab- 
lilhed, that in this place, ** betwixt the 
wine in (hips, and the wine tobe told in 
^taverns, is a commbn cookery, or 
Cbok's-row, where daily, for the feafon 
of the year, men might have meat, 
roalt, fod, or fiied; lilh, flelh, fowls, fit 
for the rich and poor.** ^ 

This cookery, or Cook*s>rovr, ranged 
along Upper Thames-llreet, beswixt 
which and the river was fituated the 
Vintry, whofe front was a long conti¬ 
nued wharf, whereon the merchants of 
Bourdeaux ufed to crane their wines. 
This unqueilionahly attrafled the ta¬ 
verners, i. #. thofe that fold wines by 
retail i for the merchantswvere obliged 
to difpo'e of their cargoes within UM*ty 
days after they landed them *. 

That thele taverns flood in different 
direilions, may ftill be gathered, with 
tolerable acciuacy, from the awunf 
names of the lanes erected on their 
fltes. 

One of them, we find, had for its fign 
the Emperor's Head, What Emperor 
we are yet to learn. 

Another contained, in the reprefenta- 
tion of three birds, a granhic pun ; for 
the original tavern took its name from

The long range of taverns alluded 
to by Fitxltephen, in the vicinity of 
Couk's-row, gave the name to a lane» 
which, from the circumttance of their 
being painted on the outfide with va¬ 
rious devices, was called Painted Ta- 
vern-hne for ages after the extenfion 
of commerce in this part of the metro¬ 
polis had caufed their dilapidation, 
and had tranfpianted the feeds of in- 
ebrietyt which had here taken root, to 
every part of the city and its fuburbs s 
fo that our author, bad he written 
later, might have extended his lamenta¬ 
tion refpeHing the plagues of London, 
which, he fays, are ** immoderate quaf¬ 
fing and accidents by fire}** though be 
dues not hint, that, probably, m hs 
iimt, the latter might nave arifen from 
the former *.

Upon 
my awakihg, I obferved that nothing 
could be more ftill and beautiful than 
the water, to which ir.y atfention was 
now entirely engaged, until another 
objeft attiaeied my notice: it was a 
lihle bf’at, llie baik entiiclyofafap- 
pliiie'toh-ut, that looked of ui common 
lirlghtiiefs in the rays of the. fun. No 
per fun was in this bor,t but a lady of 
tlie mod extraordinary beauty j it 
glided down the dream without the 
ufe of oais, by the aindance of twq 
fmail (ails, which appeared made of 
filver paper.

I was ftiil en¬ 
gaged in obferving this beautiful fe¬ 
rn tie, when I felt a va(t (hock beneath 
me, and found the rock upon which 
£ was feared con(ideiably agitated, and 
preientiy I beheld lying upon its belly 
a monster of an hideous form, enfirely 
black, and which was crouching down 
to tlie ground ; its body feemtd many 
fithoms in length \ its head, which was 
of the molt uncommon lize, was cover¬ 
ed with an iron pot that appeared red 
hut} and fmoke iflued from his nof- 
trils: iA(hort,I trembled*very much at 
the light of this frighctul monifer# and 
concealed myfelf as well as I could to 
watch what might follow. At length I 
obl'erved that the lady carried an in- 
llrument of muhe in her hiiid, abouf 
an ell in length, wirh half a gourd at 
eich end, and three Itrings of bra(s, 
and that (he (ought the riling of a bank 
near the fpot where I lay to fit down j 
which (he did, and begin to play upon 
tlie inllrumcnt; but the melody was 
fo rv;eet, that X was lavillied with the 
founds, nnd almod out of my fenles 
V nil rapture.

I ohferv'ai the horrid monger Ihdtch 
out his han I, which extended a great 
length, and leize hold of the inlfru- 
meiu; wh'ch he had no (boner (eciired, 
than, with the other, he pievented the 
tedy from leaving the (pot. ** Ac- 
curfed Diieeroh.” cried he. “ favour¬ 
ed of the Dewtah, wJio delights *to 
fuccour man, and who dihuibs* with 
thy haim^ny the Genii of the Rock, 
how often have 1 hopeil to find thee 
without that powerful talifman which 
could alone fecute thee Irom my ven- 
geanie : fee now the eHe6 ts'of my 
hatred to thy race. With thefe words 
he (eized hold ot the good Genii round 
the wailf \ and flutteiing his long blacky 
wings, alcended with her into the air, 
and when almolt out of fight, let her 
fall on the (harp-pointed icck on which 


I lay. In an inftant the lovely form of 
the beautiful Dheeroh was disfigured, 
and fcarce any appearance of it left. 

I concealed myfelf from the fight. 
The monfter had left the infirument 
of mufic on the ground as he afceridedi 
and 1 had ventured from my hidings 
place to examine it. It was of the mofi 
curious itru^ure. But I had reafon to 
repent my temerity j for the monfter 
had difeovered me, and in an initanc 
he alighted clofe to me.

Give to me that 
inftrument which thou haft taken into 
thine hands, and of which thou dolt 
not know the life, and I will make thee 
richer than the Sultan Ferooz, who 
poflelTcd the treafures of Iran and TW- 
ran." I hefitated at thefe words; and 
being but very young, (bould have con- 
fented, if I had not recollected what he 
had laid to the good Genius Dheeroh, 
and fancied that the inftrument mu(t 
have feme gieat and uncommon vir¬ 
tues, and that perhaps it would keep 
me trom all harm. Happy it would 
have been for me if I had h.id courage 
to refift! However, the hideous mon- 
ller, finding hiinfelf foiled, began to 
threaten, that if 1 did not give him 
the taiilman he would da(h me to 
pieces, as he had done the good Ge¬ 
nius.

The 
hidden riches ofthei-ockofMEHiNDER 
are thine | and all that can delight the 
heart of mortals iball be given to the 
pofleflbr of the tilifman of the Princes 
of the good Dewtah." I confefs that 
tny curiollty was fucb, that leeing the 
iron gates Ixneath the rock, I demand- 
ed that he Ihould (how me thofe trea> 
lures, and the hidden myderies of the 
place s which he confent^ to do; and 
at bis comm.tnd the doors opened on 
their hinges with a dreadful crafli. 
The entrance was of black marble, 
which feemed Itained with human 
blood. I was (b terrilied that I would 
gladly have Hepped back ; but the gates 
had doled after ui, and Iliad no notion 
ot drikingtheitringsof xhtjunter. At 
length, lighted only hy one lamp, we 
afcended a (light of black Heps, which

After young Beattie had ftnifhed his 
education at the country Ichool, he was 
feiil to tlie C 'Ik'ge of New Aberdeen, 
l!i> father, it is probable, was induced 
to bellow upon liis Ion an univeriiry 
education, trtun (o.me hopes of patron¬ 
age liomthe Earl of Errol. Theabili- 
lu-s of the young grammarian might 
Jfkewife induce his father to hope, 
that, by the pofleftion of learning, his 
Ion might be enabled to procure a live¬ 
lihood, either as a fchoolmafter or a 
clergyman, without that riewree of bo¬ 
dily labour which he himfelt had un-* 
dergone. 

lu the interval of the College feffions, 
we 6nd.young Beattie employed in 
leaching a fchoo! at Alloa, in Clack- 
mananlhirej an occupation common to 
almoll eveiy literary charadler in Scot¬ 
land, who has rifen from the lower 
ranks of life. In this fituati m, and in 
others ftmilar to it, he increafed his 
acquaintance with the principles of 
grammar, and acquired that accurate 
cladlcal knowledge for which he was 
{tfterwgrds fo eminently diftinguilbed. 


His predilection for the Mules was 
likely to be enhanced from this re- 
fnience. There is no talent more aid¬ 
ed by local fitiiation than poetical fan¬ 
cy i and the beautiful windings of the 
river Forth, with the amenity of its 
contiguous fields, would not fail 10 
deepen imprefilons which had formerly 
taken place, to recall and ftrengthen 
aflociations which other feenes ha*! cre¬ 
ated, and to awaken ail tlie delicate len- 
libiliiies of the heirt on which poetry 
is founded. 

Mr. Be >t tie after wards taught a fchool 
in his nitive county ot ICmcardinej 
and Tome time alter, he became aihftant 
to the ni.dter of the grammar-tchool of 
Aberdeen. In this liniatian, an inti* 
macy commenced betwixt the aftilUnt 
and the daughter of the fchoolmafter, 
which fbon ripened into 3 mutual affec¬ 
tion, and in the end uccafioncd their 
niarri ige. 

Certain incidents, and in particular 
the imuortant event of marriage, have 
often no little infiuence in modifying 
the views, and determining the fub- 
fequent condudf, of a perfon through 
life. Iinniediiteiy after Mr. Beattie’s 
marriage, it is probable that bis inten¬ 
sion was to continue the piofcflionof 
teaching, to cnticavour to i'uccted Itis 
father in-law in the graimnar-fchool 
of Aberdeen, ar.d to devote the reft 
of his life to this labuiious occupa¬ 
tion. But a more brilliant literary 
charatiier awaited him, and he was def- 
tined, though ftill to continue a teach¬ 
er, yet to inftrui^f in a more dignified 
I'phere, 

Notwithftanding the fevere duties 
which nuilt be daily performed by a 
fchoolma'ter, and the tendency which 
going daily through the fame iikfbme 
talk muft have in freezing the fiow of 
the imagination, Mr-Bcattie continued 
to be Itill iinirten with the love of 
fong: poetgy v.as the darling ptirfuit 
of his heart, and it irfinuated deeper 
and deeper into his nffed'tious. 

He now thought of committing fewne 
of his prudu« 51 ions to th*»'Worl||j and 
in 1760 he publilhed a volume of ori¬ 
ginal poems and tianllations. In 1765 
appeared another poem of his, entitled 
“ The Judgment of Paris." He was 
then about twenty-five years of age j 
his poetical talent was not yet fully 
Amco^fed ; and though thefe fpeci- 
mens poiTefled a confiderablc degree 
of poetical merit, and were well re* 
(:eived, yet the author has fiuce re^nt-* 
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ed of appearing as a poet fo eirly be> 
foie the public, and has omitte<) the 
greater number of them in a late edU 
tion of his poems. 

Mr. B had noar acquired Tome poe¬ 
tical reputation. He was known to be 
poiielTtd of learning: his Itudious Jif- 
pofition continually urged him to ac- 
quh*e more : he was entitled to be 
jai'cd above the drudgery of teaching 
children ; and, through the inllnence 
of the Ear) of Errol, he was eledled a 
FrofelVorin that College where he him- 
lelf hal been a tiudent. 

The coniralt betwixt the tchoohnaf- 
ter at Alloa and thf ProtelTor in the 
Univcrfity of Aberdeen, wts fuflici- 
cntly ftriking. Mr* Beattie no doubt 
felt it in its full foicej and he refolved 
to a(I in a manner worthy of his dig¬ 
nified fit nation. Poetry bad probably 
engrolTed a great number of his leifure 
hours previous to tliis period, bur ilu- 
dies more immediately neceifary now 
claimed his whole attention. He de* 
termined not to be an ina 61 ive member 
of the honourable body to which he 
hut to prove, by his diligent 
, and his philofopbical exer- 
he was worthy of the feat to 
which he had been elevated. 

An active and penetrating mind will' 
at all rimes diicover excellent (uhjefls 
on which to excrcife its powers } but 
this was a period fruitful in invediga- 
tion, and cTpecially of thole objefls 
which more peculiarly belonged to Mr. 
Beattie's fpherc of ftudy in the Univcr- 
iity. The phdofophy of mind was the 
faihionablr purfuit,.ind had been tre.at- 
ed b^ fevetal eiuinent authors, and, in 
particuiai'k by Mr. Hume. The opi. 
nions of this writer, and his ccnclu- 
fions on the fuhje^U of his refe.uch, 
were chara^feiifed by a boldnefs which 
had feldom been equalled in any coun¬ 
try, and never in Scotland. But though 
Hume's reafonings led to the moft 
boundlefi fcepticifm, and Were fo op- 
pofite to the fobrr fpirit of thinking 

f >re*’ioufiy cberilhed in Scotland j yet 
iicb were tb** acurenefs of his powers, 
4nd the ingenuity of hit logical indue, 
tiont, that be had become the leader of 
p new fchool, and formed the opinions 
of many wlw> had formerly belonged to 
a more temperate phiiofophy. The 
abettors of the old fyfiems were alarmed 
at his conclufionsj they grieved to fe^ 
fuch dangerous notions acquire fo ex*

caufeof truth and found phiiofophy, 
and direAed ail their powers to confute 
the reafonings. and to overturn the po« 
fitions, of this mighty opponent. 

Dr. Reid had already begun the at¬ 
tack, in 1764, in his excellent '* In. 
quiry into the Human Mind;*' and 
Mr. Beattie publiOied his « Eflay on 
the Nature and Immutability of Timh, 
in Oppofition to Sophiltry and Sce|)- 
ticifni," in the year 1770. 

It has/ometimes been alledged, that 
the motive w^.'ich induced Mr. B. to 
oppole the writings of Hume was not 
of the purell nature,—that he was ex¬ 
cited by perfonal chagrin, and a defire 
to revenge fome infulc he had received 
from Hume. Whether or not this was 
the-cafe, it is not our bufinefs to in¬ 
quire. The motives which a writer 
may have for his publication are not 
of fo much concern to the public as 
the merits of his work; whether it con. 
tains an able treatment of its fubjedl, 
and accomptiflies what was purpofed. 

The popularity which the ElTay on 
Truth obtained lor its author was very 
rxtenfive. It w.is e.-fgerly perufed by 
all who were fond ol pneumarological 
fludies, and leceived the wanneit ap¬ 
probation of ihofe who fluiddered at 
the view of the Ideal Pbtlcfef-by. Its lame 
was equally extenlive ill England. The 
Conimon-Senfe philolophers rejoiced at 
having this delencc cf their lyliein j 
the mofl unbounded praites were fa- 
villied upon the Profertor of the North ; 
and it was even luggeiled by fume emi. 
nent in power, to hive him converted 
from the Church ol Scotland, and to 
prefenthitn with a dignified benefice in 
the Englilb Church. 

The impolicy of this propofition was, 
however, fbon rrcogniied. It was oh- 
ferved, that the wi icings of a Clergy¬ 
man in defence of leligion were mure 
liable to be viewed as an interel^ed 
deience of the opinions of his order, 
than the unprejiuliced prndu6Uons of a 
Iranian; and that Beattie could more 
effenti.dly ferve the raufe of truth, 
and with better grace, as a Profeflbr 
of Moral Phiiofophy in Scotland, than 
as a Billiop in the Church of England. 
As a compenfation for palt. and an in¬ 
ducement for future exenions, he was, 
therefore, pielented with an annuity of 
aool.; atvi it was underflood, that 
thus penfioned, he ihould lie on the 
watch, and conlme every fceptical and 
profane opinion that (houid, after all 
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1'^ had written, dare to illrt up in 
the world 

Perhaps tljc inoft pleafing advantage 
which Beictie derived from the publi- 
tation of hi* work' wa;, its being tl\e 
occa<io% of lus obtaining the acquaint' 
anceandf'^en^fhipotmaiiy learned and 
fcminent riiarafters in England. ‘ The 
ecquilii^On of a circle ofleai'ned friends 
^is the’tJiDlt valuable-and foothing re- 
•ward ofditerarjr tpil, beoufethe cor- 
refpond^ce ajid converfation which 
refuit Pfepi fuch*connexions a'e equally 
produ6Htc of further inltru^^ion and 
the moR reflned^lea^iire. The author 
^f the J^ay on Truth wl^ now entitled 
to the'.jtttention of the literary world} 
he wai to be confidered .1$ adding one 
more tO thejiterati of his country, and 
as a diltinguKhed member of the re- 
public of letters* Among his brethren 
at hon^e, he was highly refpe^ed; «id 
wheneverjbe went to London, his com* 
pany WM* courted by perfjjis ot^illuf- 
trious ,raiik,->by all who were cele. 
hrated for literature, or venerable ia the 

Church* 

Dr.;Samuel Johnfon, at this um^i 
prefid^ oyer the literature of En.>;lund. 
The acquaintance of Beattie with 1pm 
took place in the year 1771, through

Bow, Middlesex- 

[wifH A VIEW.] 

'^■PUF.RB arc f?,w places in vhe vicinity 
^ of London which are more interelt- 
•inj. from the evident marks of anti¬ 
quity that a-edlfpliyed in and about 
them, than*the village of Bow, or, as 
it is more con'eflly termed, Stnfford 
Bow, in the connty of Middlef-x j the 
view of the Church ol which forms a 
pi6>urelque embdlKhment to this Ma¬ 
gazine. 

The village itfelf feems originally to 
have derived its importance, firif, from 
an ancient ford near one of the Koman 
highways; andyfecondly,froma bridge 
of one arch over the river Le.i, built 
by Henry the Ilf, probably at the*in- 
ftance of Matilda, his Queen, who, as 
it is dated, in attempting to pals the 
Ford,/* got well waihrd in the Itre.im.'* 
Indeed L^and ftySjthat it was Iberhat 
*♦ caufed two bridges to be binlded in 
a place one mile diltant fiom the Old 
Ford, now called the Bowe, heAufe 
the bridge was arched*likeRinto a 
bowc j a rare oiere of work, folbefore 
tint time the like had never bdtn feen 
in Knghmd. The other wasover the lit¬ 
tle l>r('ck, cdhii^onl^called the Clia* 
lU'He Bridge, Moreover, fhe gave ma¬ 
nors and a nidi, commonly called Wig- 
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gen Mult to the Abbefs of Barl^ingt 
tor tne rep.<iiing oi the budget and 
bigliwdie/' 

This 'iccount of Lelind difTeis in 
many paiticiilirs from one deiiveted 
upon oath at i» inquilition taken be¬ 
fore Robert df K-'l»ord uid Heniy Spi- 
giunaitttlie Kiii^ » Jn ticesj in the year 
1305. The ] ifuis (upon then oarh«) 
declared, th> it the time when Mttil- 
da, the goo < Qjei'n of EngUnd, live 1, 
the toad ho n L) u'on to ElT‘‘x by 
a place cilied Old botd, wheie there 
teas no budge, and during gieat inun¬ 
dations wa« 10 dingeio 1$, that many 
pafle igets K ll their lives , which com¬ 
ing to the good Queen*b tins, fbecaiUed 
the road to be runied where \t is now, 
namely, between the tiwns of btiat- 
ford and VVellhun, and of her bouiity 
cauled the bridges and loid to be mule, 
except the budge cilled Chimera 
Bridge, which ought to be repaired by 
the Abbot of Stratfoid. 

The paiilh-church of btntford Bow, 
which we are now contetnpliring dedi¬ 
cated to St. Mai y, was buiit in the y eai 
1311, in confequence of a licenfe grant¬ 
ed by Bifhop Baldock (d ited from Step 
ney)to the inhabitants of Stritfuid and 
O d Ford, to build a chapel (o( eak), 
they being o far diliantu(|[ffn\thepaiilh- 
chuich of btepney» and the iuad» 
winder impaflable, by reafon of the 
Boods. The original (fruffuie, it will 
be obferved, although tcftieiing with 
decay, ftil) remains, which is a curious 
urcumftance, as it exhtbils 1 correiV 
ipecimen of the ficond rate ecc'c idfitil 
architedure of the period when it wis 
ereJed. Jr coni ds of < chancel, nave, 
and two aides leo^rated iiom the nave 
by ofligonil pillau and po nied ‘irches. 

On the left tide of th* church frort 
London, (as may be obe/ved in the 
View), there is a veiy luge oM boufe, 
now appioonated to the purpofe of 
a workhouie foi the panfli of Stiatford 
Bow. Its exterior, as f«i as we have 
had occafion to obferve ir, exhibita 
marks of confiderahle antiquity | that 
is to fi), from the window frames, 
dooi* cifes, See , we believe it to be 
abuuc the ige of Heniy the Vlllib, 
when j|'' was probably either built or 
Mplllf J. 

Ednu.'ind Lord Sh^'flield, who diftm- 
gnifbcd himfelf in the fea hght againft 
iheSpan'ihArn' * ,i'efided at Sftiatford 
Bow in 1(113. Would it be cariyiug 
cunjc&ure tco far to fuppoie his le- 
hdence was in this hou/e^ then the

Oiiumenis and airangementt of its in¬ 
terior teem to fanAioii the hypothefis. 

Among many extrafft fioni the paw 
rill-irgilter, two that ate very curious 
appeal , ^nd as they relate to perfont- 
equilly cclebiated in then ditleienc 
profeilums, we (hall requute them.

We cannot tike leave of this village 
without obfetving, that it was once ce¬ 
lebrate 1 ioi the minufaffure of china,, 
wlrcl obtained the appellation of Bow 
china, though the works were on the 
other fide of the rivei Lea. We have 
feen feme fpecimens of t*iis ware ex¬ 
tremely' beautiful, but the rife of the 
potteries, aid the oppohtion of the 
Cheifei, Woiceltei, Silop, and Derby, 
porceliin snanufactones, caufed thefc 
woiks to (Top. 

In ancient times, Straeford was fa¬ 
mous foi a company of White and 
Blown BakcM, wiio ufed to fend tlieir 
bread in caits and on horfes to the 
enviions of the metropolis, and molt 
grtevoujly to underlell the Londoneis. 
7 his was frequently complained of by 
them, but •’s *!e o} po'tiun thus cre- 
a eel was, by tie iconic* in }owei, 
thought bencBcial to the pooi, u was 
nevei legally countermanded.

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•the view from llie weft Hdeof the moun¬ 
tains is over a rich and extenfive valley, 
^lled with orchards, bleach*greens, 
woodi, vilUt, the town of Newtown- 
Ltmav^dy, and an extenfive view of 
Lough Foylej while the eaft fide p^e* 
lents you with the view of a poor bare 
country, unadorned by woods or or* 
^chards) but this is more than recom- 
P^fed by feme fublime views of the 
D^raledonian fea, part of the county 
Anq^im, and, in clear weather, lomeof 
the Scottifti weftern iflands. 

Coleraine ftandsoi^fueh low ground, 
that^e were iramedi4trly at it before 
we ohferved any appeai*ance of it, tra* 
veiled a poor folitary ftieer of mean 
houies, running noitli and fbuth, but. 
on tinning tire fouth corner, we were 
rtriick. with admiration andamaKemept: 
before us lay a beautiful ftieet, through 
which ran the rWer Binn, over ^Inch 
is a handfome wooden bridge { the 
maiket'hpufe, bridge, vefleU at the 
><]uay, and populoufnefs of this ftreet, 
altogether form a beautiful profpefl. 

Fiom Coleraine to SpiraMiill, 
ter of a mile,) the view is beiunfftJj 
the fields preftnting all the different 
iftiades of colour, from the iich yellow 
to the vivid green t here tranlient 
glimpfes of the Bann, the groves of 
Jackfon Hall, and views of Mr. Black- 
ard'sand Mr.Curtis's, for.Ti a landfcape 
worthy of the poet's pen or painter's 
pencil.

Bufh Mills, a fmall viU 
lage, (fix miles from Coleraine,) firated 
on the eaft hde of the river Bufh,con- 
fifting chiefly of one flreet, running pa¬ 
rallel with it: it is not devoidot beautv, 
and contains Tome good houses, whole 
white appearance gives the place a 
lively air: in the town and piecing 
ate a ch.tpel, ruined church, and two 
meeting-huules.

About a mile from Port B.ulintrc 
faw the ruins of Dunluce Callle. In

Dunluce Caflle is built on an ilolated 
rock, which is 400 feet long, 60 broad, 
and from 100 to 140 feet high } it was 
joined to the hill oppofiie by a bridge 
18 feet long, which w-as built over the 
narrow efl and loweit part of the chafm } 
a rugged wall, about eighteen inches 
broad, is all that remains of it, and is 
the only means of approaching the 
ca'ile: the wails life perpendicularly 
on all Tides of the rock, and are great 
part of them entire.

We find an account of tint 
great national work, the navigable com¬ 
munication betwixt the For;^h and the 
Clyde, the advantages accruing from 
which it appears were perceived as long 
ago Ss the reign of Chaile^ the lid j 
but the expend, ellimatedat 500,000!., 
was beyond the ability of that age. 
In the^ear 1723 it was again in con- 
templaMn. In 176s, it^was taken up 
by Mr.Wf, lltfo^.liWminiftcrj but 
the aA pafs until this year, 

when the operations were begun and 
edhtinued until the year 1775, and 
jtlTe ^nds being all exhaufted, a ffop 
jvas putto it for Tome years. Yeteven 


in this imperfefl fta(e,tlie lockage duef 
amounted to fiom 4U00I. to 7oool, 4 
yeai*. 

1769. ** Maich, the mines in the 
neighhouihood of Newcaltle were now 
fo jiuiicioufly manigeJ, as to be very 
piodu<^tive of the p^otous metals. 
As a proof of this, a*mafit of iilver, 
weighing 311 pounds, and another of 
pure gold, weighing iB pounds, were 
dclivcicd fium a lehneiy near thai: 
town. 

1771. “Inconftquence ofanauplica- 
tioii to the by the Royal $fciety. 
Lieutenant Cook, (who has already 
been Uvticed for his accurate charts of 
NewfouMtIand,) ifailed fioin Plymouth 
in Augufl 1768, tin order to make, in 
( 5 >njunclu'n will] Mr. Green, of the 
Roj al Uh/ervatm |, Greenwich, an ac¬ 
curate cbJcrvanon of tne tianfit of Ve¬ 
nus o}ter the bun, in a iouthern lati¬ 
tude. After making the obfei vation 
on ilie ti mJit of tlit 4M1 of June, j 769, 
ar the liland cf Otaheitc, in the couilo 
of his voyage he di'covered many 
ilhnds ill the grea'’ 1 acific Ocean, hi- 
tbq'Co unknown, ore. 

“ Mr. Binks and Dr. Solander were 
induced, by their third ot knowledge, 
to paiiake of the haidlbips and glory 
of tliis voyage of fcunce. 

1772. In coniequcnce of the premi¬ 
ums given by the city of Lon Ion, it 
appealed that 3,789,192 niackereL, and 
an innumeiablc quatitiiy of hciiin^s, 
were bi ought to Biiliugtgace, in the 
coui fe of the late (ea'on. ** J lie quan¬ 
tity ot uHckeiei only, was com| uied to 
be equal to 3,(108 oxen, or about the 
twenty-tliJid put ot the oxen annually 
fold in binit>ifie<d." 

The complaint and reprefentation of 
the journeymen cabinet makers ot Lon¬ 
don, the feizuie of a very laige quan¬ 
tity ot magnificent furnituie, at the 
Venetian ainbaffador's, which he de¬ 
manded undet the fandtion of .bis 
privilege, are lecorded in the events 
bf this year. The Corp Diplomauque 
held a meeting, upon this occafion, at 
the houfe of the prince Mail'eranoj 
when the generous Spaniard, indignant* 
at this tranfadtion, laid, We come 
here to preierve, not to violate the 
rights of nations, and I theiefore de¬ 
clare, that I will never afTociate with 
any one, who (hall degrade himfelf 
fiom the dignified rank of the repre- 
fentative of a fovereign, to the defpi- 
cable charaffer of a imuggler." We 
can Itill remember how he was foU

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foved, how he was idolized, by the ar- 
tizans of the metropolis. 

^ 771 * Parliament gave the fun) of 
^»o«ol. >0 Dr- Williams, on making 
public his invenlh'n of durable green 
^nd yellow colours for dying cotton 
ppon this, Mr. M. obfeives m a note, 
phat the art ol fi;nng beautiful and 
durable colou-s is ot more importaiire 
to our manufacturer, than can eaiily 
be conceived.” 

This is granted j but we believe the 
procefs ol Dr. W. wi-tli lelpeit to a 
permahent green faih^ in the experi¬ 
ment. The art of fixing that colour 
is, we think, itijl a delideratum in 
dying and printing cotton. 

1776. “ July 4th, this day the united 
ftates ol AnuTitM ilfueU a proclaini^. 
tion, ill which they dc^clared llicnifcWcs 
fftc andindipendanty" die. 

1777. Mr. M. very pioperly includfs 
in this year, lomc account the

jn iron ordnisnc-, wlilch were cait lo- 
lid, and, by a new and ingenious ^ro- 
cefs, bQred\ their itoves and other ar¬ 
ticles of douicltic utility, which arc 
now in almolt every apartment in the* 
kingdom, were, ar the time releired 
to, licginning to come into requeit. 

177^. ‘‘ In cjnfequenccof theltatute, 
{iS G. Ill, c. 22,) which obliges every 
lottery oriiLe keeper to pay 60I. for 
an annual licenk*, kc., the number of 
olHces were reduced trom above four 
hundred in and about tlie meiropolis, 
to Kity.oue for all England.” 

J779. In fpeakiijg ot the abundance 
pf tiiL pilchard fiitiery, Mr. M. fiates a 
circumitjncc in the note, which, if it 
came from a le's authority, would 
fcarce y be ciedible $ namely, that in 
St. ive’s Bay, as many (pilchardr) were 
M^cii at once, on the 5th of October, 
1767, as fiHed fen;en tboufand hoi^vadsy 
eaqh of which was edimated to comaai 
35,000 fiih, which brings the whole of 
the fiih taken at once to the adoniib- 
' ing number ol 243,000,000. 

i'his year was rendered remarkable, 
by tlie repeal of feveral ftatutes, which 

f u efied hard upon the commerce of Ire- 
anti. Of ihcfe tranfadlions we have a 
very paiticular account, which indeed 
is laying but little, as from the general 
accuracy that pervades this part, indeed 
the whole of the work, it is impoOible 
fo find an omiiHon of any matter of 


importance to the commerce, mantyfap- 
tures, or filheries, &c. of the coun* 
try, and its connexion, lineal or col¬ 
lateral.

1780. ** Every well-wilher to the 
prolpeiity of the Britilh empire,” lay*. 
Mr. M., “ will approve of my paying b 
tribute of refpeft to the memory 0# 
Mr. Divid Loch, merchant in Kdin* 
burgb, and afterwards general infpec- 
lor of the fiiheries of Scotland, who 
jinilhed his ulclul life this year (Febru¬ 
ary 21). i'his real paniot, whofe rul¬ 
ing paiiion was zeal for the welfare of 
his coun|;y, exerted himlelf Itrongly 
in promoting the improvement of Scot¬ 
land, and elpecially the iiicreafe and 
impiovcment of the breed of Iheep, 
and the prolecution of the woollen ma- 
nufa6fure, which very many natural 
.adv.antages evidently point out as the 
proper itiple ol Scotland. He inliited, 
that the extenfion and fuccefs of the 
woollen rmnulatfiire in Scotland, in- 
Itead of being, as Tome narrow-minded 
people fuppofe, injurious to England, 
would greatly promote the general 
wcllare of the whole kingdom, and 
be the furelt means of lubduing the 
competition of she French and Dutch. 
He aiferted that millions of fheep may 

* he raifed without encroaching upon a 
fingle acre of land capable of bearing 
corn or rearing black cattle j and his 
public rpirtted advice produced a great 
augmenMtion in the breed of that ani¬ 
mal, particnlaily in the Highland dif. 
trials. Thus it is in the power of one 
patriot to increafe the happinefs of mil¬ 
lions. The conqueror has for his ob¬ 
ject the empty aggrandizement of hit 
name, at the expenfe of the ruin of 
millions. So oppofite are thefe two 
ch.irafters.”

I has been juftly obferved by Mr. 
Iblac)auiin,in his excellent book on the 
Newtonian Philorophy,tliatin the pro- 
grefs ofinvelUgation, knowledge is ad« 
tranced, not in proportion to the di/co.

fcience ought to be founded Accoid- 
inglv, the prefent age is dillinguiflied 
from the picceding by a wonderful ra.* 
pidityof dilcoveryj the empire ofaftro* 
nomy extended by means of*the wonder¬ 
ful iinpiovements in optical glaHesj the 
rapid difLOveries in cheiniltiy { thedif- 
ferentpropertiesand powers of dittei ent 
kinds of air} the never cealing a]teina> 
tion between fixity and fluidity, the ge. 
fiera), and almolt univerfa!, agency ul 
cleAricity, a power, though appaiently 
fo ncai<ly allied, yetceitainly ellentially 
xliiferent from that of mignetihn; le. 
zzjiSK difcoveiies in anatomy, and the 
texture and economy, it we may fay lo, 
of plants. All the^e, and others, would 
equally delight and allonilh the {pints 
of Bacon, Galileo, and Newton. 

But there itanother ieature by which 
the conclufion of the eighteenth, and 
the commencement of the nineteenth 
centfiTry, is equally and profitably dii- 
tinguimed j nitnely, the application of 
philofophy to pra6lical purpofes: of 
which the publication betore us is a 
very eimnent proof and e^tample.

He {hows that this (ub- 
ttance, ice, will, on being properly 
covered, keep {oi ages, and however 
old, on being expofed to the open 
ail, oi a little hot water being put 
into the veflel contiining it, piodiico 
as good and wiiolefome water as the 
ddv when it was congealed 4 and then 
pioceeds to inqune into the ules point, 
cd out by this part ot the economy of 
nature. 

Hiving fhowq thit ice wopld be 
more wholefcAne, and on many occa* 
fions eafiei procured, thin watei, he 
obfer>e», that theie is another, and a 
moie powerful.11 gument in its favour ; 
gamely, theaiticleof room. In {hips 
ef war, tranTpocts flavc-fhips, &c., 
there is ofi^-n .1 ^?reater propoition of 
the {hip occUfUtd with enfics than can 
bi* wcjl fplied. This pofitionhe pioves, 
or illufliates, in a manner perfectly 
{msbiCfory. The hold of a fliip, pack* 
cdwiih iccin ofihnguhi v«flels,makmg 
every allowance for iufticicnt wood, 
will contain at lealf one-third moie 
than can be flowed in jt in calks of 
any kind. 

" But t lie diiribility and other quali¬ 
ties of iceaienot of more iinpoitance to 
fea faiing people than to thofe who 
dwtll upon Und } for we find many 
cities, viliagts, hamlets, and places, in 
eveiy kingdom, often in want of pure 
and wholefonie water. Now as the 
winter, or rather Pi ovidence, generally 
pves ice enough, (for even in Italy 
itfeif ice is often to be found in the 
mornii g,) might not cellars, or repofi. 
touts, as IS done in this and other 
countries, in ice houfes, be Jug in fuch 
pi ices, and filled with ice in winter, 10 
lupply the want of water in fuminer} 
and peihaps this is one of the leafona 
why the Deity, who governs by general 
laws, {catters ut over the face of the 
nations, and theieby, as it weie, pio- 
videt dunk, made up in cakes, for 
^hofe of his cieatures who paitly> or 
{olely, depend for drink in fummer 
upon the water they can catch, or the 
rain as It f^ls. 

<* In provjdingacellar, or repofitory 
for ice, a deep hole need only be dug 
in the ground, and large in proportion 
to the quantity neceilary, allowing 
about 290 cubic inches of ice to an 
Kngiifh gallon of water, and a little 
chw, flraw, reeds, or any of the kind, 
put in to keep the ice from coming 
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I In contaft with the bottom. This 
done, ftratums of ice, a foot or a foot 
and a half thick, may be laid, one 
above another, with only a little chalF, 
ftraw, reeds, or any thing of the kind 
between them; caietully obferving, 
that a little (traw, or Something of the 
kind, Ihould be put to keep the ice 
from coming in contain with the ricfes 
of the cellar. 

** Ice hoarded in this manner, and 
well covered, will keep as long as you 
pteafe. The cold with which the air 
^ in the cellar will be iq;pregnated, will 
prevent the ftiaw, chaff, See. from 
Spoiling; and in warm weather, orupon 
other occafions, when the nerves are 
relaxed, and the frame- debilitated, it 
, will be pleafant and relrelhing, as well 
as drengthening and invigorating, to 
defeend where the iceds lodged. • 

" If chalk, gravel, fand, oranyftra- 
turn of that kind, be the place ighere 
the cellar is dug, nothing elle is ne- 
celTary than room for the ice; but if 
the cellar happen to be dug in clay, 
loam, or any damp foil, which ought 
at much as poflible to be avoided, there 
ihould be a fmall drain at the bottom, 
Co let the moifture run olF,. chat may 
at any time dilUl from the ice. When 
ice is taken from the repofitory, it ii 
only ncceflary tocover well with draw, 
or any thingj of the kind, below the 
batch or roof, what is left, and the 
ice can easily be wiped, or waQied, 
when necelfafy. 

I nerd not, I fuppofe, condu^ my 
countrymen to the kraals and hordes 
of the Hottentots, or foreign nations, 
in order to fhow the neceifity of ex. 
eluding from the open air, objects 
which are intended to be preferved. 
When this untutored people, whofe 
only guides are cudom and experi¬ 
ence, and whofe conduct in general 
is, perhaps, not fo ludicrous as at 
drft fight it would appear, mean to 
Jay wp any (tore of grain, they dig a 
hole in the ground, in as dry a place 
ae pofiible, and having put in what' 
grain they thhik proper, they lay a 
thick coveit of clay mixed with foot, 
cow-dung, and other materials, on 
the furface of it;, which materials, by 
hardening and becoming as it were 
impenetrable, exclude the air, damp, 
and infefii from entering, and, con- 
fcq uently, preferve the grain. 

** The Germans too, in compliance, 
ao doubt, with the cufiom and ad. 
vice of the belt ioformed among them, 


when they mean to preferve grain, and 
other commodities, dig a hole in the 
ground, and having put in the grain, 
or what they mean to preferve, cover 
it up, by fcattertng on its rnrfacc i 
mixture of (and, lime, foot, 6 cc, ibme 
inches thick; which, by being welt 
watered, becomes extremely hard, and 
repels air, in kits, and vermitr of every 
kind. 

** Thefe inllances, though not ex* 
aitly in point with regsrd to repofito- 
ries ol ice, yet tend to Ihow that bar« 
darous, as well as civilized nations^ 
h.^ve an i<lea that the open air tends to 
hurt cert^n objt’its, when expoled to- 
\t ; wliile, at the (ame time, they ferve 
to fiiow how a repolitory orany thing 
below ground may be clolely covered 
up,, fo as tO'CXpe) the opexair. 

**’Here then is a way m which every 
city,, village, hamlet, nay every houlb, 
may, even in the molt dry and! Ailtry 
feafon, always have fweet and Wholes 
fome water in- great or fmall quantitiea 
as they pleafe; and what render* thix 
idea the more agreeable n, that kre, if 
properly packra, will Itill be good, 
though it (hall happen during the iirlf,. 
fecond, third, or even tenth feafon af» 
ter it is laid up, ^o want of water i* 
experienced f fo that, upon adoptinff 
shis plan, the rich may always have at 
hand what ice they plca-fe for theii* 
creams, codling their wines, dec. iw 
much greater perfe£lion, and moeb 
more refrefhing and invigorating, than 
can be produced by fal. ammoniac, and 
other artificial methods; and the poor, 
upon being at a little trouble in wiir- 
ter, can never, even in the moll dry 
and fulcry feafon, be in want of a cool* 
ing, uholefume beverage, and. the bed 
ol .all diluters of food to a weak and 
fickly fiomach. «*•/#; 

** But what i rt Rn flia is termed thtmar* 
ket of frozen provijions*, will, perhaps, 

fuggelt 

* “ Asfocm as the winter is fairly feCin, 

* the farmers kill all but their breeding 
(lock of cattle, pigs, and poultry, and 
plr.ee it in the air to freeze. Filh^and 
game they alfn frerzt in grfat abundance* 
This circtimfiance is peculiarly favour* 
able to Rudia, as by it they lave alt tbt 
expenfe ot w^^er feeding, any hav* 
cheaper and betfer caniiyi^fc^i^ringing 
it to maiket. It is biought from the 
lemcteil pruvtncea, and large fupplies ar* 
ifvqat Peti.'fburgh, even from the Fro* 
aen Ocean, on the nurtb, and from the 

% holders 
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iuggeft to thofe who live at a diftanee 
from market* drlbat cannot afford to 
liilla fheep, an ox* or the like, fo often 
at they require frefh provifions* ano* 
ther^ and a no left important ofe of ice, 
I mean that of preferring provifions 
Sn hot and fultry weather.

lity in the midft of fumiyer might 
not be derived from a (lock of ice* both 
at Tea and on land, in preferving meat* 
tcc. fre(h* and in preventing the pro¬ 
duce of the dairy from becoming ran¬ 
cid | what benefit would it be to the 
farmer to be able to cool the atmof- 
phere of his dairy* by throwing in 
quantities of ice; and how eafily would 
M convep it* in a perfect (late, to a 
greater diflance, by packing it up in 
frozen water i a circumftance* which* 
’fn this age of improvement and luxury* 
cannot in all probability be long over- 
looked. 

** It it ojpTerved by*the moft eminent 
writers on the manners of the Ruffians*, 
that one of the great comforts of that 
iraft empire* is the facility of preferv- 
quantity of icetnice-houfes* 
or cellars* during the whole fummer. 
Not a fingle family in the cities ai\d 
Tillages* they inform us, is without 
fuch a convenience* which ferves* not 
snerelp for cooling liquor at table, but 
principally for preferving beer, ale, and 
all Jbrtstf frejb provifions during the 


borders of the Cafpian Sea in the fouth. 
The ^eat market at St. Peterfburgh be- 
giBS juft before the Chrifimai holidays % 
the froaen provlfiona fell about 30 per 
Cent cheaper than if frefh killed* and it 
would be difficult* even for«a nice epi> 
cure* to perceive the difference. Pork, 
fiffi* and game* fuifer leaft by freezing. 
Having purchafed your winter or weekly 
ttock* you take care not to expofe it to 
any warmth 3 and juft before cooking, 
you then put it into cold water. The 
markek covers fevcral a^es of ground, 
and fr<m^h^Ues of animals* birds, and 
fifh* wit^^neir fevcral fkini* feathers* 
and fcales on* prcfimti a moft ludicrous 
appcaraAcc. 1 * 


fummer feafon. In the months o^ jd* 
nilary and February* when the ice had 
acquired the gregteft thicknefs, thd 
ftock is laid in*' and the whole collai'if 
floored over* or rather filled with cu« 
bical pieces from three to four feet 
diameter; all the interlaces are filled 
with lelfer pieces* and on very cold 
days the doors are left open* that the 
f^oft may confolidate the whole mafs. 
They fometimes furround a Clofet in 
fhe cellar with ic6* in which they put 
the provifions* and which they can 
Tock up.

•The conclufi(X>is fairly drawn from 
clofe atlcntion to the operations of na- 
ture*riii this treatillc* are of great im¬ 
portance to nil countries, and ail ranks ^ 
to the prince* and to the people; to 
the inhabitants of Britain* and to the 
world at large.

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Kinndullf v^Iio fucceeded, in that ho¬ 
nourable office^ William Duke of Cum- 
l>ei'jand, and was the immediate prede- 
ceHur of Mr. Henry Dunda«| who was 
elected by the univerlity, not on ac* 
count of his being either a proficient 
or admirer ol letters, other than the 
letter of the law, but on account of h is 
POWER. Mr. Hall having firiifhed his 
courfeat the college for pbilofophy, en¬ 
tered as a (ludent in St. Wry's, or the 
divinity college. In the vacations, 
throughout the year, afterward, he be>* 
camera private tutoa in ditferent fami¬ 
lies of diftin^ion, wliofe fincere and 
warm friendlhip he gained and now 
enjoys. At the lame time he was, 
what is called in Holland, a proba¬ 
tioner, or preacher of the gofpei | that 
is, being ordained by a preibyterv to 
preach, catechife,&e. thoughnottoper- 
form the ceremony of marriage, or ad- 
minilter the Ibcraments, or to fhe mi- 
nilterial charge of a parith or congre¬ 
gation, he u(;cafionally preached a fer* 
inon, and prayed in the churches in 
the neighbourhood, at the deiire of the 
parifti prieftsor minilters: Tor the name 
of PRIEST is held in abomination in 
Scotland. 

About the time that Mr. Hall be>-

bly h>* their fenie of propriety) to de¬ 
cline infuUing the public with IVch ri.

She informs them tbit the 
‘Wood is enchanted ; tlfar,} 1 her youth, 
a Malignant Fairy had doomed the de- 
iliui^hon of Etbeliildr, the daughter 
of Egbeit, a powerful Baion > hat the 
Fail y of Benevolence, Mel^uina, by her 
power, p*‘evented liei dengn,3nd com* 
routed her impending fate, for that of 
being cait into a deep fleep, from which 
ihe was never to he awakened, except 
by a young Knight, who, till hft faw 
her, (bonid be uninfluenced by the 
paflion of love. Aldibeit lelolves upon 
the adventuie, and the faiiy Meiza- 
Tina defcends with the clouds, and pro- 
roifes him hei aid. He f^ices thiough 
the wood, which exhibits the apoeai- 
ances defcnbel in Tajfd's Enchanted 
Eorejl, He arrives at a cadle, explores 
all the loom*, difcovers the Btrons 
and Ladies fafl afleep, in full vouth 
and beauty ; that is, in ilie exa£t date 
in which they wcic ico years before. 
In the bofom of Edward (the favourite 
page/they And fome verfes, which are 
funjg by the (leepii^ page in a molt 
delightful flile. The folding-doors 
that concealed the bleeping Beauty ate 
now forced, and difclole the molt mag* 
niflceut fcene, perhaps, ever produced 
upon a theatre. The fpell is now 
broken; and the vaiious cbara^ers 
awake. Several pietty dances fucceed. 
The Knights then fwear to piote£t 
their fan milfiefles from the ufurper, 
whole power they dread. Fdwai d, the 
Page, leek<t his beloved Ellen, snd flnds 
her a poor decrepit old woman. Per* 
ceivingr h>s disappointment, fliereleafet 
him horn hu piomifej but he nobly 
declares his aflPtr^tion unalteied; and 
his conitancy isjewarded by her iianf- 
foimatinn into a beautiful young ladv.

overture is beautiful, and dras loudl/ 
applfuded. The fongs poflefs fweeC- 
neis, tafte, and fcience; and the ac¬ 
companiments to the Mclo-Diame aie 
giand and appropriate. 

The above fketch of the fable an¬ 
nounces this to be a piece cm^of the 
ordinaiy line. There is nothing com¬ 
mon or hacknied about it. The foun¬ 
dation refls, indeed, upon an old Itory { 
but the fupei iti uclure and the order 
are ail new, fluking, and eccentric. 
They furnifh proofs of original ge¬ 
nius, flnifhed talte,aiiKl fiuitfuL fancy. 

The reader will perceive that Mr- 
Skeihngton his not intended to confine 
himfeif to the track of probibiUty j 
but, giving the leiii to Ins imaginitlon, 
has 'ooldly ventured into the bound- 
lefs regi'on of necromancy and fairy 
adventure. The valorous days of chi¬ 
valry are ^1 ought to our recoUe«^ion ) 
and the tales which warmed the breafls 
of youth with maittal ardour, are again 
rendered agreeable to the mind that is 
not fo fdflidious as to turn with fan¬ 
cied Aiperiority from the pleaflng de- 
lufionv The ladies, m paiticular, would 
be accufed of ingrattrnde, were they to 
look coldly upon the Mufe of Mr. 
Skeffington, who has put into the 
mouths of his two enamoui ed Knights, 
Aldibert and Ofwin, fpeeches and pa- 
negyitcs upon the fex, which would 
not diferedit the efFuftons of Oroon- 
dates, or any other hero of lomance. 

The Pioprietors feem to hive been 
fully confident, of the enc‘'t of Mi. 
Skeflington’s exertions, bv the un¬ 
paralleled liberality with which they 
have brought foi ward his piece. The 
coHume is fplendid in the extreme} 
and in point of fcenic effect, we do not 
remember any thing by which 
Sleeping Beautj has been furpafled. 

Upon the whole, this entertainment 
is as interefling a combination of dia¬ 
logue, mufic, machineiy, and decora¬ 
tion, as the mofl fanguine mind can 
well form an idea of. The performers 
exerted chemfelves with great fpiiit; 
Mifs De Camp particularly excelled in 
the old woman of 117, and lung the 
annexed fong with admirable powers 
of imitation. The piece received the 
moft flattering applaufe, and will long 
continue a favourite with the public.

, It is on this principle folely, and 
with the warmed withes for his future 
fuccefs, that we qrould advife his being 
witlnlrawn from the public ftage for 
three *or four years, and lent either to 
a univerflty, or to fome other ctanical 
feminary for intellefluai improvement. 
At the age of eighteen or nineteen, 
with a manly form, and cultivated 
mind, he miay again icturn, and be 
univeiTaily hailed as a theatrical iUr 
of the til It magnitude.

line. This apparent inaccuracy waz 
occafiJned by the difpatch of the Com¬ 
mander in Chief, dated the 4th, havinf^ 
been made up before my l.ift rctuVa 
with a flag of truce from that port.

French effciled a variety of move- 
menrs uoon t. e toad to Vienna, and va¬ 
rious leveri* Ikimiilhes touk [dicf 
tl)e Aiiltnnns ,ind Kriiians i but nothing 
like a ilecihvt a 6 ti n, excepting an af¬ 
fair at M I'k, between th*: French, un¬ 
der Gereial Dav.iulf, and the AiKtrian 
G-.ncial, Mcervfidt, who made this lalt 
aou fruitie!s attempt to cover Vienna. 
It is Inir) he wnM defeated, with the lofs 
of 4,000 pnfonei s. Alter this, the Rull 
fian and Aufiriaii forces fepaiated in dif- 
feienr dire^fions, and left the high ri'ad 
to Vienna open to the French. On the 
SO'h uf November the Court had quitted 
that Capital, and the Emperor was pie- 
paring to le ive it. 

To lave Vienna, if poHlble, the Em¬ 
peror rd Germany lolicited an Anniiiice, 
prepatatory to a Negotiation. This, how. 
ever, Boonapatie, in the intoxication of 
his temp.nary iuccefs, iffnfed, except 
upon iniolent C'mdiiions. The Emperor 
immediately addielled a fpirited procla¬ 
mation, appealing to the lovalty of the 
Aultrians, and the candid judginent of 
Europe. It is dated from Brunn, Nov. 
1}, ifio5> the refidenceof his Imperial 
MajeHy, ’^'ho fays, 

** His M.JtHy the Emperor and King 
never eniei rained any wifh (upcrirr to 
that of the prc-ki va'ion of peace. This 
wlfh exilled (quaiiy in il.c principles of 
bis goveirimcnt and his hc:iit. Not hav. 
iog the m 0 di';ant inte 'tion o' extend¬ 
ing his *ccir.toi y, or tren oi oht iiiiing 
an indemnification ioi the ran'.'icts v' h<ch 
he bad made at Luneville and Uatdbjti, 
for the tianqiiiiiity of F.inope, he le- 
quiied nothing m-'te than that the Em¬ 
peror uf the tici'ch fhculd be au-iinated 
w'ith the lame Inirlt of an enlii^.itenevl 
and humane p*^iicy, and rctmn within 
the limits ot li-e Ficaty of Lunavilie. 

“ Pencil at:d by Vfie warmelt wiihcs of 
his heart to lave ]i<s dear city ot Vienna 
ficm the danoer v^hlch threatened it, and 
to prevent the calsnnlties to ^hich his 
laithful iubje^ts mipht have been expoled 
by a long li gc, his Impetinl Majelty 
lent bis Eieutenant Field Marfhaf Count 
Oiulay, to the head quai leis of the French * 


Emperor, to folicif, in his own name 
and that of his Allies, an acknowledg-' 
ment of amicable lentiments, and the o- 
pening of mcreintimatedilculhons, which 
the Emper. r might be difpoled to adopt ' 
on this rccalicn j and, as a prepaiatioit 
for pacific negociations, an a> midice was 
hril propuled. 

** Bur the hopes of his Majefiy were 
not realized. Only fur the preliminaries 
ofan aimilHce for a lew weeks—f"r thefe 
alone the Emperor d. the Fiench demai'id** 
Cfl— 

“ ’That the Allies Jltould be fint home ) 
that the Hufigarian Le*uy en MaJJ'e Jhould 
be difeharged , that the Duchy of I'enice and 
the Tyrol Jhould be e vacuateJf and proui- 
Jionalty^ivenup to the fy'ench armies." 

“ His Majttty wilhed for peace; he 
ftill wilhe%,for it with Integrity and ear- 
nednels; but he will never accede to it 
Upon conditions which would lubjeii him- 
felf ard his people to the imperious ccni* 
niands cf a powerful enemy. 

** Under theiV circumttances, nothing 
remains' to his Majelty, with the great 
refouices which he finds in the hearts, the 
profperity, the power, and Bdeiity of bis 
people, and with the Htll undiminifhed 
force of his Friends and high Allies, the 
Emim- ROR OF Russia atid the King of 
Prussia, but to exert his own means $ 
and in this firm and determined refulu- 
tion to remain, till the Emperor of the 
French, with that mcdciation which 
foims the iairelt laurel in the crown uf 
a gieat monatrh, fhall welcme the le- 
turn of pacific icntiincnts, and accede to 
fuch conditions as (h.fll not be iixonfiff. 
ent with the national honour and inde¬ 
pendence of a great Ifale.** 

We learn, that the Fiench Genera! 
M'liat entered tlie city of Vienna on 
the 15th cf Ni'Venibcr, and eli.ibiifiied 
hiinlelf in the ;ai<ice of Lichtenfiein. 
Buonaparte had, at tl'e lame time, taken 
tip his retidcnce at Biickerldoif, a vil¬ 
lage a fii'rt dnfance liom Vienna; hut 
entiled that citv on the 211!. Sion af¬ 
ter, a crmiideiable c^ rps, undei the com¬ 
mand I'f Murat and Lunneh, paded through 
the Aultriau Capital, taking the luutc to 
Moravia, and wcie followed by Buona¬ 
parte. 

The m'^'meut the Andrian army had 
evacuated Vienna, at the approach of the 
French, preparations weiemade to burn 
\hc bridge, and combullibles were laid 
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to It accordingly; when fuddenly a French 
General Officer gallopped through Vien¬ 
na* with a flag of truce* and waited* in 
Prince Murat's name* on Field-Marffial 
Count Auerfperg* who was juft giving 
orders to burn the bridge} informing 
him* that an Armjjiici het^een tbeAuflrian 
*and French armus bad been actually con 
cluded'y for which reafon* it would be ad- 
vifalile not to deftroy the bridge* as it 
might be attended with had confcquences. 
The Auftrian General defiftcJ} but* foon 
after* the French arrived in (uperior 
force* paifcd the bridge* but did not a^- 
tac^ the Auftrians on^he oppofite bank* 
to make them credit the more ealily the 
pretended Anniftice* and that they might 
attack them with a certainty of fiiccefs 
after they had defeated the Ruffianst 
The Auftrian General* informed ol^bis 
mean ilratagem* ((nt two Officer* of his 
ftaft'to Prince Murat's head*quarters* to 
inform him, that the Auftrian^rmy hav¬ 
ing had f'.>me lerious difputes with the 
Ruffians* wifhed to forfake their alliance* 
provided Buonaparte would allow them 
to make their retreat homewards unmo- 
Jefted. ThUwas granted} and the Auf- 
trians, by a circuitous route* joftied the 
Ruffians again} when their Commander 
fent Murat a letter* informing him* that 
this ftratagem had been ufed by ww of 
reprifal* for what the French had u^ne 
refpe6iing the bridge over the Danube. 

On the iith ult.* the Rnlhans* who 
bad retreated acrofs the Danube at 
ICrems* obtained a decifive vidtory over 
a corps of 10*000 French, under Gene¬ 
ral Mortier* in the vicinity of that town. 
Upwards of 6,000 of the enemy fell, 
and 2,000 more, who had thrown them- 
leives into the calUe cf Dunenftein (ce¬ 
lebrated as having been the prlfon of our 
gallant Richard Coeur de Lion) were 
obliged to furrender by capitulation* 
Some cannon alfo was taken* and Mortier 
faid to be among the flain. This piece 
of gallantry inftantly conferred upon 
Kutufow the Order of Maria Tbercfa. 
In the courfe of the retreat alfo* Prince 
Bagrathiun ftiowed himfelf worthy of his 
matter, Suworow. He was furrounded 
and cue off with a corps of 5,000 men* 
by an immenfe fuperiority of numbers} 
but cut hts way through them all* and 
eflPedied a junction with General Kutufuw* 
bringing with him 50 prifuners (among 
them a Colonel), and two ftandards. 
The Ruffians then concentrated their 
force at Oimutz. 

Previoufly to the 29th of laft monfb/ 


the French had advanced as far as Pref- 
nitz* about four leagues from Oimutz; 
the, Ruffians and Auftrians retreating 
before them to complete their jundfion 
with Buxhowden* and to afford more 
time for the third Ruffian army under 
Michelfon to come up. Unable to turn 
the allies* or to bring them to an adfcion 
before they had received their reinforce¬ 
ments* the French began to be appre- 
henfive of advancing too far, and ftopped 
fhort i» their career on this tide of Oi¬ 
mutz.—they began their retreat; and the 
Ruffians* who had completed their junc¬ 
tion with Buxhowden* and who knew 
that tbe third army was making forced 
marches to join them, refolved to ad¬ 
vance. 

Between the advanced pofts of the al- 
lies and the rear of the French there 
were fome ftiarp fkirmifhes on the 3oeh 
ult, and on the ift inftant.—The French 
retreated till they got behind the Schwar* 
zacb* having that river in their front* 
and their flanks being fupported by Bruna 
and Nicholfburg. 

It was the intention of the Allies to 
attack the French.—Buonaparte is faid 
to have been informed of their intention 
by a fpy. He determined to anticipate 
them* and crofted the Schwarzach. It 
is faid that the Allies did not mean to 
have made the attack before the 3 I; and 
this feems to be probable* from the in- 
compleSe manner in which the allied 
Army was formed when the battle com¬ 
menced.—The centre was more advanced 
than the wings; one of which did not 
come up till fome time after the com¬ 
mencement of the battle.—The fpy, by 
whom Buonaparte is faid to have betn 
informed of the intention of the Ruffians 
to attack him* alfo acquainted him that 
the Emperor Alexander commanded in 
perfon, in the centre.—It nvy eafily* 
therefore, he believed* that Buonaparte 
would dire^ his utmoft efforts and vi¬ 
gour to that part where hts Imperial 
Majefty was ftationed. The French had 
the ggeat advantage of having the for- 
trefssof Brunn on their left wing—the 
Are from the fortrefs greatly annoyed the 
Ruffians, who are faid to have endea¬ 
voured to take if by ftorm. It was at 
this moment that the French made a 
molt furious charge againft the centre* 
The charge was made by a vatl fuperi¬ 
ority oPforce—the Ruffians were mowed 
down by hundreds—they did not fall 
back. In the military vocabulary of 
the Ruffians, the terms retreating or 
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runnings sway ire not to be found— 
they fuffered theirrelves to be cut down 
at their poif. Tl>ey fought with .the 
utmoft gallantry, animated by the pre- 
fence of their Sovereign, and infpiied by 
the knowledge that they were combat-' 
ing^ under his eyes, and that he (hared 
their perils and their glory. After a 
fierce and bloody conflict, they wrre 
forced back by the French cavalry, and 
all their artiilrry was taken. 

In this lituation, the right w<ng un¬ 
der Piince Bagrathion came up, and 
changed the fortune of the day } he made 
one of the mod dei'perate charges of 
cavalry that ever was known—jjt was 
irrefiftihle. The Prince knew the Em¬ 
peror was in the centre 5 he faw how 
hardly it was prelTed, and what immi¬ 
nent danger it was in—“ For the Em¬ 
peror, ^ho is in danger F' he faid j and 
his gallant troops riilhed on the enemy 
with mere than moital energy. The 
French were unable to oppole them— 
their left wing gave way, after fuftaining 
fur fome time tne furious (hock. This 
retrieved the fortune of the day ; and 
though it did not give a drcifive vi6ioi'y 
to the Allies, it prevented the enemy 
from deriving any advantage from the 
fuccefs they had gained over the centre. 
They dared not follow ^ihe Rulfianst 
botii armies lay on their aims} the 
Allies on the plain before Wilebau; 
the Frcrich at Brunn, and along the 
Schwatzach. The Emperor Alexander, 
who had fought in the thickelf of the 
fight the whole day, pafled the night 
in vifitlng the different corps, and en¬ 
couraging them to fight and fall to a 
man. 

The battle, we underhand, was re. 
newt'd foon after day-light on the 3d.- 
Thr llulHans had loft all their artillery 
cn the \ the French, therefore, en¬ 
tered upon the conflict with a maniftft 
advH.it.ige, 'I'he Emperor Alexander, 
as lie rode through the ranks, and led 
thtm to battle, gave the figird, “ Fie- 
torj, or Deatbr* He told his troops 
that he (hould (hare ail their peril: and 
fatigue i that he was determined not to 
leave the hrl«l vauquiAied, but tp die ra¬ 
ther than yield. I^e tioops anlweied 
him with fhouts and cries of tranfport 
and triumph'} they promifed to give 
him viikory, or to die to a man. The 
Rufllaos Itlvanced without firing a lin- 
gte mufquet—cannon, we have aheady 
faid, they had not. The bayonet and 
(abet were the only weapons ufed. The 


French attempted to annoy them by their 
artillery—the RufHans puflied on in dole 
and complete column—they foon brought 
the enemy ro the clofclt aftion. The 
attack made with fuch vigour was as 
vigoroufly received. Not an inch of 
ground was gained or lo!i till noon on 
the 3d—then the French troops began to 
give way. The GianJ Duke Conrtan- 
tine fought at the head of the Ruflian 
cavalry. Wcithy cf his ilhdtiious Bro¬ 
ther, be cheered the trrops by his exam¬ 
ple and his ptelence. He was oppoledto 
the French Impeiial Guards, led on, wc 
believe, by Murat. The Giand Duke 
oulejed his cavalry to difmount, and cut 
their way, f'werd in hand, through a 
Iqiiare column ol the enemy. He was 
inilatitly obeyed. He led them on in per- 
fon/ and the oniet vt as fo furious, that 
aImoll,ihe whole of the Fiench Guaids 
weie cut to pieces. Night put an end 
to the centeO, afiei the main body of the 
French had given was. Both aimies lay, 
as on the night before, on their arms. 

Oil the 4th the battle was renewed— 
the Allies were the aHailanis. Still the 
Kuibnns fcufrht without artillery, and 
with bayonet ami labrc alone, yiiiory, or 
Death! was llill thefignal} and the Em- 
pcior Alexander, as on the prcccdingday% 
continued to encourage his troops by his 
g^lant bearing, his prefence, and his 
fpecchts. The lukliers advanced with 
unabated ardour, with undiminifleed cou> 
rage. The Huinan aitilleiy which bad 
beet) taken on (he ad, was pl.'iced upon an 
eminence, from which it could play with 
greater tffeft. The Emperor Alexander 
pointed to it, ami called out, *' 1 here is 
the Huflian ai'Lillery—it mud not be per¬ 
mitted to remain in the hands of the 
enemy—we nuilt nut quit the Held with¬ 
out retaking it.” The troops, animated 
by one lentiment and fpirit, fpiung tor. 
ward} they ciept upon their hands and 
knees till they came under the mouths 
of the cannon: then they ruflicd on 
with indelcriljablo impetuoOty, and charg¬ 
ed the Fiench with the bayonet—the 
Fienlh made the mod furious lefidance, ‘ 
but it was unavailing—the Kuflians re¬ 
took aJ) their artillery} not a piece re¬ 
mained in the hands of the enemy. As 
foon as they were in poifefllon of their 
artillery, the Ruffians gave three loud 
huzzas} they teemed to acquire addi¬ 
tional energy and fpiiit from this luccefs} 
they poured upon the Fiencli in a refifl. 
Jefs torrent} nothing could wtthdand 
vtfAir iinpctuofity; finally, after twelve 
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hnuri conted, the French fled in alidi- 
re£^ions» re>croffing the Schwarzach with 
the utmofl rapidity* 

Letters from Paris flate the failure of 
feveral of the principal banking-honfes 
Uierei Recamier’s is named as the flift 
that gave way. The houfes of Graiidin, 
Carfanac, and Co. ; Deville and Co* j 
Fe Le Morne and Co, j Aubrey and Co.; 
and various ot)iers» uf equal t.edit and 
cunfideration, have likewil'e been obliged 
to (top payment. Thefe events have ce» 
cafioned the greatefl; islarm and confu-* 
liun. and are attributed to the meafures 
adopted by the Emperor, which have 
drawn away all the fpecie, and deprived 
the bankers of the means of fuifllling 
their engagements. s 

Lend Harrowby was waylaid his 
jonrney to Berlin two men. TheJe 
ruffians, however, were foon apprehended 
by Ibme Prulfian foldurs } ana, after a 
due examination of their papersi fen> 
tenced to be bangeef. 

An attempt was allb made to way«Iay, 
and probably to aifaflinate, the gallant 
Emperor Alexander, on his waji from 
Leipzig to Weimar. A Bavarian de* 
tachment, lent, it was luppofed, for that 
pui'pofe, had arrivul in the fiailiwicl^of 
Laiienliein, within feven German milgs 
(about thirty-Hve Englilh) of Drefden, 
The Eleflor of Saxony, however, having 
entertained fufpicion of what was intend* 
ed, lent lOO huil'ars to elcort his Imperial 
Majelty. Buonaparte's infltuments were 
in conrequence forced to make off.

before me, I fliali invctfigate its merits 
with impartiality, and remedy the fame 
accordingly without delay. His Britan¬ 
nic Majedy, my gracious Sovereign, is * 
convinced, that his beloved German fob*' 
jefls will receive Ills troops in the mod 
friendly manner: I, therefore, in hisMa* 
Jelty's name, and by hisexpref^ command, 
invite all peribns, -whole circumflances 
will permit, to enter into the military 
fervice, particularly thofe who have pre- 
viotiily beiongeitto the Hanoverian army. 

I invite them, without delay, to join ihft 
Britifh Standard, where I (hall enfure 
to them* every privilege attached to his 
Majedy’s German Legion, With our 
futces thus united, we fliall then oppofe a 
check to the unlawful demands of the 
enemy } and we may thus the more confi¬ 
dently reckon upon the good confequen* 
ces of cur efforts, being armed with the 
judice of our caule, in behalf of our King 
and our C >iintry.

The JennerUn Soclety^d 
houfe, (a very large one), on the weft 
Hde of the Square—the party-wall quite 
burnt through* the upper room gutted* 
and the houle otherwiie much damaged. 
The houfe of Melfrs. Jones and Green, 
Attorneys, next to the jennerian Society, 
the back part damaged. The property 
in Mr. Gillet’s office principally belong¬ 
ed to Mr. Mawman, Mr. Highley, Mr, 
Stockdale, and Mr, Phillips, the book- 
fellers, who are fuppofed to be very con- 
ndeiable fufferers. li is (ingular, that at 
the time of the me at Mr. Hamilton’s- 
the ptinter, in Fleet-ftrect, about two 
earsago, ** ANACHARSis'sTRAVjiLS** 
ad been complettri, with the exception of 
afi^gU Jheet ; the wh. Ic edition was con- 
fumed. This wc'rk was afterwards given 
to Mr. Gillet to print, and he had finifh- 
ed it all but two flieetit when the acci¬ 
dent of this night lelfroytd every copy.
